Reporter Finds Dual Personality Beneath 
Brilliant Exterior of Evangelist Accused of 
Conspiracy; Lives Under Pall of Loneliness 

M RS. AIMEE SEMPLE MTHERSON t evangelist, de¬ 
fendant and central figure in one of the most sensa¬ 
tional cases in the criminal annals of California which has 
held public attention for more than six months, yesterday 
gave a remarkable interview to a staff writer of The Los 
Angeles Examiner. In this the human side of Mrs. McPher¬ 
son is revealed as an important factor of the case. 

The following article, written by a newspaper man who 
has followed every development of the investigation since 
Mrs. McPherson disappeared at Venice May 18, last year, 
presents the first intimate view of Mrs. McPherson, the evan¬ 
gelist, as contrasted with Mrs. McPherson, the woman. As 
such, this newspaper believes it is of interest to its wide 
circle of readers:

Between the acts of the swiftly- 
moving drama of the McPherson 
case, I searched the soul of this 
“Empress, ot Emotions”—and dis¬ 
covered she is a slave of her own 
self. 

Through the words and smiles and 
tears of the many actors in the play, 
I sought to fathom the inner self 
of this master-musician of human 
heartstrings—only to hear a har¬ 
mony of sorrow. 

Aimee Semple McPherson stands 
before the court accused of a crime. 
In a short time she will know 
whether she must make another 
public defense to that iccusation, 
before a jury of her peers, or have 
the whole extraordinary case re¬ 
moved from the cold, legal records 
to the fuller, all-comprehending 
judgment—or vindication—of the 
future. 


Few Know Real Aimee 


-ii 


Since the mysterious disappear¬ 
ance and the return of Aimee Sem¬ 
ple McPherson, every man and his 
brother, to say nothing of the count¬ 
less sisters, have discussed the 
evangelist. Some have praised and 
some have blamed, some accused 
and some vindicated. All have 
judged—and yet few, if any, know 
the real Aimee McPherson. For the 
real Aimee is only a woman—and 
a woman is hard to judge. 

"I wonder if the average person 
who is so ready to condemn me on 
incomplete, inaccurate rumors and 
reports, knows what I have suf¬ 
fered in the last six months?” Mrs. 
McPherson asked me in an inter¬ 
view recently. 

We were discussing a new phase 
of the investigation of her case. It 
involved a serious accusation. She 
was reiterating her previous state¬ 
ment, and insisting that she knew 
nothing about the subject. Then, 
suddenly, her face changed its ex¬ 
pression. Her eyes became dimmed 
with tears, yet she did not look 
sad. This is typical of Mrs. Mc¬ 
Pherson, for she is a bundle of 
conflicting emotions and contradic¬ 
tions. 

“How many of these good people 
know,” she continued, "that my little 
daughter Roberta, now 16 years old, 
often goes down into the basement 
of this big house, that once was 
such a happy home, and cries by the 
hour? I wonder what they would 
feel, or think, if they heard Rolph, 
my boy, sob that he does not want 
to play with other children. How 
would they feel if they saw, as I 
have seen, Rolph's little hands 
clinch into tiny fists when the shrill¬ 
voiced newsboys sweep by with their 
‘latest sensation in the McPherson 
case’?” 

We were sitting In the huge au¬ 
ditorium of the Temple. The last 
person in the audience had left. 
Back of the pulpit, a score of atten¬ 
dants were shifting things around. 
They w^ere getting ready for the 
next big service. 


*I Am Not Guilty* 


“I am not guilty of conspiracy, as 
charged against me,” Mrs. McPher¬ 
son said quietly. 

She paused a moment, her ever- 
darting eyes passing over the 
stained-glass windows of the 
church and the thousand and one 
details she told me she had planned 
and dreamed for the edifice she 
considers her monument. 

“Even if I were guilty—guilty of 
the things they say I did—wouldn’t

There was no attempt to evoke 
pity. Mrs. McPherson says she 
does not seek pity.

‘Work Is My Life> 


“My work is my life. This is all 
mine—I have planned and dreamed 
every bit of it. Those windows, 
those seats, the ceiling, the organ, 
everything. In days of want and 
privations, in defeats and discour¬ 
agements I have visualized this 
temple. Now it is here. My mother 
and I, and the faith of my people in 
the Lord's service, have made it pos¬ 
sible. I have done my work as I 
saw it—gave, and am ready and 
willing to give, the best that is in 
me. But they want me to be tried, 
and punished some more, to be pil¬ 
loried forever. Those persons who | 
glory in my misfortunes want’me to I 
come forward, to ’confess’ to every- | 
thing they sought to build up' 
against me. They want to tear 
down all that he been built up. 

"My story is true, and it will 
stand. It must stand. My work is 
the work of the Lord, and it, too, 
will stand.” 

When Aimee Semple MoPherson 
said that, one felt she meant it. 

It is a remarkable thing to study 
Mrs. McPherson’s attachment to 
Angelus Temple. The contact is 
unmistakable. I have watched the 
woman evangelist leave her home, 
adjacent to the auditorium, after 
some unusually hard blow to her 
defenses. I followed her with my 
eyes as she would walk away from 
the telephone after hearing another 
accusation, or receiving the news 
that in a few minutes another blaz¬ 
ing headline would again throw 
Aimee Semple McPherson before 
the public's hungry gaze. I saw her 
enter the Temple. She would hesi¬ 
tate for a brief instant at the door, 
and then, like a bird with wings 
made free, go down to her pulpit 
and her Bible. 



Inspired by Temple 


The touch of the pulpit electrifies 
her. To Aimee Semple McPherson, 
Angelus Temple, with its sea of 
smiling, friendly faces, and its in¬ 
visible, world-wide audience of the 
air, is a huge storage battery of 
cosmic force, a force that gives the 
woman strength to go on and on. 
It is a force she never will relin¬ 
quish—willingly. 

And here, I believe, is the unwrit¬ 
ten chapter of the McPherson case. 

Behind the huge pile of concrete, 
the graceful radio towers, the im¬ 
posing Bible school of Angelus 
Temple, is the personality of Mrs. 
McPherson, the evangelist. 

Behind the sensational McPher¬ 
son case, with its thrilling tale of 
kidnapers, Mexican deserts, Its 
shacks and tracks, its signatures 
and telegrams, its million-and-one 
words of fact, fancies, theory, rumor 
and report, its mystery and its ro¬ 
mance—is Aimee Semple McPher¬ 
son, the woman. 


Real Key to Story 


I know she will disagree with me. 
I fear she will brand this belief an¬ 
other .attack on her and her work. 
I hope she will not, for this, I feel, 
is the key to the story that never 
can be told. 

During the recent preliminary 
hearing before Municipal Judge 
Samuel R- Blake, a courtroom Kip¬ 
ling said he had discovered that 
"the evangelist lady and Judy 
O’Grady are sisters under the skin.” 

Though jesting, he spoke the 
truth. They are, indeed, sisters— 
sisters in sorrow, the age-old ex¬ 
ample of a woman's heart rushing 
in where angels fear to tread. 

I sought to learn from Mrs. Mc¬ 
Pherson something about that hu¬ 
man heart of hers. Those who have

Lonely for Love 


Aimee McPherson's work, as she 
said before, speoks for itself. 

But'what about her heapt? 

“I have beet.i a lonel£» woman, 
busy in the service of the Lord,” 
she told me one night, when I tried 
to discover b.ow she managed to 
balance her Intellect and her emo¬ 
tions. 

“For years I have worked arid 
preached. I preached happiness to 
others. I believe I brought happi¬ 
ness to th(>m, and I was, and am, 
happy in t'hjat. 

“But nicj/ht afteH night I have 
watched mjy people break up and 
go home. , I saw them rise—in 
couples. I ,saw the older folks en¬ 
joy that ripened, mellow compan¬ 
ionship thg.t comes from years of 
perfect love. I saw the husbands 
and wives, Lhe sweethearts and their 
lovers arnri in arm, leave the big, 
bright auditorium on t,heir way to 
their nest/s. 

“To everybody I was, and am, 
‘Sister Me Pherson.' To most of them 
I was on a pedestal. I suppose 
many of Uiem were too busy 'to pay 
any attention to me. I suppose to 
many I »,vas just a part of Angelus 
Temple—-someone to listen to, just 
like the organ or the radio—some¬ 
one to i:ome and see and hear and 
go awy.y. 


‘J esus Understands’ 


“Yes., I have been lonely, lonely 
as onjiy one in the glass house of 
public life can be. But this is my 
life v? ork and I love It, and willingly 
bear, the cross. 

“I do not believe Jesus wants any 
of his servants to be lonely and un- 
hapi>y. I feel certain He under¬ 
stands and knows all things, even 
a woman's *heart.” 

As she spoke, I thought about the 
ca.'se. I reviewed swiftly its many 
chapters. Venice, Carmel and the 
Mexican desert passed before me in 
rainid succession. 

I saw the trip from Douglas, Ariz. 
I remembered the evangelist stand¬ 
ing on the back platform of the 
trjain, greeted by thousands of ad¬ 
mirers along the route. 

•One by one these things passed, 
and I felt the loneliness of a woman 
In the service of the Lord. I pic¬ 
tured Mrs. McPherson as a small 
island of emotions entirely sur¬ 
rounded by duties, responsibilities 
a.nd conferences. 

Somehow her words: “Haven’t I 
/been punished enough?” kept ring- 
ling in my ears. 

And then, I felt, I understood the 
McPherson case. 

From the day of her disappear¬ 
ance, and up to the last minutes of 
legal and official upheavals that 
have marked the McPherson case, 
the world has had painted for it a 
picture of Aimee Semple McPher¬ 
son, her back to the wall, fighting 
all comers with courage and ability. 

The world has been shown a re¬ 
sourceful woman, matching move 
for move, battling against odds, but 
battling bravely all the time. It saw 
a remarkable woman, sticking to a 
remarkable story, while to all ap¬ 
pearances, her very future Is 
tumbling around her ears. 

Before the court, Aimee Semple. 
McPherson stands accused of but 
one thing. The State of California 
has charged her with entering into 
a conspiracy to defeat justice by 
making false affidavits. It wants to 
convict and punish the evangelist 
for taking part in what the prose¬ 
cution says was an attempt to 
manufacture a defense.pndiprove to 
the world, that' Aimee Semple Mc¬ 


Pherson, the evangelist, was not in 
Carmel-by-the-Sea with Kenneth G. 
Ormiston. 

Another woman, Mrs. Lorraine 
•Wiseman-Sielaff, has sworn that 
Mrs. McPherson hired and paid her 
for taking the blame. Recently this 
same woman has changed her first 
story and told another one, n^ore 
sensational than the first. The 
prosecution is faced with a problem 
of placing before the court testi¬ 
mony which District Attorney 
Keyes has himself branded as false. 
Mr. Keyes’ decision will spell the 
fate of Mrs. McPherson. 

The state, through Mr. Keyes, 
must decide its course on the evi¬ 
dence before it. . It know r s all the 
different phases of the case. It 
knows them from its own point of 
view, with Aimee Semple McPher¬ 
son, evangelist, in the balance. 

But it does not know the other 
Aimee Semple McPherson, for she 
is only a woman, and a woman is 
hard to judge.

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Important steps toward the bud¬ 
geting of public improvements in 
order that property owners may not 
be overburdened with special as¬ 
sessments, and toward the enact¬ 
ment of state legislation designed 
to curb the activities of "assess¬ 
ment and bond sharks” in the City 
of Los Angeles were taken by the 
City Council yesterday. 

A special committee consisting of 
Councilmen A. J. Barnes, W. J. San- 
Dorn and I. C. Ash, was appointed 
by President Workman of the 
Council to formulate a concrete 
plan for the budgeting of public 
improvements in accordance with 
the recent suggestions of Mayor 
Cryer. 

This plan will call for the prepa¬ 
ration of maps showing the status 
of public improvements and pro¬ 
posed public improvements, includ¬ 
ing sanitary sewers, storm drains, 
street paving, street lighting and 
others covered by special assess¬ 
ments, which maps will make it 
possible for property owner at a 
glance to know what improvements 
are under way. 

A special committee consisting of 
Councilmen Robert M. Allan, 
Charles H. Randall and Frank L. 
Shaw, was also appointed by Pres¬ 
ident Workman to confer with the 
county board of supervisors on flood 
control problems Involving the con¬ 
struction of storm drain systems 
within the city. 

The idea is to work out a plan,

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Right to Use of Water in 
River at Issue 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13. (Exclu¬ 
sive)—Contending, generally, that an 
adverse decision on December 24. 
last. Jeopardizes the entire future Of 
hydroelectric development In Califor¬ 
nia, the Southern California Edison 
Company today filed a petition in the 
Supreme Court for a rehearing of the 
Herminghaus case. 

It is a matter specifically Involv¬ 
ing waters of the San Joaquin River, 
but affects, also, the remarkable hy¬ 
droelectric potentialities developed by 
the Southern California Edison Com¬ 
pany at its Huntington Lake project 

ADVERSE RULING 

Amelia Herminghaus, and others 
brought action seeking the right,, as 
riparian owners, to the full flow of 
the San Joaquin for use in flooding 
their property to irrigate grass lands. 
The decision of the court, last month, 
concurred in by all members except 
Associate Justice Shenk, upheld the 
Herminghaus contention. 

In its application for rehearing, the 
power company states that because 
of the vast importance of the deci¬ 
sion to hydroelectric development the 
case should be given further consid¬ 
eration. 

The application also cites that Asso 
ciate Justice Sullivan concurred in a 
majority decision without hearing the 
original arguments last July. He did 
not take his seat as a member of the 
c.urt until later. It is set forth that 
Justice Sullivan was constitutional¬ 
ly disqualified, under the circum¬ 
stances. to render a decision and in 
asking the rehearing, the company re 
quests a complete bench. 

OTHER CONTENTIONS 

Three other contentions are set 
forth, one is that Amelia Herming¬ 
haus knew of the Huntington Lake 1 
project as far back as 1912 but took 
no action in the matter. The second 
is that the Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company is likewise a riparian 
owner and as such is entitled to cer¬ 
tain rights to San Joaquin waters as 
well as the complainants. 

The third is that the decision, as 
1 handed down, fails to cite a single 
case involving riparia'h owners, con¬ 
fining itself to citations involving ri¬ 
parian owners and appropriators. It 
is pointed out that both parties to 
the Herminghaus suit are riparian 
owners. 

The original opinion was written 
by Associate Justice John Richards. 

Application for the rehearing was 
filed on behalf of the power company 
by Attorneys Treadwell, Reppy, Trow¬ 
bridge, Larkin.

RUSSIAN DEBT 


31. Labonne’s Moscow 3Iis- 
sion Said to Seek Solu¬ 
tion of Problem 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
By Special Cable 

PARIS, Jan. 7—France intends to 
make another serious effort to come 
to an agreement with Russia regard¬ 
ing its debts. M. Labonne, who di¬ 
rects Russian affairs at the Quai 
d’Orsay, has left for Moscow, and 
his mission is understood to be im¬ 
portant. He is to make every en¬ 
deavor to arrange for the resumption 
of negotiations, which failed last 
year. 

On the whole, the relations of 
France and Russia are good—cer¬ 
tainly better than the relations of 
England and Russia. Almost 
throughout Europe, Russia, despite 
its Bolshevism, is on decent terms 
with the various countries. Yet it is 
obvious that if the debt problem 
could be solved. France, which rec¬ 
ognized the Russian Government be¬ 
latedly, but immediately developed a 
particular friendship with Russia, 
would be prepared to enter into 
active economic collaboration, per¬ 
haps political co-operation with its 
former ally. 

PVanco-Russian relations before 
the war were extremely close. They 
might again become close, thus 
changing the whole diplomatic map of 
Europe if the vexed question could 
be settled. Russia as France's great 
northeastern ally would change the 
conditions which favor French sup¬ 
port of Poland and Central Euro¬ 
pean nations. 

Several times since October it has 
been announced that negotiations are 
about to begin again and the precise 
date has even been fixed. But in the 
meantime Raymond Poincare wrote 
a letter to the Soviet Ambassador 
specifically defining the preliminary 
points which Russia must satisfy. 
This letter checked preparations. 
Both countries seemed to have en¬ 
tered an impasse. Negotiators were 
not nominated. It is the duty of M. 
Labonne to ascertain whether it is 
not possible to escape from the im¬ 
passe. , 

At the same moment Jean Herbette, 
who was appointed Ambassador to 
Moscow in the beginning of 1925 and 
has not since returned, announced 
his intention of coming to France. It 
is believed he, on his side, is desir¬ 
ous of making representations which 
may modify the view of the French 
Government. It is considered in dip¬ 
lomatic circles that there is a genu¬ 
ine wish to reach an a,ccord. and 
therefore discussions this year should 
be more fruitful.

OIL SHALE IS FOUND 
IN NORTH CAROLINA 


1,000,000,000 Gallons of Pe¬ 
troleum Reported 

CHARLOTTE, N. C. (Special Cor¬ 
respondence)—One billion gallons of 
oil is available in the Deep River 
mining area in North Carolina, ac¬ 
cording to the finding of Dr. Frank 
G. Gilbrandt. professor of industrial 
chemistry in the University of North 
Carolina, contained in a report to the 
State Department of Conservation 
and Development. 

The oil is contained in shale, and 
Its distillation for commercial pur¬ 
poses, according to N. G. Bryson, 
state geologist, is “not only a pos¬ 
sibility but a promising commercial 
investment for the future.” 

Mr. Bryson said that borings have 
shown thicknesses varying from 35 
to 40 feet, over large areas. Esti¬ 
mates show 400,000.000 tons of oil- 
bearing shale, he said.

BITUMINOUS COAL 
SITUATION STUDIED 


Agreement Expires in March 
—Walerwav V iews Given

WASHINGTON, .Jan. 7—The De¬ 
partment of Commerce will keep a 
close check on bituminous coal 
stocks, and in view of the possibility 
of a strike in the industry when the 
present wage scale agreement ex¬ 
pires on March 31. will advise action 
by the public if there is danger of 
a shortage, it was stated by Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce. 

The public comment, on the Hoover 
report recommending development 
of the St: Lawrence waterway in 
preference to the All-American 
Canal . route has been extremely 
favorable to the plan. Hr. Hoover 
stated. Newspaper editorials in the 
leading metropolitan dailies have in¬ 
dicated that the plan is being favor¬ 
ably received in practically all sec¬ 
tions of the country. 

There has been some opposition 
from upper New York State, espec¬ 
ially from the cities along the Erie 
Canal which believe that the All- 
American route by way of the Great 
Lakes, the Erie Canal and the Hud¬ 
son River would bring important in¬ 
dustrial developments in that region. 

Mr. Hoover believes, however, that 
these cities stand to profit more from 
the power development made possi¬ 
ble by the St. Lawrence project than 
from the additional traffic which 
would be brought to that area by the 
Erie Canal route.

PHOENIX, Jan. 20. (Exclusive)— 
The era of good feeling declared to 
have marked the legislative sessions 
thus far with regard to Gov. Hunt 
and his policies shows signs of break¬ 
ing. trouble being precipitated by the 
wholesale resignations from the uni¬ 
versity. including that of the presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Marvin. 

Today the House, with only two 
adverse votes, passed a resolution of¬ 
fered by Floor Leader Brooke, de¬ 
claring that, “Dr. Marvin has labored 
diligently to raise the educational 
standards of the University of Ari¬ 
zona, has shown splendid executive 
and educational ability and that by 
his resignation the State will lose a 
faithful, conscientious and able edu¬ 
cator.” There were expressions of 
best wishes for his success in new 
fields. Kimball of Tucson. Republic¬ 
an, voted as a protest against drag¬ 
ging the university into politics: the 
other adverse expression was from 
Ludden of Phoenix, an administra¬ 
tion member. 

OFFERED TO TALLY 
Gov. Hunt announced today that 
the only resignation he had received 
was of E. E. Ellinwood, president of 
the Board of Regents, and unsuccess¬ 
ful candidate for the Governorship 
in the last Democratic primaries. He 
stated he has offered the vacancy to 
Robert B. Tally, general manager of 
the United Verde Copper Company at 
Jerome, recently named as a member 
of the Arizona committee to fight the 
Bwing-Johnson bill in Congress. Mr. 
Tally still is at home, though pre¬ 
paring to go to Washington. He has 
not indicated whether he will accept 
the new appointment. A late deci¬ 
sion of the Attorney-General is that 
such appointments do not need con¬ 
firmation by the State Senate. 

The resignations were brought 
about by the recent reappointment 
on the Board of Regents of Mrs. Theo¬ 
dora Marsh of Nogales, a. stout Hunt 
supporter, and of Dr. F. J. Crider, 
who, a former member of the uni¬ 
versity agricultural college faculty, 

Is said to be anti-Marvin in senti¬ 
ment. Dr. Crider is director of the 
Bcyce-Thomson Arboretum, near Su¬ 
perior. 

RESIGNATION IN MAIL 
Cleve W. Van Dyke has wired from 
Long Beach that his resignation as 
regent is in the mail. Mr. Van Dyke 
In the past has been a strong Hunt 
supporter, a veritable power behind 
the throne. Besides being regent, he 
has been chairman of the State In¬ 
dustrial Commission, a portion re¬ 
signed by him, and a member of 
Hunt's Colorado River committee, 
from which he was dropped in the 
last assignment.

TWO BOYS 
RECOVERED 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 20. (£>)— 
Revealing for the first time the gi¬ 
gantic proportions of the so-called 
Yolo liquor conspiracy, the Federal 
Court today made public the text of 
the indictment against Sheriff James 
Monroe of Yolo county and fifteen 
other persons, including well-known 
San. Francisco business men. 

The indictment charged that in 
furtherance of their conspiracy the 
defendants purchased a ranch to ac¬ 
commodate their distillery and pur¬ 
chased amber syrup by the carload, as 
well as eight pumps and an engine. 

Sheriff Monroe's name was pub¬ 
lished at the time of his indictment. 
The names of fifteen other persons 
Included in secret indictments were 
disclosed today by U. S. Atty. Hat¬ 
field. as follows: Abe Adler. A. Fish¬ 
er, John J. Bottaro, W. M. Pechart, 
Louis T. Avery. John D. Fabre, R. C. 
Raboni (believed by the government 
to be George Rlccomi,) Frank Retter- 
meyer. Arnold Bosch. J. C. Scott, Jo¬ 
seph Schiro, Frank Daniels. James 
Hester, George H. Smith and L. C. 
Blaney. 

Sheriff Monroe. Adler, Bottaro. Pe¬ 
chart, and Riccomi are at liberty on 
$10,000 bail each. Bail for the others 
was set at .the same figure? 

The indictment charged the men 
with making and fermenting "mash, 
wort, and wash,- fit for the distilla¬ 
tion and production of spirits, in a 
building other than a distillery,” thus 
carrying on the business of a dis¬ 
tillery fraudulently and without 
bond.” The indictment further 
charges that the products of this 
plant were “transported, sold, deliv¬ 
ered and furnished to buyers,” and 
that the products included “whisky, 
gin, wine, alcohol, champagne ana 
beer.” 

Further charges in the indictment 
are that the defendants “on May 15, 
1926, in the guise of the Pacific Bak¬ 
ery Supplies Company, in the name of 
H. J. Price, leased a warehouse at 
5321 Norton street, Emeryville,” for 
carrying on this business, and that 
the same day they subscribed funds 
which were deposited in a San Fran 
cisco bank in Price's name. 

The indictment declares that the Il¬ 
licit liquor operations were started on 
a large scale on a ranch purchased 
from William A. Bowman in Yolo 
county.

NEW YORK. Jan. 20. UP )—'The 

huge Northwest railway merger is be¬ 
ing planned on a share-for-share 
equality basis In an exchange of stock 
of the Great Northern and the North¬ 
ern Pacific for stock in the new op¬ 
erating railway company. This was 
disclosed here today in a joint state¬ 
ment issued by Ralph Budd and 
Charles Donnelly, respectively presi¬ 
dents of the two companies. 

The announcement was made at 
the close of a meeting of directors, 
officers and counsel for the two rail¬ 
way systems, at which “satisfactory 
progress” was made. 

The exact method by which the 
plans will be carried out was not re¬ 
vested. 

At the close of the stock market 
tonight, there was a spread of 2 1-4 
points between the quoted value of 
the two stocks. Great Northern pre¬ 
ferred, the only stock of that road 
outstanding, closing at 86. and 
Northern Pacific common, at 83 3-4. 

The Great Northern road has au¬ 
thorized $250,000,000 of .preferred 
stock ($100 par value,) of which 
'$248,916,550 is outstanding, and the 
Northern Pacific company has author¬ 
ized $250,000,000 of capital stock 
($100 par value.) of which $248,000,- 
000 is outstanding. 

There is a close similarity also in 
the funded debts of the two roads, 
the Great Northern having $332,321.- 
215 in bonds and equipment obliga¬ 
tions outstanding, as of December, 
last, while the Northern Pacific has 
*320.133,000. 

The meeting today closed the New 
York phase of the conferences. Mr. 
Donnelly leaving tonight for the 
West. It Is.expected, however, that 
further discussions will follow short¬ 
ly, probably in St. Paul.

AMMUNITION RUSHED 

The destroyer Stewart is rushing 
from Manila to Chin Wang Tao 
with ammunition for the regiment 
of American infantry which is part 
of the international patrol, of the 
Peking-Tien-Tsin Railway. Brig. 
Gen. Joseph C. Castner is in com¬ 
mand, with about 900 infantry. A 
Japanese outfit is on one side of 
them and an Italian regiment on 
the other. French and British also 
are in the patrol. 

On the ability of these troops to 
keep the railroad open depends the 
safety of the large American colony 
in Peking and the hundreds of 
Americans from other places who 
are making their way to Peking for 
concentration. 

The United States Destroyer Par¬ 
rott is on the way from Shanghai to 
Foochow. 

It was significantly pointed out 
that troops were unable to keep the 
line open when the revolution in 
China started one year ago and are 
doing so now because there is no 
large concentration of Chinese 
troops in that vicinity. 

But against this handful of men 
China has an army of 1,200.000 well- 
equipped and trained troops in the 
field, a reserve of 4,000,000 who have 
seen military service and 15,000,000 
more men available for military ser¬ 
vice. They are equipped with ma¬ 
chine guns, field artillery, airplanes, 
bombs and the moat modern weap¬ 
ons of war of all kinds. They are 
well-officered and well trained. 

EFFICIENT APPARATUS 
A photograph received at the War 
Department here today showed a 
field headquarters in China. In 
front of the commandant's tent was 
a modern wireless station for com¬ 
municating with other units. It is 
much better equipment than any¬ 
thing in the American army, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The sailing of the Gold Star was 
reported to the Navy Department 
by Admiral C. S. Williams, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the American 
Asiatic fleet. Although her destina¬ 
tion is Cavite, in the Philippines, 
the Navy Department expects her 
to stop there only long enough to 
take on supplies and proceed to 
Shanghai. 

Admiral Williams reported the 
most alarming conditions. He 
transmitted a message from Rear 
Admiral H. H. Hough, commander 
ot the American Yangtze patrol, in 
which he said that panic-stricken 
American and British refugees are 
pouring into river towns in their

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BT REFUGEES 


MANILA, Jan. 21.—Sixty-five 
refugees from Foochow, China, ar¬ 
rived here today aboard the de¬ 
stroyer Pillsbury. Of this number, 
three were men and the rest were 
women and children, mostly fam¬ 
ilies of missionaries. 

After rescuing the refugees, the 
Pillsbury steamed down the Min 
Kiver, her decks cleared for action, 
as threats were made by the na- 
tionalists, according to refugees, 
that they would fire on any rescue 
vessel. The Pillsbury cleared from 
China, however, without experienc¬ 
ing any untoward incident. 

Of the sixty-five refugees, forty- 
one were Methodists, ten Y. M. C. A. 
workers, five American Board of 
Congregationalist Missionaries, one 
T. W. C. A. worker and eight mem¬ 
bers of the Foochow business com¬ 
munity. Three men and thirty-one 
women were included in the party, 
the remainder being children. 

AT MERCY OF GANGS 

The refugees reported that 300 
foreigners remaining in Foochow 
after the Pillsbury left were at the 
mercy of student and coolie gangs, 
who, fully armed, were running wild 
without control from the nationalist 
generals. 

They said the community was in 
imminent danger of having its com¬ 
munication with the outside world 
cut, as the cable station was lightly 
guarded. Thus far, the refugees 
said, there have been only minor 
assaults and looting with none se¬ 
riously injured, but if the maraud¬ 
ing bands should suddenly become 
crazed it was feared a massacre 
would follow. 

Mrs. Ernest E. Price, wife of the 
American consul at Foochow; who 
arrived with her four children, said: 

'The outbreak started Friday of 
last week when twelve Chinese 
children studying Spanish in a con¬ 
vent died of cholera. When the 
bodies were carried out of the con¬ 
vent the Chinese students told the 
coolies that the Spanish fathers had 
murdered the children. 

“The convent was stormed and 
looted that night. By Sunday the 
disorders spread over the city and 
surrounding districts. 

"My husband remained at his post 
and probably will be the last to leave 
the city."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—In an 
effort to control the action of the 
Administration, the Senate today 
thrust its hand into the Mexican 
situation with a series of legislative 
gestures. 

The developments were: 

2. The Foreign Relations Commit- 
* tee, by a 13 to 3 vote, adopted an 
amended form ot the Robinson reso¬ 
lution urging settlement of the con¬ 
troversy with Mexico over its land 
and oil laws by arbitration and pro¬ 
viding for protection of all Ameri¬ 
can property rights pending final 
outcome of the arbitration. 

2. A resolution expressing the sen- 
' timent of the Senate against in¬ 
vasion of Mexico by United States 
forces or the assembling of a naval 
fleet in Mexican waters without the 
consent of Congress was introduced 
by Senator Lyiyi J. Frazier, North 
Dakota. 

3. A resolution calling on the State 
Department to furnish the Senate 

with all information regarding 
American oil concessions in Mex¬ 
ico, the names of .concessionnaires 
who have refused to accept the 
Mexican constitution and laws re¬ 
lating to oil concessions, and what 
instructions, if any, have been 
given the holders by the State De¬ 
partment, was presented by Sen¬ 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska. 

4. Norris also introduced a resolu¬ 
tion calling on the Foreign Re¬ 
lations Committee for a full investi¬ 
gation of the charges that the State 
Department had induced press asso¬ 
ciations to “give publicity to propa¬ 
ganda that would have the tendency 
to seriously impair the friendship 
existing between the United States 
and Mexico.” 

5. Senator J. Thomas Heflin, Ala¬ 
bama., again sought to inject the 

religious issue into the Mexican 
situation, but his speech was cut 
short when the Senate went into 
executive session behind closed 
doors to consider the Woods nomi¬ 
nation. 

6. Senator King, Utah, charged the 
State Department with being, a 

propaganda instrument” to pro¬ 
mote its, own policies and create 
favorable sentiment for its treaties. 

The resolution, sponsored by Sen¬ 
ator Joseph T. Robinson of Arkan¬ 
sas; Democratic leader, the prin¬ 
ciple of which Secretary Kellogg 
announced he favored, was adopted 
after a two-hour wrangle in the 
committee. 

It will be reported to the Senate 
tomorrow and will come up for 
consideration Monday. 

While Robinson predicted its 
adoption by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority, it is certain to provoke a 
hot debate, with Senator James A. 
Reed, Missouri, leading the opposi¬ 
tion. 

The Resolution read: 

"Resolved, that while by virtue of 
sovereignty, the duty devolves upon 
this Government to protect the lives 
and property of its nationals in for¬ 
eign countries, which duty is not to 
be neglected or disregarded, it is 
nevertheless sound policy, con¬ 
sistent with the honor and best in¬ 
terest of the United States and 
promotive of international peace 
and good will, to submit to an ar¬ 
bitral tribunal, which shall apply 
the principles of, international law, 
the controversies with Mexico re¬ 
lating to the alleged confiscation 
or impairment of the property of 
American nationals and corpora¬ 
tions in Mexico; the arbitration 
agreement to provide for protection 
of all American property rights 
pending the final outcome of the 
arbitration.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 21.—(>T>)— 
With public interest centered on 
possfble arbitration of the differ¬ 
ences between Mexico and the 
United States over the new oil and 
land laws, a new angle was added 
to the situation today, when all 
foreign land owner's in Mexico be¬ 
came theoretically Mexican citizens 
as far as questions concerning their 
property is concerned. 

Today the time expired for for¬ 
eigners to register a declaration of 
their land ownership to the mu¬ 
nicipal authorities in accordance 
with Article XVII of the Mexican 
constitution and the alien land law 
enacted under it. 

The law has been in effect one 
year, but a period of grace expiring 
today was granted to foreigners to 
file their declaration. The ( law 
enacts a constitutional article which 
permits only native-born Mexicans 
to own land • in Mexico, but gives 
the Mexican government power to 
grant property rights to foreigners 
who renounce the right of appeal 
to their home government in case 
of disputes. 

It is understood that registration 
under the law will be construed by 
the Mexican government as accept¬ 
ance of its provisions, including the 
renunciation of the right of appeal, 
and that failure to register also au¬ 
tomatically removes the right of 
appeal. 


Smith’s Rejection Exposes Con¬ 
trol as Mythical; Outlook 
More Gloomy After March 4

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—G. O. P. 
leaders today viewed with alarm 
their lack of control over the Sen¬ 
ate as demonstrated by yesterday’s 
vote rejecting Frank L. Smith’s 
demand for a seat as Senator from 
Illinois. 

That roll-call, in which fifteen 
Republicans joined the Democrats to 
make a majority of fifteen over all 
revealed that the G. O. P. is with¬ 
out power to rule the Senate. In the 
words of one of its most prominent 
and dolorous members, the paper 
majority of the Republicans is a 
mere “bubble," and its control has 
been “sunk.” 

OUTLOOK GLOOMY 
The democrats and bolting repub¬ 
licans made up a total of forty- 
eight votes on the Reed resolution 
to keep Smith out, and only twenty- 
nine Republicans followed their 
leaders in voting to seat him. 

The situation with respect to the 
new Senate, which comes into of¬ 
fice after March 4, is even more 
gloomy from the G. O. P. point of 
view, for in the new Senate there 
will be six more Democrats than 
there are now. In addition to this, 
every one of the fifteen Republi¬ 
cans who bolted the program on the 
Smith vote will be in the next Sen¬ 
ate except Stewart of Iowa, and he 
will be succeeded by Brookhart, so 
there won’t be any difference, so 
far as that particular vote is con¬ 
cerned. Hence the chances of Re¬ 
publican control in the new Senate 
will be slimmer than they are now. 
VARE APPEARS DOOMED 
The vote against Smith indicated 
to a certainty that when William S. 
Vare, Senator-elect from Pennsyl¬ 
vania, knocks at the door for ad¬ 
mission he will share the same fate. 

The contest over the seat of Ar¬ 
thur R. Gould of Maine may be de¬ 
cided in the same manner as the 
Smith case, although the issues in 
the two c ases are enti rely different.

New York City Club Women 
Meet — State-National 
Policies Presented

NEW YORK—Water power equiv¬ 
alent to the product of 25,000,000 
tons of coal is going to waste annu¬ 
ally in the St. Lawrence and Niagara 
rivers, Courtland Nichol, State Sen¬ 
ator, and Nathan Straus Jr., former 
State Senator, told a forum meeting 
of the New York City Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

Mr. Straus recommended state de¬ 
velopment of water power, declaring 
that a 50-year lease has the same 
ultimate disadvantages to the people 
as a franchise granted to private in¬ 
terests. Mr. Nichol advocated leasing 
to private interests, telling the 
women that the Government is not 
organized to go into business and 
that for it to attempt to do so would 
mean “more political jobs for poli- 
ticans.” 

“We have talked a lot about what 
women would do with their votes, let 
us show what women can do,” urged 
Mrs. Lillian Story Griffin, legislative 
chairman. Telling the women to ask 
for bills as a part of justice, Mrs. 
Griffin asked them to stand for 
women on juries, for the abolition of 
legal discriminations against women. 
Mrs. Griffin supported the Bauraes 
laws in New York State, saying that 
“the mandatory provision for life 
sentences for criminals four times 
convicted of felonies is reducing the 
percentage of crime, while the pardon 
power vested in the Governor allows 
for individual releases where the law 
might seem to work an injustice.” 

The women of the country should 
see to it that entrance by the United 
States into the World Court is made 
an issue in the next presidential elec¬ 
tion, said Dr. Franklin F. Russell, 
who reviewed current international 
affairs.

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Make Cars A like as Two Pins 

Was Henry Ford’s Early Goal 

Turn Them Out Like Pins or Matches He Told Early 
Partner, and Cheapness Will Undersell Others 
—Court Hears the Story 


DETROIT, Jan. 21 (JP )—’To turn 
out automobiles “one like the other, 
as pins coming from a pin factory, 
or matches from a match factory,” 
was the idea of Henry Ford shortly 
after he established his first plant 
in 1903. 

This was the testimony of John W. 
Anderson, former partner of Mr. 
Ford at the tax appeal hearing here 
in which former minority stockhold¬ 
ers of the Ford Company ase oppos¬ 
ing an additional levy of more than 
$30,000,000 against their 1919 in¬ 
comes, enhanced by the sale of their 
holdings to Mr. Ford. 

Mr. Anderson, with Horace H. 
Rackham, drew the original incor¬ 
poration papers of the Ford Motor 
Company and invested $5000 in It. 
The Government now wants $1,438,- 
826.35 additional income taxes on 
the profits he made on the sale of 
his stock to Mr. Ford. 

Mr. Anderson’s testimony was de¬ 
signed by appellants’ counsel to 
support their contention that greatly 
increased production and profits 
could be foreseen long before March 
1, 1913, and that the stock of the 


company therefore was worth at 
least $9489.34 a share as of that 
date. This figure formed the basis 
of income tax payments by the ap¬ 
pellants. The Government contends 
the figure should have been less 
than $4000 a share. 

When Henry Ford drew the paral¬ 
lel between pins and automobiles, 
Mr. Anderson said, “I remarked, 
‘That’s all right with pins, but with 
automobiles their manufacture is 
complicated.’ 

“Mr. Ford said, ‘The principle is 
just the same; all we need is the 
floor space.’ ” 

At that time the plant had 250 
square feet of floor space. 

“Thinking of the myriad of pins,” 
Mr. Anderson continued. “I said to 
Mr. Ford, ‘How would you sell so 
many automobiles; where would you 
find a market for them?’ 

“Mr. Ford said: ‘The people will 
buy them. When you make automo¬ 
biles in quantities you will make 
them cheaper and will find more 
people with sufficient money to buy 
them at lower prices. Of course, you 
‘must make them simple with not too 
many parts.’ ” 


DR. SCOTT NAMED 
ON CARNEGIE STAFF 

Will Be Exchange Professor 
to Latin America

NEW YORK, Jan. 21—Dr. James 
Brown Scott of Washington has been 
appointed first Carnegie exchange 
professor to Latin-America, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement just made 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of the Carnegie Endow¬ 
ment for International Peace. Dr. 
Scott is secretary of the endowment 
and director of the division of inter¬ 
national law. 

In making the announcement Dr. 
Butler said the plan for interchange 
professorships was the result of an 
inquiry conducted by the organiza¬ 
tion’s trustees to learn what activi¬ 
ties the endowment could undertake 
that would be pleasing to Latin- 
American people. 

“The Carnegie endowment is 
greatly interested in the welfare of 
Latin-Americau peoples,” he de¬ 
clared, "and hopes that exchange 
professorships may he created in 
various American universities, and 
that South American universities 
may also adopt the system. 

“The advantages cannot be over¬ 
estimated which come from personal 
visits, personal contacts and learning 
by word of mouth the views of our 
Latin-American friends. Good will 
is not enough, but an exchange of 
good will lends to good understand¬ 
ing and friendliness on an increas¬ 
ingly large scale between the peoples 
of the different countries.”

MINES OF COLORADO 
SHOW MARKED GAIN 


Old Fields Are Reopened 
Under New Processes 

DENVER, Colo. (Special Corre¬ 
spondence)—Gold and silver mines 
of Colorado supplied almost half the 
$11,018,573 worth of bullion absorbed 
by the United States mint at Denver 
in 1926, according to the annual re¬ 
port of Frank E. Shepard, superin¬ 
tendent. This showing is very largely 
a result of the substantial metal 
mining revival now in progress, it is 
said. 

Teller County, in which is located 
the famous Cripple Creek gold min¬ 
ing district, supplied $4,216,172 
worth of all the gold that came from 
Colorado sources, the total from 
this State being $4,993,100. 

The total amount of bullion 
handled represents a notable in¬ 
crease over that received during 
1925, which amounted to $8,110,306 
in gold and $7%S,4S7 in silver, or $8,- 
888,793 in all. 

A far better showing is anticipated 
for 1927, according to Mr. Shepard. 
He points out that many of the proj¬ 
ects for milling old mine ores by 
newly invented reduction processes 
will be well under way in a short 
time.

Esthetic Progress Is Note 
by Kansas Agricultural 
College Head 


COLUMBIA, ^lo., Jan. 21 (Special) 
—Social and esthetic progress is be¬ 
ing made in many striking ways by 
farmers in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to F. D. Farrell, president 
of the Kansas State Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, one of the speakers on the an¬ 
nual farmer’s week program, college 
of agriculture, of the University' of 
Missouri. 

"It may sound paradoxical to say 
that the agricultural depression has 
been accompanied by a tremendous 
increase in farialiouse conveniences, 
but such is the fact,” he said. “The 
first requisite for getting better con¬ 
ditions is to want them. 

“Farmers of the corn belt a*e 
building better homes and providing 
better education for themselves and 
for their children. They are fevidenc- 
ing a growing appreciation for 
beauty and a consequent increase of 
interest in the arts. This is espe¬ 
cially true as regards music.” 

Stating that a surplus of the staple 
farm products is not only inevitable, 
but desirable, Frank O. Lowden, 
former Governor of Illinois, de¬ 
clared: 

“In the interest of society as well 
as of the farmer we must contrive 
some method by which the surpluses 
of the very essentials of life shall be¬ 
come a benefit to him who produces 
them and not a burden. The farmer 
must always plan to raise more than 
just enough if the world is to be fed 
and clothed. I think that just as 
Australia has found a way to take 
care of her huge wool surplus with¬ 
out bankrupting her farmers, and 
Brazil a way by which hel coffee 
surplus is no longer a menace, and 
England a method by which her 
rubber surplus no longer harms the 
rubber-growing industry, so we in 
America may, if we will, find^ means 
of taking from the back of the Amer¬ 
ican farmer the burden of the sur¬ 
plus.”

41 Officers reporting, at the twen¬ 
tieth annual meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Waldensian Aid Society just 
held in the chapel of St. Nicholas 
Collegiate Reformed Church, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-Eighth Street, 
stated that the society has just 
passed through the most prosper¬ 
ous year in its history and looks 
forward with joy to the opening 
of the new Waldensian Church at 
Palermo, Sicily, this Easter, 

The Waldensian Church is the 
oldest Protestant chux-ch in the 
world. It was established in the 
twelfth century and ,has passed 
through 30 persecutidns, each one 
leaving it stronger than before, 
until today it is steadily expand- 

• ing and increasing its work in 
Italy. 

The Waldensians have lived for 
centuries in a northern corner of 
the Cottian Alps bordering on 
France. They hold to the evan¬ 
gelical faith. There is no illiteracy, 
and, in addition to reading and 
writing both Italian and French, 
they possess more schools in pro- 
poi'tion to their numbers than any 
other rural population of Itay. 

* The chui’ch is supported by so¬ 
cieties in the United States, the 
headquarters of which are in New 
York. The opening of the church 
at Palermo, for which the society 
has waited for 17 years, will come 
into fruition this year. 

At the meeting the Rev. Guido 
Comba, pastor of the Waldensian 
Church, Pomaretto, Italy, told of 
the pi-ogress that has been made 
in recent years and how the Amer¬ 
ican Aid Societies are demonsti-at- 
ing practical friendship for the 
church. The Rev. Dr. Henry 
Evertson Cobb, vice-president of 
the society, px-esided. Fred S. 
Goodman, general secretary, re¬ 
ported on various branch activities 
and the expansion of the work in 
Italy. 

Religion and Russia 
4f "That the Moscow Soviet has 
abandoned its attempt to force the 
Russian people into atheism and 
has removed its interdict against 
church attendance is probably due 
as much to the more moderate 
views of the men who now exer¬ 
cise the supreme power as it is to 
any realization that the Bolshe¬ 
vist fight against religion was an 
impossible one," declares the To¬ 
ronto Globe. 

“Stalin, the real Soviet dictator, 
is not a fanatic: if reports of him 
are true, he is not even a Bolshe¬ 
vik. He is an opportunist, with a 
determination to maintain himself 
in power by the easiest and safest 
means at his command. And in 
doing so he is compelled to make 
many concessions to the Com¬ 
munist spirit which pervades the 
body through which he governs 
Russia. But further trampling on 
religion or the chux-ch he has ap¬ 
parently found to be unnecessary, 
and the new freedom of wox-ship 
which has been permitted will 
strengthen instead of weakening 
his Government. 

"The advantage, too, which the 
people have taken of the relaxa¬ 
tion of the rules against religious 
liberty shows how utterly impos¬ 
sible of accomplishment was the 
attempt to deprive them of their 
faith. The churches once more 
are crowded at all services, the 
priests are unmolested, and the 
people are happier than they have 
been since the downfall of the 
Empire.” 

“Share With Others"

with the plans for the observance 
of National Thrift Week, which 
has been promoted for sevei-al 
years by a large group of social, 
religious, industrial and educa¬ 
tional organizations. 


Business Example for Church 
41A new era has arrived in which 
the church will learn from busi¬ 
ness and business will be saved by 
the church, Bruce Barton told the 
Advertising Club of New York 
which has organized a committee 
to study the advisability of spon¬ 
soring organized publicity cam¬ 
paigns among religious bodies. 
"Business men should not kid 
themselves about their sales or 
their finances,” he said, adding 
that “neither should the chui-ch 
*kid itself about its membei'ship or 
its efficiency.” 

The church must have as much 
faith as business has, he declared, 
citing that the General Electric 
Company spends millions every 
year in its laboratories, knowing 
that any day a discovery may be 
made that may necessitate a com¬ 
plete change of method, and the 
discarding of millions of dollars' 
worth of machinery. “The attitude 
of the average church is not of 
similar courage,” Mr. Barton 
warned. “It is afraid tomorrow is 
going to be different.” 


Men Who Make the Churches 

41 “It is the anonymous men who 
really guide and guard the desti¬ 
nies of American journalism: and 
they get all their meed of praise 
from each other,” declares Don 
Marquis in the Yale Review. We 
wonder whether the “anonymous 
men” do not guide, in the last 
analysis, the destinies of the 
church. As in journalism, the 
“special writer” has his precarious 
fame and rewards, but the anony¬ 
mous reporters, editors, and 
composing-room woi-kers really 
are the solid basis on which the 
paper rests, so the church also 
cannot depend upon its specially 
gifted writers and speakers be¬ 
yond a certain point. 

There must be a great com¬ 
monwealth of anonymous be¬ 
lievers and workers who stand 
behind the purpose of the church, 
whoever may be its ministers, and 
whatever may be its present state. 
And, just as in journalism, the 
faithful . worker’s praise really 
comes from “those who know” and 
those who are on the same road, 
so- the underlying sti-ength of the 
church must therefore lie in the 
strength of its anonymous legions 
who value and cherish each other’s 
achievements. Real leadership 
should not draw itself away fro’m 
the great body of Christians, but 
glory in giving more skilled ar¬ 
ticulation to its potential strength. 
—The Congregationalist.

Since the class was formed a few 
months ago, there have been 
few alaxms during the sessions. 

Organ Has 6 000 Pipes 

41 An organ having 6000 pipes and 
74 stops has been dedicated in 
St. Matthew’s Evangelical Luther¬ 
an Church, Munich, Germany. The 
church council has ai-ranged to 
give recitals of church music on 
the new organ every other Sat¬ 
urday evening. This practice is 
similar to that of the famous boys’ 
choir whose Saturday afternoon 
concerts have for centuries been 
been given in St. Thomas Luther¬ 
an Chui’ch in Leipzig.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 27 (/P)— Ur- 

bano Lavin, former Governor of the 
State of Guerrera, and eleven others, 
have been killed in an encounter with 
Federal forces at Xochlpala, State of 
Morelos, in which the r^bel leaders, 
former Gen. Luis Quiroz, Augustin 
Mendoza and Marcellino Castrejn were 
wounded. The rebels belonged to a 
group commanded by Victor Barcenas, 
which finally was forced to disperse 
after a number of clashes with Fed¬ 
eral soldiers the last few days. 

Pachuca dispatches say that one 
man was killed and sis were captured 
when Federal forces surrounded a 
house at Tepeji Del Ri<* State of Hi¬ 
dalgo, where a group of conspirators 
were organizing an uprising. The con¬ 
spirators offered resistance and a brisk 
clash ensued. Jose Flores being killed. 
The War Department Is Investigating 
reports of the execution of those ar¬ 
rested. 

Military headquarters, according to 
a dispatch from Colima, has an¬ 
nounced that the rebels in the north¬ 
ern districts are being hotly pursued, 
several of them being killed in vari¬ 
ous encounters. From Guadalajara 
the report is that many rebels were 
killed when Federal soldiers recap¬ 
tured the town of Ixtlahuacan after 
a sharp combat, the insurgents dis¬ 
persing. 

Gen. Gonzalo Escobar reports that 
only three rebellious bands are opei - - 
ating in the State of Durango. The 
Mezquital district is pacified at the 
present time. Esteban Orozco, leader 
of a rebel band, and seven of his 
followers were killed at Ojo de Agua 
in a fight with Federals under Gen. 
Madrigal. 

Excited by reports that their church 
would be dosed and its sacred relics 
seized, Indians at Chignahuapan, 
Puebla, badly mauled Constantino 
Iniguez, supposing that he had ar¬ 
rived for that purpose. 




PALO ALTO, Jan. 27. (Exclusive)—

Whether or not women shall smoke 
in the living groups (sororities or pri¬ 
vate quarters) is left to the yearly 
decision of the individual living 
groups. It is recommended that 
women do not smoke In public places 
in Palo Alto or vicinity."

Knights of Columbus 

^su/e of Public Opinion 
Against Policies Asked 


Los Angeles Attorney One of 
Principal Speakers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. (£>)— Ah 
appeal that "the powerful force of 
outraged public opinion" be brought 
to bear against the policies of Presi¬ 
dent Calles of Mexico was sounded 
here tonight at a mass meeting held 
under the auspices of the Knights of 
Columbus. 

Many public officials, Including the 
members of Senate and House and of 
the Diplomatic Corps were Invited 
to the meeting, which was held In 
Washington Auditorium. The prin¬ 
cipal speaker was Joseph Bcott, ft Los 
Angeles attorney. 

“Of course, no sane, patriotic Amer¬ 
ican will countenance intervention,’* 
he said in a prepared addrees. “I 
would not waste a drop ot blood from 
an American lad to Interfere In the 
internal affairs of any country. But 
that does not mean that we shall 
not bring to bear upon President 
Calles the present force of outraged 
public opinion, fob in spite of mod¬ 
ern science the pen is mightier than 
sword, and no government can 


the 


withstand the vocal strength of an 
aroused and conscientious democracy." 

CITES CALLES SUPPORT 
fieclaring the Calles government 
came into power with the active sup¬ 
port of the United States govern¬ 
ment, under a pledge that there 
would be no discrimination against 
foreigners, “particularly in the exer¬ 
cise of their religious duties," Mr. 
Scott said the American nation had 
every right to Inquire whether Presi¬ 
dent Calles “is keeping faith with 
the American people." 

He reviewed the evolution of the 
Mexican Constitution, which he eald 
could not be regarded as "a free ex¬ 
pression of the Mexican people," nor 
depended upon to give the guarantees 
that flow from the Constitution of 
the United States. He then recited 
provisions of the Calles edicts under 
which he said Henry Ward Beecher 
would not have been permitted to 
preach, the Salvation Army would be 
barred from the streets and free 
speech destroyed. Inquiring why the 
word ‘’religion" was constantly em¬ 
phasized In these regulations, he con¬ 
tinued : 

"Is it not because the philosophy 
of government of the Calles Cabinet 
Is antireligious and proposes to dis¬ 
establish religion with might. and 
main? 

REGISTER INDIGNATION 
"We cannot remain Indifferent to 
a situation of this character. By all 
the powers of observation the normal 
man can bestow. We have facing us 
here a steady, persistent effort to 
Russianize Mexico—to give the brand 
of Communist form of government 
to unfortunate and helpless people. ’ 
"We don’t believe here in the 
United States in confiscation or spoil- 
ation of property, whether of church¬ 
es or corporations or Individuals. 

•'We stand by the prayer and the 
Constitution of the fathers In Phila¬ 
delphia and we register our Indigna¬ 
tion at the contempt the Calles gov¬ 
ernment has shown for the support 
and protection with which the Amer¬ 
ican government has most bountifully 
supplied them in the expectation that 
we should have as a neighbor a gov¬ 
ernment In keeping with our own 
Ideals of religious liberty and political 
freedom."

ON CARNEGIE STAFF 

Will Be Exchange Professor 
to Latin America 

Special from Monitor Bureau 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21—Dr. James 
Brown Scott of Washington has been 
appointed first Carnegie exchange 
professor to Latin-America, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement just made 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of the Carnegie Endow¬ 
ment for International Peace. Dr. 
Scott is secretary of the endowment 
and director of the division of inter¬ 
national law. 

In making the announcement Dr. 
Butler said the plan for interchange 
professorships was the result of an 
inquiry conducted by the organiza¬ 
tion’s trustees to learn what activi¬ 
ties the endowment could undertake 
that would be pleasing to Latin- 
American people. 

“The Carnegie endowment Is 
greatly interested in the welfare of 
Latin-American peoples,” he de¬ 
clared, "and hopes that exchange 
professorships may be created in 
various American universities, and 
that South American universities 
may also adopt the system. 

“The advantages cannot be over¬ 
estimated which come from personal 
visits, personal contacts and learning 
by word of mouth the views of our 
Latin-American friends. Good will 
is not enough, but an exchange of 
good will lends to good understand¬ 
ing and friendliness on an increas¬ 
ingly large scale between the peoples 
of the different countries.”

MINES OF COLORADO 
SHOW MARKED GAIN 

Old Fields Are Reopened 
Under New Processes 

DENVER, Colo. (Special Corre¬ 
spondence)—Gold and silver mines 
of Coiorado supplied almost half the 
$11,018,573 worth of bullion absorbed 
by the United States mint at Denver 
in 1926, according to the annual re¬ 
port of Frank E. Shepard, superin¬ 
tendent.. This showing is very largely 
a result of the substantial metal 
mining revival now in progress, it is 
said. 

Teller County, in which is located 
the famous Cripple Creek gold min¬ 
ing district, supplied $4,216,172 
worth of all the gold that came from 
Colorado sources, the total from 
this State being $4,993,100. 

The total amount of bullion 
handled represents a notable in¬ 
crease over that received during 
1925, which amounted to $8,110,306 
in gold and $773,487 in silver, or $8,- 
888,793 in all. 

A far better showing is anticipated 
for 1927, according to Mr. Shepard. 
He points out that many of the proj¬ 
ects for milling old mine ores by 
newly invented reduction processes 
will be well under way in a short 
time. 


COLUMBIA, Jlo., Jan. 21 (Special) 
—Social and esthetic progress Is be¬ 
ing made in many striking ways by 
farmers in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to F. D. Farrell, president 
of the Kansas State Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, one of the speakers on the an¬ 
nual farmer’s week program, college 
of agriculture, of the University of 
Missouri. 

“It may sound paradoxical to say 
that the agricultural depression has 
been accompanied by a tremendous 
increase in farmhouse conveniences, 
but such is the fact,” he said. “The 
first requisite for getting better con¬ 
ditions is to want them. 

“Farmers of the corn belt a»e 
building better homes and providing 
better education for themselves and 
for their children. They are evidenc¬ 
ing a growing appreciation for 
beauty and a consequent increase of 
interest in the arts. This is espe¬ 
cially true as regards music.” 

Stating that a surplus of the staple 
farm products is not only Inevitable, 
but desirable, Frank O. Lowden, 
former Governor of Illinois, de¬ 
clared: 

"In the interest of society as well 
as of the farmer we must contrive 
some method by which the surpluses 
of the very essentials of life shail be¬ 
come a benefit to him who produces 
them and not a burden. The farmer 
must always plan to raise more than 
just enough if the world is to be fed 
and clothed. I think that just as 
Australia has found a way to take 
care of her huge wool surplus with¬ 
out bankrupting her farmers, and 
Brazil a way by which hei coffee 
surplus is no longer a menace, and 
England a method by which her 
rubber surplus no longer harms the 
rubber-growing industry, so we in 
America may, if we will, find^ means 
of taking from the back of the Amer¬ 
ican farmer the burden of the sur¬ 
plus.”

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Lakes-to-Sea Route Urged 
by Experts to Save Midwest 
Industries, Aid Farmers 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(By 
Universal Service.)—The proposed 
Great Lakes-to-the-Sea shipway 
was pictured as the medium through 
which Middle Western industry and 
agriculture will be released from 
the bondage of high freight rates 
and farmers rescued from the 
scourge of economic depression, in 
a report made to Secretary of Com¬ 
merce Herbert Hoover by a com¬ 
mittee of experts today. 

The commission, composed of 
transportation authorities appointed 
by Hoover to study the economic 
phases of the proposed St. Law- 
rence River ship canal, declared 
that the project would: 

1. Move the Middle West 1000 miles 
nearer foreign markets. 

2. Remove transportation distor- 
.. t i on causetJ by the opening of 
the Panama Canal and by Post-War 
Increases in railroad freight costs. 

3. Cut the cost of grain cartage 
from the Middle West to Lon¬ 
don by from 36.4 to 64.6 per cent. 

Increased freight rates since the 
war have caused a migration of 
certain industries to the seaboard 
and brought about further separa¬ 
tion of agriculture and manufactur¬ 
ing. the report states. 

Based on the cost of moving a ton 
of freight, building of the Panama 
Canal has moved Chicago 336 cents 
farther away from the Pacific Coast 
than before the war, while New 
lork, through the beneficial low 
water rates, has moved 324 cents 
closer to the Pacific Coast for the 
same reason, the report declares. 

"The Panama Canal cannot be 
closed. Railroad rates cannot be 
reduced without Imparing the use¬ 
fulness of the carriers. But a Great 
Lakes-to-the-Ocean waterway of¬ 
fers the midwest a substantial rate 
of advantage which will enable it 
to compete successfully once more 
In the markets of the world," the 
commission concluded. 

Eighteen states will benefit by 
the project, the report said. They 
are; Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Okla¬ 
homa, Illinois, Pennsylvania, New 
fork and adjacent territory.

Deputy State Head of Schools 
Joins Fight on Heisinger 
Proposal in Legislature 

EXAMINER BUREAU, SACRA¬ 
MENTO, Jan. 28.—Battle lines for a 
California legislative fight over Dar¬ 
winism were forming today as 
clergymen announced widely con¬ 
flicting views on the teaching of 
evolution in the schools and Sam H 
Cohn, Deputy State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, issued a state¬ 
ment opposing the anti-evolution 
bill introduced at the short session 
of the Legislature by Assemblyman 
S. L. Heisinger of Selma. 

On the ground that instruction in 
the Darwinian doctrine "destroys 
faith in the primary doctrines of the 
Bible, especially Genesis,” Assem¬ 
blyman Heisinger has sponsored a 
bill making it a misdemeanor to of¬ 
fer teachings on evolution as a fact 
in the public elementary or high 
schools. 

"To attempt by legislation to pre. 
vent instilling in youth a desire to 
seek after the truths of life and 
after history,” Cohn declared today, 
is as futile as the labors of Canute 
endeavoring to stay the waves of the 
ocean.” 

In further explanation of his 
stand, the state school official said: 

No reputable scientist has ever 
maintained that man descended 
from monkey. What has been 
maintained is that both were de- 
scended from a common stock. They 
can t find the link that leads back 
to that common stock but they have 
found, evidence pointing in that 
direction, just as they have found 
every reason to accept the theory 
that dog and wolf are from a com¬ 
mon stock.” 

Religious "modernists,” under the 
leadership of the Rev. Berkelev B. 
Blake, Sacramento Unitarian min¬ 
ister, are preparing to wage war on 
the measure when the Legislature 
reconvenes, while other clergymen 
are ready to take up the fight for 
passage of the proposal.

Both Camera Shy 


Lawyer’s Exile 
Stirs Germans 


WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., Jan. 28. 
— (IP )—The moon and Saturn, shun¬ 
ning the inquisitive movie camera, 
sulked behind the scenes today and 
evaded an attempt to make movie 
stars of them. 

For hours a battery of cameras 
peered upward before the dawn had 
spread too much light, but low- 
hanging clouds completely hid the 
occulation of the planet by the 
moon, and not a crank turned. 

The barometer began falling last 
night and by 5:57 a. m., when the 
moon was due to begin passing be¬ 
tween the earth and Saturn, even 
the powerful telescope in Yerkes 
Observatory was unable to catch 
a glimpse of the occulation. Con¬ 
ditions were unimproved an hour 
and a quarter later when scientists 
had hoped to film Saturn again 
showing on the other side of the 
Lunar mass.

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REICH TRYING 
TO TEMPORIZE 


French Manifest Discontent 
at German Tactics—Briand 
Is Being Criticized 

By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
By Special Cable 

PARIS, Jan. 14—Lively discontent 
is manifesting itself against Ger¬ 
man tactics in the negotiations re¬ 
specting disarmament. Two distinct 
though connected questions are dis¬ 
cussed and should not be con¬ 
founded. There is the general ques¬ 
tion of the evacuation of German 
territory, which is the subject of 
the less official conversations. There 
is tne specific matter of Germany’s 
breaches of the disarmament, clauses 
of the treaty, which Gen. von 
Pawels and Dr. Forster have come 
to Paris to explain to the Conference 
of Ambassadors. 

Now without waiting for Germany 
to give satisfaction in regard to the 
fortifications on the Polish frontier 
and the continual exportation of un¬ 
finished metallurgical articles capa¬ 
ble of conversion into war material, 
the allies have agreed to withdraw 
the commission of military control 
from Berlin by the end of the present 
month. Whether Germany makes 
promises or refuses, whether it is 
conciliatory or defiant, the Allies 
have taken the decision to cease 
military control and can hardly 
change the date now firmly fixed. 

Germany Taking Advantage 

It is in these circumstances that 
Germany appears to be taking advan¬ 
tage of the situation. General von 
Pawels obviously is marking time. A 
German government does not defin¬ 
itely exist and the ministerial crisis 
is being prolonged. Altogether it has 
become clear that Germany is trying 
to temporize. If it can reach Jan. 31 
without submitting acceptable propo¬ 
sitions to the Conference of Ambas¬ 
sadors and the Versailles committee 
presided over by Marshal Foch. then 
automatically the matter passes from 
the hands of the Allies. The fortifi¬ 
cations will remain, exportations will 
continue, but allied control will be 
abandoned. 

It is true that the League of Na¬ 
tions then comes on the scene as the 
body which should impose disarma¬ 
ment conditions on Germany. It is 
plain, however, that Germany does 
not believe that the League can 
fulfill its role of stern critic, and in¬ 
deed iti s not as an agent of coercion 
that the League is truly intended. 

Germany Seeks Freedom 

Therefore the immediate object of 
Germany is to free itself from the 
committee of Marshal Foch and the 
conference of ambassadors presided 
over by Jules Cambon. It can escape 
by the simple.process of evading real 
negotiations until the time has 
lapsed. The unfortunate result of 
this behavior is that Aristide Briand, 
French Foreign Minister, begins to 
be called a dupe by his adversaries 
and the Locarno policy is being dis¬ 
credited. The suggestion that Ger¬ 
many is successfully tricking France 
is producing an undoubted effect. 

Again while the eastern fortifica¬ 
tions are discussed at Paris, the pro¬ 
posal is made to keep the discussion 
of metallurgical exports in Berlin. 
The effort is being made to shift the 
center of diplomatic gravity from 
Paris to Berlin. Germany is urging 
that affairs concerning the two 
countries should not necessarily be 
treated always in the same capital. 

At the Quai d’Orsay reassuring 
statements are issued. The negoti¬ 
ations are said to be pursued nor¬ 
mally. Nevertheless there is uneasi¬ 
ness in diplomatic circles. It would 
be a pity if Germany by attempts 
at misplaced cleverness alienates 
French opinion.

Senator King Challenges 
Data Presented by Dr. 
Barton and His Associates 


00,000 Will Benefit Under 
Award of United States 
Board of Arbitration 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)—'There 
is much to indicate that the Lau¬ 
sanne treaty with Turkey was ne¬ 
gotiated in the interest of American 
cil speculators and promoters, Wil¬ 
liam H. King (D.), Senator from 
Utah, said in a letter sent to the Rev. 
Dr. James L. Barton and his associ¬ 
ates of Boston, and read into the 
Congressional Record in a speech in 
the Senate. 

Replying to a letter from Dr. Bar¬ 
ton urging ratification, the Utah Sen¬ 
ator said that Dr. Barton and his 
associates had “persistently misrep¬ 
resented the facts by suppressing or 
by denying the atrocities of the 
Kemalist Government.” 

“You, the alleged or pretended rep¬ 
resentatives of the Christian bodies, 
have stood as apologists for the 
revolting crimes of this present gov¬ 
ernment against your friends and 
constituents,” said the King letter. 
“The treaty does not, as you say, 
protect American rights; on the con¬ 
trary, it surrenders existing Amer¬ 
ican rights and offers in return but 
empty Turkish promises.” 

Divergent Yienvs Expressed 

Senator King's remarks were 
prompted by two telegrams he re¬ 
cently received. The first, signed by 
Bishop William T. Manning, the Rev. 
Dr. S. Parkes Cadman and Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., stated there was 
determined opposition to the treaty 
by the Northern Baptist Church. 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
the Reformed Church and the bish¬ 
ops of the Episcopal Church. 

The second telegram, signed by 
Dr. Barton, Cleveland E. Dodge, Mrs. 
Frank A. Vanderlip, John R. Mott, 
Mrs. Henry Goddard Leach and Mrs. 
John H. Finley, pleaded for ratifica¬ 
tion and said that not one of the 
churches mentioned in the Manning- 
Cadman-Cannon communication had 
“any work in Turkey.” 

"Professional courtesy should cer¬ 
tainly permit American institutions 
responsible for large interests to 
speak for themselves,”- the Barton 
telegram added. “That we have con¬ 
sistently urged ratification is a 
matter of public record and it is not 


fair to imply that only special com¬ 
mercial interests are concerned.” 

In his letter to Dr. Barton, Senator 
King wrote in part: 

“Let me remind you that under the 
pending treaty the Turks would be 
permitted to establish, without hin¬ 
drance, schools in the United States 
to convert Christians or Jews to 
Islam. 

“You advance the plea of ecclesi¬ 
astical comity, but you certainly do 
not exhibit its features in your ar¬ 
rogant demand that your views and 
pronouncements be not questioned 
nor examined. In fact, you reduce 
all other religious bodies to the same 
small estate as you seek to prescribe 
for the Senate, which is ordered by 
you to sign on the dotted line.”

Coolidge Suggestions Unheed¬ 
ed by Committee

"WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—By de¬ 
feating 16 to 6 the bill of James S. 
Parker (R.) of New York, proposing 
legislation for dealing with condi¬ 
tions growing out of coal strikes, the 
House Commerce Committee has 
eliminated for the session any of the 
coal measures recommended by 
President Coolidge in annual mes¬ 
sages, members of the committee 
said. 

The President has insisted ever 
since the general coal strike of 1925 
that more legislative power is re¬ 
quired to deal with coal tie-ups. The 
present Jacksonville coal wage agree¬ 
ment expires on March 31, and a new 
agreement must be negotiated. A bill 
is now before the Senate introduced 
by Royal S. Copeland (D.), Senator 
from New York, which would give 
the President the authority he has 
requested. 

Mr. Parker, chairman of the House 
Committee and author of the defeated 
measure, forecast that there would 
be no coal legislation in the present 
session. His bill provided that the 
Bureau of Mines should act as a fact¬ 
finding body in a coal dispute and 
that in the event of a tie-up lasting 
30 days the President should declare 
an emergency and regulate coal ship¬ 
ments through the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, through issuance 
of priority orders. 

Meyer Jacobstein (D.), Repre¬ 
sentative from New York said the 
committee by its action had turned 
its back "on recommendations made 
by the President, Herbert Hoover, 
and the coal commission,” and he 
blamed the result on the large coal 
operators. On the other hand, Adam 
M. Wyant (R.), Representative from 
P .nsylvania, declared governmental 
interference with private business 
h-d been checked. 


Asks for Impartial Hearing at 
Washington 

CHICAGO, Jan. 14 (IP)— Col. Frank 
L. Smith has accepted appointment 
by Gov. Len Small to complete the 
term of the late William B. McKinley 
and will demand the oath of a United 
States Senator in recognition of his 
own “constitutional rights and the 
sovereignty of the State, of Illinois.” 

The Republican Senator-designate 
and Senator-elect for the following 
long term announces that he will go 
to Washington early next week and 
carry the contest to the Senate. 

“Subsequently to taking the oath, 
I shall conform to whatever inquiry 
procedure is prescribed by the usual 
practice of the Senate in such cases, 
asking only a full and impartial 
hearing,” said Colonel Smith, who 
is being opposed on the basis of con¬ 
tributions to his primary campaign 
funds from public utilities heads 
over whom he had served as chair¬ 
man of the State Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. 

The whole question, he declared is 
whether the Senate shall, acting as 
court, decide arbitrarily and without 
hearing to set aside both the consti¬ 
tutional rights of a duly elected 
senator and of a sovereign state. 


CHICAGO MAN NAMED 
TO HEAD SEASCOUTS 


Five Junior Clubs Formed 
in New York City Under 
Y. M. C. A. Auspices 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (TP) — A wage 
increase estimated at $4,500,000 has 
been granted 60,000 employees of 
the American Railway Express Com¬ 
pany, representing an individual in¬ 
crease of 2*4 cents an hour. 

The award was the unanimous de¬ 
cision of the United States Board of 
Arbitration, and is the second im¬ 
portant proceeding decided under 
the Railway Labor Act, passed last 
May. The first involved the claims 
of railway conductors, baggagemen 
and brakemen, decided in favor of 
the men on Dec. 1. 

The decision applies to American 
Railway Express Company employ¬ 
ees throughout the United States, 
and is retroactive to Jan. 1, 1927. 

Extra Allowance Made 

In addition to the flat increase to 
all employees, messengers on train 
service will get an extra allowance 
of 4% cents an hour for handling 
United States mail or railroad bag¬ 
gage, and 8 Vs cents an hour where 
both mail and baggage are handled. 

These special rates are effective from 
Jan. 13. 

The employees had asked increases 
of HVs and 12 cents an hour. The 
company contended that government 
control, inflation and unprofitable 
contracts prohibited the meeting of 
the demand. Under the Railway 
Labor Act the award of the Arbitra¬ 
tion Board is final. Hearings were 
started Dec. 21 and concluded Jan. 7. 

Decision Was Unanimous 

The case was presented directly by 
representatives of the express com¬ 
pany, the American Federation of 
Express Workers, the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship Clerks, 

Freight Handlers, Express and Sta¬ 
tion Employees, and the Order of 
Railway Expressmen. 

The Arbitration Board was com¬ 
posed of John H. Clarke, formerly 
Associate Justice of the Supreme

Mr. Clarke in a statement announc¬ 
ing the award hailed the unanimous 
decision as a promising indication of 
the success of the railway labor acts.

RAIL MERGER 
IN THE MAKING 


' TEACHING IN DETROIT SCHOOLS 

Oppose Move by Trade Board to Get Indorsement by Re¬ 
ligious Bodies for Boy Army—They Misconstrue 
Meaning of Defense, Says Colonel 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 14 (Special) 
—A protest against the effort of the 
Detroit Board of Commerce’s Na¬ 
tional Defense Committee to obtain 
indorsement of military training in 
public schools from religious organi¬ 
zations has been issued by a group 
of ministers representing 12 Detroit 
churches of various denominations. 
The clergymen particularly protest 
against “the identification of patri¬ 
otism with the policy of extending 
military training in the shools.” 

The issue was raised by a com¬ 
munication sent to the Detroit Y. M. 
C. A. by the committee, of which 
Lieut.-Col. Walter C. Cole is chair¬ 
man, suggesting that it pass a reso¬ 
lution supporting the National De¬ 
fense Act. In the protest the min¬ 
isters state: 

“It is the considered opinion of 
most of the great religious groups of 
the Nation, expressed In definite reso¬ 
lutions by many of their official 
bodies, that there is no occasion for 
and no defense of military training 
in high schools and that military 
training in colleges ought not to be 
compulsory. 

“Any national advantage of train¬ 
ing in high schools is so negligible 
that its only appreciable effect must 


be to tempt young men of impres¬ 
sionable age to take the whole sys¬ 
tem for granted and to dampen the 
ardor of a new generation for the 
elimination of war. While military 
training in colleges as an elective 
course undoubtedly has its justifica¬ 
tions, compulsory training is alien to 
the spirit of freedom which must 
characterize education if it is to 
serve either true democracy or the 
spirit of science.” 

The petition was signed, among 
others, by Dr. Thomas Nicholson. 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Commenting on the protest. 
Colonel Cole said it was a complete 
misunderstanding of the purposes of 
the National Defense Act.

PAUL, Jan. 15 (£>)—Railroad 
consolidation envisioned by James J. 
Hill, 25 years ago, is a step nearer 
realization. Ralph Budd, president 
of the Great Northern Railway, an¬ 
nounced here that plans are “pro¬ 
gressing” for the merger of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 
Such a consolidation would embrace 
a system of 2S,000 miles. 

Details of the plan are being worked 
out in conference of the rail officials 
and their legal advisers and may be 
ready for presentation to the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission within 
90 days. Governors of the states 
through which the roads operate will 
be advised of the plans before they 
are turned over to the commission. 

In the opinion of Mr. Budd, only 
“unforeseen problems” could prevent 
completion of the plans within three 
months. 

Howard Elliott, chairman of the 
Northern Pacific, in a statement is¬ 
sued in New York, said that a joint 
“consolidation committee” of the 
three roads has been working on the 
subject for six years. 

Within the last six months,' Mr. 
Elliott's statement added, counsel 
for the roads have prepared some 
plans “which may permit a greater 
unification of the three properties 
than exists today.” 

The plans already drawn will be 
considered at conferences “during 
the coming week,” and arrangements 
made to “complete the papers for 
submission at the proper time,” to 
the commission and the shareholders 
of the companies. 

Both Mr. Budd and Mr. Elliott em¬ 
phasized the merger is not complete, 
and anything to the contrary is 
“premature and inaccurate.” 


McNARY-HAUGEN BILL 
REPORTED IN HOUSE 


Equalization Fee to Form Dis¬ 
puted Issue 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (IP)— 

Farm relief legislation has advanced 
to the semi-final stage in the House, 
and it remains only for the Rules 
Committee of that body to decide the 
time for a decision. 

The winner of the long struggle 
in the committee elimination con¬ 
test is the McNary-Haugen Bill, car¬ 
rying the controversial equalization 
fee, and the manner in which it was 
voted upon by the House Agricul¬ 
tural Committee indicates a stiff 
contest when it reaches a vote in 
the House itself.

Haugen (R.), Iowa, to ask the Rules 
Committee to set aside an early date 
for a House vote. 

The contest is expected to center 
around the equalization fee which 
would be levied on basic farm com¬ 
modities to take care of surpluses. 
Among those in favor of these are 
southern Democrats, but they do not 
want it imposed on cotton for two 
years, holding the industry could not 
stand such a levy until that time. 

HUNGARY AGAIN 
UNDER CHARGES 


Accusation That Legation 
Officials Engineered Raid 
on Socialist Premises

PARIS, Jan. 12 — •Further extraor¬ 
dinary allegations are being made 
against the Hungarian Government. 
After the recent fraudulent banknote 
fabrication, involving the highest- 
placed persons, there comes the 
definite charge that Hungarian offi¬ 
cials organized at Paris the theft of 
important documents from the offices 
of the Hungarian League of the 
Rights of Man. 

Count Michael Karolyi, the presi¬ 
dent, announced the fact and pro¬ 
ceeded with an investigation. 
Finally a statement was issued ac¬ 
cusing the authorities of having 
organized a raid, employing a poor 
emigrant, Vertes Aspad, to seize cer¬ 
tain papers which were taken to the 
Hungarian legation where he was 
duly recompensed. 

These circumstances are related in 
what purports to be a confession by 
Aspad. Certainly the statements 
should be received with reserve, but 
whatever he the truth, it would ap¬ 
pear that Count Karolyi and the 
French members of the League of 
the Rights of Man intended, if pos¬ 
sible. to create a new international 
scandal. 

Among the documents were confi¬ 
dential reports, a list of the mem¬ 
bers of the Social Democratic Party, 
secret circulars and accounts of 
meetings of Hungarians abroad. It 
is suggested that the documents, be¬ 
sides giving precise information con¬ 
cerning Hungarian exiles, permitted 
the Government to compromise the 
Social Democratic leaders during 
the elections, indicating that they 
maintain so-called criminal relations 
with traitors. 

Inquiry at the Hungarian Legation 
elicited a flat denial of the asser¬ 
tions that members of the legation 
had encouraged the robbery or had 
paid a recompense. 

Baron Koranyi, the Minister, 
affirmed that he was totally ignorant 
of such transactions. 


GROUP SALES CONTRACTS WIN

ENGLISH EVANGELICAL CLERGY 
OPPOSE CHANGE IN PRAYER BOOK 

Hundreds of Church of England Ministers March to Lam¬ 
beth Palace to Present Memorial Against 
Proposed Revision

LONDON, Jan. 15—A deputation of 
clergy and laity, headed by the Rev. 
E. G. Bowring and Henry Fowler of 
the League of Loyal Churchmen, an 
organization claiming to represent 
some 500 evangelical ministers of the 
Church of England marched in a pro¬ 
cession to Lambeth Palace and pre¬ 
sented to the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury a memorial protesting against 
the proposed prayer book revision as 
tending to the “undoing of the work 
of the reformation.” The question of 
revision has been proceeding many 
months and is now approaching com¬ 
pletion. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury and 
the Archbishop of York were pres¬ 
ent at a session attended by 34 
Church of England bishops to pass 
the final draft for presentation on 
Feb. 7 to the General Convocation of 
the Church of England clergy. This 
draft has not yet appeared, but it is 
understood to make the reservation 
of the sacrament and other Anglo- 
Catholic practices optional under 
certain circumstances, instead of 
being as at present entirely contrary 
to the established church law. 

The evangelical clergy are greatly 
perturbed at what they regard as re¬ 
introducing into the church ritual 
deeply significant features of Roman 
Catholicism. The procession was a 
gesture from the “stand-pat” Protes¬ 
tants who hold that if the prayer 
book is revised, such revision means 
a move toward Rome. 

Anxiety is not confined, however, 
to the extreme evangelical section. 
Capt. J. W. M Barron, secertary of 
the Church Association, an organiza¬ 
tion claiming to have the support of 
two-thirds of the entire body of the 
Church of England, interviewed by a 
representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor, said that the issues 
raised were of the. utmost gravity. 

The bishops are endeavoring, the 
Monitor representative understands, 
to find a compromise, but their posi¬ 
tion is difficult as they have to recon¬ 
cile church law with the practices 
which the Anglo-Catholic clergy have 
long been permitted to indulge. 

The Times thus recalls a. state¬ 
ment made by the Bishop of Dur¬ 
ham last November, when he told the 
diocesan conference that “in the in¬ 
terests of law and order some things 
which evangelicals dislike may have 
to be legalized.” Presiding at the 
Islington clerical conference, the 
Rev. H. W. Hinde, rural dean, said in 
view of the doctrinal deviations per¬ 
mitted by certain bishops, there must 
be controversy. 

Regarding the threatened seces¬ 
sion from the church, however. Dr. 
Francis J. Chavasse, epc-Bishop of 
Liverpool, said that "secession would 
be a blunder and a sin.” The Anglo- 
Catholics, the Monitor representa¬ 
tive understands, are not inclined to 
modify the demand they have made 
for legalizing the ritual changes they 
have already adopted, and have 


raised the question of disestabli. 
ing the church as a means to "gre • 
individual freedom of conscience.” 
The English Church Union, repre¬ 
senting the Anglo-Catholics, has ar¬ 
ranged to meet as soon as the 
bishops have given a decision, to 
decide their future action. 

MEXICAN WATER 
RIGHTS UPHELD 


Texans of Rio Grande Val¬ 
ley to Urge Co-operation 


in Irrigation 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Jan. 14 
(Special)—The Joint Association of 
Irrigation Districts of the Valley, 
representing practically all of the 
150,000 people in the lower Rio 
Grande region of Texas, have de¬ 
cided to seek an amendment to the 
Swing-Johuson bill in Congress which 
will remove any clauses considered 
prejudicial to the rights of Mexicans 
in Lower California to waters of the 
Colorado River. 

This action is based on the stand 
of the irrigation districts of this sec¬ 
tion that the rights of the lower Rio 
Grande Valley of Texas to waters 
of the Rio Grande, and the rights of 
people of Lower California to waters 
of the Colorado River (or that part 
which they are now using, are based 
on the same claim, prior usage. Also 
that the denial of the claim of Mexi¬ 
cans to waters of the Colorado River 
would affect the validity of the claim 
of Valley people to waters of the Rio 
Grande. 

A committee of three was named 
to go to Washington to represent 
Valley interests. It was also decided 
that any further appropriations of 
water from the Rio Grande on the 
American side under existing cir¬ 
cumstances will be opposed, as 
practically all of the water at low 
flow is being used now by the Valley. 
It is planned eventually to erect a 
dam on the Rio Grande similar to the 
proposed Boulder Dam, and make 
possible the irrigation of some 2,000,- 
000 acres of land on both sides of the 
river. 

The Valley irrigation district* ex¬ 
pressed a desire that the question of 
rights remain open at this time, and 
left to the final settlement- of the 
commissions from Mexico and the 
United States appointed to effect the 
distribution of waters of these two 
international streams.

The commission, composed of 
transportation authorities appointed 
by Hoover to study the economic 
pnases of the proposed St. Law- 
rence River ship canal, declared 
that the project would: 

Move the Middle West 1000 miles 
nearer foreign markets. 

2 . Remove transportation distor¬ 
ts t i on cause< * hy the opening of 
the Panama Canal and by Post-War 
increases In railroad freight costs. 

3. Cut the cost of grain cartage 
from the Middle West to Lon¬ 
don by from 36.4 to 64.6 per cent. 

Increased freight rates since the 
war have caused a migration of 
certain industries to the seaboard 
and brought about further separa¬ 
tion of agriculture and manufactur¬ 
ing, the report states. 

Based on the cost of moving a ton 
of freight, building of the Panama 
Canal has moved Chicago 336 cents 
farther away from the Pacific Coast 
than before the war, while New 
lork, through the beneficial low 
■water rates, has moved 324 cents 
closer to the Pacific Coast for the 
same reason, the report declares. 

The Panama Canal cannot be 
closed. Railroad rates cannot be 
reduced without imparing the use¬ 
fulness of the carriers. But a Great 
Lakes-to-the-Ocean waterway of¬ 
fers the midwest a substantial rate 
of advantage which will enable it 
to compete successfully once more 
in the markets of the world,” the 
commission concluded. 

Eighteen states will benefit by 
the project, the report said. They 
are: Indiana. Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North Dakota., South 
Dakota, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Okla¬ 
homa, Illinois, Pennsylvania, New 
fork and adjacent territory.

CHICAGO—A pioneer in the Satur¬ 
day afternoon half-holiday in Amer¬ 
ican department stores has been dis¬ 
covered here, according to Chicago 
Commerce, in Federick E. French, 
one of the city’s leading credit men 
who has just retired. Closing of the 
biggest down town stores during the 
summer was launched here on his 
initiative 40 years ago. 

A petition for Saturday afternoon 
closing dated June 15, 18S7 and 
headed by Marshall Field & Co., 
John V. Farwell & Co., and Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co., is reproduced in 
the current issue of the Chicago As¬ 
sociation of Commerce’s organ. The 
following story is told: 

“The long hours six days in the 
week seemed unjust to young 
French, and in March, 1887, he took 
up the matter with the manager of 
the company (John V. Farwell & 
Co.). He suggested the hours be 
shortened and the store closed at 
one o’clock on Saturday. The man¬ 
ager said it couldn’t be done 
throughout the city because the 
competition was so keen. However 
Mr. French was told to use his own 
judgment.” 

A balmy day in June proved the 
opportune occasion to obtain the 
necessary signatures, and Mr. 
French’s proposal was soon in effect. 


SAN FRANCISCO (IP) — Frank H. 
Kerrigan, United States District 
Judge, has issued a permanent in¬ 
junction against the paint-spraying 
device used by the Ford Motors Com¬ 
pany on the ground that it is a 
patent infringement. Attorneys for 
the plaintiff said that "there is a 
very large amount of money in¬ 
volved.” 

The plaintiffs are the Alliance Se- 
! curities Company of San Francisco, 
owners of the Blake F. Hopkins 
patent on a paint-spraying brush. 
The patent device, they contended, 
is also incorporated into the brushes I 
now being used to paint Ford, auto¬ 
mobiles, thus constituting a basic 
patent violation by the defendant 
company. 

The court instructed that a full 
accounting should be had before a 
master in chancery to decide the 
amount due the securities company. 
Counsel for the plaintiff company 
ventured the assertion that “while it 
will not run into the millions, it will 
be a very large amount.” 

The evidence showed that the 
adoption of the device by the Ford 
Company was of comparatively re¬ 
cent origin.

Daughter Given Intestate 
Portion of Wealth 


Children Sue for Division of 
Award When Sister Dies 


DETROIT, Feb. 3. (JP )—'The entire 
$7,500,000 estate of Anna Margaret 
Dodge, posthumous child of the late 
John F. Dodge, automobile manu¬ 
facturer, is awarded to her moth¬ 
er. Mrs. Matilda R. Wilson, widow of 
Dodge, in an opinion of Circuit Judge 
Harry J. Dingeman today. 

The opinion was on an appeal by 
Mrs. Dodge’s children, John Duval 
Dodge, Winifred Dodge Gray, Isabelle 
Cleves Sloan, Francis Matilda Dodge 
and Daniel George Dodge from a Pro¬ 
bate Court decision awarding Anna 
Margaret’s personal property to her 
mother and her real estate to her 
brothers and sisters. 

Anna Margaret died June, 1924. JHer 
father died about four years before, 
previous to her birth. No mention 
of her was made in his will. A trust 
fund was created, onerfifth for the 
widow and a fifth for each of the 
children except John Duval Dodge, 
who received an annuity of $1800. 

As the name of Anna Margaret was 
obviously not Intentionally omitted 
from the will, she received under the 
statutes the amount she would have 
received should her father have died 
Intestate. 

John Duval Dodge contested the 
will and under an agreement among 
heirs which was confirmed by the 
court relinquished all claims on the 
estate after accepting $1,600,000. 

After Anna Margaret's death, John 
Duval Dodge filed a petition in Pro¬ 
bate Court asking that her portion be 
equally divided among all the heirs. 
Mrs. Wilson took issue with him. and 
the appeal to Circuit Court followed.

Congress Studies Bills to 
Permit Direct Federal 
Advances on Bonuses 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2S—Eighteen 
bills are before tbe House Ways and 
Means Committee proposing plans 
whereby the World War Adjusted 
Compensation Act may be amended 
so that veterans may obtain loans di¬ 
rectly through the Veterans’ Bureau, 
instead of being compelled, as under 
the existing law, to negotiate for 
such advances with banks. 

Some of these measures would en¬ 
able the Federal Government to make 
the loans through offices of the Vet¬ 
erans’ Bureau, and also through the 
post offices. One bill, offered by 
Meyer Jacobstein (D.), Representa¬ 
tive from New York, would empower 
the post offices of the Nation to re¬ 
ceive applications for loans which 
would be forwarded to the Veterans’ 
Bureau, and would also authorize life 
insurance companies to grant loans 
on veterans’ certificates if they so de¬ 
sired. 

Banks’ Opposition Shown 

During discussions before the com¬ 
mittee on the subject, Brig.-Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, director of the Vet¬ 
erans’ Bureau, told of the opposition 
of banks throughout the country to 
making loans and tying up their 
funds for years. 

He informed the committee that 
only about 50 per cent of the banks 
of the Nation were favorable to mak¬ 
ing such advances. General Hines 
also gave the committee some ink¬ 
ling of the magnitude of the funds 
involved and of the loan totals 
which the banks might be called 
upon to shoulder within the next 
few years. 

He said that the total number of 
certificates which attained a loan 
value on Jen. 1, 1927, was 3,303,654, 
representing an aggregate matured 
value of $3,202,533,612.42. At the 
present time, he added, the loan 
value of these certificates is $215,- 
668,615, but he pointed out that this 
will increase gradually, reaching 
approximately $240,000,000 on April 
1 of 1928. Up to Jan. 20, 1927, 22,096 
hanks had made loans for a total of 
$4,895,315.56 to veterans, General 
Hines reported. Approximately 3000 
loans a day are being granted, he 
said. 

Authors Back Bills 

Among those who have presented 
hills dealing with the problem of 
making available federal funds for 
loans to veterans and who appeared 
before the committee were, Mr. 
Jacobstein, Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers 
(R.), Representative from Massachu¬ 
setts, and Charles H. Brand (D.), 
Representative from Georgia. 

Mrs. Rogers told the committee 
that it would be worth while to the 
Government as a business undertak¬ 
ing to make loans to veterans, serv¬ 
ing them and making money at the 
same time. She /declared that the 
Government could afford to loan the 
men money at 4% per cent interest 
instead of the 6 per cent charged by 
the banks. 

Mr. Jacobstein held that the re¬ 
volving fund established by the ad¬ 
justed Compensation Act. which is 
added to by appropriations each year 
so adjusted as to provide funds for 
the retirement of all certificates at 
the end of the 20-year maturity pe¬ 
riod. was sufficient to take care of all 
loans desired. The expense of mak¬ 
ing such loans, he said, could be 
met by the interest rate obtained on 
them.

WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., Jan. 28 (JP)

NEW YORK, Jan. 28— How shall 
American art, especially the work of 
women artists, be made attractive to 
the American public? How shall the 
American public be encouraged to 
appreciate and to buy American art? 

These questions were discussed at 
a dinner given by Mrs. W. K. Vander¬ 
bilt to a group of artists and pa¬ 
trons of art as the first move in 
establishing a friendly alliance be¬ 
tween them. The artists who in¬ 
cluded women painters, sculptors, il¬ 
lustrators and etchers, are members 
of the American Woman's Associa¬ 
tion, whose 5000 members represent 
189 different professions and occu¬ 
pations. The organization intends to 
promote the special interests of the 
various groups represented in its 
membership, each to be sponsored by 
various prominent women. Mrs. Van¬ 
derbilt is' sponsor of the artists' 
group. 

Ernest Peixotto urged the impor¬ 
tance of independent thinking in cul¬ 
tivating art appreciation. “Do your 
own thinking,” he said. 

Charles Hawthorne advised the 
women not to waste any time in try¬ 
ing to make their work look like a 
man’s work. “A painting,” he said, 
“becomes a work of art when it re¬ 
flects a sufficiently interesting indi¬ 
viduality.” 

Miss Anne Morgan declared that 
the association was established on a 
“quality” basis, that the women were 
not seeking “equality” with men 
but wanted to co-operate with men, 
and to contribute what they could 
of “quality, beauty and all that a 
woman can accomplish because she 
is a woman.” 

Miss Morgan announced that the 
fund for the proposed new clubhouse 
in West Fifty-Seventh Street had 
reached $2,789,550. The organization 
expects to start building operations 
within a few weeks and to move into 
their new quarters in the fall of 
1928.

The League, Sir Eric said, has no 
right to criticize, nor ever interfered 
in the internal affairs of its mem¬ 
ber states, and he concluded by rec¬ 
ognizing that Italy always took an 
important part in the work of the 
League.

August Chosen for Conven¬ 
tion to Strengthen Lines 
Before Primaries

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Deter¬ 
mined to carry into the primary and 
general elections the impetus gained 
by the three-day law enforcement 
conference the executive board of the 
National Woman’s Christian Temper¬ 
ance Union in a special meeting made 
plans for the State and local groups. 

To strengthen its lines before the 
general election the board decided to 
have the annual convention in Au¬ 
gust instead of the usual date in No¬ 
vember, choosing Minneapolis as the 
city for the meeting August 26-31.

“Prohibition is safe,” members of 
Congress told the 700 guests at the 
banquet which concluded the confer¬ 
ence. Senators and Representatives 
were seated with the women of their 
own state, forming little groups of 
“home folks” who lingered through 
the three hours of speechmaking. 

President’s Stand Praised 

President Coolidge was praised for 
his “vigorous stand on law enforce¬ 
ment” by Mrs. Ella A. Boole of New 
York, national president, who said 
that the women had come to Wash¬ 
ington not to criticize hut to focus 
public sentiment'behind the nation’s 
lawmakers. Miss Anna Adams Gor¬ 
don of Illinois, president of the 
World’s W. C. T. U.. described the 
dry progress in, 52 countries and Mrs. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, Assistant 
Attorney-General, congratulated the 
women on their “unswerving” sup¬ 
port of prohibition. 

John N. Tillman (D.), Represen¬ 
tative from Arkansas, drew laughter 
by his pledge that if the Democrats 
nominate a whisky man on a whisky 
platform for the presidency he will 
take a vacation on election day. 


Daniel F. Steck (D.), Senator from 
Iowa, told the women that there 
never will he a national dry referen¬ 
dum.

Compromise With Germany 
Expected Regarding the 
Eastern Fortifications 


LONDON, (IP)— Reginald McKenna, 
speaking today at the annual meeting 
of the London Joint City and Mid¬ 
land Bank, of which he is chairman, 
declared an immediate increase in 
banking credit by the Bank of Eng¬ 
land through other banks was neces¬ 
sary for carrying the larger volume 
of commodities which the present un¬ 
employed and the new recruits to 
labor would produce. 

The country, he added, had been 
working on a gold standard for 
nearly two years, except for the rig¬ 
idity of the Bank of England sys¬ 
tem, there was nothing to prevent 
some response to growing trade de¬ 
mands, as was given in America 
where the banking system was 
framed to suit modern conditions.

PARIS, Jan. 28—Final negotiations 
point to the possibility of a com¬ 
promise before the end of the month 
between Germany and the Allies re¬ 
garding the eastern fortifications 
erected by Germany. In three days 
the allied control ceases in any case 
and it was thought Germany might 
play out the time. Apparently an ad¬ 
vantage has been obtained in another 
way. The allies have decided on con¬ 
cessions. Germany, on its side, 
makes renunciations. 

The arrangement, which it is 
hoped Marshal Foch and the Confer¬ 
ence of Ambassadors will accept, 
consists in the German abandonment 
of the fortified outposts of Kustrin 
and Glogau in proximity to the 
Polish frontiers, and in allied ap¬ 
proval of the military works at 
Konigsberg. t is the latter fortress 
which is most important. The mili¬ 
tary works in the region of Konigs¬ 
berg seemed .o be contrary to the 
Versailles Treaty, having been mod¬ 
ernized, strengthened and extended 
since 1919. 

Germany is prepared to undertake 
in future not to confound the two 
expressions upkeep and moderniza¬ 
tion, and not to create anything new. 
The zone is not yet defined, hut it is 
expected to arrive at an understand¬ 
ing concerning the. territory where 
Germany is not obliged to destroy 
military constructions. . 

In these debates Germany had the 
superior position, because since the 
Allies decided unconditionally to 


withdraw the military commission 
from Germany at the end of Jan¬ 
uary, they would have appeared 
diplomatically as dupes had the ac¬ 
cord proved impossible. To avoid 
this contretemps, they were obliged 
to accept certain German arguments 
and German terms. 

Next month the German disarma¬ 
ment will be controlled by the 
League of Nations. But an immense 
difficulty is that the subject cannot 
be discussed in the League Council 
by the interested parties, that is to 
say, Germany and the Allies. The 
countries which would decide would 
be Colombia, Chile, Salvador, Hoi-, 
land and China. It is trusted that 
further last-minute snags may be 
escaped.

Moscow Reacts Favorably to 
Shidehara Speech

MOSCOW, Jan. 2S—The recent dec¬ 
laration of the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, Baron Shidehara, to the 
effect that Russo-Japanese relations 
were “more than satisfactory" 
aroused a very favorable reaction in 
Soviet official circles. 

The leading article in Izvestia re¬ 
peats with approval Baron Shide- 
hara’s statements that the Soviet 
union pursues no aggressive aims in 
the Far East and that the coal and 
oil concessions which the Soviet 
Government granted to Japanese 
firms in Northern Sakhalin give 
profitable results. 

Izvestia also welcomes Baron 
Shidehara’s explanation of Japan's 
policy toward China, which it re¬ 
gards as a sign that Japan appre¬ 
ciates the strength of the Chinese 
Nationalist movement and will not 
pursue a common policy with Britain 
regarding China. 

This evidence of Japan’s friendly 
disposition is especially appreciated 
here at a time when the recent 
speeches of the Premier, A. I. Rykoff; 
the War Commissar, Mr. Voroshiloff, 
and the editor of Pravda. Nikolai 
Bukharin, profess a certain degree of 
apprehension regarding future rela¬ 
tions With western neighbor states.

CLEAVAGE OF OPINION SEEN

Pros and Cons of Question Debated at Gathering of 
Women’s Organizations in London

LONDON, Jan. 28—Paul Mantoux, 
director designate of the Institute for 
the Study of International Relations, 
which will be opened in Geneva next 
October, is now in England discuss¬ 
ing details of the new organization 
with the university authorities here. 
The objects of the institute are to 
study problems arising from the 
interdependency of the sovereign 
states of the world, and the cur¬ 
riculum will cover political, economic 
and social as well as juridical ques¬ 
tions. 

There will he an undergraduate 
course, culminating in an examina¬ 
tion for licentiate, equivalent to 
bachelor of arts and doctorate, for 
which a thesis on some specific sub¬ 
ject will have to be presented. The 
staff will be international, no two 
mmbers being of the same nation¬ 
ality. M. Mantoux, the director, was 
formerly head, of the political sec¬ 
tion of the League Secretariat.

LONDON, Jan. 28—The strong 
cleavage of opinion between some of 
the women over the question of pro¬ 
tective legislation differentiating be¬ 
tween man and woman was clearly 
shown in the debate on this subject 
here yesterday. 

Doris Stevens, vice-pres.ident of the 
National Woman’s Party of Washing¬ 
ton, spoke for the motion: “Resolved 
that protective legislation which dif¬ 
ferentiates between man and woman 
is not desirable.” Miss Ellen Wilk¬ 
inson, against. 

The debate was held under the aus¬ 
pices of a consultative committee of 
women’s organizations, comprising 
more than 60 women’s organizations, 
including the majority of politically 
and socially minded English women. 
The question is much to ,tlie fore now, 
in view of the forthcoming factory 
bill Number 2, which is shortly to 
come up in Parliament. 

First Protective Law 

Lady Astor introduced Miss Ste¬ 
vens and said she was anxious to 
hear both sides, but pleaded that 
women show men that even if dis¬ 
agreeing, they could discuss a ques¬ 
tion without bitterness and resent¬ 
ment. The view stressed by Miss Stev¬ 
ens,’supported by many women’s or¬ 
ganizations here and in America, was 
that legislation introduced on the 
plea of protection for women and 
children in factories “protected” 
women out of work altogether. 

She quoted as an example the 
white lead poisoning bill passed 
lately, restricting night work for 
women. She pointed out that the 
first protective law passed was an 
American 1851 decree that women 
be not given work in any factory 
numbering more than 50 employees, 
which meant worse conditions for 
women instead of better. 

Women, she said, should have an 
equal right with men to work, earn 
and advance in a chosen trade. In 
America, though not yet getting re¬ 
strictive legislation repealed, never¬ 
theless a halt has been called, and 
no further restrictions in legislation 
had been placed on the statute books. 
When women who had been thrown 
out of jobs by protective legislation 
asked what to do they were told 
there was always domestic service. 
Men and women had got to live to¬ 
gether, work and play together, but 
they could not do so if men were 
forced on one road and women on 
another. 

Appeal for Legislation 

The view forcibly put by Miss 
Wilkinson was that only by appeal¬ 
ing for legislation for women and 
children are better conditions to be 
obtained for all in factories. She 
did not agree that women were pro¬ 
tected out of industry. The factory 
trouble in England, she insisted, was 
not to provide an opportunity 
women to work but to prevent 
exploitation. Many employers did not 
want to exclude women and chil¬ 
dren, hut to get as much cheap labor 
as possible. Everybody, she said, 
wanted equality applied to both 


sexes. The men “feared women not 
as women but as competitors.” so 
many women who were unorganized 
were, therefore, at the mercy of em¬ 
ployers. It was not necessary to leg¬ 
islate for the good employer, only 
for the bad. 

“I am prepared," Miss Wllkinsoa 
said, “concerning the factory bill, in 
every single case where it affects 
women, that it should apply to men 
as well. Working for women and 
children first has, in the past, proved 
the soundest way.”

Alphonse Greis Bey of the Egyp¬ 
tian Ministry of Agriculture ex¬ 
plained the methods the Egyptian 
Government has adopted in the past 
15 years to raise the crop standard 
and insure that small cultivators, 
who comprise one-half of the whole, 
shall get a fair share of the best 
seed. 

J. Templeton, of the same de¬ 
partment, said that the efforts of 
the ministry were mainly directed 
to the maintenance of the purity of 
existing varieties of cotton in the 
fields, the prevention of mixing 
either before or after ginning and 
the replacement of existing varieties 
by superior ones. 

H. M. Anthony, in an account of 
the work of the state domains ad¬ 
ministration, claimed that they had 
succeeded in arresting deterioration 
in the nucleus of the Sakellarides 
seed. A plan was recently adopted 
for the cumulative distribution of 
these seeds. 

Tewfik Eff Fahmy, chief of the 
Mycological Research Division, re¬ 
ported that it has isolated four 
strains' of Sakel long-staple cotton 
of good quality all resistent to wilt. 

In the evening the delegates were 
entertained at dinner by the Egyp- 
tion committee of organization.

Further indication of the attitude 
of the public and press of the East 
toward pending Colorado River leg¬ 
islation, in Congress may be gath¬ 
ered from an editorial in the New 
York Times, reprinted below. Un¬ 
der the caption, "Boulder Dam,” 
the New York Times editorial says: 

Secretary Hoover urges the need of 
prompt action on Colorado River leg¬ 
islation. The Swlng-Johnson bill, 
providing for r. $125,000,000 develop¬ 
ment at Boulder Canyon, is now un¬ 
der discussion in the Rules Commit¬ 
tee of the House. Mr. Hoover is care¬ 
ful not to commit himself to all 
the detailed provisions of that bill. 
What he is seeking is some practical 
compromise in the interest of a final 
determination of Federal policy to¬ 
ward the project. He believes that 
legislation is needed for three "im¬ 
perative reasons,” flood control, wa¬ 
ter supply and the protection of in¬ 
ternational rights. 

It is worthy of note that Secretary 
Hoover does not include power de¬ 
velopment among these compelling 
matters. Yet it is around this phase 
of the undertaking that the present 
controversy is seething. A dam, the 
highest in the world, is to cost $41.- 
500,000. This will create a huge res¬ 
ervoir which will effectively end the 
flood menace on the lower river and 
provide a domestic water supply for 
the cities of Southern California. An 
"all-American” canal, replacing one 
which now runs through Mexican ter¬ 
ritory, will furnish adequate irriga¬ 
tion for the Imperial Valley at a cost 
of $31,500,000. Finally, another $31,- 
000,000 3s set. aside for use, at the 
discretion of the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior, in ’ building hydroelectric 
plants capable of generating 1 , 000,000 
horsepower. All this money and $21,- 
000,000 more for interest during con¬ 
struction, is to be advanced by the 
Federal government, which is expect¬ 
ed to recoup its investment out of 
the sale of electric current. 

DANGER ADMITTED 

There is no doubt of the urgent 
need for some sort of flood control 
on the Colorado, a capricious, whim¬ 
sical stream, now sluggish and harm¬ 
less, now turbulent in its menace to 
the people of the Imperial Valley. 
This prosperous valley, with a popu¬ 
lation of over 60,000 people, lies in 
a depression 100 to 300 feet below 
the channel of the river, which flows 
along the rim of the basin. In 1905 
the river broke into the valley and 
it took two years of heroic effort to 
turn it back into its channel toward 
the Gulf. There Is an ever-present 
danger of a recurrence of that dis¬ 
aster. Also, It Is said that the cities 
of Southern California,, particularly 
Los Angeles, must sooner or later 
seek additional domestic water sup¬ 
ply. 

Is the power element of the project 
sound: and if so, should the gov¬ 
ernment finance it? Representative 
Leatherwood of Utah, one of the in¬ 
terested States, says no. “It Is an 
attempt by the State of California 
to gain special privileges and advan¬ 
tages in the development of the 
greatest resource in the Southwest 
at the expense of other States in the 
Colorado River Basin,” , he declares 
in a vigorous minority report. “When 
the political smoke-screen which has 
been thrown around this bill is lifted, 
it will be found that the real pur¬ 
pose is to plunge the Federal gov¬ 
ernment into a stupendous power 
project." Boulder Dam has long been 
a political shibboleth in California. 
Mr. Leatherwood holds that the so- 
called Topock site )s as good from the 
point of view of flood protection, wa¬ 
ter supply and irrigation. He figures 
that a dam can be built there for 
$15,000,000. He has a good deal of 
doubt as to the engineering practi¬ 
cability of the 550-foot Boulder Dam, 
and thinks the estimates of cost are 
too low.

) Mr. Leatherwood quotes a letter from 
Secretary Mellon in which he says: 

I believe that, in general, sound 
public policy in America, as else¬ 
where, is to encourage private initia¬ 
tive and not to have government 
ownership or operation of projects 
which, can be handled by private 
capital under p'roper government 
regulation. ... It seems to me 
that if the project is one that can 
pay its own way private capital can 
be found. If it cannot pay its own 
way, then we should consider whether 
all taxpayers throughout the United 
States should be taxed for the benefit 
of a part of the country. 

On other occasions those views have 
been shared by Mr. Hoover, who even 
in the St. Lawrence project is com¬ 
mitted to a development of water 
power other than at the hands of tM 
Federal government. Of course there 
are unusual conditions in this case, 
such as the interstate and interna¬ 
tional rights involved and the Federal 
government’s proper Interest in recla¬ 
mation and flood control. The very 
vastness of the undertaking sets it 
in a class apart. But that only 
makes It all the more necessary that 
it should be soundly conceived.

French’s proposal was soon in effect.

John F. Dodge, automobile manu¬ 
facturer, is awarded to her moth¬ 
er. Mrs. Matilda R. Wilson, widow of 
Dodge, in an opinion of Circuit Judge 
Harry J. Dingeman today. 

The opinion was on an appeal by 
Mrs. Dodge's children. John Duval 
Dodge, Winifred Dodge Gray, Isabelle 
Cleves Sloan, Francis Matilda. Dodge 
and Daniel George Dodge from a Pro¬ 
bate Court decision awarding Anna 
Margaret’s personal property t.o her 
mother and her real estate to her 
brothers and sisters. 

Anna Margaret died June. 1924. ,Her 
father died about four, years before, 
previous to her birth. No mention 
of her was made in his will. A trust 
fund was created, onerfifth for the 
widow and a fifth for each of tbe 
children except John Duval Dodge, 
who received an annuity of $1800. 

As the name of Anna Margaret was 
obviously not intentionally omitted 
from the will, she received under the 
statutes the amount she would have 
received should her father have died 
intestate. 

John Duval Dodge contested the 
will and under an agreement among 
heirs which was confirmed by the 
court relinquished all claims on the 
estate after accepting $1,600,000. 

After Anna Margaret's death, John 
Duval Dodge filed a petition in Pro¬ 
bate Court asking that her portion be 
equally divided among all the heirs. 
Mrs. Wilson took issue with him, and 
the appeal to Circuit Court followed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. (Exclusive) 
In 1900 the United States did an ex¬ 
port business of approximately $124,- 
000.000 with the countries of Latin 
America. Last year we sold them al¬ 
most $900,000,000 worth of our prod¬ 
ucts. Even more significant than this 
astounding seven-fold increase, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Julius Klein, of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, is the relative proportion 
of the total of Latin America's over¬ 
seas purchases which now comes from 
the United States. 

I. -1 the case of the prosperous and 
highly competitive markets on the 
east coast of South America, where¬ 
as in 1901 we supplied them with 
about 121-2 per cent of their total 
imports, our share in ’925 was more 
than 24 per cent. Our gain on the 
west coast is even more impressive— 
from 12 1-2 per cent to 32 per cent—

Attorney Beau¬ 
lieu pointed out that the loan did 
not expire until February 21.

Entrance of a mystery woman 
into the Luther H. Green murder 
riddle was admitted yesterday by 
Chief of Detectives Herman Cline. 

The detective chief, . it was 
learned, is trying to learn the iden¬ 
tity of a well-dressed woman who 
drove up to the Green home, 1053 
South Bonnie Brae street, almost 
an hour after the wealthy broker 
was shot to death over a week ago, 
while defending a $10,000 stock of 
liquor. 

While Cline declined details, it 
was learned from another source 
that two women relatives of the 
slain man have reported the strange 
actions of the girl who sought to 
learn "all she could of the murder.” 

Police records show that Green 
was shot to death about 7:30 p. m., 
February 1. An hour later, accord¬ 
ing to the information given Cline, 
a roadster .driven by a man with 
his hat over his eyes parked across 
from the slaying. 

WOMAN STEPS OUT 

From the roadster stepped a wo¬ 
man. She wore a small rose colored 
turban, and witnesses describe her 
I as "exceedingly pretty.” 

Police are said to have located 
persons who were standing near the 
Green home from whom the "mys¬ 
tery woman” sought to learn de¬ 
tails of the slaying. 

It is said that the woman evinced 
little interest in details of the 
shooting, but was fereatly interested 
to know whether the police had 
made any arrests. Informed to 
the contrary the woman is re¬ 
ported to have driven hurridly 
awa y. 

It is a police theory that she may 
have considerable knowledge of the 
murder. 

A "tip” that Harry "Mile-Away ’ 
Thomas, notorious hijacker, one of 
six named in murder complaints 
as Green's slayers was in a Broad¬ 
way drug store yesterday after¬ 
noon brought out the police shot¬ 
gun squad. 

SUSPECT DISAPPEARS 

The suspect was reported by a 
drug clerk as "telephoning to a 
woman.” But when the "gun 
squad” arrived, the suspect had 
disappeared among the afternoon 
shoppers. 

Warren Reeder, 36, alias Jimmie 
Dundee, also named as being impli¬ 
cated in the murder, who surren¬ 
dered to police early this week, was 
arrainged yesterday before Muni¬ 
cipal Judge Samuel Blake. 

Howell W. Richardson, Reeder’s 
attorney, told the court he was 
ready to have his client's hearing 
set at any time. Judge Blake 
fixed February 18 at 2 p. m. for 
Reeder’s prelimin ary hear ing.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 10. (Exclusive) 
Although hopes that Mexico may soon 
become a great rubber-producing 
country have, for the moment at 
least, faded with the withdrawal of 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber Com¬ 
pany from the State of Chiapas, the 
potentiality of this country as a 
producer of rubber is not to be de¬ 
nied, and it is being pointed out In 
various quarters that Mexico can be¬ 
come one of the greatest rubber-pro¬ 
ducing countries in the world. 

Harvey F. Firestone has declared 
that the soil and climate and nat¬ 
ural conditions of Chiapas are all 
very favorable for the development 
of a rubber Industry, but he has 
found "other conditions” militating 
against the progress of his work. In 
Liberia Mr. Firestone's plans are being 
carried out on a large scale and he is 
developing the rubber Industry there 
with the full encouragement of the 
government. 

The American Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in Mexico declares that "it has 
been knowji for years that the State 
of Chiapas offered advantages of rub¬ 
ber production such aa exist In hard¬ 
ly any other part of the world. 

CONDITIONS GOOD 
A few months ago, says the cham¬ 
ber, when Secretary Hoover was look¬ 
ing into opportunities for rubber 
growing, he sent Alexander V. Dye, 
who was then commercial attache 
of the United States Embassy in 
Mexico, to Chiapas to make an in¬ 
vestigation of rubber opportunities 
and Mr. Dye spent a month investi¬ 
gating. afterward making a full re¬ 
port on the conditions in that State 
to the department. It is known that, 
although the report has not yet been 
published, Mr. Dye stated the soil, 
climate and other natural conditions 
in Chiapas were most advantageous 
for rubber growing. 

In Manufacturers’ News a discus¬ 
sion appeared recently by Everett G. 
Holt, chief of the rubber division of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, on 
the situation created in the United 
States by the price-fixing of rubber 
by Great Britain. Below are extracts 
from the article: 

"In 1922 the Department of Com¬ 
merce first called public attention to 
the growth of foreign government 
controls of price and distribution of 
our import raw materials as likely to 
develop great dangers to the Ameri¬ 
can consumer. 

CONTROLS NEED CHECK 
"Some of these controlled commod¬ 
ities are of small dimensions, others 
of vast importance, but the very 
number of these controls indicates a 
trend. There are some twenty or 
thirty other commodities In * the 
world for which we are . at present 
dependent on import and which 
could likewise be controlled by ac¬ 
tion of one government or by agree¬ 
ment between two governments. In 
fact, it is possible thus to control 
a very large portion of the raw ma¬ 
terials which we do not ourselves 
produce. Unless some deterrent 
arises, the enormous profits of some 
of the controls already In operation 
will not only stimulate unreasonable 
prices for other controlled products 
but will serve to encourage attempts 
upon other commodities. It Is the be¬ 
lief of the department that this de¬ 
velopment will be retarded by the 
demonstration of practicable defense 
action in the case of rubber during 
the last fiscal year. 

"If these governmental controls had 
been content with moderate profits, it 
is improbable that the question 
would have had other than academic 
Interest. But the action of the rub¬ 
ber control in artifical advancement 
of prices to uneconomic levels, and 
the attempt of other controls to bor¬ 
row money in the American market 
with which to strengthen their posi¬ 
tion against the American consumer, 
brought these matters to a crisis in 
demands from the American manu¬ 
facturers and public consumers for 
action by our government. An inves¬ 
tigation by the Committee on In¬ 
terstate and Foreign Commerce of the 
House of Representatives in Janu¬ 
ary. 192 8. resulted in a unanimous 
report entirely confirming the views 
of the department. 

PRICE CONTROLLED 

“pe most pronounced exhibition 
of the difficulties arising from these 
government controls during the last 
fiscal year has been the British East 
Indian rubber control. The British 
East Indies control the production of 
about 70 per cent of the world's rub¬ 
ber, while the United States con¬ 
sumes about 70 per cent of the 
amount used in the world annually. 
This control was established by the 
Stevenson Act in November. 1922 
providing for restriction of exports 
land, therefore, the production) if 
rubber was below the fair price of 
30 to 36 cents per pound and for 
increasing production and export if 
prices rose above these limits. 

“Asurances were given to the con¬ 
suming trades that prices would not 
exceed this ‘fair’ basis. The investiga¬ 
tion department showed that the av¬ 
erage cost of production ranged from 
13.5 to 18 cents per pound: that 
profits of from 15 to 25 per cent 
would be earned by the rubber plant¬ 
ers at the 30 to 36 cents levfel: that 
the industry had suffered loss from 
the world slump than agricultural 
industries elsewhere in the world, 
particularly those of the United 
States. 

"An advance sharply above the ‘fall- 
price’ began In March, 1925, however, 
with large speculative activities, and 
steadily continued until prices 
reached an average of 103 cents per 
pound for spot rubber during the 
month of July. In the meantime, 
the American consuming trades earn¬ 
estly urged the rubber-control offi¬ 
cials to end the artificial famine and 
make good their assurances of main¬ 
tained 'fair price’ by relaxing the re¬ 
striction upon production. 

PROTECT CONSUMER 
"These requests were denied and 
finally, after six months of unavail¬ 
ing private .negotiations. It was de¬ 
termined In October that measures 
must be inaugurated to protect the 
American consumer. In the mean¬ 
time, spot prices had risen as high 
as 121 cents per pound In July. 
1925, and averaged 104.8 cents per 
pound for November. 1925. As our 
imports are at the rate of 900,000.- 
000 pounds annually, the Increase of I 
about 70 to 75 cents per pound over 
the 'fair price’ threatened to impose 
a supercharge upon the American 
consumer of from $625,000,000 to 
$675,000,000 per annum."

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Toscanini and Choral Balance

New York, Feb. 10 

G RACEFUL to awkward, Arturo 
Toscanini can assume any be¬ 
havior he chooses when con¬ 
ducting. Oberon, the fairy king, to 
Peter, the broom maker, he can make 
his gestures conform to any demand. 
No doubt, he is always himself, but 
much of the time he seems to he 
somebody else. Now he takes on the 
elegance of Weingartner, now the 
square - corneredness of Xousse- 
vitzky, now the lightness of Walter, 
now the heaviness of Damrosch, now 
the fiamboyancy of Mengelberg, now 
the precision of Reiner, and now the 
grotesqueness of Sousa; all accord¬ 
ing to the moment. At times the 
baton becomes a drumstick in his 
hands, and at times a fiddle bow. 
Master of the comic, to see him beat 
the tympani in the second move¬ 
ment of the ninth symphony of Bee¬ 
thoven! Master of the sentimental, 
to see him play the celli in the 
adagio! 

Enough for particulars of Tosca¬ 
nini. as he directed the Philhar¬ 
monic and Schola Cantorum presen¬ 
tation of the Ninth Symphony in 
Carnegie Hall on the evening of Feb. 
5. What he has done for the future 
of New York strikes me as more 
worthy of consideration than what 
he did at a particular appearance, 
for he holds the right to acclaim, I 
imagine, as the greatest orchestral 
leader known here since Nikisch, be¬ 
cause he has turned the thoughts of 
listeners in new directions rather 
than because he excelled in a. par¬ 
ticular interpretation before a popu¬ 
lar Saturday night audience. 
Conditions Changing 
Musical conditions, granted, are of 
their own impetus changing rapidly, 
and what we call, in homage to the 
German thinkers, development, is 
taking place with unimagined swift¬ 
ness. Even without Toscanini to 
give object lessons, the public would 
expect progress in the performance 
of its artists and in the achievement 
of its artistic institutions. But not¬ 
withstanding that, I can with confi¬ 
dence refer to two points indicating 
the direct influence of Toscanini: 
First, after he came and went a 
year ago, hearers asked for an in¬ 
crease of effort on the part of con¬ 
ductors and orchestras; and not .only 
that, they got quick and continued 
response. Second, since his visit of 
last season, the Philharmonic Or¬ 
chestra, as an instrumental ensem¬ 
ble, has almost made itself over. 
Now, Toscanini again having come 
and gone, I submit that hearers will 
demand more than before;, and spe¬ 
cifically in addition, I venture to say 
that Philharmonic subscribers will 
want their organization carried to 
a pitch of improvement beyond the 
scope of ordinary planning. 

For one, I cannot be surprised that 
Toscanini at a former concert de¬ 
clared the existence of details in the 
“Eroica” symphony that few of his 
predecessors have so much as hinted 
at. There they are in the score. Why 
should they not come out? Nor can 
I be amazed at his finding grandeur 
in the opening movement of the 
Ninth Symphony where others have 
only disclosed dullness. What I must 
confess astonishment at is that those 
in charge of arrangements on the 
occasion of the Carnegie Hall con¬ 
cert should encumber Toscanini with 
an ill-balanced chorus. 

Need of Restoring Balance 
Possibly I am oversanguine in 
trusting that the mere call of an 
Italian musician, the “How do you 
do? I’m sorry, but I must be go¬ 
ing” of an orchestral director from 
Milan, should suffice to reform and 
set right American choral methods. 
But I believe it will. A chorus that 
is preponderating^ soprano will not 
much longer. I am sure, be toler¬ 
ated where the Ninth Symphony is 
concerned; nor will an orchestra, 
the string section of which is domi¬ 
nated by the sonority of the first 
violins.

know but few pieces and give them 
over, and over again. To see Verbrug- 
ghen read the Franck D minor 
Symphony and the Strauss “Till 
Eulenspiegel” Rondo off the page ac¬ 
cording to the interesting marks 
which I know he has written there 
was a veritable excitement. For I 
confess to pleasure in seeing as well 
as hearing music—not speaking of 
the orchestra in opera, where I 
would like to have it hidden; nor in 
oratorio, where I should like to have 
both it and the conductor on a 
lower level than the singers. 

For a presentation of the Franck 
Symphony with nobility of style and 
with restraint of, sonority, hearers 
could thank Verbrugghen. The work 
regains the position it long held as 
something comparable with the sym¬ 
phonies of Brahms, treated in his 
manner. “Till Eulenspiegel,” may he 
a little too explicit for listeners who 
have heard it many times. But Ver¬ 
brugghen has the right idea of style 
for Strauss, even though he lines his 
phrases out with unnecessary sharp¬ 
ness. A sensitive, responsive body of 
performers, the Minneapolis Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra has extraordinary 
charm as long as it keeps to the gen¬ 
tler and more cheerful kinds of ex¬ 
pression. It seems to me to he out of 
its element when it attempts noise, 
as in Ibert’s three pieces on the 
Chabrler model, “Ports of Call.” It 
is more at. home in the company of 
Belgian and German burghers than 
in that of Mediterranean alongshore- 
men. 

Wanda Landowska 

Max Jacobs, with his Chamber 
Syrhphony Orchestra, brought out 
the concerto for harpsichord and 
orchestra in G minor by Philip 
Emanuel Bach at ^Eolian Hall on the 
evening of Feb. g. Wanda Landow¬ 
ska was the soloist. The. music 
shows the composer working away 
from the contrapuntal rigidity of the 
elder Bach to the harmonic elasticity 
of Mozart. It disclosed especial free¬ 
dom in the final movement in triple 
rhythm. For harpsichord technique 
I have no doubt that Mine. Lan¬ 
dowska. must be accepted as the 
authority. Another harpsichordist 
whom I heard a while ago at a Plaza 
Hotel concert, Frances Pelton-Jones, 
has another mechanism of the hands, 
more like a pianist’s. Mine. Pelton- 
Jones’s instrument, a Dolmetsch, 
bore indications of the purposes of 
the maker. There could be heard, 
besides the twang of the strings, the 
Clatter of the plucking device. Dol¬ 
metsch would be historic, I am sure, 
at all costs. Mme. Pelton-Jones ap¬ 
peared with Miss Crystal Waters, so¬ 
prano. Mme. Landowska, perchance, 
will at some time illustrate more 
particularly than I have known her 
to, her notion of the harpsichord as 
an accompanying instrument for 
singing. 

Boris Niles 

Miss Doris Niles seems determined 
to keep the dance from decline, having 
given three recitals this season in 
Carnegie Hall, her lost enterprise be¬ 
ing a recital with Cornelia Niles as¬ 
sisting on the evening of Feb. 1. 
Miss Niles has perfected herself in 
both the classic style of the old bal¬ 
let and the so-called classical style 
of the Duncan innovation. For my 
part. I wish she were continuing the 
association of music and the dance 
which Diaghileff instituted. But 
somewhat after the example of Mme. 
Pavlowa, she employs a mere theater ' 


orchestra, which plays small musi¬ 
cal forms on a rather small plan of 
tone and execution. 

Alfred Blumen, pianist, appearing 
in .<Eolian Hall on the evening of 
Feb. 2, played with clearness and 
vigor the sonata, op. 31, No. 3, of 
Beethoven, and he set forth with re¬ 
markable variety of mood the epi¬ 
sodes of the “Carnaval” of Schu¬ 
mann. Maurice Dumesnll, pianist, 
appearing in the Town Hall on the 
afternoon of Feb. 5, played pieces by 
Debussy and Chopin, using fpr the 
Chopin works the composer’s piano, 
which he has brought to the United 
States from France. As he went 
along, he made brief program com¬ 
ment. Mr. Blumen represented the 
interpretative side and Mr. Dumesnil 
the expository; but as I think of 
them both now, Mr. Blumen, without 
talk, proved the better man at ex¬ 
planation, while Mr. Dumesnil proved 
the better, in spite of his lecturing, at 
interpretation. 

Chaliapin’s Bnslllo 

Rumor comes down the classic 
centuries, a. character for writers: 
to the, Homeric imagination, a sort of 
Olympian messenger, telling plain 
news; to the Virgilian, an, inde¬ 
pendent personage, as covetous of- 
fiction as generous with fact. 
Calumny comes down both classic 
and chivalrous centuries, a figure for 
painters; to Apelles, an enemy hardly 
to be escaped; to Botticelli, rather 
one to be, in all right and reason, 
conquered. The two conceits are 
one in Beaumarchais. Calumny is 
their name. They are reduced in 
dignity to a dangerous jest. Then, 
Rossini. They are col legno, cres¬ 
cendo, sforzando, and what not else 
that goes to make up a musical 
formula in the manner of the comic. 
Lastly, Chaliapin. They are a fright¬ 
ful mask, expressive of everything 
that is ridiculous and impotent. 

Calumny, countenanced by Chalia¬ 
pin, was the chief matter of Ros¬ 
sini’s “Barber of Seville,” text by 
Sterbini, after Beaumarchais, as pre¬ 
sented at Mecca Auditorium last eve¬ 
ning. Who will deny that Don Ba- 
silio's scene in the second ac.t of the 
piece is one of the most epic and 
even one of the most dramatic in the 
length and breadth of the opera 
repertory? Figaro is but a type from 
Menander's comedies, a variation on 
a theme as old as the theater. But 
Basilio is himself, as much an indi¬ 
vidual, as far as he goes, as Me- 
phistopheles. He actually represents 
little, but he connotes a vast cata¬ 
logue of human traits. A small thing, 
for a great artist to devote a wiuter 
to. But in opera, singers ordinarily 
have slight chance to experiment 
with a rfile and interpret it to an 
original effect. High possibilities of 
reform may reside in Chaliapin's lit¬ 
tle organization. Who knows? 

A very successful dSbut is to be re¬ 
corded in connection with the New 
York opening—that of Margueri'e 
Cobbey, who took the part of Rosina. 
Charm of voice, repose of manner, 
mastery of the stage. 

Strauss's "A Hero’s Life" engaged 
the energies of the Philharmonic 
Orchestra at Carnegie Hall this eve¬ 
ning, Willem Furtwangler beginning 
his season of conducting. The occa¬ 
sion was in striking contrast to the 
Beethoven meetings of last weeK, at 
which Mr. Toscanini presided. Not 
that it was less interesting. Bit the 
music was another sort of thing en¬ 
tirely, the voice of a different period: 
a voice more confident of itself, and 
yet more apt at concession; by 
turns boisterous and repressed, but 
always good-natured. On the pro¬ 
gram was the Schumann violoncello 
concerto, Pablo Casals, soloist.

Soys Settlement Would Aid 
IT ar Debt Collection

LONDON, Feb. 17. (Exclusive)— 
Thousands of British holders of the 
$15,000,000 worth of State bonds de¬ 
faulted fifty-five to eighty-five years 
ago by Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
the two Carollnas have found a 
means for disembarrassing the Cool- 
idge administration of its $383,000,- 
000 budget surplus. 

A concerted campaign to obtain re¬ 
imbursement for these bonds was re¬ 
vealed today when a letter written to 
members of the United States Senate 
and House by the Corporation of For¬ 
eign Bondholders—an organization of 
British holders of repudiated securi¬ 
ties—was published. 

The letter says: "Let the States, or 
the American people as a whole, at 
a time when they have an enormous 
budget surplus which seems to source 
of positive embarrassment to the gov¬ 
ernment, make a sacrifice which is 
trifling when compared with the 
sacrifice the bondholders in this 
country are making, discharging then- 
obligations so. Europeans can refer 
to the American people in terms of 
admiration and respect. 

"If the estimated figure is correct, 
the American budget surplus of 
$383,000,000 would alone more than 
redeem these bonds with all accrued 
interest.” 

The holders of the Southern States* 
bonds organized some time ago under 
an act of Parliament. The members 
also are holders of repudiated Turk¬ 
ish and Russian bonds. It Is esti¬ 
mated that the original loans of $15.- 
000 , 000 . with their accrued interest, 
now total approximately $75,000,000.

“To the people of Great Britain, 
who have always met their obliga¬ 
tions in spirit and letter, the record 
of the United States appears astound¬ 
ing. Is it surprising that the Brit¬ 
ish holder of this defaulted obligation 
who is taxed beyond endurance In 
order to supply millions of pounds 
annually to meet his country’s debt 
to the United States for money bor¬ 
rowed to avert a common danger, 
feels indignant? Do you realize the 
incredible fact that not only is the 
Southern States’ debt unpaid, but 
also the obligation to repay it has 
formally been repudiated? No other 
country or state except Russia ever 
has taken such a step.” 

LODGEGIVES 
NEW THEORY 
FOR CANCER 


Sir Oliver Suggests That 
Disease May be Caused by 
Catalytic Action 


LONDON, Feb. 17. (/P)—The sug¬ 
gestion that cancer may not be a 
microscopic growth, but something of 
a catalytic growth similar in some 
respects to a kind of "disease” which 
sometimes affects radio tubes, has 
been advanced by Sir Oliver L^dge, 
noted British scientist. 

Sir Oliver was careful to say, how¬ 
ever, that his suggestion Is only a 
hint offered by a layman for what It 
is worth. 

During a discussiQn at the Royal 
Society of Arts, Sir Oliver said that 
he has evolved an idea concerning the 
possible cause of cancer through 
study of the workings.of radio tubes. 
He referred to the catalytic action af¬ 
fecting tubes and suggested that can¬ 
cer “may not be a microscopic 
growth, nor even a patheological 
growth, but possibly something of a 
catalytic growth.” 

Catalysis is explained as a chemi¬ 
cal process Involving the decomposi¬ 
tion of a compound substance and 
the recomposition of its elements, the 
catalytic agent bringing about the 
process and enabling it to continue 
without itself being affected. 

At the Cancer Hospital Research 
Institute, it was stated that experi¬ 
ments have not given any evidence 
to support Sir Oliver’s suggestion.

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SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17. (Exclu¬ 
sive)—Balloting for the purpose of 
formally announcing the attitude of 
union carpenters and joiners on the 
long-standing carpenters’ strike, is 
under way. The vote will determine 
whether the carpenters, who went on 
strike last April, will ratify or reject 
the agreement reached last month 
between their representatives, con¬ 
tractors and the public. 

The ballot boxes will be closed to¬ 
morrow afternoon, Indicating that 
most of the votes have been re¬ 
turned. Union officials refused ti 
Indicate which way the vote Is likely 
to go. btu It is believed It will be 
one of ratification, because the agree¬ 
ment which brought the active strike 
to an end last month was accepted 
by the unions through their repre¬ 
sentatives on the committee.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17. (Exclusive)— 
Returning from Europe on the Mau¬ 
retania, Col. R. R. McCormick, editor 
and publisher of the Chicago Trib¬ 
une, reported that he found "no gen¬ 
eral public demand for the repudi¬ 
ation of the war debts to America.” 

Current difficulties in Europe are 
grounded In politics rather than in 
economics, according to Col. McCor¬ 
mick. He discussed conditions in 
France, Germany and Great Britain, 
in the light of knowledge freshened 
by his thirtieth voyage. 

"France is held under the heel of 
a political machine which is draining 
the country’s finances," Col. McCor¬ 
mick said. "Another thing, France is 
conducting government monopolies in 
tobacco and matches, has govern¬ 
ment-run telephones and telegraph, 
and a good many railways—all losing 
money. All are loaded with pay rolls 
which cannot be eliminated because 
of politics. And the phone service, 
for instance, is abominable. It Is so 
bad It is hindering business. It is 
out of the question to think of tele¬ 
phoning from Paris to London, and 
one is fortunate to get a successful 
connection in the environs of Paris. 

REAL ESTATE BURDEN’S 

"Added to its other burdens, the 
French government has a lot of Im¬ 
proved real estate. I do not refer to 
the Louvre and Versailles—they are 
useful—but to hundreds of acres of 
land in Paris covered with two-storv 
buildings, such as the School of War 
and the departments of Army, Navy 
and Justice. Some plots are suited 
for high-class buildings, such as ho¬ 
tels, and could be put to work pay¬ 
ing the tremendous national taxes 
but they are held down by the incu¬ 
bus of the political machine.

Also at a time when, 
through America’s action in repudiat¬ 
ing the League of Nations and not 
swallowing the World Court whole it 
becomes evident that England cannot 
dominate American policy.

This has 
nevei happened before in English his- 
and lt; is bitterly resented. 

American correspondents of Tory 
newspapers fill their cabled news sto- 
ries with hostile deductions and the 
debt is just one thing that can be 
raked up.” , 

“On the other hand," Col. McCor¬ 
mick continue., "there is in England 
the organized Labor party, led by a 
certain number of bankrupt peers 
who are resentful at being poor while 
then brother peers are rich by 
American millionaires who obtained 
British peerages without British so¬ 
cial position, and are resentful, and 
by ambitious politicians who would 
be Lenins and Trotzkys. This group 
has no more to do with labor actu¬ 
ally than writers for so-called radi¬ 
cal American magazines, which are 

.^ e ‘ ng ., ke Pt by sensation-seeking 
rich New Yorkers. 

STIRRING HATRED 

This group in England is endeav¬ 
oring to exploit British labor in or¬ 
der to bring about a revolution so 
they can wield autocatlc power lik» 
the soviet Russians. They see in the 
United States, where there are no 
aristocrats to hate and where labor 
is respected and is self-respecting, u 
form of civilization which is hateful 
to them because it is the negation 
of Bolshevism. They are therefore 
trying to stir up hatred against 
America. 

"The great^bulk of the British peo¬ 
ple are much more prosperous now 
than in years. They are better 
dressed, better housed and better 
fed, but are not organized political¬ 
ly- The y are not helping to foment 
the antagonism to America. The 
broad section of the English people 
only want to be let alone, with the 
chance to prosper. They need high¬ 
er pay in return for higher produc- 
tion. 

There is still a good deal of me¬ 
dievalism in England and some of the 
British look upon their employees as 
serfs. They do not bring the lower 
walks of life up to the other, hence 
they create the excuse for bringing 
the upper walks down to the lower 
level.” 

GERMANY'S DANGER 
As for Germany, Col. McCormick 
said: "Everything appears all right.” 

"The present generation of Ger¬ 
mans,” he said, "remember the Ger¬ 
man officers who bumped one off the 
sidewalk. They remember It was the 
Kaiser who deserted the army and 
hid food in the palace and they are 
strongly in favor of the republic. The 
only danger to the German republic, 
as I see it, is not in the present, but 
possibly in the future. This is be¬ 
cause of the fact that in the schools 
the doctrines of the old monarchy 
are being taught and it may be easier 
to restore the monarchy in the next 
generation than it is this month or 
this year.”

the United States. + __ 

It is a fact that it is the expert- ] 
ence of all colonial governments that 
the most troublesome elements in a 


subjugated country belong to the 
educated class, particularly those 
educated abroad. It Is axiomatic 
that you cannot make a slave of a 
man after educating him. 

FREE GOVERNMENT 
My stay in America has taught 
me that the true essence of free gov¬ 
ernment is that all powers should not 
be vested in one man. In Sulu we 
have a governor. who is at once 
superintendent of schools and Justice 
of the peace. All know how much 
he usurps the prerogatives of the 
other officials, who are being con¬ 
verted into mere pawns on the chess 
board. 

Except for a few who are closely- 
connected with Gov. Moore, indigna¬ 
tion is general over the unnecessary 
slaughter at Jolo, where no less than 
eighty persons, including women and 
children of tender age. were killed. 
The official report says thirty were 
killed. No explanation is advanced 
to Justify the feverish haste in or¬ 
dering the attack on our cotta (fort) 
except for the alleged connection of 
Datu Tahil with the movement. 

BANDITS AT LARGE 
Gov. Moore now is seeking to patch 
up all the existing differences pro¬ 
voked by himself, like a modern 
Machlavelli, between the different 
elements. His purpose is to postpone 
the outbreak of any further trouble 
during the remaining period of his 
administration. 

No drastic action has been taken 
against the Jolo bandits, with follow¬ 
ers numbering 600, despite the fact 
that the government has been thor¬ 
oughly informed that these people 
have taken an oath on the Koran 
to rob. plunder and kill. These out¬ 
laws will remain unmolested, because 
there is no Datu Tahil leading them. 

Charges of sedition have been filed 
against me, but the truth will come 
out, I hope.

Warsaw Shoivs Distrust of 
France by Negotiation of 
Alliance Against Reds *

BERLIN, Feb. 17. (Exclusive) — 
Italy and Poland are preparing a se¬ 
cret military pact to close the ring 
encircling soviet Russia. Col. Wie- 
niawa' Elugolwicki, aide and special 
courier of Marshal Pllsudski to Rome, 
is negotiating the pact. 

Officially Col. Elugolwicki is visit¬ 
ing the Italian capital to return, the 
call of Fascist leaders who brought'a 
special message of friendship from 
El Duce to the Mussolini of Poland, 
Marshal Pllsudski. But the main part 
of his trip is to effect a military al¬ 
liance between Poland and Italy. The 
latter guarantees to give Poland mili¬ 
tary assistance in case of war with 
Russia and to send the Italian fleet 
into the Black Sea to support action 
by territorial troops. 

Poland is seeking an Italian alli¬ 
ance because it no longer trusts its 
former main ally, France.

PARIS. Feb. 17. (£>)—'The Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies will be too busy 
with internal problems to give at¬ 
tention to ratification of the Wash¬ 
ington debt accord for several months, 
with the prospect that it will be 
October before the subject can be 
reached. 

The parliamentary program as pro¬ 
posed by the government, in virtual 
accord with the party leaders, pro¬ 
vides first of all for action on a bill 
reducing obligatory military service to 
one year. 

Premier Poincare informed the 
Chamber this evening that the gov¬ 
ernment proposed the following or¬ 
der of discussion: First, reorganiza¬ 
tion of the army; second, the budget 
for 1928 and, third, electoral reform. 

This morning the Socialists decided 
to oppose this program by fighting 
for -the immediate consideration of 
the new electoral system. When the 
question came up in the Chamber, 
the discussion turned on the order 
of precedence between the military 
question, electoral reform and the 
budget, but Premier Poincare main¬ 
tained the hold he has on the Cham¬ 
ber since last August and easily got 
the best of the Socialist’s scheme to 
change the order of business. 

The ratification resolution was to¬ 
tally Ignored. The program, as now 
outlined, will occupy the Chamber 
until the sumrae^ - vacation.

Operated Off A. C. Lines 

Good Characteristics and Low Impedance 
Features of Marconi Product 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON — The operation of re¬ 
ceivers entirely from A. C. mains 
has hitherto presented certain diffi¬ 
culties. The filaments of standard 
tubes cannot generally be heated by 
A. C. unless it is rectified and 
tmoothed, and this at once imposes 
two conditions. The filament current 
must be very low, and the tubes 
must be run in series. It is diffi¬ 
cult to modify existing receivers for 
operation in this way, and the very 
low consumption tubes cannot han¬ 
dle more than a limited amount of 
power. 

A new tube, known as the Kl, is 
now being marketed by the Marconi- 
phone Company, which fulfills the 
same functions as an ordinary good 
tube and which may be used in any 
position. It is an entirely new de¬ 
parture which makes it possible for 
alitiost any receiver to be modified 
to' run entirely off A. C. mains. A 
new system is used in that the fila¬ 
ment is not the cathode, and is not 
connected electrically to the circuit 
of the receiver itself. It is operated 
through a step-down transformer 
without any rectifying or smoothing 
circuit and develops a high tempera¬ 
ture. The cathode itself is cylindri¬ 
cal and is coated with radio-active 
material. It encloses the filament, 


ing for a drop in the windings of the 
transformer it may be assumed that 
one unit of electricity will suffice for 
100 hours’ working. 

Owing to the very large cathode 
area, the characteristics of the tube 
are good. The normal slope of the 
curve is 1.36 Ma per volt, its impe¬ 
dance is low, being only 5500 ohms, 
and with an anode voltage of 100 a 
grid-bias of 7% volts is required.

GENEVA, Feb. 11—The Italo-Al- 
banian treaty just registered here is 
regarded as giving a right of inter¬ 
ference in the domestic affairs of an¬ 
other country unprecedented in any 
pact so far brought to Geneva. It 
was hoped when Italy deposited the 
treaty with the League of Nation’s 
Secretariat that it would explain the 
ambiguous clause relating to control 
of disturbances directed against the 
political and juridical status quo in 
Albania. 

The explanatory note attached to 
the document in the form of a letter 
to the Albanian Government, how¬ 
ever, the representative of The Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor finds, does not 
alter the objection to the tre'aty 
which is felt in League circles. Al¬ 
though support is to be given to Al¬ 
bania only if the latter requests it, 
it is clear that any government in 
Albania which was in difficulty might 
appeal for Italian aid. Whether Italy 
would use the power the pact con¬ 
ferred on it is another matter, but 
the treaty does in effect virtually es¬ 
tablish an Italian protectorate. 

In these circumstances the Coun¬ 
cil of the League could hardly fail 
to give the subject its attention if it 
were brought before it, for as the 
treaty stands there is no doubt, 
notwithstanding Italy’s protest to 
the contrary, that the Italo-Alba- 
nian agreement does not conform 
with the League Covenant.

RACEFUL to awkward, Arturo 
1 -jr Toscanini can assume any be- 
L havior he chooses when con¬ 
ducting. Oberon, the fairy king, to 
Peter, the broom maker, he can make

No doubt, he is always himself, by 
much of the time he seems to ‘ 
somebody else. Now he takes on 
elegance of Weingartner, now 
square - corneredness of Koussi? 
vitzky, now the lightness of Walter, 
now the heaviness of Damrosch, now 
the flamboyancy of Mengelberg, now 
the precision of Reiner, and now the 
grotesqueness of Sousa; all accord¬ 
ing to the moment. At times the 
baton becomes a drumstick in his 
hands, and at times a fiddle bow.

5. What he has done for the future 
of New York strikes me as more 
worthy of consideration than what 
he did at a particular appearance, 
for he holds the right to acclaim, I 
imagine, as the greatest orchestral 
leader known here since Nikisch, be¬ 
cause he has turned the thoughts of 
listeners in new directions rather 
than because he excelled in a par¬ 
ticular interpretation before a popu¬ 
lar Saturday night audience. 

Conditions Changing 
Musical conditions, granted, are of 
their own impetus changing rapidly, 
and what we call, in homage to the 
German thinkers, development, is 
taking place with unimagined swift¬ 
ness. Even without Toscanini to 
give object lessons, the public would 
expect progress in the performance 
of its artists and in the achievement 
of its artistic institutions. But not¬ 
withstanding that, I can with confi¬ 
dence refer to two points indicating 
the direct influence of Toscanini: 

First, after he came and went a 
year ago, hearers asked for an in¬ 
crease of effort on the part of con¬ 
ductors and orchestras: and not only 
that., they got quick and continued 
response. Second, since his visit of 
last season, the Philharmonic Or¬ 
chestra, as an instrumental ensem¬ 
ble. has almost made itself over. 

Now, Toscanini again having come 
and gone, I submit that hearers will 
demand more than before; and spe¬ 
cifically in addition, I venture to say 
that Philharmonic subscribers will 
want their organization carried to 
a pitch of improvement beyond the 
scope of ordinary planning. 

For one, I cannot be surprised that 
Toscanini at a former concert de¬ 
clared the existence of details in the 
“Eroica" symphony that few of his 
predecessors have so much as hinted 
at. There they are in the score. Why 
should they not come out? Nor can 
I be amazed at his finding grandeur 
in the opening movement of the 
Ninth Symphony where others have 
only disclosed dullness. What I must 
confess astonishment at is that those 
in charge of arrangements on the 
occasion of the Carnegie Hall con¬ 
cert should encumber Toscanini with 
an ill-balanced chorus. 
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Need of Restoring’ Balance 

Possibly I am oversanguine in 
trusting that the mere call of an 
Italian musician, the “How do you 
do? I'm sorry, but I must be go¬ 
ing" of an orchestral director from 
Milan, should suffice to reform and 
set right American choral methods. 
But I believe it will. A chorus that 
is preponderating^ soprano will not 
much longer. I am sure, be toler¬ 
ated where the Ninth Symphony is 
concerned; nor will an orchestra, 
the string section of which is domi¬ 
nated by the sonority of the first 
violins.

But Ver- 
brugghen has the right idea of style 
for Strauss, even thoUfeh he lines his 
phrases out. with unnecessary sharp¬ 
ness. A sensitive, responsive body of 
performers, the Minneapolis Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra has extraordinary 
charm as long as it keeps to the gen¬ 
tler and more cheerful kinds of ex¬ 
pression. It seems to me to be out of 
its element when it attempts noise, 
as in Ibert’s three pieces on the 
Lhabrier model, "Ports of Call." It 
is more at. home in the company of 
Belgian and German burghers than 
in that of Mediterranean alongshore- 
men. 

Wanda Landowska 

Max Jacobs, with his Chamber 
Symphony Orchestra, brought out 
the concerto for harpsichord and 
orchestra in G minor by Philip 
Emanuel Bach at /Eolian Hall on the 
evening of Feb. 8. Wanda Landow¬ 
ska was the soloist. The - music 
shows the composer working away 
from the contrapuntal rigidity of the 
elder Bach to the harmonic elasticity 
of Mozart. It disclosed especial free¬ 
dom in the final movement in triple 
rhythm. For harpsichord technique 
I have no doubt that Mme. Lan¬ 
dowska must be accepted as the 
authority. Another harpsichordist 
whom I heard a while ago at a Plaza 
Hotel concert, Frances Pelton-Jones, 
has another mechanism of the hands, 
more like a pianist’s. Mme. Pelton- 
Jones’s instrument, a Dolmetsch, 
bore indications of the purposes of 
the maker. There could be heard, 
besides the twang of the strings, the 
clatter of the plucking device. Dol¬ 
metsch would be historic, I am sure, 
at all costs. Mme. Pelton-Jones ap¬ 
peared with Miss Crystal Waters, so¬ 
prano. Mme. Landowska, perchance, 
will at some time illustrate more 
particularly than I have known her 
to, her notion of the harpsichord as 
an accompanying instrument for 
singing. 

Boris Niles 

Miss Doris Niles seems determined 
to keep the dance from decline, having 
given three recitals this season in 
Carnegie Hall, her last enterprise be¬ 
ing a recital with Cornelia Niles as- 
sistihg on the evening of Feb. 1. 
Miss Niles has perfected herself in 
both the classic style of the old bal¬ 
let and the so-called classical style 
of the Duncan innovation. For my 
part. I wish she were continuing the 
association of music and the dance 
which Diaghileff instituted.

Calumny comes down both classic 
and chivalrous centuries, a figure for 
painters; to Apelles, an enemy hardly 
to be escaped; to Botticelli, rather 
one to be, in all right and reason, 
conquered. TJie two conceits are 
one in Beaumarchais. Calumny is 
their name. They are reduced in 
dignity to a dangerous jest. Then, 
Rossini. They are col legno, cres¬ 
cendo, sforzando, and what not else 
that goes to make up a musical 
formula in the manner of the comic. 
Lastly, Chaliapin. They are a fright¬ 
ful mask, expressive of everything 
that is ridiculous and impotent. 

Calumny, countenanced by Chalia¬ 
pin. was the chief matter of Ros¬ 
sini’s “Barber of Seville,” text by 
Sterbini, after Beaumarchais, as pre¬ 
sented at Mecca Auditorium last eve¬ 
ning. Who will deny that Don Ba- 
silio's scene in the second ac.t of the 
piece is one of the most epic and 
even one of the most dramatic in the 
length and breadth of the opera 
repertory? Figaro is but a type from 
Menander's comedies, a variation on 
a theme as old as the theater. But 
Basilio is himself, as much an indi¬ 
vidual, as far as he goes, as Me- 
phistopheles. He actually represents 
little, but he connotes a vast cata¬ 
logue of human traits. A small thing, 
for a great artist to devote a winter 
to. But in opera, singers ordinarily 
have slight chance to experiment 
with a rfile and interpret it to an 
original effect. High possibilities of 
reform may reside in Chaliapin's lit¬ 
tle organization. Who knows? 

A very successful debut is to be re¬ 
corded in connection with the New 
York opening—that of Marguerite 
Cobbey, who took the part of Rosina. 
Charm of voice, repose of manner, 
mastery of the stage. 

Strauss's “A Hero’s Life” engaged 
the energies of the Philharmonic 
Orchestra at Carnegie Hall this eve¬ 
ning, Willem Furtwiingler beginning 
his season of conducting.

MONOXIDE GAS

to death.

Awards Made Public First 
Time for Big Improvement 
Under Major Traffic Plan 


For the first time since the major 
traffic street plan was adopted, the 
cost of one of the major street 
opening and widening projects was 
made known yesterday, when E. H. 
Delorey, deputy city attorney, an¬ 
nounced that the referee’s awards 
for the widening of Third street, 
from Figueroa street to Vermont 
avenue, totaled $1,932,025.80. The 
awards will be filed* In Superior 
Court today. 

For more than four months the 
referees, Dan F. McGarry, L. P. 
Nellis and A. O. Kelliher, have been 
making estimates of awards. Yes¬ 
terday the work was completed. 

Within three months, Mr. Delorey 
said, the interlocutory judgment 
will be filed, and the collecting of 
assessments may be started. 
Physical construction of the im¬ 
provement will be completed within 
two years, if the present rate of 
progress is continued. 

When the major traffic bond 
issue was passed, an allocation of 
$226,252 from city funds was made 
for the Third street project, be¬ 
cause of its importance as a traffic 
artery. It will afford a new outlet 
from the downtown district, lessen 
congestion at Third street and 
Figueroa, and afford traffic con¬ 
gestion relief on First, Second, 
Fifth and Sixth streets. 

Plans for the actual improvement 
are now well under way and will 
be completed by the time the city 
acquires title to the necessary 
rights of way. Third street will be 
widened to eighty feet for the 
entire length of the project, two 
and one-half miles. 

Since the project became assured, 
real estate values have shown a de¬ 
cided upward trend in the district 
to be benefited, according to real 
estate men. It is expected that 
when the improvement is • com¬ 
pleted a heavy development will 
take place.

Punctures Banned 
by Magnet Sweeper 

South Dakota Expects to Save 
Tires — Two Pounds of Nails 
Picked Up in Three Miles 


SIOL X FALLS, S. D. (Special Cor¬ 
respondence)—Highways of South 
Dakota are to be kept as free from 
nails, tacks and other tire-punctur¬ 
ing metals as a freshly swept parlor 
rug. A great seven-foot electric mag¬ 
net soon will be completed and put 
into service sweeping the highways 
and saving motorists thousands of 
dollars in tire repair bills, accord¬ 
ing to J. W. Parmley, member of the 
State Highway Commission. 

Two pounds of nails were collected 
in a run of three miles by a test- 
magnet measuring about three feet 
across. This stretch of highway was 
apparently as free from tire trou¬ 
bles as any road in the State. The 
test-magnet also is credited with col¬ 
lecting 50 pounds of scrap metal in 
a mile run through alleys in the city 
of Brookings. 

"Good-by punctures,” is the motto 
of Mr. Parmley, who believes the 
tests proved the practicability of em¬ 
ploying the larger magnet sweepers. 
He expects there will eventually be 
a fleet of sweepers, to cover the 
Statens motor roads regularly. They 
will be powerful enough to pick up 
all surface metals and even dislodge 
iron particles embedded two inches. 

A truck driven at 10 miles an hour 
will carry the magnet, suspended 
four inches from the road’s surface. 
A special motor on the truck will 
generate the current.

UPIOSTEPHENS 


The City Council yesterday refer¬ 
red to City Attorney Jess E. Steph¬ 
ens the proposition of outlining the 
procedure to be followed in the fu¬ 
ture In the investigation of the 
Adams street and Smiley drive im¬ 
provement project, particularly with 
reference to the bill of $298,000 of 
alleged "extras” in connection with 
the construction of the West Adams 
storm drain. 

The councilmanic inquiry, when 
resumed next Wednesday afternoon, 
will center largely on the question 
of whether the extras were properly 
authorized, the amount of the extras 
and whether they were properly 
placed. 

RIGHT TO MONEY 

Indications are that the council 
will not inquire into the "necessity” 
of the extras. If they were properly 
authorized and properly placed it is 
maintained that the contractor is 
entitled to his money, regardless of 
controversy. 

The suggestion that the council 
“get down to brass tacks” and leave 
it to the city attorney to determine 
what part of the transcript of testi¬ 
mony given before the investigating 
committee should be used by the 
council, was made by President 
Boyle Workman. 

ACTION CONTINUED 

On motion of Councilman Robert 
M. Allan the council continued un¬ 
til 1:30 o'clock next Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon action on confirming the 
assessment. At the same time the 
transcript of the testimony before 
the investigating committee was or¬ 
dered transferred to the City Attor¬ 
ney. 

City Attorney Stephens will de¬ 
termine what parts of this tran¬ 
script are pertinent to the issue be¬ 
fore the council. 

The three voting against referring 
the matter to the City Attorney, 
.were Councilmen Colden, Randall 
and Sparks. 

Assistant City Attorney White- 
head explained that the City At¬ 
torney’s office will outline the fu¬ 
ture procedure. He took the posi¬ 
tion that the counsel should limit 
its investigation as to whether the 
extras were properly authorized, 
their amount and whether these 
extras were properly placed. 

JURISDICTION DOUBTED 

Mr. Whitehead said he doubted 
whether the Council had jurisdic¬ 
tion to inquire into the question as 
to the necessity of the extras. 

Councilman E. E. Moore main¬ 
tained that the conduct of the case 
should be left to the City Attorney 
as suggested. 

Councilman Frank L. Shaw also 
defended the City Attorney. Coun¬ 
cilman R. S. Sparks said he wanted 
to know whether the $29S,000 worth 
of extras were necessary. 

Replying, Attorney J. L. Attrldge, 
one of the lawyers representing 
Contractor Peter R. Gadd, in effect 
said: 

“We have property rights In this 
contract. We followed the orders 
and instructions of officials of this 
city. I challenge any person of 
financial standing to make any 
charge that there was fraud or 
connivance on the part of this con¬ 
tractor in the handling of this job." 

The West Adams Taxpayers’

Champion of Proliibition 
and Conservation Takes 
Campaign to Capitol 

Special to The Christian Science Monitor 
. WASHINGTON—“America is dry, 
and dry to stay. The people of the 
United States are overwhelmingly be¬ 
hind the Eighteenth Amendment. 
Prohibition can be enforced.” 

, Thus declares Gifford Pinchot, in 
ijthe first public statement he has 
Vnade since retirement from the gov¬ 
ernorship of Pennsylvania. Fresh 
from four years of contest — years 
which he thinks of as the best of his 
career — Mr. Pinchot has resumed h-is 
old place on the firing-line at the 
National Capital. Here he means to 
fight for the progressive ideals of 
law enforcement, and conservation of 
hydroelectrical power. Respectively, 
he considers them the outstanding 
“moral” and "economic” problems 
facing the American people. The 
former Governor’s opinion on law 
enforcement was asked. 

Enforcement a Moral Issue 

"I regard the question of law en¬ 
forcement,” said Mr. Pinchot, “as 
the protest moral issue now before 
the country. The men and women 
who are fighting for it are in just 
as sound a position as the men and 
women who were fighting half a 
century ago for the freedom of the 
slaves. They are right, and that is 
why they cannot he beaten. 

“There are noisy forces working 
against the prohibition amendment, 
and' the way to meet them is pre¬ 
cisely the way Andrew Jackson met 
the nullifiers a good many years 
ago. Either the Constitution of the 
United States amounts to something 
of it does not. If it does, there is 
just one thing a decent American 
can do, and that is to stand by it. 
If it doesn’t, then the nullifiers will 
have their way. I am a good enough 
American to believe that nullification 
has no chance whatever, and I have 
just the same respect for a nullifier 
that Andrew Jackson had—and that 
is none, whatever. 

Nation Behind Amendment 

"The people of the United States 
are overwhelmingly behind the 
Eighteenth Amendment. They have 
so declared by the method laid down 
in the Constitution. A referendum 
such as will be held in several States 
is a mere device of the wets to cast 
doubt on the permanence of the dry 
victory. It will have no more effect 
than whistling down the wind, and 
the proof of that is the constantly in¬ 
creasing dryness of the Congress of 
the United States. A few wet Rep¬ 
resentatives from seaboard cities 
cannot swing this country, and they 
know it.” 

“Then you do not regard the move¬ 
ment for the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment as a serious one,” was 
suggested. 

“Of course, not,” said Mr. Pinchot. 
“Neither does anyone else. That is 
why there is all this loose talk about 
trying to nullify the. Eighteenth 
Amendment by State or Congres¬ 
sional action. Everybody knows that 
the great mass of the solid people 
of the United States is behind the 
Eighteenth Amendment, and neither 
the East Side of New- York nor the 
river wards of Philadelphia will ever 
prevail against them. This country 
is dry, and dry. to stay.” F. W. W. 

LAW SUPPORT URGED

Bishop Manning Issues Open 
Call for Assistance (

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—A call to all 
church people to support the prohi¬ 
bition law openly was sounded by 
the Right Rev. William T. Manning, 
Bishop of New York, at the fortieth 
annual dinner of the Church Club 
of New York. Bishop Manning also 
urged that they make their influence 
felt in stemming the “almost unbe¬ 
lievable flood of indecency” in litera¬ 
ture and on the stage. 

Declaring that he knew what popu¬ 
lar sentiment on prohibition was in 
New York, Bishop Manning assented 
that in the effort for prohibition the 
United States is “engaged in one of 
the greatest experiments toward 
social progress” which has ever been 
attempted. This experiment, he said, 
holds vast possibilities for good and 
should receive “fair and full trial 
by honest effort at enforcement.” 

Bishop Manning criticized produc¬ 
ers of immoral plays and literature. 
He said they were committing a 
crime against the nation and that a 
way must be found to curb them.

The Nicaraguan Legation in ,a 
statement declared President Diaz 
would never accept the proposal that 
the other Central American Govern¬ 
ments participate in the mediation of 
the civil conflict in his country. The 
proposal had been made by Dr. T. S. 
Vaca, representative here of Dr. Juan 
B. Sacasa, Nicaraguan Liberal leader, 
who claims the presidency, in a note 
to Mr. Kellogg. 

Guatemala and Costa Rica have de¬ 
clared themselves against President 
Diaz, the legation said, and he has 
taken the stand that all the Central 
American governments have taken 
sides on the Nicaraguan civil strife. 

The legation pointed out that Presi¬ 
dent Diaz, however, is willing to 
accept the mediation of the United 
States.

Nellis and A. O. Kelliher, have been 
making estimates of awards. Yes¬ 
terday the work was completed. 

Within three months, Mr. Delorey 
said, the interlocutory judgment 
will be filed, and the collecting of 
assessments may be started. 
Physical construction of the im¬ 
provement will be completed within 
two years, if the present rate of 
progress is continued. 

When the major traffic bond 
issue Avas passed, an allocation of 
$226,252 from city funds Avas made 
for the Third street project, be¬ 
cause of its importance as a traffic 
artery. It will afford a neAV outlet 
from the downtown district, lessen 
congestion at Third street and 
Figueroa, and afford traffic con¬ 
gestion relief on First, Second, 
Fifth and Sixth streets. 

Plans for the actual improvement 
are noAV Avell under way and will 
be completed by the time the city 
acquires title to the necessary 
rights of way.

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Punctures 
by Magnet S weep 
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South Dakota Expects to Save 
r l ires—Two Pounds of Nails 
Picked, Up in Three Miles 

SIOUX FALLS, S. D. (Special Cor¬ 
respondence)—Highways of South 
Dakota are to be kept as free from 
nails, tacks and other tire-punctur¬ 
ing metals as a freshly swept parlor 
rug. A great seven-foot electric mag¬ 
net soon will be completed and put 
into service sweeping the highways 
and saving motorists thousands of 
dollars in tire repair bills, accord¬ 
ing to J. W. Parmley, member of. the 
State Highway Commission. 

Two pounds of nails were collected 
in a run of three miles by a test- 
magnet measuring about three feet 
across. This stretch of highway was 
apparently as free from tire trou¬ 
bles as any road in the State. The 
test-magnet also is credited with col¬ 
lecting 50 pounds of scrap metal in 
a mile run through alleys in the city 
of Brookiings. 

“Good-by punctures,” is the motto 
of Mr. Parmley, who believes the 
tests proved the practicability of em¬ 
ploying the larger magnet sweepers. 
He expects there will eventually be 
a fleet of sweepers, to cover the 
Statens motor roads regularly. They 
will be powerful enough to pick up 
all surface metals and even dislodge 
iron particles embedded two inches. 

A truck driven at 10 miles an hour 
will carry the magnet, suspended 
four inches from the road's surface. 
A special motor on the truck will 
generate the current.

©The first step in the general 
3 organization of liberal clergy in 
any branch of the Christian 
church in the United States has 
been taken by the Protestant 
Episcopal communion the Asso¬ 
ciated Press reports. Approval of a 
resolution providing for the form¬ 
ing of an organization to conduct 
a widespread propaganda of lib¬ 
eralism in America and England 
and which will strive to eliminate 
the “Catholic Party" from the 
church was given by the Confer¬ 
ence of Liberal Churchmen of the 
province of Washington and parts 
adjacent. Liberal clergymen from 
all parts of the United States at¬ 
tended the meeting. 

Embodied in the resolution were 
14 points suggested by the Right 
Rev. Robert L. Harris, Bishop of 
Marquette, Mich., and president of 
the National Church League, out¬ 
lining a basis for the organization 
of such a campaign. Dr. Alex¬ 
ander G. Cummins, Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., said the program was di¬ 
rected almost entirely against the 
“Catholic Party” in the Episcopal 
Church in the United States and 
the Anglo-Catholic Party in the 
Church of England. 

Essentially, the liberals hope to 
establish and perpetuate a defi¬ 
nitely American church, friendly 
to the types and practices of 
Christianity in other lands, but 
with a characteristic form of wor¬ 
ship and thought to be expressive 
of American ideals and living. 
Further, the plans call for a cam¬ 
paign to “preserve the comprehen¬ 
sive character of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church.” and to that 
end thev propose the Lambeth 
quadrilateral of the creeds, the 
Scripture, the sacraments ordained 
by Christ and the apostolic min¬ 
istry as the fundamentals of faith. 

The campaign is to be con¬ 
ducted in a spirit of sympathy 
and the "controversial temper is to 
be eliminated.” the last point in the 
plan says. This point was em¬ 
phasized by Bishop Thomas .T. 
Garland, of Pennsylvania, who 
told the clergymen that "truth will 
win only with love.” Bishop Gar¬ 
land said that not all the members 
of the Catholic Party were in 
favor of “Romanizing” the Prot¬ 
estant Episcopal Church. 


A Token of Friendship 

5 “We pray that the English- 
speaking peoples, standing in 
fellowship together, may be the 
greatest of all human influences 
for world peace,” said Bishop Wil¬ 
liam T. Manning, Protestant Epis¬ 
copal, at the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, following presentation 
of an alms dish given to the 
cathedral by King George V of 
England.

Guard the Lord’s Day 

©In a widespread appeal to all to 
J guard with vdsdom and enthu¬ 
siasm the Lord's Day, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury said: 

“Those in responsible positions 
must have their eyes open to the 
danger *>f unintended progress 
from the provision 'of innocent 
recreation to the encouragement 
of great competitive games or 
matches, with inevitable condi¬ 
tions of popular gatherings and 
excitement and consequently mul¬ 
tiplied labor. 

"My own feeling Is that a word 
of warning is gravely needed at 
this time, a word of warning to 
the whole country and to public 
bodies in particular, that if Sun¬ 
day were to be given up chiefly to 
pleasure-seeking and if facilities 
for such pleasure-seeking were to 
be indefinitely multiplied the price 
would be deplorable. 

“We should lose the quietude 
and recuperative restfulness of 
Sunday in proportion as Sunday 
traveling, Sunday trading, and 
Sunday labor were increased. 
Those on whom the sacrifice 
would be enforced belong chiefly 
to the class which has the greatest 
need of the advantages of Sunday, 
and is least able effectively to se¬ 
cure them.” 

Me wards for Service 

©The new’ Presbyterian service 
J pension plan, which will mod¬ 
ernize what is said to be the 
Nation's oldest pension system, is 
being explained by ministers of 
that” denomination in Michigan. 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
where campaigns are under way 
to raise their allotments of the 
$15,000,000 national fund. 

Under the present system of 
benevolences, retired ministers re¬ 
ceive an annuity which averages 
$376. while under the new' plan 
pensions will range from $600 to 
82000. According to Edward D. 
Duffield,' vice-moderator of the 
church and president of one of the 
strongest insurance companies, 
the new system will permanently 
solve the problem of care for re¬ 
tired clergymen. 

By means of mutual payments 
by ministers and their churches, 
the fund will be made self-sup¬ 
porting within the 15-year period 
covered by the $15,000,000 fund 
now' being raised. Should the cost 
of living increase, salaries would 
increase proportionately, and also 
pensions based on those salaries. 
The plan w-as conceived by laymen 
of the church. The national lay¬ 
men’s committee is beaded by Will 
H. Hays. _

Ship’s Officers 
Display Pistols 
to Halt Mutiny 

NORFOLK (Va.) Feb. 24. (JP )—'The 
Btory of a mutinous crew being held 
at bay off Lynnhaven, Va., with pis¬ 
tols in the hands of Capt. Chase and 
the first mate of the schooner Alice 
L. Pendleton was told police heie 
today by Coast-Guard officers who an¬ 
swered the ship's distress signals. 

William King, Baltimore negro, as¬ 
serted leader of the mutiny, was ar¬ 
rested by Boatswain Kinkead on the 
Coast Guard cutter and turned over 
to Norfolk police, who placed a charge 
of inciting a mutiny against him. 

Capt. Chase and the first mate were 
the only white men aboard. The 
crew refused to work, the police were 
told, and when the situation grew 
acute the ship moved shoreward and 
sent out calls for help.

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MEXICO BUILDS 
BETTER ROADS 


Republic to Spend 10,000,000 
Pesos in 1927—Link With 
Texas Progresses 


MEXICO CITY (Special Corre¬ 
spondence)—Mexico’s road-building 
program lor the current year calls 
for the expenditure of 10,000,000 
pesos (approximately $5,000,000 in 
American currency) to be devoted 
principally to two important high¬ 
ways—that from Mexico City to the 
port of Acapulco, in the State of 
Guerrero, on the west coast, and the 
projected road from the national 
capital to Nuevo Laredo, on the 
Mexico-United States border, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement of the Na¬ 
tional Highway Commission. 

While this sum appropriated by the 
Federal Government is less by 2.000,- 
000 pesos than that expended for the 
same purpose last year, in compli¬ 
ance with President Calles’s program 
of economy in national expenditures, 
the highway commission indicates 
that a larger sum will be expended 
on actual construction this year. This 
will be made possible by the fact 
that all necessary machinery and 
equipment was purchased last year, 
that plans, establishment of camps, 
etc., have already been carried out, 
and that a complete reorganization 
of the commission has resulted in an 
estimated daily saving of more than 
7000 pesos. 

Through these important econo¬ 
mies, declares the announcement of 
the commission, it is estimated that 
for actual road construction more 
than 2,500,000 pesos can be applied 
this year in excess of last year. 

On the Mexico City - Acapulco 
highway the commission will spend 
500,000 pesos monthly. Road gangs 
for this work are now being organ¬ 
ized. Chief attention will be paid *o 
putting into shape that portion of the 
road from Acapulco to Acahuizotla, 
which will bring the port into direct 
contact with the railway town of 
Iguala. 

The Mexico City-Nuevo Laredo 
highway is of considerable interest to 
the United States, since it will con¬ 
stitute the first facile means of com¬ 
munication and transportation by 
automobile between the border and 
Mexico’s national capital. While only 
the section between Nuevo Laredo 
and Monterey will receive intensive 
care, the commission declares work 
will progress rapidly as possible on 
the rest of the road. It is said that 
this highway will pass through sec¬ 
tions of unparalleled mountainous 
beauty. 

Great interest is manifest in the 
United States in this road, declar '3 
the commission, and it is hoped lo 
complete the Nuevo Laredo-Monterev 
section by April, in time for the 
visit of the Texas good will caravan 
to be headed by Dan Moody, Gov¬ 
ernor. 

In addition to the work being done 
on these two principal highways, con¬ 
struction is also being carried on in 
other part of the Republic of Mexico, 
carrying into fulfillment Senor 
Calles's promise to provide Mexico 
with a fine network of roads. 

TEACHERS’ COUNCIL 
ALTERS CONSTITUTION 

British Body Takes Step 
Nearer Self-Government 

Special from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON—The Teachers’ Regis¬ 
tration Council, which is the only 
body in Great Britain fully repre¬ 
senting all grades of teachers from 
the nursery school mistress to the 
university professor, has recently 
obtained the sanction of King George 
for changes in its constitution. By 
these changes, the council will adapt 
itself to needs which have mani¬ 
fested themselves since the year 
1914, when it was first established. 

Its adherents number about 77,000, 
and it is expected that the new con¬ 
stitution will stimulate the growth 
of the register and lead before long 
to the full use of the register and 
the council as the means to the 
achievement of a self-governing 
profession. For the future there will 
be 4S elected members, and these' 
will co-opt two more and will elect .

Washington Seeks to Curb* 
Nicaraguan Civil War ( 


The Hunter in the Sky 


Endeavor Being Mac 
Establish Prague 
the Chief Airport 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (tP)— Con¬ 
tinued shipment of arms from out-* 
side to the Nicaraguan Liberal 
forces apparently is again regarded 
as a threatening phase of the cen¬ 
tral American Republic's civil war by 
the WasLlngton Government. 

Although not disclosing -what 
country is furnishing the munitions, 
the White House advances it as an¬ 
other reason, besides the protection 
of Americans, for the present move¬ 
ment of 1600 additional marines to 
Nicaragua. 

The Administration, however, links 
up the importations as constituting 
a danger to Americans there in the 
belief that the additional equipment 
for the Liberals will cause increased 
warfare. President Adolfo Diaz of 
Nicaragua, has repeatedly charged 
that Mexico is supplying with arms 
the Liberal army of Dr. Juan B. Sa- 
casa. claimant of the Presidency. 

News dispatches declare that 
American intervention along the 
lines taken in Haiti in 1915 have 
been discussed by Nicaragua Sena¬ 
tors supporting President Diaz and 
that Diaz troops in some places have 
adopted a mutinous attitude refus¬ 
ing to travel except by motorcar, 

A conference between Charles C. 
Eberhart, American Minister, and 
Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, at 
Corinto, is regarded by officials here 
as likely to throw new light on recent 
phases of the civil war. Mr. Eber- 
hardt yesterday conferred with Presi¬ 
dent Diaz.

LONDON—Commercial aviation in 
Czechoslovakia is being developed 
simultaneously in two directions: (1) 
by the organization and operation 
of an internal system of air lines: 
and (2) by as full a participation 
as possible in international air com¬ 
munications with the object of mak¬ 
ing Prague the chief air port of 
Central Europe. 

It was in the east-to-west direc¬ 
tion that the first internal air line 
was established. The first section of 
that line from Ivbely, the air port 
of Prague, to Brno was opened to 
traffic toward the end of 1923. At 
the beginning of 1924 it was ex¬ 
tended to Bratislava and by the 
spring of 1926 it had reached 
Uzhorod by way of Kosice. 

The main east-to-west internal line 
having been completed, the Czecho¬ 
slovak program of internal commer¬ 
cial aviation now foresees the es¬ 
tablishment next spring of two 
branch or transversal lines, viz., 
the Prague-Hradec Kralove and the 
Prague-Moravska Ostrava (via Brno) 
lines. 

As regards the participation of 
Czechoslovakia in international air 
routes, it is, of course, well known 
that since August, 1921, the French 
“Compagnie Internationale de Navi¬ 
gation Airienne” (formerly called 
the “Compagnie Franco-Roumaine") 
has adopted Prague as a central air 
port, which it has linked up with 
Paris. The company runs daily serv¬ 
ices each way between Prague and 
Paris, and also between Prague and 
Warsaw and between Prague and 
Constantinople (with an extension to 
Angora) via Vienna, Budapest, Bel¬ 
grade and Bucharest. 

The chief outlets for the prod¬ 
ucts of Czechoslovakia are through 
Hamburg, Trieste and Belgrade, and, 
in a smaller degree, through War¬ 
saw. Moreover, a rapid connection 
with London, Paris and Berlin must 
always be of great political and 
economic importance to Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. Hence, the system of interna¬

EDINBURGH (Special Corre¬

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Liberal Clergy Organizing 

CIThe first step in the general 
J organization of liberal clergy in 
any branch of the Christian 
church in the United States has 
been taken by the Protestant 
Episcopal communion the Asso¬ 
ciated Press reports. Approval of a 
resolution providing for the form¬ 
ing of an organization to conduct 
a widespread propaganda of lib¬ 
eralism in America and England 
and which will strive to eliminate 
the “Catholic Party” from the 
church was given by the Confei- 
ence of Liberal Churchmen of the 
province of Washington and pai ts 
adjacent. Liberal clergymen fiom 
all parts of the United States at 
tended the meeting. 

Embodied in the resoiution were 
14 points suggested by the ttigm 
Rev. Robert L. Harris, Bishop of 
Marquette. Mich., ^^d President of 
the National Church League out¬ 
lining a basis for the organization 
of such a campaign. Dr. Alex 
ander G. Cummins, Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y.. said the program was di¬ 
rected almost entirely against the 
“Catholic Party” in the Episcopal 
Church in the United States and 
the Anglo-Catholic Party in the 
Church of England. 

Essentially, the liberals hope to 
establish and perpetuate a -defi¬ 
nitely American church, fiiendly 
to the types and practices of 
Christianity in other lands, but 
with a characteristic form of wor¬ 
ship and thought to be expressive 
of American ideals and living. 
Further, the plans call for a cam¬ 
paign to "preserve the comprehen¬ 
sive character of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church,” and to that 
end they propose the Lambeth 
quadrilateral of the creeds, the 
Scripture, the sacraments ordained 
by Christ and the apostolic min - 
istrv as the fundamentals of faith. 

The campaign is to be con¬ 
ducted in a spirit of sympathy 
and the “controversial temper w to 
be eliminated,” the last point in the 
plan says. This point was em¬ 
phasized by Bishop Thomas ,T. 
Garland, of Pennsylvania, who 
told the clergymen that truth will 
win only with love.” Bishop Gai- 
land said that not all the members 
of the Catholic Party were in 
favor of “Romanizing” the Prot¬ 
estant Episcopal Church. 


A Token of Friendship 

CT“We pray that the English- 
J speaking peoples, standing m 
fellowship together, may be the 
greatest of all human influences 
for world peace,” said Bishop W il¬ 
liam T. Manning, Protestant Epis¬ 
copal, at the Cathedral of St John 
the Divine, following presentation 
of an alms dish given to the 
cathedral by King George V of 
England. The presentation was 
^nade by Sir Esm6 Howard, British 
^Ambassador.

([[Sponsoring its third annual na- 
J tion-wlde hymn study contest, 
the National Federation of Music 
Clubs announces that it will use 
‘>0 hymns composed or arranged 
bv Lowell Mason, practically the 
pioneer American arranger of 
church and school music. Students 
are to recognize the hymns when 
plaved, being able to name the 
tune and title of the hymn and 
give a short biography of Lowell 
Mason. Any group of 10 or more 
persons may hold its own exami¬ 
nation. which may be oral or 
written. 


Guard the Lord’s Day 

5 In a widespread appeal to a’ 
guard with wisdom and e 
siasm the Lord's Day, the 
bishop of Canterbury said- 
“Those in responsible 
must have their eyes op 
danger ^f unintended 
from the provision of ml 
recreation to the encourager 
of great competitive games 
matches, with inevitable condi¬ 
tions of popular gatherings and 
excitement and consequently mul¬ 
tiplied labor. . , ^ . 

“My own feeling Is that a word 
of warning is gravely needed at 
this time, a word of warning to 
the whole country and to public, 
bodies in particular, that if Sun¬ 
day were to be given up chiefly to 
pleasure-seeking and if facilities 
for such pleasure-seeking were to 
be indefinitely multiplied the price 
would be deplorable. . 

“We should lose the quietude 
and recuperative restfulness of 
Sunday in proportion as Sunday 
traveling, Sunday trading, and 
Sunday labor were increased. 
Those on whom the sacrifice 
would be enforced belong chiefly 
to the class which has the greatest 
need of the advantages of Sunday, 
and is least able effectively to se¬ 
cure them.” 

Rewards for Service 

CJThe new Presbyterian service 
J pension plan, which will mod¬ 
ernize what is said to be the 
Nation's oldest pension system, is 
being explained by ministers or 
that denomination in Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
where campaigns are under way 
to raise their allotments of the 
$ 15 , 000,000 national fund. 

Under the present system of 
benevolences, retired ministers re¬ 
ceive an annuity which averages 
$376. while under the new plan 
pensions will range from $600 to 
$2000. According to Edward D. 
Duffield,' vice-moderator of the 
church and president of one of the 
strongest insurance companies, 
the new system will permanently 
solve the problem of care for re¬ 
tired clergymen. 

Bv means of mutual payments 
bv ministers and their churches, 
the fund will be made self-sup¬ 
porting within the 15 -year period 
covered by the $15,000,000 fund 
now being raised. Should the cost, 
of living increase, salaries would 
increase, proportionately, and also 
pensions based on those salaries. 
The plan was conceived by laymen 
of the church. The national lay¬ 
men's committee is headed by V ill 
H. Hays. 
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Racial Good Will Spreads _ 

([[Appropriate to the fourth an- 
J nual Race Relations Sunday and 
the customary exchange of min¬ 
isters, churches throughout the 
Nation made special recognition ol 
Lincoln's anniversary. Rabbis 
spoke in Protestant pulpits. Negro 
ministers were heard by white 
congregations and there was a 
general shifting of preachers for 
the day, with sermons emphasiz¬ 
ing interracial and interdenomi¬ 
national friendship as well as pay¬ 
ing patriotic tribute to Lincoln.

SACRAMENTO, March 4.— (JP)— 

The first report of the Judicial 
Council, which must be submitted 
to Governor C. C. Young and the 
Legislature under the amendment 
creating the council and approved 
bv the voters last November, went 
to the State Printer today. The 
document is expected to be off the 
presses within the next few days 
and will be formally presented to 
Governor Young and the Legisla¬ 
ture when the council meets here 
Monday and Tuesday, March 14 

8I1 Chief Justice William H. Waste, 
of the State Supreme Court, chair¬ 
man of the council, with Grant 
Taylor, clerk of the court, con¬ 
ferred with the Governor before 
sending the document to the printer. 

SURVEY BY COUNTIES 

Briefly, according to Judge Waste, 
the report will show the following 
statistics: 

A survey of the judicial business 
of the state by counties, together 
with a complete tabulation of the 
business passing through the courts, 
particularly the trial branches, dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year of 1925-26 and 
the first half of the present year 
as a means of determining how 
much time the judges of the smaller 
counties can spend in assisting in 
clearing the calendars of the larger 
tribunals. 

A compilation of the number of 
filings by counties and a resume 
of the time required to prepare the 
cases for trial and the time spent 
in disposing of them after they are 
ready for .hearing, which has been 
found to average from two to four¬ 
teen months. 

A grouping of the counties to fa¬ 
cilitate assignment of judges in 
such a manner that there will al- 
wavs be a sufficient number in the 
district to transact all business ex¬ 
peditiously. 

ASSIGNMENT RESUME 

A resume of the assignments 
made by Judge Waste since the 
council was created, which number 
155 in all. , . .. 

A compilation of all filings m the 
two periods with the adjudications 
of both contested and uncontested 
criminal and civil matters, and the 
total amount of other business. 

The report also will show that 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1926, there were 7200 informa¬ 
tions and indictments filed in crim¬ 
inal cases in the various counties, 
of which 2516 were recorded in Los 
Angeles, 778 in San Francisco, 424 
in Alameda County, 412 in San 
Diego County and 403 in Sacra¬ 
mento County. These five counties 
made up two-thirds of this phase of 
the court’s work. 

Approximately the same ratio was 
maintained in the 59,800 civil ac¬ 
tions, probate and guardianship 
matters, but in divorce suits Los 
Angeles County filed nearly half 
the total. ____

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Northern and Southern Coun¬ 
ties Reported United; Full 
Legislative Harmony Assured 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25. — With 
practically all factions cemented as 
a result of the highway classifica¬ 
tion system worked out to insure 
equal distribution of the road funds 
between northern and southern 
counties, amicable solution of Cali¬ 
fornia's highway financing problem 
by the State Legislature today 
seemed virtually assured. 

The Breed 3-cent gasoline tax, 
together with Senate Bill 51S, which 
classifies the state highways ac¬ 
cording to primary and secondary 
roads, will be recommended out of 
the Senate revenue and taxation 
committee following the hearing 
next Monday afternoon without a 
dissenting vote, sponsors ,of the 
program predicted today. 

$120,000,000 PROJECT 

Passage of the two bills, which 
are backed by both the auto clubs 
of the state, will provide approxi¬ 
mately $120,000,000 for carrying for¬ 
ward the state's great highway pro¬ 
gram during the next ten years, ac¬ 
cording to Senator Arthur IT. Breed 
of Oakland, author of the measures. 

When the ten-year program is 
completed, declared Breed. Califor¬ 
nia will have a chain of 6500 miles 
of finished highways, constituting 
the greatest highway system of any 
state in the nation. 

OPPOSITION WITHDRAWN 

With the opposition of the oil 
companies, which defeated the in¬ 
creased gas levy two years ago, 
w ithdrawn, and the breach between 
the South and North healed, San 
Diego and Los Angeles probably 
will furnish most of the fireworks 
at the committee hearing Monday 
in a dispute over a single unit of 
the road program. 

The Breed bills were scheduled 
for hearing last night, but action 
was postponed at the request of 
Senator Edwin A. Mueller of San 
Diego to permit a delegation of his 
fellow’’ townsmen to appear in be¬ 
half of the San Diego-Yuma High¬ 
way. Los Angeles road boosters are 
expected to demand that first work 
be done on the Los Angeles-Mecca- 
Blythe%Jghway. 


State Sanctions Bill 
for Vets’ Retirement 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25.—The 
Legislature today called upon Con¬ 
gress to pass the Fitzgerad-Tyson 
bills prescribing retirement with 
pay for all United States Army 
emergency officers wounded or dis¬ 
abled in the service of the nation. 

A Senate joint resolution memor¬ 
ializing Congress to approve the 
pending legislation was given final 
passage in the Assembly today after 
having passed the Senate yesterday 
with the backing of former service 
men’s organizations. 


Chamber of Commerce 
Votes on Measures 

A number of national and state 
bills were voted upon at the last 
meeting,of the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce, accord¬ 
ing to A. G. Arnoll, secretary and 
general manager of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

California representatives were 
urged to support Senate resolution 
341, known as the “King Resolu¬ 
tion,’’ by the chamber. The bill au¬ 
thorizes the Senate committee on 
Indian affairs to make a survey of 
the conditions of the Indians. 

Assembly bill No. 165, granting 
certain tidelands and submerged 
lands to the city of Newport Beach 
upon certain trusts and conditions, 
was approved by the chamber. The 
land in question will be used by 
Newport Beach for the establish¬ 
ment of a harbor. 

The chamber also was in favor of 
the authorization of an investigation 
to decide whether another state 
prison is needed in California. If 
another is necessary ihe chamber 
advocates it being located in one of 
the southern counties, as is called 
for in Assembly concurrent resolu¬ 
tion No. 17.

Therefore, since the grip of the 
dope habit makes it necessary for 
the addict to keep up his supply of 
morphine or cocaine or heroin, and 
he is unable to earn enough to buy 
it, the next step is inevitable. 

He becomes a criminal. He breaks 
into a drug store, and steals 'the 
dope he craves. He snatches a 
purse or robs a house or resorts to 
some other form of crime to get the 
dope or the mongy. 

This is the merciless logic of the 
dope habit, according to Chief of 
Police James E. Davis, who speaks 
from the experience of years on the 
force and a close study of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“A vast number of persons have 
no realization of the evils of the 
narcotic habit,” said Chief Davis. 
“They do not know that the habit, 
once formed, is almost impossible to 
cure. They do not know, for ex¬ 
ample, that the heroin habit may 
be acquired in a week by one dose a 
day—al week's indulgence, and a life 
wrecked. 

“Any move, such as Narcotic 
Education Week, which will inform 
the public as to the perils of nar¬ 
cotics is the best possible way of 
meeting the menace.” 

Dope Measures Get 
O K in State Senate 

BY WILLIAM H. JORDAN 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25. — By 
unanimous vote of the phblic health 
and quarantine committee of the 
State Senate, an important move 
made in the State Legislature di¬ 
rectly aimed at further strengthen¬ 
ing of the battle lines against the 
narcotic traffic has been ac¬ 
complished. 

The committee, of which Senator 
John J. Crowley of San Francisco 
is chairman, himself one of the 
leaders in the crusade against dope, 
has recommended for enactment 
two bills which will check the prac¬ 
tice of prescribing “dope” to addicts 
and habitues of prescribed narcotics. 

The bills are directed at tlie so- 
called “Ambulatory” handling of 
narcotic victims. 

The practice is inhibited as un¬ 
professional conduct. It will sub¬ 
ject the offender to loss of license 
upon being found guilty of violat¬ 
ing the provisions of the state med¬ 
ical practice act. which cover this 
direct blow at one phase of the war 
which is being waged upon the 
traffic. 

The bills, introduced by Senator 
Sanborn Young, set forth a desig¬ 
nation specifically of the following 
narcotics: Cocaine,, opium, mor¬ 

phine, codeine, heroin, alphine. eu- 
caine, beta eucaine choral hydrate, 
or any of the salts, derivatives or 
compounds of these narcotics. 

And this is the prohibitive sec¬ 
tion of the bills: 

The prescribing, selling, furnish¬ 
ing, giving away or administering 
or offering to prescribe, sell, furnis.v 
give away or administer any of-.the 
narcotics or compounds mentioned 
to a habitue or addict, except that 
this shall not apply to the emrgency 
treatment of a patient whose addic¬ 
tion is complicated by the presence 
of incurable disease, serious accident 
or injury or the infirmities atten¬ 
dant upon age; and, provided, fur¬ 
ther, that this shall not apply to the 
treatment of habitues or addicts m 
institutions approved by the state 
board of medical examiners where 
the patient .43 kept under restraint 
and control, or in city or county 
jails or state prisons; and provided 
that in all cases covered by the 
exceptions hereto the narcotics 
are administered or applied by a 
licensed physician and surgeon of 
this state or a registered nurse act¬ 
ing under his instructions and 
supervision.

MEXICO CITY, Mar. 4.—Mexico’s 
campaign against the use of nar¬ 
cotics will reach a climax Monday 
with the opening of anti-narcotic 
week under the joint auspices of 
governmental and private health 
authorities. 

The terrible evils of drug-addic¬ 
tion will be emphasized in a series 
of conferences, studies and demon¬ 
strations designed to reach all 
walks of life and to warn the peo¬ 
ple of the republic against the nar¬ 
cotic menace. 

Newspaper editors have been en¬ 
listed in the campaign so that the 
message of caution may reach the 
greatest possible number. A com¬ 
mittee on propaganda has been 
formed, and doctors, lawyers and 
publicists will join in the prepara¬ 
tion of material for general dis¬ 
semination. 

A special program has been 
mapped out for Mexico City. On 
Monday there will be a public con¬ 
ference, which will include an il¬ 
lustrated talk entitled "The De¬ 
struction of Humanity,” dealing 
with the drug evil. On Tuesday 
there will be localized gatherings at 
which physicians of the public 
health department will preside. 
Wednesday will be featured by spe¬ 
cial conferences at all army posts 
and schools. 

The second half of the week will 
begin on Thursday, when the gov¬ 
ernment of the Federal district will 
conduct the campaign in all public 
institutions—hospitals, schools, etc. 
Special attention will be given to 
prisons, where the drug habit is 
likely to prevail among criminal 
elements. Friday will be devoted to 
propaganda among all the workers, 
particularly in the labor centers, 
and on the following day the cam¬ 
paign will be taken into the manu¬ 
facturing establishments. 

The final Sunday of anti-narcotic 
week will be given over to confer¬ 
ences which will arrange for con¬ 
tinuing the campaign on a per¬ 
manent b asis. _

Hard for Dope Addict

Um HB hardest thing you have^country and fought things out by 


to fight when you're trying 
to get away from drugs 
isn’t the drugs themselves. It’s the 
people who keep offering you 'just 
one little shot’ when they see that 
you’re having a hard struggle to 
keep straight.” 

Blanche was waiting at the door 
of a courtroom yesterday. Her 
name was on the calendar of the 
court, and the charge against her 
was "vagrancy.” What that one 
word really meant was "dope.” 

Blanche is confident that this_ 
time she really will stick to her de¬ 
termination to have no more deal¬ 
ings with the insidious white pow¬ 
der that she took for the first time 
ten years ago. 

HUSBAND STANDS BY HER 

She has a better reason now than 
she has ever had before—a reason 
just nine months old with blue eyes 
and golden hair. And her husband 
is going to stand by her and help 
her when the craving comes on her. 

"Suppose I keep on and my baby 
grows up and finds out that her 
mother is a dope fiend?” said 
Blanche. “I’m going to think of that 
every time one of the old gang 
comes along and says, 'Oh, don't be 
a dead one—come on and have a 
shot.’ ” 

It was ten years ago that Blanche 
started taking heroin. She has 
broken away two or three times, 
and sometimes she has gone for a 
long time without taking any drugs, 
but she has always drifted back. 

"I was just a youngster, all alone 
and blue and miserable because a 
man I thought I cared a lot for 
went away and married somebody 
else,” she said. ”1 was rooming with 
another girl, a little older than I 
was. 

"Well, I used to worry and cry 
and lie awake nights until I thought 
I’d do anything that would make 
me forget. I couldn’t drink, because 
liquor made me sick. 

"So, one day this other girl said: 
’Honey, you’re all run down. I’ve got 
something that’ll fix you up fine.’ 

"It was heroin. I didn't care. 1 
thought it would get my mind off 
my unhappiness. The first time, it 
made me sick, but after a while I 
tried it again. And then it was easy. 
I started liking it. and then I wanted 
it, and then I had to have it.” 

Once Blanche went away into the 


herself. She thought she had won. 
She was sure she was safe, and she 
came back to Los Angeles.

ll.S. TO DEPORT 
FILM ALIENS 


United States immigration offi¬ 
cials of Los Angeles yesterday 
launched a sweeping "cleanup” of 
aliens who have come to Southern 
California under short-term per¬ 
mits, and have deliberately over¬ 
stayed their leave. 

The drive, according to District 
Director Walter E. Carr and As¬ 
sistant Director Joseph Conaty, of 
the immigration bureau, will center 
in the motion picture studios of 
Hollywood, where hundreds of per¬ 
mit violators are said to be em¬ 
ployed. 

Josef Goldfeder, a Polish actor 
who landed at New York last Oc¬ 
tober with a three-months’ permit 
for the purpose of "visiting” in the 
United States for a few weeks, was 
the first alien caught in the Fed¬ 
eral net yesterday. The actor, it 
was stated, had hurried to Holly¬ 
wood from New York, and at 
once signed a year's contract with 
a large picture concern. 

He was placed in the county jail, 
and a warrant of deportation to Po¬ 
land requested from Washington. 

The immigration officials de¬ 
clared that Hollywood is flooded 
with "short termers,” who came to 
the United States with the inten¬ 
tion of staying, and who obtained 
the temporary permits merely to 
enter the country without trouble. 
The permits given to the foreign 
"visitors” range from thirty days 
to a year in duration, and investiga¬ 
tions are now being made in more 
than a score of cases involving Hol¬ 
lywood aliens who "forgot” to go 
back to their own countries when 
their permits expired. 

Foreign subjects find it compar¬ 
atively easy to get "plaoed” in the 
films, because of the demand for 
“local color” and atmosphere in 
pictures with foreign locales, the 
immigration officials said, and for 
that reason a large percentage of 
the "short term” visitors immedi¬ 
ately rush to Hollywood after land¬ 
ing in the United States.

this session of the Legislature. As¬ 
semblyman Roy J. Nielsen, Sacra¬ 
mento, announced today. 

Nielsen, following a conference 
with heads of the motor vehicle de¬ 
partment, traffic officers, and rep¬ 
resentatives of the two state auto¬ 
mobile clubs, announced that, in his 
judgment, the time to increase the 
speed limit on state roads has ar¬ 
rived. ,. 

Varied opinions on the question 
cropped up today, following the val¬ 
ley Assemblyman’s announcement. 
Frank Snook, chief of the motor ve¬ 
hicle division, expressed himself at 
the conference as being in favor of a 
five-mile increase, while several 
state traffic officers interviewed on 
the subject are in favor of leaving 
the limit at 35 miles an hour. 

Nielsen today sai dthe subject will 
he considered thoroughly before the 
hills are introduced. . but that the 
limit sought will he a ten-mile in¬ 
crease over the present speed al¬ 
lowed. , . .

and other processing and for trans¬ 
portation would be entirely dislo¬ 
cated. 

Some Technicalities 
The provisions of the present 
measure with reference to an equali¬ 
zation fee on corn must not be con- 
rised with the other measures which 
have been proposed for the reason 
that former measures put the bur¬ 
den on the entire crop, but this 
measure in undertaking to place the 
duty of collecting payments on tl»e 
processor has reached this disas¬ 
trous result. It is no answer to say 
that the corn producers would in¬ 
duce their advisory council and the 
members of the board from their 
land-bank districts to exclude corn 
from the operation of this bill be¬ 
cause the people who do not pay an 
equalization fee and on whom the 
burden does not fall are 80 or 8a 
per cent of the producers of the 

It may be contended that since 
there is to be an equalization fee 
on swine that the feeders would be 
taxed, but the swine and corn are 
separate units and have a separate 
stabilization fund and under the law 
the fees on swine cannot be turned 
into the stabilization fund for corn. 

In figuring the percentage of the 
corn crop upon which the fee would 
fall, while it is possible that the fee 
might fall on corn carried by a com¬ 
mon carrier, it is doubtful whether 
any board would pay a tax on trans¬ 
portation where the conn was being 
' transported to be sold to feeders. If 
they did, of course, the result would 
be that to avoid the fee in most cases 
the seller would not transport by a 
common carrier. 

Many Inspectors Required 
It is not enough to say that the 
right to put the eqaulization fee on 
swine would adjust the inequalities 
between those bearing the burden 
and those not bearing the burden, 
first, because the board might com¬ 
mence operating as to corn and not 
desire to operate or be permitted to 
operate as to swine. However, much 
of the corn would be fed to cattle 
and livestock other than swine, and 
there is no right to bring the prod¬ 
ucts of livestock other than swine 
under the provisions of the law. 
With a requirement for a fee on 
part of the corn crop and no fee on 
the balance, the free movement and 
dealing in that commodity would be 
hampered to an almost unbearable 

extent. , . 

It would take a horde of inspec¬ 
tors to insure the payment of the 
fee on the particular corn required 
to bear it. A feeder of cattle who 
had the necessary machinery to 
grind or crush his corn bought from 
other farmers for feeding purposes 
would be able to market his cattle 
free from the cost of the equaliza¬ 
tion fee, while another feeder who 
purchased such ground feed would 
be compelled to market his cattle 
with the added cost of the equal¬ 
ization fee on the corn. 

This, of course, would be true as 
to swine; moreover, the feeder who 
had been compelled to purchase the 
ground feed would pay the fee on 
that and when he sells his swine he 
pays an additional fee on that trans¬ 
action. He pays twice. 

The Hoard's Powers 

It is provided in the law ‘ the 
board shall determine in the case 
of any class of transactions in me 
commodity whether the equaliza¬ 
tion fee shall be paid upon trans¬ 
portation. processing, or sale ; . . . 

The act itself provides in bection 
10 (b) the board may. by regulation, 
require any person engaged in the 
transportation, processing, or ac¬ 
quisition by sale of a basic agri¬ 
cultural commodity: 

"(1) ... (2) to collect an equaliza¬ 
tion fee as directed by the board and 
to account therefor,” Thus the com¬ 
mon carrier if on transportation, or 
the processor if on processing, or 
those who secure by sale, if on sale, 
collect the fee which must fall on 
the producer. Transportation under 
the act means the acceptance of a 
commodity by a common carrier for 
delivery (Section la <5)>. Regardless 
of just how it is collected it. is the 
intent that it shall fall upon the 
producer. The farmer pays it when 
his product moves. ... . 

It is important to bear in mind 
that the equalization fee can only 
be levied upon a unit of the basic 
agricultural commodity. This means 
tv.« nntuni commodity itself as oe-

the actual commodity llselt as de¬ 
fined in section 6, to wit, cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice, tobacco, and swine. 
The reference in subdivision (H) or 
section 6 to. food products of the 
commodity specifically limits the ap¬ 
plication thereof to sections (D) (K). 


equalization fee added into compe¬ 
tition with imoprts from Canada or 
other countries who sent in any 
product of any of the basic agricul¬ 
tural commodities. 

Of course, the millers or other 
processors*who happen to get desir¬ 
able contracts from the board might 
be able to recoup that loss to a cer¬ 
tain extent, but the milling capacity 
•of the small mills and large mills is 
great enough to take care of twice 
the amount of milling and other 
processing to be done; and the mills 
which were not fortunate enough 
to get such contracts would be 
ruined. . 

It is a fundamental principle in 
writing a tariff law that when a 
duty is placed upon a raw product 
that a compensatory duty must be 
placed on the manufactured or 
processed product in which the raw 
product is used. Here is a fee placed 
upon the raw product which might 
be imported. Raw products dumped 
abroad cun there be processed and 
reshipped here to the disaster and 
destruction of this whole hill. 

Large Sums Involved 
In fixing the amount of the equal¬ 
ization fee the board must neces¬ 
sarily estimate the crop, because u 
is their duty to estimate .tlie prob¬ 
able "advances, losses, costs, and 
charges to be paid" and to deter¬ 
mine the amount for each unit. Of 
course, they are compelled to esti¬ 
mate the crop in order to estimate 
the number of units. One of the 
co-authors of the bill suggests that 
if the law had been in operation 
from 1925 the equalization fee on 
wheat should yield $131,750,000. I 
mention this to show the large sums 
involved. If either the estimate of 
the crop or the size of the fond 
needed should be inaccurate, so that 
there is collected many millions 
more than needed, there is no way 
to return it to the producer. 

Sumio.se there should be estimated 
an exportable surplus of 200.000.000 
bushels of wheat and there is a sur¬ 
plus of but 100 . 000 , 000 , the fund 
would be almost twice as large as it 
should be. and if the amount in¬ 
volved should be anything like that 
stated by Representative Haugen 
the board would have $55,000,000 or 
$ 60 , 000,000 more than needed of the 
farmers' money. There is no way 
to return it. Now, in the case of 
cotton there is provision that any 
excess that is accumulated for the 
stabilization fund shall be paid back 
to the producer. This is contained in 
section 10, sub-division (3), and sec¬ 
tion 11, sub-division (E). . . . 

Rut there is no place in the law 
which provides for a return to the 
producer of other products where 
the assessment of the fee levies an 
amount in excess of that necessary 
for that stabilization-fund. There is 
quite a large variance from year to 
vear of the amount of production of 
these different basic agricultural 
commodities, and it ts manifestly 
unfair to provide that as to cotton 
the producer shall share in any ex¬ 
cess collected, while as to corn, 
wheat, swine, rice, and tobacco, no 
such provision exists. 

In all the similar bills heretofore 
considered by Congress it has been 
thought necessary to provide for the 
return to all producers of any 
amount they should pay in excess of 
that required, and it is illogical and 
indefensible to deem it necessary to 
still make that provision for the 
cotton producer and deprive the 
other producers of that benefit. his 
appears to be the rankest kind of 
discrimination in favor of one crop 
and against all the other crops in the 

bl Another difficulty will he in mak¬ 
ing proper estimates of the amount 
of products and the amount of the 
equalization fee. 

Some “Inequalities'’ 

It is improbable that this hoard 
could do any better in this respect 
than has been dune by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. In spring 
wheat the estimates of the depart¬ 
ment have been 78,000,000 bushels 
too small and 90 , 000.000 bushels too 
large; in winter wheat 126 , 000,000 
bushels / too small and 140,000,000 
bushels too large; in corn 130,000,000 
bushels too small and 657.000,000 
bushels too large. In cotton the 
range lias been 2,983,000 bales too 
small for 1926 and 3,286,000 bales too 
large for 1918. . 

These are all recent estimates and 
show conclusively the impossibility 
of arriving at accurate conclusions. 
No rebates are allowed except on 
cotton. Any year therefore that a 
large corn or wheat crop is esti¬ 
mated. turns out to he too high, too 
much money would lie collected, and 
•is it is not returnable, it would

be done at a profit, not to waste oui 
soil and resources producing what is 
to be sold at a loss to us foi the 
benefit of the foreign -consume . It 
runs counter, to the well-consideied 
principle that a healthy economic 
condition is best maintained thiou«h 
a free play of competition by, under¬ 
taking to permit a legalized .ie- 
straint of trade in these commodi¬ 
ties. and establish a species of mo¬ 
nopoly under government protec¬ 
tion, supported by the Unlimited 
power of the farm hoard to levy fees 
and enter into contracts. I* or many 
generations such practices have 
been denounced by law as repug¬ 
nant to the public welfare. It can¬ 
not he that they would now he found 
to he beneficial to agriculture. 

This measure Is so long and in¬ 
volved that it is impossible to dis¬ 
cuss it without going Into many 
tiresome details. Many other rea¬ 
sons exist why it ought not to be 
approved but it is impossible to 
state them all without writing a 
hook. The most decisive one is that 
it is not constitutional. This feature 
is discussed in an opinion of the 
Attorney-General herewith attached 
and made a part hereof, so that I 
shall not consider the details of that 
phase of my objections. Of course, 
it includes some good features. 

Some of Its provisions, intended to 
aid and. strengthen co-operative 
marketing, have been borrowed from 
proposals that do represent the gen¬ 
eral trend of constructive thought 
on the- agricultural problem. In this 
measure, however, these provisions 
are all completely subordinated to the 
main objective which is to have the 
Government dispose of exportable 
surpluses at a loss and make some 
farmer tax-payers foot the bill. 

Pledges Government Aid 
This is not a measure to help 
co-operative marketing. Its effect, 
on the contrary, is to eliminate the 
very conditions of advantage that 
now induce farmers to joint ground 
to regulate and improve their own 
business. 

That there is a real and vital agri¬ 
cultural problem is keenly appreoia- 
ated by all informed men. The evi¬ 
dence is all too convincing that agri¬ 
culture has not been receiving its 
fair Share of the national income 
since the war. Farmers and business 
men directly dependent upon agri¬ 
culture have suffered and in many 
cages still suffer from conditions be¬ 
yond their control. They are en¬ 
titled to and will have every consid¬ 
eration in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Surely, a real farm relief measure 
must he just and impartial and open 
the wav to aid for all • farmers. 
Sorelv, it must not contemplate as 
this measure inescapably does, that 
farmers in some regions should he 
penalized for the benefit of those In 
other regions. Surely, it must be 
aimed to promote the welfare of the 
community at large. There is no 
thoughtful man who does not tuu\ 
eppreci-'te how vital a' prosperous 
agriculture is to this Nation. It must 
he helped and strengthened. To sad¬ 
dle it with unjust, unworkable 
schemes qf governmental control is 
to invite disaster worse than that 
has yet befallen our farmers. 

Disputes Its Indorsement 
It has been represented that thus 
hill has been unanimously approved 
by our farmers. Several of our 
largest farm organizations have re¬ 
fused to support it, and important 
minorities in the members and lead¬ 
ership among the most important 
organizations who are recorded as 
giving it indorsement have protested 
to me against it- 

It is not to he thought that the 
farmers of the United States want # 
our agricultural policy founded upon 
legislation as is proposed in this 
measure. The final judgment of 
American farmers always has been 
and will he on the constructive 
rather than the destructive side 
What the farmers! want, and what 
the American people as a whole will 
approve is legislation which will not 
substitute. Government, bureaucracy 
for Individual and co-operative in¬ 
itiative, hut will facilitate the con¬ 
structive efforts of the farmers 
themsejves in their own self-gov¬ 
erned organizations. 

Cites Need for Relief 
Although these arguments and 
others have been advanced in Con¬ 
gress and outside, I find little at¬ 
tempt has been made to answer 
them. The pressure for this bill 
arises primarily from the natural 
and proper sympathy with the farm 
distress from the after-war inflation 
speculation and collapse. Many sin¬ 
cere and thoughtful people have ex 
pended a great deal of time and 
energy in working out this measure 
and are entirely honest and honor-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—As with 
the farm relief issue, Congress has 
determined to put the question oi 
enlarging the Navy directly up to 
President Cool dge. 

This decision was the outcome of 
the contest in the House on the issue 
of appropriating funds for the con¬ 
struction of cruisers Nos. 6, 7 and 8 
of the 1924 cruiser-building program, 
president Coolidge desired that the 
authorization for these ships expire 
and when the House first balloted on 
the controversy his objection was 
sustained by a majority of two. , 
In the Senate, however, the Presi¬ 
dent's views were overridden by a 
considerable margin. Republican 
leaders of heretofore unswerving al¬ 
legiance to the Administration joined 
with Democrats in amending the 
naval appropriation act to aPProPnS 
ate $1,400,000 with which to begin 
work on the three ships. In fact the 
ballot in the Senate presented the 
unusual spectacle of the 1 f^Ment 
being supported by Insurgents and 
Democrats, while his leaders and 
supporters voted against him. 

The controversy between the two 
houses went to conference where it 
remained for weeks. Other differences 
on items in thfe bill were adjusted 
but no agreement could be reached in* 
the cruiser issue. While the confer¬ 
ence committees were thus dead¬ 
locked. the President made known 
his further naval disarmament pro- 


able in their advocacy of it. It is 
;i great regret to me that I am un¬ 
able to come to the conclusion that 
the hill would help agriculture, be of 
benefit to the country, and be in 
accord with the Constitution. 

Other plans have been proposed In 
Congress for advancement in this 
recovery, which plans offer promise 
of sound assistance to the formers 
without these une.onstltution.llttkh, 
invasions of executive authority, this 
contracting with packers and flout 
millers and other manufacture! s, 
this overproduction with its infla¬ 
tion and inevitable crash, without 
this indirect price, fixing, buying and 
selling.'this creation of huge bureau¬ 
cracies. They are. on the contrary, 
devoted entirely to the principle of 
building up farmer-controlled mar¬ 
keting concerns to handle their prob¬ 
lems. including occasional surplus 

production, and applicable to Ml 
agriculture and not to a minor fic¬ 
tion I have frequently urged such 
legislation. I wish again to renew 
my recommendation that some Such 
plan be adopted. 

I am therefore obliged to retin n 
Senate Bill 4808. entitled "an «<*t to 
establish a federal farm *board t” 
aid in the orderly marketing and m 
the control and disposition of the 
surplus of agricultural commodities, 
without my approval.

Companies *Agree to Check 
Waste at Wells 


Improved Heat Unit Value 
Proposed by Board 


Issues Raised at Hearing for 
Rate Increase 


Conservation of millions of cubic 
feet of natural gas now being blown 
into the air in Southern California 
oil Helds during the summer months 
ond a guarantee that both domestic 
and industrial consumers will receive 
fuel containing the highest heating 
value possible, will be effected if pro¬ 
posed stipulations submitted at a 
hearing here yesterday are entered 
into by the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion and the Southern California Gas 
Company, Midway Gas Company. Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation 
and the Southern Counties Gas Com¬ 
pany. 

The hearing was before the com¬ 
mission en banc on the applications 
of all of the companies except the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora¬ 
tion for a rehearing of that portion 
of a recent decision that fixed whole¬ 
sale rates. No effort was made to dis¬ 
turb the domestic rates.' 

When the hearing was called yes¬ 
terday the four companies agreed to 
withdraw the petition for a rehearing 
and adopt a plan of conserving gas 
by a new method of distribution if 
the commission would allow an in¬ 
crease in wholesale rates only of 
cents per 1000 cubic feet on the first 
40,000,000 cubic feet sold each day. 

CONSUMER NOT AFFECTED 

This would affect the Southern 
Counties Gas Company and the Mid¬ 
way Gag Company as wholesalers and 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor¬ 
poration and Southern California Gas 
Company as retailers purchasing gas 
for redistribution to the ultimate 
consumers. They all agreed to the in¬ 
crease, which would in no manner af¬ 
fect retail rates. 

As a condition to this agreement 
was the understanding that the 
wholesale companies possessing strict¬ 
ly gas wells would regulate them in 
the summer months in order that all 
of the gas coming from gas and oil 
wells might reach consumers. It was 
explained that gas taken from wells 
where oil is being produced at the 
same time must be taken from the 
ground as it comes and sold or al¬ 
lowed to blow in the air, while gas 
from wells where it is the sole prod¬ 
uct may be kept in the earth as long 
as desired. 

Under the present system of man¬ 
agement and competition, practically 
full production is taken from the 
stvietlv gas wells the year around 
Therefore, because of lack of co-op¬ 
eration between competing companies 
there is an oversupply of gas in 
summer months and gas from joint 
gas and oil wells is blown into the 
a!r. I/' practically all of the sum¬ 
mer fuel were taken from the com- 
bu'eUon wells during the slack 
p-'-'locls and the supply from the 
s r'-r'y gas wells is restricted, there 
w-vvi be no waste, it was stated. 

V," ;, out acting on this proposed 
St'-' / etlon, the commission suggested 
o'c of its own which would bind 
tbs puhlic utilities to endeavor to 
the host service possible at all

HEAT REGULATION 

It was also suggested that this 
stipulat'd! would bind the companies 
to serve gas having not less than 
1101 heat units per 1000 cubic feet 
and empower the commission to ap¬ 
point a gas administrator who shall 
have the power to allocate to the 
various corporations the natural gas 
they arc producing and selling both 
at wholesale and retail rates. 

The companies asked for further 
time in which to consider this con¬ 
templated stipulation before signing 
and the hearing was adjourned until 
the 12th inst., in San Francisco, when 
it is expected that a final order will 
be made by the commission. 

Commissioners Heffner and Locks 
ot the city Board of Public Utilities 
met with Railroad Commissioners 
Decoto. Seavey. Brundtge and Louttit 
in a private conference in which It 
was agreed that the two bodies would 
co-operate with one another as much 
as possible.

TELL GUILT 


Neiv Bureau Will Invoke 
Bertillon System for 
Tracing Sales of Liquor 


George Contreras, head of the 
District Attorney's dry-enforce¬ 
ment squad, will soon establish 
an identification bureau for boot¬ 
leggers, classified according to 
the quality of the liquor and the 
degree of guilt as to quality, It 
was announced yesterday. 

By an agreement with Sheriff 
Traeger arrangements have been 
made whereby Contreras may 
conduct a finger-print and pho¬ 
tographic bureau so he may 
classify bootleggers who change 
their names after a first arrest, 
and thus trace them back to 
previous offenses. 

DIst.-Atty. Keyes, it was stated, 
will ask the Board of Super¬ 
visors for a small room on the 
twelfth floor of the Hall of Rec¬ 
ords, where Contreras has his 
office, for the use of the bureau. 

The use of finger prints and 
photographs is to be invoked 
against bootleggers only, and 
not against a person who is 
caught with an accidental flask 
in his pocket, or is caught in 
a cafe raid. 


Domestic litigation resulting from 
the breach between A. Hays Busch, 
scion of a wealthy Los Angeles fam¬ 
ily, and his attractive young wife, 
Ruth Gordon Busch, reached the ali¬ 
mony stage yesterday when both par¬ 
ties, accompanied by an array of 
counsel and expert witnesses, ap¬ 
peared before Judge Bowron in Su¬ 
perior Court. 

Mrs. Busch wants $2000 a month for 
the support of herself and her 5-year- 
old son pending trial of her suit for 
divorce. Under examination by her 
attorney, Franklin W. Peck, of Flint 
& Mackay, she declared that It was 
always cost her that much to main¬ 
tain the home on Lorraine Boulevard, 
and that since last June, when she 
said Busch ceased to support her. she 
has had to live on money borrowed 
from her father at the rate of $800 
a month.

Childers made 
his statement after he had previous- 1 
ly concluded his report to the court 
cn Belici’s guilty plea, that the of- j 
fleers had found one and one-half 
gallons of whisky in Bellci’s store. 

Judge Ambrose continued the case 
one day to allow the police to in¬ 
troduce evidence that liquor had ac¬ 
tually been sold to minors. Sergt. 
Childers failed to appear, and on mo¬ 
tion of Defense Attorney Henry 
Huntington Judge Ambrose contin¬ 
ued the case one week. 

Yesterday Sergt. Childers appeared 
and offered Judge Ambrose a letter 
from the office of Chief of Police Da¬ 
vis to the effect that there was liquor 
sold to school children at Belici’s 
store. No other evidence or testimo¬ 
ny was introduced by the police.

Mrs. Cornelius sued one Carrie Har¬ 
rington for stealing Cornelius's love 
and Mrs. Harrington filed an answer 
in which she said this could not be 
Inasmuch as there wasn't any love to 
steal as far as Cornelius’s wife was 
concerned. When the action came 
to trial, however. Mrs. Harrington re¬ 
mained away from court and Mrs. 
Cornelius was given judgment for 
her court costs Three years ago 
Mrs. Harrington was horsewhipped 
on the street and Mrs. Cornelius 
faced a charge of battery in Police 
Court. The previous divorce actions 
were stopned by brief reconciliations. 

Cornelius appeared before Judge 
Hanby yesterday to oppose his wife's 
suit and ask to have a property set¬ 
tlement set aside. 

“The settlement contract is unjust 
and I was forced to sign it because 
she had me in jail on a forgery 
charge and sent me a letter saying 
she would have me in the peniten¬ 
tiary unless 3 dealt with her,” he 
said. 


When Helen Fulton, 21 years of 
age, emphasized her disapproval of 
efforts of Policeman Cornellson and 
Caddell to place her under arrest, 
using a knife as a more specific ar¬ 
gument, she paved the way for fel¬ 
ony charges against her when she 
primarily had been faced only with 
the misdemeanor of vagrancy. 

Miss Fulton appeared yesterday be¬ 
fore Municipal Judge Wilson on a 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon and her preliminary hearing 
was set for Tuesday. Judge Wilson 
set ball at $ 1000 . 

According to Officer Cornellson, 
when he and Officer Caddell attempt¬ 
ed to arrest Miss Fulton on the va¬ 
grancy charge, she resisted and used 
the knife. When the matter was set¬ 
tled, Officer Caddell had received cuts 
on the arm and shoulder, his broth- \ 
er officer told Judge Wilson. 

Following the action on the felony 
count. Miss Fulton pleaded not guil¬ 
ty before Municipal Judge Bullock 
and demanded a trial by jury. On the | 
latter action Judge Bullock trans- ; 
ferred the case to the jury division 
presided over by Municipal Judge 
Frederickson, who will set date for 
trial today.

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DEPUTIES GET 
TIRANA DECREE 


[With Document Mussolini 
Sends Report on Italo- 
Albanian Relations

ROME, Feb. 25—A decree putting 
into effect the treaty of Tirana has 
been presented to Parliament for 
conversion into law. Accompanying 
the decree is a report by Benito Mus¬ 
solini. in which the Foreign Minister 
deals with Italo-Albanian relations 
and outlines the scope of the treaty 
of friendship and security. 

“Italy’s geographical position in 
relation to Albania,” the Duce says, 
“imposes a special character on the 
political relations of the two coun¬ 
tries and creates between them a 
community of interests based on mu¬ 
tual security. Italy considers the in¬ 
dependence and territorial integrity 
of Albania as a guarantee of its own 
position in the Adriatic.” 

The geographical connections be¬ 
tween Italy and Albania, the report 
continues, are so strong that some¬ 
times they have given rise to a sus¬ 
picion among Albanian people, jeal¬ 
ous of their independence, about 
Italy’s real intentions. It was, there¬ 
fore, imperative for Italy to perform 
an act of unequivocal clarity, which 
would assert, on the one hand, the 
existence of common interests be¬ 
tween Italy and Albania and, on the 
other, would affirm these interests to 
be contingent on Albanian independ¬ 
ence and full political sovereignty 
for the Albanian people—conditions 
regarded by Italy as a sufficient 
guarantee for its own security in the 
Adriatic. 

This is the meaning of the Tirana 
agreement, says Signor Mussolini, 
which created no new positions but 
simply confirmed those “which na¬ 
ture desired should exist between the 
two countries.” 

Signor Mussolini concludes by urg¬ 
ing the deputies to ratify the treaty, 
approval of which would signify the 
firm determination of the Italian peo¬ 
ple to safeguard their own interests 
in the Adriatic.

18,119 RADIOCASTING STATIONS 
MUST APPLY FOR NEW PERMITS 

60 Days of Grace Given Before Action Is Taken Under 
Control Bill—President to Name Board at Once — 
Mr. Hoover Asks That Public Be Patient 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 — The 
United States has set about its dras¬ 
tic housecleaning of the ether, for 
a new era in American radiocasting. 
Herbert Hoover has served notice 
that the passage of the new radio law 
establishing a radio commission with 
authority to license stations, auto¬ 
matically terminates the licenses of 
the 18,118 radiocasting, private and 
transoceanic stations in the country, 
although 60 days’ grace is permitted, 
during which the commission may 
get the situation in hand. 

At the same time news is received 
from the White House that the Pres¬ 
ident expects to name the five mem¬ 
bers of the government’s radio con¬ 
trol board to their $ 10 , 000 -a-year 
posts immediately. Simultaneously a 
report from the Department of Com¬ 
merce shows the leap in number of 
new stations built or building since 
July 1, 1926, emphasizes again the 
necessity which led to the radio bill's 
passage. 

Demand Gains Rapidly 

Asking for “patience” from listen- 
ers-in until the new commission can 
grapple with difficult problems'facing 
it, Mr. Hoover declares that now the 
“completion of the radio legislation 
makes it possible eventually to clear 
up the chaos of interference and 
howls in radio reception.” 

That such “interference” and 
"howling” has been momentarily 
getting worse rather than better is 
seen in figures just issued by the 
Commerce Department. Since July 1, 
1926. there have been 221 new send¬ 
ing stations established, while 182 
more are now under construction. 
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Not only this, but in the same time 
50 stations have changed their loca¬ 
tion, 197 have cha. ed their power, 
111 have changed wavelengths, while 
78 more are preparing for power in¬ 
creases. Without regulatory actions 
enforceable by law, the foregoing 
figures illustrate the growing chaos. 

Existing Stations Recognized 

Of the new stations licensed since 
July, 38 are equipped to use power 
of 500 watts or more and 40 of the 
old stations, licensed before July 1 , 
have increased power to 500 watts or 
over. 

Mr. Hoover’s announcement shows 
that his department will recognize 
existing stations until action by the 
radio commission “or other change 
in the situation” makes another 
course necessary. No new licenses 
will be granted stations not yet com¬ 
pleted. This means that the 182 sta¬ 
tions now under construction cannot 
radiocast until licensed by the com¬ 
mission. Under the new act further¬ 
more, licenses of all radio stations 
automatically terminated when the 
measure became lav , These must all 
apply for licenses which cannot be 
issued until the commission is 
formed. However, they are permitted 
to continue operating for 60 days 
without penalty.

tired colopels.” 

Viscount Astor, who proposes to 
bring in a bill at this session en¬ 
abling 14 peeresses in their own 
right to sit in the House, spoke at 
a dinner given by the Women’s Elec¬ 
tion Committee in honor of these 
peeresses. Several of the peeresses 
are abroad, but Viscountess Rhondda 
and Baroness Ravensdale, grand¬ 
daughter of the late Levi Z. Letter, 
of Chicago, were present. 

Lord Astor said the House of 
Lords was the only public body 
which had not recognized that 
women had rights. The presence of 
women there would make the house 
more representative and stimulate 
social legislation. He declared that 
it was not dishonoring the Crown 
by enabling it to disregard sex in 
the future when creating legisla¬ 
tors. 

The noble ladies aspiring for seats 
in the Lords were inclined to be sar¬ 
castic about its present composition. 
Viscountess Rhondda said that her 
impression the last time she was 
there was that "sleep was still com¬ 
paratively undisturbed, despite the 
fact that microphones had been in¬ 
stalled.” 

Baroness Ravensdale (Lady Mary 
Irene Curzon) remarked: “The peers 
to me seem like flies in a warm room 
buzzing around very cozily. They 
are apprehensive of a few hornets 
coming in and a Soviet reign of ter¬ 
ror arising. The time is coming 
when the distinguished gentlemen 
must face the fact that women can 
be useful in a sphere in which wom¬

If 
they did, of course, the result would 
bp that to avoid the fee in most cases 
the seller would not transport by a 
common carrier. 

Many Inspectors Required 
It is not enough to say that the 
right to put the eqaulization fee on 
swine would adjust the inequalities 
between those bearing the buiden 
and those not bearing the burden, 
first, because the board might com¬ 
mence operating as to corn and not 
desire to operate or be permitted to 
operate as to swine. However, much 
of the corn would be fed to cattle 
and livestock other than swine, and 
there is no right to bring the prod¬ 
ucts of livestock other than swme 
under the provisions of the law. 
With a requirement for a fee on 
part of the corn crop and no fee on 
the balance, the free movement and 
dealing in that commodity would be 
hampered to an almost unbearable 

6 It would take a horde of inspec¬ 
tors to insure the payment ot the 
fee on the particular corn required 
to bear it. A feeder of cattle who 
had the necessary machinery to 
grind or crush his corn bqught from 
other farmers for feeding purposes 
would be able to market his cattle 
free from the cost of the equaliza¬ 
tion fee, while another feeder who 
purchased such ground feed would 
be compelled to market his cattle 
with the added cost of the equal¬ 
ization fee on the corn. 

This, of course, would be true as 
to swine; moreover, the feeder who 
had been compelled to purchase the 
ground feed would pay the fee on 
that and when he sells his sw ine he 
pays an additional fee on that trans¬ 
action. He pays twice. 

The Board's Powers 
It is provided in the law "the 
hoard shall determine in the case 
of anv class' of transactions in the 
commodity whether the equaliza¬ 
tion fee shall be paid upon trans¬ 
portation, processing, or sale ... 

The act itself provides m Section 
10 (b) the board may, by regulation, 
require any person engaged in the 
transportation, processing, or ac¬ 
quisition by sale of a basic agri¬ 
cultural commodity: 

“(1) (2) to collect an equaliza¬ 

tion fee as directed by the board and 
to account therefor.” Thus the com¬ 
mon carrier if on transportation, or 
tbe processor if on processing, oi 
those who secure by sale, if on sale, 
collect the fee which must tall on 
the producer. Transportation under 
the act means the acceptance ot a 
commodity by a common carrier tor 
delivery (Section 15 (•>)). Regardless 
Of just how it is collected it is the 
intent that it shall fall upon the. 
producer. The farmer pays it when 
liis product moves. ... 

It is important to bear m mind 
that the equalization fee can only 
be levied upon a unit of the basic 
agricultural commodity. Hus means 
the actual commodity itselt as de¬ 
fined in section 6, to wit. cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice, tobacco, and swine. 
The reference in subdivision (H) ot 
section fi to food products of the 
commodity specifically limits the ap¬ 
plication thereof to sections (IV) (E). 


equalization fee added into compe¬ 
tition with imoprts from Canada or 
other countries who sent in any 
product of any of the basic agricul¬ 
tural commodities. 

Of course, the millers or other 
processorsYwho happen to get desir¬ 
able contracts from the board might ^ 
be able to recoup that loss to a cer¬ 
tain extent, but the milling capacity / 

'of the small mills and large mills j 
great enough to take care of twic. 
the amount of milling and other 
processing to be done; and the mills 
which were not fortunate enough 
to get such contracts would be 
ruined. . . . 

It is a fundamental principle in 
writing a tariff law that when a 
duty is placed upon a raw product 
that a compensatory duty must he 
placed on the manufactured or 
processed product in which the raw- 
product is used. Here is a fee placed 
upon the raw product which might 
be imported. Raw products dumped 
abroad can there be processed and 
reshipped here to the disaster amt 
destruction of this whole bill. 

Large Sums Involved 
In fixing the amount of the equal¬ 
ization fee the board must neces¬ 
sarily estimate the crop, because it 
is their duty to estimate the prob¬ 
able "advances, losses, costs, and 
charges to be paid’ and to detei- 
mine the amount for each unit.Jf 
course, they are compelled to esti¬ 
mate the crop in order to estimate 
the number of units. One of the 
co-authors of the bill suggests that 
if the law had been in operation 
from 1925 the equalization fee on 
wheat should yield $131,750,000. 
mention this to show the large sums 
involved. If either the estimate of 
the crop or the size of the fund 
needed should be inaccurate, so that 
there is collected many millions 
more than needed, there is no way 
to return it to the producer. 

Suppose there should be estimated 
an exportable surplus of 200 . 000.000 
bushels of wheat and there is a sur¬ 
plus of but 100 . 000 , 000 . the fund 
would be almost twice as large as it 
should be. and if the amount in¬ 
volved should he anything like that 
stated bv Representative Haugen 
the board would have $55,000,000 or 
$ 60 , 000,000 more than needed of the 
farmers' money. There Is no way 
to return it. Now. in the case of 
cotton there is provision that any 
excess that is accumulated for the 
stabilization fund shall be paid back 
to the producer. This is contained m 
section 10. sub-division (3), and sec¬ 
tion 11, sub-division (E). . - • 

But there is no place in the law 
which provides for a return to the 
producer of other products where 
the assessment of the fee levies an 
amount in excess of t hat . n * c . e8S f I ? 
for that stabilization-fund. There is 
quite a large variance from year to 
year of the amount of production of 
these different basic agricultural 
commodities, and it Is manifestly 
unfair to provide that as to cotton 
the producer shall share ift any ex¬ 
cess collected, while as to corn, 
wheat, swine, rice, and tobacco, no 
such provision exists. 

In all the similar bills heretofore 
considered by Congress it has been 
thought necessary to provide foi the 
return to all producers of any 
amount they should pay in excess of 
that required, and it is illogical and 
indefensible to deem it necessary to 
still make that provision for the 
cotton producer and deprive the 
other producers of that benefit. bis 
appears to be the rankest kind of 
discrimination in favor of one crop 
and against all the other crops in the 

^Another difficulty will be in mak¬ 
ing proper estimates of the amount 
of products and the amount of the 
equalization fee. 

Some “Inequalities" 

It is improbable, that this board 
could do any better in this respect 
than has been done by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. In spring 
wheat the estimates of the depart¬ 
ment have been 78,000,000 bushels 
<,,o small and 90 , 000.000 bushels too 
large" in winter wheat 126 . 000,000 
bushels, too small and 140,000.000 
bushels too large; in corn 430,000 000 
bushels too small and b.w. 000,000 
bushels .too large. In cotton the 
range has been 2,983.000 bales ton 
small for 1926 and 3,286,000 bal.es too 
large for 191S. . 

These are all recent estimates and 
show conclusively the impossibility 
of arriving at accurate conclusions. 
No rebates are allowed except on 
cotton. Any year therefore that a 
large corn or wheat crop is esti¬ 
mated. turns out to be too high, too 
much money would be collected, and 
as it is not returnable, it^ would 
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tiresome details, 
sons exist why it 
approved but it is impos 
state them all without writing 
book. The most decisive one is tl 
it is not constitutional. This feature 
is discussed In an opinion of the 
Attorney-General herewith attached 
and made a part hereof, so that 1 
shall not consider the details of that 
phase of my objections. Of course, 
it includes some good features 
Some of its provisions, intended to 
aid and. strengthen co-operative 
marketing, have been borrowed from 
proposals that do represent the gen¬ 
eral trend of constructive thought 
on the- agricultural problem. In this 
measure, however, these P r ° v J si ®^ 
are all completely subordinated to the 
main objective which is to have the 
Government dispose of expoi table 
surpluses at a loss and make some 
farmer tax-payers foot the bin. 

Fledges Government Aid 
This is not a measure to help 
co-operative marketing Its effect, 
on the contrary, is to eliminate the 
very conditions of advantage that 
now induce farmers to joint ground 
to regulate and improve their own 
business. 

That there is a real and vital agri¬ 
cultural problem is keenly appreci¬ 
ated bv all informed men. The evi¬ 
dence is all too convincing that agri¬ 
culture has not been receiving its 
fair share of the national income 
since the war. Farmers and business 
men directly dependent upon agri¬ 
culture have suffered and in many 
cases still suffer from conditions be¬ 
yond their control. They are en¬ 
titled to and will have every consid¬ 
eration in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Surely, a real farm relief measure 
must be just and impartial and open 
the wav to aid for all' farmers. 
Surely, It must not contemplate, as 
this measure inescapably does, that 
farmers in some regions should be 
penalized for the benefit of those in 
other regions. Surely, it must be 
aimed to promote the welfare of the 
community at large. There- is no 
thoughtful man who does not fully 
spprecr-te how vital a prosperous 
agriculture is to this Nation. It must 
be helped and strengthened. To sad¬ 
dle it -with unjust, unworkable 
schemes qf governmental control is 
to invite disaster worse than that 
has yet befallen our farmers. 

Disputes Its Indorsement 
It has been represented that thus 
bill has been unanimously approved 
by our farmers. Several of our 
largest farm organizations have re- 
f-sed to support it, and important 
minorities in the members and lead¬ 
ership among the most important 
organizations vho are recorded as 
giving it indorsement have protested 
to me against it.. , . 

Tt is not to be thought that the 
farmers of the United States want 
our agricultural policy founded upon 
legislation as is proposed m this 
measure. The final judgment of 
American farmers always has beert 
and will he on the constructive 
rather than the destructive side. 
What the farmers*want, and what 
the American people as a whole wi 
approve is legislation which will not 
substitute Government bureauciac.v 
for individual and co-operative in¬ 
itiative but -will facilitate the con¬ 
structive efforts of the farmers 
themsejves in their own self-gov¬ 
erned organizations. 

Cites Need for Relief 
Although these arguments and 
others have been advanced in Con¬ 
gress and outside. I find little at¬ 
tempt has been made t0 
them The pressure for this hill 
arises primarily from the natural 
and proper sympathy with the farm 
distress from the after-war inflation 
speculation and collapse. Many sin¬ 
cere and thoughtful people hate ex¬ 
pended a great deal of time and 
energy in working out this measure

They are. on the contrary, 
devoted entirely to the principle of 
building up farmer-controlled mat- 
keting concerns to handle their prb 
lams, including occasional, surplus 
production, and applicable to all 
agriculture anil not to a rrnnoi fiac- 
tion. I have frequently urged such 
legislation. I wish again to renew <

I am therefore obliged to retjiin 
Senate Bill 4S08. entitled "an aH to 
establish a federal farm «boaid to 
aid in the orderly marketing and mj 
the control and disposition of the 
surplus of agricultural commodities, 
without my approval.

FRENCH CAPITAL 
MAY BE DRAFTED 

Entire Nation Would Be 
Mobilized in Event 
of War

At the last minute, after the bill 
was in final form for presentation, 
Foster said he had concluded to let 
the matter drop without further 
consideration. 
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The "beauty parlor” is to be reg¬ 
ulated by a 1 state commission, un¬ 
der the provisions of a bill which 
was given a recommendation “do 
pass” by the Senate committee on 
public health and quarantine, Sen¬ 
ator John J. Crowley, author of the 
bill, announced that the measure, if 
enacted, will bring within the scope 
of striet state control the "cosmet¬ 
ologist,” and will be a bar against 
unlawful practice. He said it was 
intended to protect legitimate busi¬ 
ness. The bill has received the in¬ 
dorsement, said Senator Crowley, of 
the leading cosmotoligists of the 
state. It is approved also by the 
State Medical Board.

“I am convinced from my con¬ 
tacts within the Legislature as 
well as without among the people 
generally that the bills which have 
the approval of the commission and 
have been voted upon by our own 
Senate committee ar eof the most 
importance.

. . . as much of the real prop¬ 
erty of the town of Bishop as it is 
possible to receive.’ 

. “The letter then states: *We are 
doing this with the expectation of 
submitting to the Board of Water 
and Power of the city of Los An¬ 
geles a definite price for which we 
can deliver to them all properties 
that are under option to us, in lieu 
of the payment of reparations.’ 

“In connection with this form of 
letter the board wishes to repeat 
that it, or any of its representatives, 
have never promised or contem¬ 
plated the purchase of these Owen 
Valley town properties, and the de¬ 
partment is not in the 'market to 
buy these properties.”

Massachusetts, who entered vehe¬ 
ment objection. However, had he not 
'dissented, there were other senators, 
Burton K. Wheeler (D.), Senator 
from Montana; George W. Norris 
(R.), Senator from Nebraska, and 
William E. Borah (R.), Senator from 
Idaho, who were on their feet seek¬ 
ing recognition to object. 

Mr. Walsh criticized the filibuster- 
ers, charging them with engaging in 
"civil war." He declared that they 
had frustrated the will of a two- 
thirds majority and that he de¬ 
manded that they bear the responsi¬ 
bility. 

Criticism of Filibuster 

"I refuse to permit the Senate 
to be lashed into a decision by a one- 
third minority," he shouted. “This 
is civil war against the Government. 
I demand of the President that he 
call a special session so that the 
vitally important business of the 
state left suspended here by the op¬ 
position of this small group be al¬ 
lowed consideration. 

■ "There is more involved here than 
these bills. It is the issue of whether 
.a small minority actuated by pur¬ 
poses which have the condemnation 
of all good men can defeat the will 
of the majority and prevent legisla¬ 
tion demanded by the Nation.” 

Mr. Walsh’s declarations were 
greeted by calls of approval from his 
Democratic colleagues and insurgent 
Republicans. He was urged to re¬ 
main steadfast when appealed to by 
Republican floor managers to permit 
the bill to be brought up. 

Walsh Stands Ground 

Francis E. Warren (R.), Senator 
from Wyoming, chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Appropriations Committee, a vet¬ 
eran in Congress, a man who never 
engages in party battles on the floor, 
who devotes himself assiduouslyQto 
the business of guiding the supply 
hills of the Nation through the Sen¬ 
ate, rose with a plea. 

Mr. Walsh insisted on his objec¬ 
tion and Mr. Warren leaving his seat 
walked across the floor to Mr. 
Walsh’s side with a personal request. 
The gray-haired Senator, who wears 
the button of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor in his coat lapel, 
tuggel at Mr. Walsh's sleeve as the 
latter stood addressing the chamber. 

"I cannot give way on this, sir,” 
Mr. Walsh said. “This issue is 
greater than the appropriations. This 
is an issue of corruption and graft 
against the rights of the majority.” 

This episode was one of the most 
stirring of a continuous stream of 
exciting events. The Senate recessed 
until 8:30 at 12:15, after long hours 
of continuous sitting during which 
no business had been done. The con¬ 
test was on the issue of passing a 
resolution offered by James Reed 
(D.), Senator from Missouri, to con¬ 
tinue the work of the campaign 
investigating committee of which he 
is the chairman. David A. Reed (R.), 
Senator from Pennsylvania, and 
George H. Moses (R.), Senator from 
New Hampshire, and Lawrence C. 
Phipps (R.), Senator from Colorado, 
led a small group who opposed the 
resolution and maintained a filibus¬ 
ter to prevent its adoption. 

During the prolonged and acrimo¬ 
nious debate it developed, mainly by 
admissions from Mr. Phipps, that the 
committee,'if it had its authority ex¬ 
tended during the recess, proposed 
investigating serious charges of ex¬ 
cessive campaign- expenditures in 
Colorado. 

All Proposals Fail 

Leaders had hoped that the recess 
might calm the contention, but all 
such hopes were dissipated soon 
after the session reconvened. Mr. 
Reed, Pennsylvania, aided by Mr. 
Moses, refused to accept any ar¬ 
rangement that included the taking 
of a vote on the Reed (Missouri) 
resolution. 

Numerous proposals were made, 
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but all failed. Dace during an ex¬ 
change of arguments, Mr. Phipps in¬ 
quired of Mr. Harrison if the Demo¬ 
crats would insert in the Reed reso¬ 
lution, that Tennessee and Mississippi 
would be investigated. Both Mr. 
Harrison and Mr. Reed, Missouri, 
shouted their willingness to do so, 
providing Colorado, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois were also inserted. Mr. 
Phipps dropped the subject and when 
they pressed the matter Mr. Reed, 
Pennsylvania, entered objection and 
amid laughter from the Democratic 
side the proposal was dropped. 

In the last hour the Democrats 
through Mr. Harrison, their party 
spokesman, took possession of the 
proceedings and scored many sallies 
against the their Republican oppon¬ 
ents, particularly Mr, Reed, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. The Democrats were in jovial 
humor, applauding with witticisms 
and retorts the objections now 
and then shouted by Mr. Reed, 
Pennsylvania, or Mr. Moses.

As the Vice-President broke in to 
make his few remarks Mr. Harrison 
closed with: 

“Mr. President, you are interrupt¬ 
ing what I assure you will be a very 
good speech.”

Congress Orders the Suspen¬ 
sion of National Origins 
Clause

WASHINGTON, March 4—Suspen¬ 
sion of the national origins provision 
of the Immigration Act of 1924 until 
July 1, 1928, a year later than it was 
originally intended it should become 
operative, was ordered by Congress 
with the concurrence by the House 
of a Senate resolution for this pur¬ 
pose. 

Congressional leaders declare they 
have assurances that the measure 
will be approved by President Cool- 
idge. In a message to Congress the 
President has pointed out difficulties* 
that would be encountered in insti¬ 
tuting the system at the present time. 
He suggested that a delay be granted’ 
to enable further study of the matter. 

The House approved the resolu-'' 
tion, which was sponsored by the> 
Senate Committee on Immigration, 
by a vote of 232 to 111. A vote on the 
issue was not obtained, however, 
until the House had run through a- 
six-hour filibuster. The project was- 
determinedly opposed by Democratic

Thousands of Jews Going 
to South America, Australia 


To Be Transported From Eastern Europe by 


Aid Societies 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
NEW YORK—Thousands of Jews 
are to be transported from eastern 
Europe to South America, Australia 
and Africa by the three largest Jew¬ 
ish emigrant aid societies and a- 
nation-wide campaign to raise funds 
for this purpose will be started in 
New York March 17, it is stated. The 
organizations concerned are the Jew¬ 
ish Colonization Association of Paris, 
the United Jewish Emigration Com¬ 
mittee of Europe with headquarters 
at Berlin, and the Hebrew Sheltering 
and Immigrant Aid Society of 
rica. 

These organizations have entered 


into an agreement by which they will a -committee of three, including one 


co-operate in advising emigrants 
concerning the countries most likely 
to admit them, and in providing pre¬ 
liminary training in the language of 
the country. Information concerning 
customs of the new country, its in¬ 
dustrial, agricultural and commer¬ 
cial conditions, will also be available 
at the co-operating centers and in 
some cases instruction tending to 
help the emigrants toward self-sup¬ 
port will be provided. 

The chief flow of this emigration, 
it is understood, will bb to South 
America, and particularly to Argen- 
tina. Brazil and Chile. Formerly the 
United States would have received 
most of this Jewish emigration, hut. 
owing to the restrictions of the new 
immigration law, the quota number 
which can enter the United States 
directly from Europe is quite small. 

Jewish emigration to Mexico and 
Cuba has been very heavy of recent 
years. In Mexico the influx of Jews 
has been so heavy that relief agencies 
have been established in Mexico City 
to take care of them. 

“The part of the world where the 
largest amount of immigrant-welfare 
work will be done by the new organi¬ 
zation is South America,” Abraham 
Herman, president of the Hebrew 
Sheltering and Immigrant Aid So¬ 
ciety of America, said. 

“Ever since the present American 
immigration laws went into effect, 
large numbers of Jews, compelled by 
economic necessity and onerous 
legal and social discrimination, to 
leave the lands of their nativity, have 
been wending their way to countries 
like Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, 
Paraguay, and Peru,” he continued, 
“and though they have had no diffi- j 
culty in being, admitted to these ; 
countries, there is a growing danger, j

Pennsylvania Campaign In¬ 
vestigations Cto on Despite 
Adjournment of Congress 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (^—De¬ 
spite failure of the Senate to sanc¬ 
tion its continuance after adjourn¬ 
ment, the Reed Campaign Funds In¬ 
vestigating Committee is going ahead 
with plans to hold further meetings. 

As if no 37-hour filibuster had been 
indulged in to squelch it, the com¬ 
mittee already has held a post-Con- 
gress session, and by unanimous 
vote ordered the impounding of bal¬ 
lots cast in four additional counties, 
in Pennsylvania. 

James A. Reed (D.). Senator from 
Missouri, chairman of the committee, 
contends it has full authority to act 
in the Pennsylvania election con¬ 
test under a resolution adopted last 
January, and tentative plans have 
been agreed upon to hold another 
meeting here March 25,, when the 
question of opening the ballot boxes 
already brought here from Philadel¬ 
phia and Pittsburgh may be decided. 

The committee’s order to seize the 
boxes in Delaware, Lackawanna, 
Luzerne and Schuylkill Counties 
was entered after the Senate had 
been formally apprised that William 
B. Wilson, Democrat, had contested 
the election of William S. Vare; Re¬ 
publican. Senator Reed said this 
was the only action taken by the 
committee. 

While the question of whether 
boxes already seized will be opened 
Was left for later determination, 
Mr. Vare has written the committee, 
calling attention that it had been 
directed by resolution to secure bal¬ 
lot boxes '"merely for their preserva¬ 
tion,” while David A. Reed, Senator 
from Pennsylvania, who led the fili¬ 
buster against the resolution to con¬ 
tinue the committee, holds it

FRENCH CAPITAL 
MAY BE DRAFTED 

Entire Nation 'Would Be 
Mobilized in Event 
of War

PARIS, March 5—The Chamber of

articles were the first and tenth. The 
first as amended reads: “In wartime 
all French citizens without distiuc- 
j tion of age and sex and all associa- 
itions, legally constituted, must-par-! 
ticipate either as combatants in the 1 
I defense of their country or as non- 
combatants in the maintenance of 
its material and moral life, me 
tenth article reads: “The resources 
necessary to assure national defense 
i shall be obtained either by friendly 
1 agreement or by requisition, but 
profits must be altogether excluded 
m either case.” . 

Paul P.-iinleve, Munster of War, 
emphasized the pacific intentions ot 
I France. Such a bill does not lend 
itself to aggressive purpose. Now 
that the conscription of capital as 
well as man-power is secured, M. 
Painlevd hopes to reduce military 
1 service to 12 months. Certain points,. 
however, were raised which the 
Senate will underline. Thus Mi. 
Chaumie sounded the grave warning 
that by mobilizing the whole Nation 
France was automatically depriving | 
itself of the protection of the inter¬ 
national conventions of The Hague 
and London, therefore giving an en- 
emv justification in attacking un¬ 
armed passenger ships, making war 
on women and children, and depot 
ing them as in 1914.

CARSON* CITY, Nev.. March 18. 
—-(#)—Divorce will be easier in 
Nevada, already widely known for 
Its liberality in freeing visitors from 
matrimonial bondage. Henceforth, 
three, not six, months will be the 
sojourn within the state’s borders 
as the requirement to residence 
preliminary to divorce. 

In the early hours before dawn 
this morning, the amendment to the 
divorce la\V slipped through the 
Assembly and Senate of the Legis¬ 
lature in its closing hours and was 
signed by Governor Fred B. Balzar 
before breakfast. 

Later, members of the Legis¬ 
lature were aroused from som¬ 
nolence and expressed amazement 
when told of the provisions of the 
bill for which they had voted. Most 
of them thought they had merely 
added insanity as the eighth cause 
of divorce in the state. 

"SIX” CHANGED TO "THREE,” 

In the sleepy time after midnight 
the Senate adopted an amendment 
to the bill naming insanity a rea¬ 
son for breakage of marital ties, 
and sent the measure back to the 
Assembly for concurrence. When 
the Assembly refused to concur, 
conference committees were ap¬ 
pointed by both houses. These were 
unable to agree, and a “free” con¬ 
ference committee was named. 

The word “six” was changed to 
"three” in two places by the free 
conference committee. Within ten 
minutes the House and the Senate 
had passed the bill reducing the 
period of divorce-seekers to three 
months. The bill was speedily 
signed by Governor Balzar. 

After the Legislature adjourned, 
many of its members asserted (hat 
they had been deceived into voting 
for the three-month amendment in 
the belief that they were giving 
their approval to a change In the 
insanity provision. 

"SERIOUS DISPLEASURE” 

They expressed their indignation 
in strong terms that the members 
of the free conference committee 
had reduced the required residence 
period without instruction an.l 
without explaining to the two 
houses of the Legislature what they 
had done. The droning voice of a 
clerk in the wee hours of the morn¬ 
ing carried no significant message 
to the drowsy legislators. 

It developed, however, that many 
prominent politicians, attorneys and 
wealthy hotel keepers roamed the 
legislative corridors in behalf of the 
three-month provision while it was 
being enacted into law. 

"Serious displeasure" with the 
new enactment was expressed by 
H. R. Cook, president of the Nevada 
Bar Association, and most of the 
clergymen denounced it strongly.

CHIEF OF RADIO 
TELLS POLICIES 


Forty Stations in Hook-up 
Listen to Address 


Noninterference, Will be 
Rule of Commission 


Public's Advice Sought in 
Adjusting Problems 


WASHINGTON. March 17. (fP) — 
The dominant influence to guide the 
new Federal Radio Commission will 
be to serve the listening public, E. O. 
Sykes, the commission’s vice-chair¬ 
man. declared in a radio address to¬ 
night which, through a “hook-up” 
of forty stations was carried to mul¬ 
titudes. , 

Only once before in radio’s history 
had such an extensive combine as¬ 
sembled so large an audience, and 
that was recently to carry the voice 
of President Coolidge over all Amer¬ 
ica and across the seas in eulogy of 
George Washington. 

POINTS OUT TASK 

The magnitude of the commission’s 
task of regulating radio was em¬ 
phasized by Mr. Sykes by pointing 
out that more than 18,000 trans¬ 
mitting stations are operating .under 
Federal license. He compared the 
broadcasting situation to a crowded 
city street without any well-under¬ 
stood traffic rules. 

The commission hopes to interfere 
with legitimate radio traffic just as 
little as possible, the speaker said, 
and still, “eliminate the danger of ac¬ 
cident.” It is counting principally 
on broadcasters for advice, he added, 
because he considered those likely to 
suffer most from accidents. 

“We cannot solve this problem 
overnight, nor would you want us 
j to attempt any partial solution 
! which, though it might clear away 
one local difficulty, would do so only 
to set up new troubles elsewhere,” 
Sykes said. 

“There are certain general prin¬ 
ciples which we must formulate as 
our guides in determining how in¬ 
terference between stations may best 
be eliminated in the interests of the 
listening public.

Supporters of f he bill contend that 
Sunday golf would be permitted and 
just how this feature will set with 
the Governor, who has waged relent¬ 
less war on this form of Sunday 
amusement, remains problematical.

“We are striving to educate and up¬ 
lift the more unfortunate ones of pur 
country so that they may become 
citizens of real economic value to the 
republic and your real neighbors—the 
kind you can leave on guard when 
you depart from your homes.”

Marjorie Peppa, is 
I serving six years in .the county jail

She has been a beautiful 
girl. She is less pretty now. Mor¬ 
phine has done subtle things to 
her face, her mouth and her eyes.

'good times”—and the dope to 
stimulate jaded nerves. 

Once, before the baby, now a year 
old, was born, Florence swore off

say. For the Senator never once 
suggested that Sapiro lacked abil¬ 
ity in ‘‘selling the farmer” on his co¬ 
operative marketing plan. This plan. 
Senator Reed declared, knocked the 
children of the soil galley-west. He 
added: 

“We will prove that Sapiro was 
directly or indirectly responsible 
for the failures and losses to which 
I have referred (the alleged losses 
of millions of dollars through sell¬ 
ing crops on installments within the 
co-operative organizations for less 
»l j than outsiders obtained in cash). 

INarCOtlCS We will show you numerous acts 
entirely unprofessional. 

“That for a lawyer to go out and 
promote his own business is un- 
That to solicit busi¬ 
ness. directly or indirectly, is for 
a lawyer unprofessional. That to 
obtain legal employment by indi¬ 
rection is unprofessional.” 

COURTROOM STIRRED 

When Attorney Gallagher tried 
to pry from the first witness, Cam¬ 
eron. admissions concerning Henry- 
Ford's supposed attitude toward “a 
Jewish banking ring,” there was a 
stir in the courtroom. But the 
jumble of objections, wrangles and 
hot words during the testimony 
was dominated by the memory of 
the supremely confident, eloquent 
Senator and his amazing list of 
vegetable dreams attributed to Sa¬ 
piro. * , 

He detailed Sapiro’s alleged ac¬ 
tivities as intended to dominate, 
first, the American farmer, and 
then a world-wide organization, an 
economic dictatorship of an empire 
of food. Secret meetings, hinging 
on this plan, were alleged by the 
Missourian, who added: 

“There was held in Chicago a 
meeting at which Sapiro, Bingham 
(Robert W. of Louisville), Eugene 
Meyer, Frank O. Lowden, Walter 
Peteet, Carl WiJIiams, Sam Guard 
and Herman Boone appeared. 

“They had a secret meeting in 
Chicago, about October 9, 1923. Cer¬ 
tain of the employees of the Ameri¬ 
can Farm Bureau Federation were 
invited to this meeting, but none of 
the officers. We will show that the 
purpose of the meeting was to con¬ 
summate the plans of Mr. Sapiro in 
the formation of co-operative wheat 
associations in all the wheat states 
of the country, then the federation 
of these associations into a national 
exchange, and then an international 
exchange.” 

COUNSEL ANSWERS REED 

“The Senator was far afield,” in 
an opinion expressed by Mr. Gal¬ 
lagher. who flung his glasses aside 
and objected with: 

“How in the world can the. will¬ 
ingness of the American Farm Bu¬ 
reau Feedration to join the plans 
of Frank O. Lowden, Governor of 
Illinois, and of Herman Steen, an 
authority upon co-operative mar¬ 
keting, and of Aaron Sapiro, a 
lawyer authority upon that, have 
any bearing on the guilt or inno¬ 
cence of these defendants in the 
publication of these libels?'’ 
Gallagher added: 

“Now, if Frank O. Lowden is a 
part of this conspiracy, is one of 
the international Jews, and that is 
very plain, all well and good. I 
will withdraw my objection. But 
if that is not very plain, then this 
has no place here at all.” 

ARGUMENT STARTED 
Senator Reed—"Oh, well, Eugene 
Meyer was a Jew and Sapiro was 
a Jew and Sam Guard was a Jew.” 
Mr. Gallagher—“Then I am in 

error. But Herbert Steen-” 

Mr. Reed—"Herbert Steen never 
was a Jew, and is not today.” 

The court: “We are getting into 
an argumentative situation here 
which does no.t mean any progress. 

I think the statement is improper 
unless connected up with other 
facts, which so far do not appear.” 

Senator Reed—“I am trying to 
connect them. We are trying to 
show, if your honor, please, that 
there was a second meeting planned 
in furtherance of that very scheme.” 

Mr. Gallagher—“The Court has 
ruled upon that as being improper, 
and there should not then be any 
statement about a second meeting 
upon that same proposition.” 

WHEAT CORNER PLANNED 

Senator Reed—"Let me say to the 
Court what I am trying—” 

The Court—'“I don’t know what 
counsel is going to state yet.” • 
Senator Reed— “I want to show 
in furtherance of the truth of these 
articles that there was a meeting 
held of these parties named in these 
articles. One of them was Lowden. 
One was Meyer. Bingham and 
others were there, and they had 
forvtheir purpose, along with Sapiro, 
the creation of an organization— 
first, to control the wheat of the 
United States, and then to control 
the wheat internationally. That is 
the very charge that has been made, 
and .the very thing Mr. Gallagher 
said we would not prove. 

"Now, I want to show that Mr. 
Meyer and these people were acting 
in cooperation in trying to carry 
out that scheme. Mr. Sapiro was in 
with them. This is part of the 
case.” 

The Court—“Without ruling upon 
the admissibility of the testimony, 


<?>I will 
stand.’ 1 

Senator Reed—“Now we will 
show that it was arranged at Chi¬ 
cago for a meeting to be held in 
Denver, Colorado, on October 30, 
1923, and that Eugene Meyer trav¬ 
eled from Chicago to Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Montana, Washing¬ 
ton and then back to Denver, in¬ 
dorsing the scheme. That he was 
in North Dakota addressing a gath¬ 
ering of wheat growers. That he 
declared that he indorsed the Sapiro 
plan, and that he told the wheat 
growers if they would organize in 
a co-operative association on the 
Sapiro plan, he could make a very 
favorable report with reefrence 
to financing. 

MILLIONS LOST 
“We will show you that Bernard 
Baruch loaned this committee those 
people who bad gotten together, 
$3000. Julius Rosenwald, another 
man who was named, loaned them 
$15,000. Mr. Bingham loaned them 
$20,000. I think Mr. Sapiro himself 
put in $5000, and that all of these 
sums were to be used by this com¬ 
mittee in furtherance of the plan 
and scheme I have been outlining. 
And we find afterwards that Mr. 
Sapiro, and Eugene Meyer, and 
others of these gentlemen did at¬ 
tend this Denver conference. 

“As the evidence comes in, you 
will learn that more than forty of 
these associations failed or substan¬ 
tially failed. 

“That thousands of farmers have 
suffered terrible losses in Sapiro’s 
organization, and that those losses 
run to millions and millions of 
dollars. 

William J. Cameron, the first wit¬ 
ness called, narrated his history as 
Detroit newspaper editorial writer 
and his connection with the Inde¬ 
pendent since December, 1919. At¬ 
torney Gallagher seemed to be try¬ 
ing desperately to get admissions 
from Cameron that he and Mr. Ford 
discussed policies concerning the 
Independent’s attitude toward Jews 
and the so-called money ring. But 
Cameron, as the pugilistic critics 
say. was in a shell, whenever Gal¬ 
lagher appeared to be timing his 
legal punches correctly, Ford attor¬ 
neys threw objections right and 
left. The metaphorical chin of the 
husky, bespectacled witness was 
safe and sound. 

“With whom did you negotiate 
for employment on the Dearborn 
Independent?” Gallagher asked. 
Cameron replied coolly: 

"I never negotiated with anyone.” 
Q.—Well, whom did you talk to? 
A.—I never spoke to anyone 1 
was spoken to by Mr. E. G. Pipp, 
editor of the Independent, a few 
weeks before I went there. 

BECAME EDITOR 

Q.—Had you ever known Henry 
Ford before you went to the Inde¬ 
pendent? 

A.—No. I met him a month or 
two afterward. 

Q.—What was your position on 
the Independent? 

A.—Editorial writer. 

Cameron said he had written 
many articles for the Independent. 
He added he had become editor some 
time after Mr. Ptpp resigned, which 
was in September of the second year 
of publication. For a time, he con¬ 
tinued, there had been no editor. 
During that period the staff issued 
the magazine without a formal ex¬ 
ecutive. Policies were discussed by 
the entire staff at conferences. This 
led Attorney Gallagher and his op¬ 
ponents into heated objections and 
debates. ' 

Q.—Did you ever have conferences 
with Henry Ford? 

A—Doubtless. He. drops In quite 
frequently and chats about various 
things. 

Q.—Do you discuss circulation? 

A.—Very rarely. I think. We 
don't take up matters of that sort 
much. 

Q.— Did you discuss tho policies 
of the paper? 

A.—Only in a most general way? 
Q.—What do you mean by general 
way? 

A.— I can’t recall at this moment 
any discussion in particular, but 
we have differed with Mr. Ford and 
have given our reasons. 

ATTORNEYS SPRING UP 

Clifford D. Longley. general coun¬ 
sel for the Ford Motor Company, 
got hastily out of his chair, putting 
upward of 200 pounds on his feet 

Senator Reed, who had been speak¬ 
ing for hours, raised his voice in 
remonstration. Stewart Henley, 
also of Ford counsel, leaped up and 


the question and answer. 

Attorneys seemed to sprout with 
mushroom suddenness all over the 
green-carpeted floor of tho Federal 
courtroom. Attorney Gallagher 
then began to take Babe Ruth 
swings at the ball and when he 
missed he attempted to get firm 
hold of the so-called Jewish issue 
in the case. They were impressive 
misses. 

Q. What about those differences 
as to policy? 

A. We were left pretty free by Mr. 
Ford. I recall several differences. 

Senator Reed's objection was 
overruled. 

The witness resumed: 

“I recall varibus things which 
might illustrate Mr. Ford’s differ¬ 
ence of attitude from that of the 
Dearborn Independent. Mr. Ford, 
of course, is strongly set against 
war, whereas the paper stands for 
preparedness. He allows us to do 
that. Mr. Ford looks with a kind 
of lenient eye on the Russian peo¬ 
ple's experiment, whereas the paper 
is anti-Bolshevik.” 

Q. “Do you.mean Mr. Ford is pro- 
Soviet?” 

A.—I did not say that. I said he 
looks on it with a more lenient eye 
than we do. 

UPHOLDS REED 

Senator Reed thought there had 
been enough of these illustrations 
and said so. The judge sustained 
the Senator, who was fretting with 
a timetable concerning that Wash¬ 
ington Limited. , 

A rumor that Henry Ford was tes¬ 
tifying brought a large crowd to the 
court corridors. A young man tried 
to battle through the throng, saying 
he had come from Berlin to write 
about the case. He was permitted 
through the closely guarded doors 
when he wa^ mistaken for the clock 
repairer who has been needed so 
urgently for the health of the court¬ 
room timepiece. 

Attorney Gallagher told the court 
that his ultimate purpose in asking 
Cameron concerning policies was to 
show that Henry Ford was respon¬ 
sible for them. Three times, vary¬ 
ing his phrasing. Attorney Gallagher 
tried to lower Cameron’s guard con¬ 
cerning Mr. Ford’s attitude toward 
the so-called “International Jewish 
Banking Ring.” 

Three objections in succession 
were sustained. A typical question 
of this series was: 

"Prior to April, 1924, did you and 


permit the statement to^shouted as to the immateriality ofOMr. Ford ever discuss policies to¬ 
ward the so-called Ring of Jews?” 

When Attorney Hanley’s voice 
prevailed in this objection, Attorney 
Gallagher registered an ache as he 
said: 

“Wh/ if the court please, that 
is the libel. It is the very core of 
this case, Mr. Ford’s attitude to¬ 
ward his paper’s attitude. It is 
the very meat of it.” 

The court explained its position 
that Mr. Ford’s general attitude 
might be one thing one day and 
another thing the next. Cameron 
asked to describe the Independent’s 
place in the publishing; world, re¬ 
plied: 

“It is regarded as belonging to a 
special field. It goes into things 
that other publications do to care 
to or do not dare to enter.” 

Q-—What other fields do you 
mean? 

A.—Politics, economics, organiza¬ 
tion of money power of the country 
and certain streams of life not trav¬ 
eled by other pipers. 

ANSWER STRICKEN OUT 

This answer was stricken out at 
the behest of Mr. Henley. 

But Gallagher was not without 
hope. He again led with: 

"When you refer to an organiza¬ 
tion of money power, do vou refer 
to what you called in thelndepen- 
dent the international banking 
ring?” 

Again an objection was sustained. 
Concerning ihe purported libels 
which are regarded as the most 
"stinging,” one of Sapiro’s counsel 
said: 

“The charge that Sapiro, father 
of four children and always an 
American in everything he did, and 
always serving his country, was en¬ 
gaged as a communist in spread¬ 
ing communistic doctrines, is re¬ 
garded by us asmighty serious. And 
the inference that he tried to in¬ 
culcate such doctrines in the minds 
of American children .is another se¬ 
rious charge.” 

Recess was had while the mov¬ 
ing van business of Detroit en¬ 
joyed an immense boom. 

Attorneys then went into a con¬ 
ference with Judge Raymond, and 
court was adjourned until Monday 
morning. .

Bill Passed Before Dawn Cuts 
Residence Requirement Fro*? 
Six Months to Three at Rem 
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PARSON CITY. Nev., March 18. 
—$P)—Divorce will be easier in 
Nevada, already widely known for 
its liberality in freeing visitors from 
matrimonial bondage. Henceforth, 
three, not six, months will be the 
sojourn within the state’s borders 
as the requirement to residence 
preliminary to divorce. 

In the early hours before dawn 
this morning, the amendment to the 
divorce la\V slipped through the 
Assembly and Senate of the Legis¬ 
lature in its closing hours and was 
signed by Governor Fred B. Bulzar 
before breakfast. 

Later, members of the Legis¬ 
lature were aroused from som¬ 
nolence and expressed amazement 
when told of the provisions of the 
bill for which they had voted. Most 
of them thought they had merely 
added insanity as the eighth cause 
of divorce in the state. 

"SIX" CHANGED TO "THREE" 

In the sleepy time after midnight 
the Senate adopted an amendment 
to the bill naming insanity a rea¬ 
son for breakage of marital ties, 
and sent the measure back to the 
Assembly for concurrence. When 
the Assembly refused to concur, 
conference committees were ap¬ 
pointed by both houses. These were 
unable to agree, and a "free" con¬ 
ference committee was named. 

The word “six” was changed to 
“three" in two places by the free 
conference committee. Within ten 
minutes the House and the Senate 
bad passed the bill reducing the 
period of divorce-seekers to three 
months. The bill was speedily 
signed by Governor Balzar. 

After the Legislature adjourned, 
many of its members asserted that 
they had been deceived into voting 
for the three-month amendment in 
the belief that they were giving 
their approval to a change in the 
insanity provision. 

“SERIOUS DISPLEASURE" 

They expressed their indignation 
in strong terAis that the members 
of the free conference committee 
had reduced the required residence 
period without instruction and 
without explaining to the two 
houses of the Legislature what they 
had done. The droning voice of a 
clerk in the wee hours of the morn¬ 
ing carried no significant message 
to the drowsy legislators.

TORONTO, Ont.,- March 11 (JP)— 
While local option and temperance 
areas in Canada are respected by the 
proposed bill for government sale 
of liquors, residents of those areas 
will not be prohibited from pur¬ 
chasing liquor from government 
stores in wet territory and taking it 
home with them. 

The Premier. Howard Ferguson, 
who offered the control bill for first 
reading in the Legislature, made this 
point clear today. “A man living in 
a dry municipality can take out a 
permit, purchase liquor from the 
nearest vendor and take it home in 
perfect safety,” he said. The bill 
places administration of the Control 
Act in the hands of a commissioner 
and the Premier said the commission 
would be empowered to determine 
where liquor stores shall he estab¬ 
lished only in wet areas. Dry terri¬ 
tory may change by a three-fifth 
vote. 

Under the bill, liquor can be pur- . 
chased only by persons holding per¬ 
mits, which are to he granted irre¬ 
spective of nationality, to those over 
21 who have been residents in the 
province more than one month and 
to tourists. They may be revoked for 
abuse and law violation. The fee for 
the permits, which it is understood 
will be nominal, will be fixed by the 
control body. The commission also 
has power to refuse a permit to an 
individual without explanation. 

No immediate reduction in the 
price of liquors now charged at the 
Ontario Government dispensaries is 
expected when the control commis¬ 
sion takes charge. The bill gives the 
commission the control of brands, 
prices, hours of sale and empowers 
it to regulate the amount to be sold 
at one time. Severe penalties are 
provided for violations, a two months' 
jail sentence being mandatory for 
first offenses for illegal sale. Jail 
senten^fes also are mandatory for 
persons found possessing liquor not 
bought in Government stores. 

No advertising of liquor is per¬ 
mitted.

Cuban Secretary of State 
Sends Greeting to Brit¬ 
ish Foreign Office 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

NEW YORK, March 11—Havana, 
Cuba, and London, Eng. came within 
speaking distance of each other today 
when telephone service was formally 
declared open to the public follow¬ 
ing a greeting and conversation be¬ 
tween Martinez Ortiz, Cuban Secre¬ 
tary of State, and Godfrey Locker- 
Lampson, of the British Foreign 
Office. 

The latest link in the transatlantic 
telephone system is a striking 
achievement in combined use of sub¬ 
marine cable, oberhead wires, under¬ 
ground and aerial transmission. Only 
one-twentieth of a second was re¬ 
quired for transmitting the voice 
over the distance of more than 5000 
miles, according to an announcement 
by the American Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company. 

Dr. Ortiz opened the conversation 
at 8:30 o'clock this morning. His 
voice traveled first through a deep 
sea telephone cable connecting 
Havana with Key West, Fla., them by 
aerial wire to Miami, then by carrier 
current system on aerial wires to 
Washington, D. C. Thence it went 
by underground cable to New York, 
then by aerial and underground 
cable to the radio transmitting sta¬ 
tion at Rocky Point, L. I., then by 
radio to Wroughton, Eng., and finally 
by cable and aerial wires to London. 

The voice of Mr. Locker-Lampson 
was transmitted from London to 
Rugby, Eng., thence by radio to 
Houlton, Me., and carried by tele¬ 
phone and cable to New York. TS* 
remainder of the route was the same 
used in the Havana-London transmis¬ 
sion. 

Rates charged for conversation be¬ 
tween Havana and London will be 
$87 for the first three minutes and 
$29 for each additional minute.

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PRACTICE OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
UPHELD IN NEW INDIANA LAW 

Healing by “Spiritual Means J or Prayer” Is Exempted 
From Regulations of Medical Practice Act — Legal 
Guarantee Won With Doctors’ Co-operation

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 19 
(Special)—The practice of Christian 
Science healing has been recognized 
by the Legislature of Indiana in the 
enactment of a bill containing a 
clause exempting persons who heal 
the so-called sick and suffering “by 
spiritual means or prayer” from the 
provisions of the State Medical Prac- 

The bill, which specifically differ¬ 
entiates between such practitioners 
and those who “physically tjAat hu¬ 
man disease,” has passed both 
branches of the Legislature and has 
been signed by Ed Jackson. Gover¬ 
nor of Indiana. It will become effec¬ 
tive in May. . 

The exemption clause, which 
Christian Scientists of Indiana have 
been seeking for more than 15 years, 
was incorporated in House Bill No. 

39 which extended the Medical Prac¬ 
tice Act of Indiana to include so- 
called “drugless healers,” prescrib¬ 
ing terms and requirements for 
licensing such healers. 

The new law, after defining the 
practices coming within its meaning, 
contains the following exemption 
clause • 

“Provided, however, that this law 
shall be construed as applying only 
to those persons who pretend, claim, 
assert, or advertise that they diag¬ 
nose, or in any manner physically 
treat human disease, injury or de¬ 
formity. and shall not apply to those 
who endeavor to prevent or cure dis¬ 
ease or suffering by spiritual means 
or prayer.” 

Doctors Co-operate 
This Christian Science exemption 
clause was inserted in the bill with 
the approval and co-operation of 
representatives of the Indiana State 
Medical Association. It places In¬ 
diana in the ranks with many other 
states which have amended their 
medical pratcice regulations so as 
to exempt the practice of Christian 
Science healing. 

In discussing the new law. Charles 
W. Hale of Indianapolis, Christian 
Science Committee on Publication for 
the State of Indiana, briefly reviewed 
the efforts Christian Scientists have 
made for exemption from the Medical 
Practice Act. Mr. Hale said: 

“The Medical Practice Act of In¬ 
diana was passed by the Indiana Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in 1S97. While not 
specifically prohibiting the practice 
of Christian Science healing, this act 
defined medical practice in such a 
manner that the practice of Christian 
Science might be construed as com¬ 
ing under its provisions. In the years 
following some difficulties and con¬ 
troversies were experienced because 
of disagreement as to the proper in¬ 
terpretation of the law. 

“The Christian Scientists claimed 
their constitutional right to practice 
their religion, and eventually, while 
not fully conceding this point, the 
Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination and the medical profes¬ 
sion in general withheld their opposi¬ 
tion and permitted the practice of 
Christian Science without interfer¬ 
ence. During all of this time Chris¬ 
tian Scientists have continued the 
practice of their religion without in¬ 
terruption, and the healing work has 
made remarkable progress. 

Effort of Many Years 
1 “It *is difficult to state just how 
long the Christian Scientists have 
worked to have the legal Status of 
Christian Science practice made 
clear. At nto time has a special bill 
been introduced in the Legislature 
but whenever attempt has been made 
by physicians to amend the original 
Medical Practice Act, efforts have 
been made to have included therein 
a clause exempting Christian Sci¬ 
ence. For many years the physicians

School Children Exempted 

The Indiana Legislature at its re¬ 
cent session again recognized the 
right of parents or guardians to have 
their children excused from medical 
or physical examination by school 
physicians or other physicians. This | 
exemption was contained jn House i 
Bill No. 217 authorizing establish- | 
ment of special classes in public j 
schools for so-called underprivileged i 
children, which also has been signed 
by Governor Jackson, to become ef¬ 
fective in May. 

The new law authorizes superin¬ 
tendents of schools In cities, towns 
and counties “to have, any of the 
children under their respective juris¬ 
dictions examined by a regularly 
licensed and practicing physician or 
other competent person” to determine 
their eligibility for the special 
classes. Such examinations, how¬ 
ever, are to be subject to the follow¬ 
ing proviso: 

“No child shall be obliged to sub¬ 
mit to a medical or physical exami¬ 
nation whose parent or guardian ob¬ 
jects to such examination. Any such 
objection shall be made in writing, 
shall be signed by the parent or 
guardian of such child and shall be 
delivered to the child’s teacher or to 
any person who might order or con¬ 
duct such examination in the ab¬ 
sence of such objection.” 

Similar recognition was contained 
in the school attendance and child 
labor laws enacted in 1921, exempting 
all public school pupils from such 
examination. 


other large cities. Whilfe in most of 
the large cities of the United States 
and Europe, electricity has made 
comparatively little headway in re¬ 
placing either gas or wood for cook¬ 
ing.

Missouri Exemption Clause 
Signed by Governor Baker 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. March 19 
(Special)—Gov. Sam A. Baker has 
signed the amendment to the Mis¬ 
souri Medical Practice Act contain¬ 
ing a clause exempting from the pro¬ 
visions of the act those who practice 
healing “by spiritual means or 
prayer.” The bill will become effec¬ 
tive in 90 days from March 14. 

The exemption clause was included 
in the amendment, which is designed 
to raise the standard of educational 
requirements of applicants for 
licenses to practice medicine, at the 
request of Christian Scientists of 
Missouri. The co-operation offered by 
leading members of the state medical 
fraternity is indicated in the follow¬ 
ing statement by Arthur P. De Camp, 
Christian Science Committee on Pub¬ 
lication for Missouri: 


“Just a year ago, Dr. Emmett P. 
North of St. Louis, who was .then 
president of the Missouri State Medi¬ 
cal Association, volunteered the 
statement to the writer that, so far 
as he was personally concerned, he 
desired to see an exemption clause 
satisfactory to the Christian Scien¬ 
tists put into the bill which would 
be introduced in behalf of the asso¬ 
ciation in the 1927 legislative ses¬ 
sion. He said furthermore he would 
do everything in his power to con¬ 
vince his organization it should take 
this step. 

“Dr. North’s subsequent activities 
gave evidence of the utmost good 
faith. Shortly afterward he visited 
many meetings of local medical so¬ 
cieties throughout the State, and 
preached the doctrine that since 
Christian Scientists do not practice 
medicine, and endeavor to heal by 
prayer or spiritual means only, they 
should be exempted from the provi¬ 
sions of the Medical Practice Act. 

"About this time Dr. Herman E. 
Pearse of Kansas City, who has been 
chairman of the legislative commit¬ 
tee of the State Medical Association 
during nearly all of the period in 
which Christian Scientists have 
sought such exemption, announced

S pedal from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON — During the Imperial 
Conference here last year Stanley 
Bruce, Australia's Prime Minister, 
spoke before a crowded audience on 
the great need of his country for 
more women immigrants. Women, he 
said, were every bit as necessary as 
men as long as they were of the right 
stamp. They must be women who 
knew how to work and the more they 
knew of farm life and domestic work, 
the better. Action has already been 
taken to put into force a proposal of 
the Averse Settlement Committee for 
the establishment of a residential 
training center for selected women 
who wished to undertake household 
work in Australia but who had not 
yet the qualifications. Steps are now 
being taken to start a hostel for such 
training. 

The Lancashire County Council 
has also decided to give facilities for 
girls from secondary schools to have 
a special course of training for work 
in the dominions. The council al¬ 
ready owns a dairy and poultry farm 
at Hutton, near Preston, and there it 
is proposed to include courses in 
housewifery, management of farm 
live stock, and the cultivation of fruit. 
Instruction will also be given in 
poultry and dairy farming. 

Training will start with the junior 
dairy course of 19 weeks, followed 
by the junior poultry course of the 
same length. The student would then 
decide whether to specialize in the 
senior course of either dairy or 
poultry farming. After a short holi¬ 
day students would fill in the re¬ 
mainder of the year with practical 
work in the hostel house and farm 
and garden work. 

Even if girls, on the completion of 
their course, decide that they would 
rather not go overseas, they will be 
well trained for similar work at 
home. They would also be qualified 
to sit for diplomas which would give 
them openings for which there are 
not at present sufficient skilled 
women.

.Mayor Walker Offers Bill in 
New York Council to 
Help Oust Slums

NEW YORK, March 11—Another 
step toward wiping out the old, un¬ 
sanitary “slums” on the lower East 
Side and replacing them with model 
tenements at low rentals was taken 
with the introduction of the tax- 
exemption bill just introduced by 
Mayor James J. Walker in the board 
of estimate branch of the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The bill provides that such build¬ 
ings, constructed by public or private 
limited-dividend companies under the 
state housing law’s provisions shall 
be exempt from taxation for 20 years. 
The state housing board had recom¬ 
mended a 40-year exemption period, 
but Mayor Walker said that a com¬ 
mittee of experts which has investi¬ 
gated the situation reported to him 
that a 20-year period would be suffi¬ 
cient. 

Organizations and individuals in¬ 
terested in improving housing con¬ 
ditions in the congested districts 
have declared that the city adminis¬ 
tration’s failure to pass a tax ex¬ 
emption measure for buildings con¬ 
structed under' the state housing 
law was the chief cause of delay in 
carrying out the program of new 
construction provided for in that 
measure. 

In informed quarters it has been 
asserted that several limited-divi¬ 
dend companies were ready to start 
operations under the housing law 
just as soon as a tax-exemption 
measure was passed by the city. 

The state housing law was enacted 
at the last session of the Legislature. 
It provides that 6 per cent shall be 
the maximum dividend of the limited- 
dividend corporations operating 
under its provisions, and that the 
maximum rent in multi-family houses 
erected by these corporations shall 
be $12.50 a room a month in New 
York County; $11 in Kings and 
Bronx Counties, and $10 in Queens 
and Richmond Counties. 

In addition to improving housing 
conditions in congested districts in 
Manhattan the measure is designed 
to relieve the situation by encourag¬ 
ing a flow of the present urban popu¬ 
lation to outlying districts in the 
Bronx and Queens and Richmond 
Counties through erection of attrac¬ 
tive and cheap model apartments in 
those sections. 

The tax exemption bill introduced 
by Mayor Walker does not provide 
for total tax exemption for the prop¬ 
erties involved, as it applies only to 
the buildings and not to the sites. 
The board of estimate referred the 
bill to the committee on local laws 
of tjie municipal assembly, from 
which after deliberation, it will be 
sent to the full municipal assembly. 

A bill defining the powers of the 
board of estimate and the board of 
aldermen will be introduced in Al¬ 
bany within a few days, Mayor 
Walker said. This will settle the 
question which has arisen as to 
whether under the Home Rule A 
the board of aldermen stjll retains 
the power to pass a tax exemption 
ordinance, he asserted.

MOSCOW, March 11 (/P)—Soviet 
Russia began a great five-day cele¬ 
bration of the tenth anniversary yes¬ 
terday of the March. 1917, revolu¬ 
tion which culminated in the down¬ 
fall of the Romanoff dynasty and the 
birth of the “proletarian dictator¬ 
ship.” 

Moscow was ablaze with red ban¬ 
ners. illuminated pictures of Soviet 
leaders and placards containing in¬ 
flammatory inscriptions. Meetings 
were held at factories, schools and 
workmen's clubs, while special per¬ 
formances of revolutionary plays 
were given at the theaters. 

Saturday, which is the tenth an¬ 
niversary of the formation of the 
first Soviet of Workers and Soldiers, 
has been proclaimed a national holi¬ 
day. All the highest members of the 
Soviet Government, the Communist 
Party and the Third Internationale 
will assemble at the National Thea¬ 
ter where leading Soviet orators will 
review the history of the revolution 
and the significance of the events 
of the last decade.

Oil Riches to Help 
Improve Newspaper 

Better Printing Plant , Is 
Editor s First Goal in Using 
Unexpected Wealth 

PONCA CITY, Okla. (Special Cor¬ 
respondence)—“It is my intention to 
use at least some of my oil money 
in getting out a better paper,” says 
Jesse W. Kayser, editor of the Chick- 
ahsa Star, commenting upon the un¬ 
expected wealth that has come to 
him through buying a tract of land 
to aid an Indian some years ago. 

“Not only do I like the game,” de¬ 
clares Mr. Kayser, "but I also want a 
business for my boy, as the oil wells 
might quit flowing. For that reason 
chiefly, I intend to build up the news¬ 
paper plant and keep jit going. I ex¬ 
pect to install a new $6000 press, buy 
some new type faces, and attempt to 
get out a paper that would be a 
credit to any town.” 

Mr. Kayser came to Oklahoma 20 
years ago with $150 in his pocket 
and launched into the newspaper 
business. It has brought him promi¬ 
nence in several lines; he served as 
president of the Oklahoma Press As¬ 
sociation and for four years on the 
State Board of Affairs. 

“I had no idea of buying the land,” 
says Mr. Kayser, “until the Chicka¬ 
saw approached me on Christmas 
eve and offered to sell, saying he 
wanted some money to buy presents 
for bis family. He wanted $30 an 
acre, and without having seen the 
land I closed the deal.” 

The tract totals 50 acres. There 
came an oil strike in the vicinity and 
Mr. Kayser was offered $3000 an 
acre. He retained a one-eighth roy¬ 
alty in all oil produced and the first 
well started at an estimated flow of 
1000 barrels a day.

FRANCE UNABLE 
TO TAKE PART 


PHILADELPHIA, March 19 OP)— 
The American Indian is not an alien 
in the sense that he may be barred 
from this country under existing im¬ 
migration laws, in the opinion of 
Judge Oliver B. Dickinson, of the 
United States District Court. 

Judge Dickinson has so ruled in 
the case of Paul Diabo, an Iroquois 
of the Caughnawaga reservation. 
Canada, who was arrested, a year 
ago charged with having entered this 
country without a visa. The decision 
brought a step nearer conclusion the 
long legal contest between the immi¬ 
gration authorities and attorneys for 
Mr. Diabo, who were engaged by the 
Six Nations, the confederation of six 
big Indian tribes of North America, 
to defend the case.

Tlie Governor declared that a sur¬ 
plus of at least $4,500,000 was abso¬ 
lutely necessary and that he would 
see that it existed by cutting down 
appropriation bills if no new reve¬ 
nues are obtained. 

Is Legislature’s Problem 

“Where the money is to come from 
is the Legislature’s problem,” he said. 
“I’ll take no responsibility for it. 
But the Republican leaders have got 
■to find the money to run this state or 
I’ll find it- for them,” Mr. Smith said. 

“Governor Smith has attempted' to 
cajole and coerce us into enacting 
this ta»,” Mr. Hutchinson, who is 
chairman of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, declared. “He 
seems to believe that new revenues 
are required to keep up a safe sur¬ 
plus. It has been evident to me for 
a long time that with any sort of 
economy in our appropriations, we 
can keep within our current reve¬ 
nues. Our resources have been in¬ 
creasing at a rate that should en¬ 
able us to avoid new taxes at pres¬ 
ent. I do not believe a gasoline tax 
is necessary this year, and I am 
against it.” 

Says Tax Unnecessary 

Mr. Hewitt, who is chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, was even 
more outspoken. 

“Governor Smith,” he said, “has 
talked to us (legislative leaders) for 
two hours at a stretch demanding 
that w pass a gasoline tax before we 
adjourn. I am opposed to such a 
tax at this time because I believe it 
is unnecessary. 

“Yet the Republicans are blamed 
for suggesting this tax. Why doesn’t 
the Governor come out in the open 
and say what he wants instead of 
trying to compel us to do it for him?” 

The two leaflets declared that Gov¬ 
ernor Smith had threatened vetoes 
on rural improvement and construc¬ 
tion bills unless the gasoline tax is' 
passed.

From Woolsthorpe he went to 
Cambridge, where -Trinity College 
gave, him a scholarship and where 
he afterward became professor of 
optics. Here he also distinguished 
himself by successfully opposing an 
attempt made by James II to obtain 
a degree for a Benedictine monk who 
had not passed the requisite scholas¬ 
tic tests. Newton emerged from this 
contest, in defense of university 
privilege against royal aggression, so 
well known that he was elected to 
the House of Commons. 


Government, Mr. Diabo was released 
from the custody of the immigration 
authorities in $500 bail. 

The case was first heard before the 
Commissioners of Immigration at the 
Port of Philadelphia, who decided Mr. 
Diabo was an alien and ordered him 
deported. This decision was sus¬ 
tained in Washington by the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor's board of review. As 
Mr. Diabo was about to be deported 
his counsel obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus and the decision of Judge 
Dickinson just rendered was on that 
writ. 

Commenting on his decision, Judge 
Dickinson asserted that he might 
have taken too broad a view of the 
question, but that the Indians had 
always been recognized by the United 
States as a nation and as a race in¬ 
dependent of the Government in the 
ordinary sense of the phrase. 

"The boundary line to establish the 
respective territory of the United 
States and of Great Britain was 
clearly not intended to, and just as 
clearly did not, affect the Indians,” 
the court said.

Final decision regarding sending 
an observer to the conference is ex¬ 
pected at the next meeting of the 
Cabinet which will probably be held 
tomorrow. 

Further sta-ength was given the be¬ 
lief that no observer will be ap¬ 
pointed by the fact that the French 
Foreign Minister, Aristide Briand had 
a conference with M. Paul-Bon- 
cour who represents France on the 
League's disarmament commission. 
M. Paul-Boncour is known to be an 
active champion of the League’s gen¬ 
eral plan, in which reduction of land 
and naval armaments will be consid¬ 
ered together instead of separately.

lished only in wet areas. Dry terri¬ 
tory may change by a three-fifth 
vote. 

Under the bill, liquor can be pur¬ 
chased only by persons holding per¬ 
mits, which are to be granted irre¬ 
spective of nationality, to those over 
21 who have been residents in the 
province more than one month and 
to tourists. They may be revoked for 
abuse and law violation. The fee for 
the permits, which it is understood 
will be nominal, will be fixed by the 
control body. The commission also 
has power to refuse a permit to an 
individual without explanation. 

No immediate reduction in the 
price of liquors now charged at the 
Ontario Government dispensaries is 
expected when the control commis¬ 
sion takes charge. The bill gives the 
commission the control of brands, 
prices, hours of sale and empowers 
it to regulate the amount to be sold 
at one time. Severe penalties are 
provided for violations, a two months' 
jail sentence being mandatory for 
first offenses for illegal sale. Jail 
sentences also are mandatory for 
persons found possessing liquor not 
bought in Government stores. 

No advertising of liquor is per¬ 
mitted.

Cuban Secretary of State 
Sends Greeting to Brit¬ 
ish Foreign Office 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

NEW YORK, March 11—Havana, 
Cuba, and London, Eng. came within 
speaking distance of each other today 
when telephone service was formally 
declared open to the public follow¬ 
ing a greeting and conversation be¬ 
tween Martinez Ortiz, Cuban Secre¬ 
tary of State, and Godfrey Locker- 
Lampson, of the British Foreign 
Office. 

The latest link in the transatlantic 
telephone system is a striking 
achievement in combined use of sub¬ 
marine cable, oberhead wires, under¬ 
ground and aerial transmission. Only 
one-twentieth of a second was re¬ 
quired for transmitting the voice 
over the distance of more than 5000 
miles, according to an announcement 
by the American Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company. 

Dr. Ortiz opened the conversation 
at 8:30 o’clock this morning. His 
voice traveled first through a deep 
sea telephone cable connecting 
Havana with Key West, P’la., th«yn by 
aerial wire to Miami, then by cafrier 
current system on aerial wires to 
Washington, D. C. Thence it went 
by underground cable to New York, 
then by aerial and underground 
cable to the radio transmitting sta¬ 
tion at Rocky Point, L. I., then by 
radio to Wrougliton, Eng., and finally 
by cable and aerial wires to London. 

The voice of Mr. Locker-Lampson 
was transmitted from London to 
Rugby, Eng., thence by radio to 
Houlton, Me., and carried by tele¬ 
phone and cable to New York. TtV* 
remainder of the route was the same 
used in the Havana-London transmis¬ 
sion. 

Rates charged for conversation be¬ 
tween Havana and London will be 
$87 for the first three minutes and 
$29 for each additional minute.

Guarantee Won With Doctors’ C (# 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 19 
(Special)—The practice of Christian 
Science healing has been recognized 
by the Legislature of Indiana in the 
enactment of a bill containing a 
clause exempting persons who heal 
the so-called sick and suffering by 
spiritual means or prayer” from the 
provisions of the State Medical Piac- 
fcicp Act 

The bill, which specifically differ¬ 
entiates between such practitioners 
and those who "physically t/eat hu¬ 
man disease,” has passed both 
branches of the Legislature and has 
been signed by Ed Jackson. Gover¬ 
nor of Indiana. It will become effec¬ 
tive in May. 

The exemption clause, which 
Christian Scientists of Indiana have 
been seeking for more than 15 years, 
was incorporated in House Bill No. 

39 which extended the Medical Prac¬ 
tice Act of Indiana to include so- 
called "drugless healers,” prescrib¬ 
ing terms and requirements for 
licensing such healers. 

The new law, after defining the 
practices coming within its meaning, 
contains the following exemption 
c1hU86 ' 

"Provided, however, that, this law 
shall be construed as applying only 
to those persons who pretend, claim, 
assert, or advertise that they diag¬ 
nose, or in any manner physically 
treat human disease, injury or de¬ 
formity. and shall not apply to those 
who endeavor to prevent or cure dis¬ 
ease or suffering by spiritual means 
or prayer." 

Doctors Co-operate 

This Christian Science exemption 
clause was inserted in the bill with 
the approval and co-operation of 
representatives of the Indiana State 
Medical Association. It places In¬ 
diana In the ranks with many other 
states which have amended their 
medical pratcice regulations so as 
to exempt the practice of Christian 
Science healing. 

In discussing the new law, Charles 
W. Hale of Indianapolis, Christian 
Science Committee on Publication for 
the State of Indiana, briefly reviewed requirements

Similar recognition was contained 
in the school attendance and child 
labor laws enacted in 1921, exempting 
all public school pupils from such 
examination. 
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Missouri Exemption Clause 
Signed by Governor Baker 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. March 19 
(Special)—Gov. Sam A. Baker has 
signed the amendment to the Mis¬ 
souri Medical Practice Act contain¬ 
ing a clause exempting from the pro¬ 
visions of the act those who practice 
healing "by spiritual means or 
prayer.”

Effort of Many Years 

“It *is difficult to state just how 
long the Christian Scientists have 
worked to have the legal Status of 
Christian Science practice made 
clear. At nto time has a special bill 
been introduced in the Legislature 
but whenever attempt has been made 
by physicians to append the original 
Medical Practice Act, efforts have 
been made to have included therein 
a clause exempting Christian Sci¬ 
ence. For many years the physicians

Sficrial from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON — During the Imperial 
Conference here last year Stanley 
Bruce, Australia's Prime Minister, 
spoke before a crowded audience on 
the great need of his country for 
more women immigrants. Women, he 
said, were every bit as necessary as 
men as long as they were of the right 
stamp. They must be women who 
knew how to work and the more they 
knew of farm life and domestic work, 
the better. Action has already been 
taken to put into force a proposal of 
the Averse Settlement Committee for 
the establishment of a residential 
training center for selected women 
who wished to undertake household 
work in Australia but who had not 
yet the qualifications. Steps are now 
being taken to start a hostel for such 
training. 

The Lancashire County Council 
has also decided to give facilities for 
girls from secondary schools to have 
a special course of training for work 
in the dominions. The council al¬ 
ready owns a dairy and poultry farm 
at Hutton, near Preston, and there it 
is proposed to include courses in 
housewifery, management of farm 
live stock, and the cultivation of fruit. 
Instruction will also be given In 
poultry and dairy farming. 

Training will start with the junior 
dairy course of 19 weeks, followed 
by the junior poultry course of the 
same length. The student would then 
decide whether to specialize in the 
senior course of either dairy or 
poultry farming. After a short holi¬ 
day students would fill in the re¬ 
mainder of the year with practical 
work in the hostel house and farm 
and garden work. 

Even if girls, on the completion of 
their course, decide that they would 
rather not go overseas, they will be 
well trained for similar work at 
home. They would also be qualified 
to sit for diplomas which would give 
them openings for which there are 
not at present sufficient skilled 
women.

DETROIT, March 24. (&)—Aaron 
Saplro'8 $1,000,000 libel suit against 
Henry Ford assumed a new and du¬ 
bious status today as the result of 
the elimination of flfty-four allega¬ 
tions of libel and the attempt to 
change the phraseology of one other. 

In the face of a strenuous defense 
fight for a continuation of the trial 
until next Monday, coupled with the 
assertion that the Ford counsel think 
they are entitled even to a mistrial, 
Judge Raymond ordered the trial to 
proceed. 

He refused to permit an alteration 
in the wording of one of the charges 
which sought to establish that oppro¬ 
brium attached to the word "Jew,” as 
printed In a series of articles In the 
Ford-owned Dearborn Independent, 
which led to the suit. 

RULING MONDAY 

Judge Raymond stated that next 
Monday he will rule finally on the 
defense request for additional time 
to study the amended complaint, 
meanwhile holding an open mind. 

"I think we are entitled to a con¬ 
tinuance, or even to a mistrial, but I 
do not wish to ask for a mistrial,” 
said Stewart Hanley of Ford counsel 
In demanding time "to study an en¬ 
tirely new case.” 

"We should prefer to continue the 
trial of the case,” he addffd. "Ev¬ 
erything is so chaotic, however, we 
cannot tell where we stand." 

Judge Raymond said he is "not dis¬ 
posed to grant any continuances, as 
I am most anxious to make prog¬ 
ress." 

"I must say that visible signs of 
progress are not numerous up to this 
time,” he added. 

The Judge pointed out that the 
amendments were made on his own 
suggestion to Sapiro's counsel, twice 
imposed, once In open court and pre¬ 
viously in chambers. 

PRECEDENTS CITED 

He cited United States Supreme 
Court precedents and stated that 
Federal courts are much more liberal 
in permitting amendments than are 
State courts. 

The defense attorneys contended, 
however. that the amendment 
changed the entire cause of action 
and put on it the burden of reread¬ 
ing and re-examining the declaration. 
It might be necessary, Insisted Han¬ 
ley, to hold new inquiries concern¬ 
ing new evidence needed and to de¬ 
termined whether, even If the new 
evidence were available, the defense 
would wish to introduce it. 

He pointed out that In compiling 
evidence for the present trial the en¬ 
tire country was the source. 

Under a ruling today by Judge 
Raymond, the names of Bernard Ba¬ 
ruch, Lewis Marshall, Otto Kahn, 
Charles Warburg and the Goldman 
Sachs Company entered the trial for 
the first time via testimony. 

ARTICLES SHOWN 

With William J. Cameron, editor 
of the Dearborn Independent, on the 
witness stand for the fifth day.

Cameron replied negatively, and 
William Henry Gallagher, attorney 
for Sapiro, produced reprints in 
bound volumes of articles which ap¬ 
peared in the Independent between 
1920 and 1922.

under which the Federal nareoth 
j law enforcement authorities havt 
been handling the illicit traffic.

Under the ruling of Federal Judge 
Bom-quln, the Federal act is a reve¬ 
nue law only. Therefore the prose¬ 
cutions against traffickers in nar¬ 
cotics are being set at naught under 
the court's direction, insofar as 
other phases of the peddling and the 
possession of the contraband is con¬ 
cerned. 

It is to this that attention is being 
given, in the thought that the Legis¬ 
lature may be cajled upon to put 
heavier penalties and more stringent 
provisions in the state poison "act 
and other code statutes which aim 
at the traffic. 

Thus far the Legislature, without 
up to this time giving special con¬ 
cern to the Federal court's pro¬ 
nouncements on the Federal law, 
have made some advance steps 
toward the general bracing up of 
state enforcement. 

A bill has passed the Senate which 
will place under the charge of a 
chief narcotic enforcement officer 
the work of handling th# oam* 
paigns against the whole business of 
unlawful traffic.

NEW YORK, March 24. (Exclusive) 
Dr. and Mrs. Herbert S. Dickey, who 
recently completed a nine months' 
trip In South America, have returned 
here. In their trunk reposed the head 
of Anguashl. a South American head 
hunter chieftain who loved well, but 
xmwisely.

Then followed 
a trip of 1000 miles down the Napo

canoes—to the Amazon. A 2000-mile 
trip down the Amazon to Para, Brazil, 
ended the tour.

Each 
of the forty-eight Indian carriers they 
hired from village to village was paid 
in that merchandise to the extent of 
about $1 a week. A canoe cost about 
$12 and was capable of holding four 
tons.

Judge Conlan's courtroom was 
crowded as the trial opened, even 
standing room being at a premium. 

Among the spectators were Archi¬ 
bald Mooney and Paul Clifford, also 
officials of the carpenters' union who 
are on bail pending trial with five 
others on the same charge when the 
present case has been concluded. 
Three of those summoned on the jury 
panel failed to put in an appear¬ 
ance and bench warrants were issued. 

Sessions will be continued tomor¬ 
row, with indications that the trial 
will be technically fought and long 
drawn out.

He refused to permit an alteration 
in the wording of one of the charges 
which sought to establish that oppro¬ 
brium attached to the word "Jew,” as 
printed in a series of articles In the 
Ford-owned Dearborn Independent, 
which led to the suit. 

RULING MONDAY 

Judge Raymond stated that next 
Monday he will rule finally on the 
defense request for additional time 
to study the amended complaint, 
meanwhile holding an open mind. 

"I think we are entitled to a con¬ 
tinuance, or even to a mistrial, but 1 
do not wish to ask for a mistrial,” 
said Stewart Hanley of Ford counsel 
In demanding time “to study an en¬ 
tirely new case.” 

"We should prefer to continue the 
trial of the case,” he added. "Ev¬ 
erything is so chaotic, however, we 
cannot tell where we stand.” 

Judge Raymond said he Is "not dis¬ 
posed to grant any continuances, as 
I am most anxious to make prog¬ 
ress.” 

“I must say that visible signs of 
progress are not numerous up to this 
time,” he added. 

The Judge pointed out that the 
amendments were made on his own 
suggestion to Saplro’s counsel, twice 
imposed, once in open court and pre¬ 
viously in chambers. 

PRECEDENTS CITED 

He cited United States Supreme 
Court precedents and stated that 
Federal courts are much more liberal 
in permitting amendments than are 
State courts. 

The defense attorneys contended, 
however, that the amendment 
changed the entire cause of action 
and put on It the burden of reread¬ 
ing and re-examining the declaration. 
It might be necessary, insisted Han¬ 
ley, to hold new inquiries concern¬ 
ing new evidence needed and to de¬ 
termined whether, even If the new 
evidence were available, the defense 
would wish to Introduce It. 

He pointed out that in compiling 
evidence for the present trial the en¬ 
tire country was the source. 

Under a ruling today by Judge 
Raymond, the names of Bernard Ba¬ 
ruch, Lewis Marshall, Otto Kahn, 
Charles Warburg and the Goldman 
Sachs Company entered the trial for 
the first time via testimony.

OUTSTANDING! long-distance run 

Two Men ( Cover 89 Miles, 
While Girl Does 28^/2 

AUSTIN, Texas, March 26 G4 3 )—Two 
Tarahumara Indian runners from the 
moutain wilds of Mexico ran 89 miles 
from San Antonio to Austin yesterday 
in less than 15h., and finished appar¬ 
ently as fresh as when they started. 

Their endurance was matched by a 
girl of their tribe, who ran 28 V 2 miles, 
and then insisted on running around 
the quarter-mile track in the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas Stadium several 
times. The races were features of the 
Texas relay games. 

Jose Torres and Tomas Zafiro, the 
men, started from San Antonio at 3: ( 19 
o’clock Friday morning and crossed 
the finish line in the stadium at 6:12 
last night, making their time for 89.4 
miles 14h. 54m. Libia Cuzarare. the 
gii-I, finished the 2S% ipiles in 4h. 56m. 

The men were unaccustomed to the 
hard surfaced highways and the rough 
gravel roads over which their course 
led them, and were forced to wear 
sandals, but they never varied the 
easy rhythm of their stride, except 
when they stopped for a rub or for 
food. 

In their first hour they covered 
about six miles and this pace was in¬ 
creased until they were running faster 
than seven miles an hour at times. 
Escorted by automobiles they trotted 
up to the judges' stand and delivered 
a message from the Mayor of San An¬ 
tonio to a representative of Governor 
Moody. Both men stood up on a plat¬ 
form and were cheered enthusiastic¬ 
ally by the 12,000 persons in the 
stadium for the relays.

PACT FORESEEN 


Italy Reported to Be Making 
Approaches to Budapest 
—Hungary’s Dilemma 

By Wireless via Postal Telegraph 
from Halifax 

BUDAPEST, March 25—An en¬ 
tirely new feature has arisen in the 
Italo-Balkan situation owing to the 
possibility of Italy concluding with 
Hungary a treaty of friendship and 
arbitration, which may result from 
the approaching visit of Count Betli- 
len to Home. The Hungarian Pre¬ 
mier will probably meet Benito Mus¬ 
solini early in April. Hitherto he has 
explained that he is going to Rome 
to pave the way to an Italo-Hun- 
garian commercial treaty and to 
reach an agreement in respect to a 
free zone for Hungary at Fiume. 

The idea of a friendship treaty is a 
new element and makes Count Beth- 
len's journey take on greater impor¬ 
tance. A friendship treaty would 
place Hungary on a new basis, for 
it would be the first time since the 
war that a great power has made ad¬ 
vances to Budapest of such political 
significance. It would raise Hun¬ 
gary’s prestige, but perhaps at the 
cost of raising also the suspicion of 
central Europe that Hungary is be¬ 
ing used by Italy to further it? quest 
for power in the Balkans. 

A Hungarian treaty would be the 
third link in the chain after the 
Albanian pact and the Italian recog¬ 
nition of Rumania’s right to Bes¬ 
sarabia. Hungary is in a delicate 
position. Italy’s friendship can 
hardly be refused. At the same time 
In Hungary the feeling is strong 
that friendship with Jugoslavia 
should not. be jeopardized at any 
price.

Indignant at Charges

BELGRADE, March 25 — Parlia¬ 
ment yesterday concluded a discus¬ 
sion on its foreign policy and the 
strained relations with Italy. With 
the exception of one incident when 
a member criticized the conduct of 
the Italian Minister to Belgrade, Gen¬ 
eral Bodrero, the discussion was con¬ 
ducted decorously. The entire cham¬ 
ber without exception rejected with 
indignation the Italian accusation 
that Jugoslavia was mobilizing so as 
to provoke disorder in Albania. 

Then followed a spontaneous offer 
by the Belgrade Government of an 
inquiry to be held on the spot by 
American, English, Italian and 
French military attaches concerning 
the Italian accusation. Diplomatic 
circles affirm that in a few days the 
Belgrade Government will circulate 
a note to all the powers giving de¬ 
tails of alleged hurried Italian mili¬ 
tary preparations being a menace to 
neighboring countries. For this 
reason a similar inquiry by Italy 
will also be demanded.

ROME, March 25—According to the 
Tribuna, Italy is ready to agree to 
the appointment of a. commission of 
military experts to investigate the 
situation on Jugoslavian-Albanian 
frontier, but it is doubted whether 
the commission will be able to throw 
much light on the alleged military 
preparations in Jugoslavia. It is 
childish to think, writes the Tribuna, 
that any such inquiry carried out at 
such distance of time from the de¬ 
nunciation made by the Italian Gov¬ 
ernment can lead to any result.

LONDON, March 25—Although the 
tension of the Italo-Jugoslav dispute 
over the Albanian frontier has now 
almost entirely disappeared, the 
British and other governments take 
the view that the present is. an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity for trying to find 
a solution in order to prevent recur¬ 
rence of such incidents. Hence the 
appointment of an inquiry commis¬ 
sion is still strongly urged in British 
diplomatic circles. 

The Commission, it is felt, ought to 
be an impartial body of neutral ob¬ 
servers, preferably representatives of 
Great Britain, France and Germany— 
three powers to whom Italy ad¬ 
dressed the original complaint—ac¬ 
companied by Italian, Jugoslav and 
Albanian observers. It ought, more¬ 
over, to have authority to pursue the 
inquiry on both sides of the frontier. 

League supporters criticize the 
proposal on the grounds that the 
League is specially created to deal 
with such emergencies, and for the 
great powers to take the matter into 
their own hands, tends to weaken the 
authority of Geneva.

“Foreign concessions and settle¬ 
ments like those at Hankow and Kiu- 
kiang are assailed and overrun and 
sacked by mobs and if anyone—es¬ 
pecially any Britisher—defends his 
own house and goods, the air is rent 
with cries about a murderous impe¬ 
rialism and so forth. 

Wrought to Yiolence 

“We know who inspires all this 
anti-British agitation by which the 
poor and ignorant Chinese coolies 
are wrought up to violence and pil¬ 
lage. The inspiration comes from 
Moscow—which from the first estab¬ 
lishment of the Soviet Republic, has 
aimed at driving the British alto¬ 
gether out of Asia—believing that if 
it could accomplish this it would not 
be difficult to get rid of other western 
powers from the Asiatic Continent 
and thus dominate that Continent 
themselves and secure it for their 
ideas. And believing, secondly, that 
if the British can he driven out of 
Asia, it will not be difficult to pro¬ 
mote a Bolshevik revolution in Great 
Britain itself, which would be the 
precursor of similar revolutions in 
all European countries. 

“That was the plan. It has been 
stated so many times in public utter¬ 
ances and in the press of Russia 
that I hardly think anyone will want 
to gainsay it. 

"Now, in truth it seems that the 
real danger to Asia is Russian impe¬ 
rialism. which is as lively today as 
it eyer was in the time of'the Tsars. 
The semi-independent countries of 


Central Asia where Russia rules 
have now lost all shadow of inde¬ 
pendence. A Soviet republic rules in 
Mongolia, a Province of China, and 
Bolshevist Russia has taken care to 
maintain the hold of imperial Russia 
over the Chinese Eastern Railway. 

"Who can doubt that Moscow 
today dreams of being, if not exactly 
the center of all governments of 
Asia, at least a sort of communistic 
spiritual center which will dictate 
policy to Asiatic countries, then to 
Europe and finally perhaps to 
America? It is a great scheme 
worthy of a brain like Lenine who, 
when all is said and done, was prob¬ 
ably the most extraordinary man of 
our time. But the plans of the great¬ 
est oft go wrong. There is no sign 
that either China or India or Persia 
are inclined to embrace the gospel 
of communism any more than are 
the countries of Europe. 

Accepted Assistance 

"The Nationalist Party of China 
have accepted assistance from Mos¬ 
cow, as did at one time the National¬ 
ist Party in Turkey, but it does not 
follow in the least that they believe 
in the nationalization of production, 
distribution- and supply, any^more 
than the Government of Turkey. 

“There would seem to he no reason, 
therefore, once civil war has ceased 
in China, and there is there a gov¬ 
ernment which we can recognize as 
speaking in the name of the whole 
country, why we should not speed¬ 
ily set to work to revise treaties 
and recognize the great Chinese Na¬ 
tion as on the same footing with the 
rest of the independent nations of 
the earth. 

"Meanwhile, as the country is still 
disturbed by civil war and as our 
settlement in cities like Hankow and 
Kiukiang were invaded by angry 
mobs and treaty rights broken by 
violence, we, like other countries, 
are determined to maintain our 
treaty rights and to protect British 
lives and property at Shanghai 
against attack by mobs or undis¬ 
ciplined soldiery. That is the whole 
object of our sending troops to 
Shanghai.”

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BELGIUM STIRRED UP' 
BY D UTCH RE JECTION 

By Wireless via Postal Telegraph 
from Halifax 

BRUSSELS, March 26—The rejec¬ 
tion of the Belgo-Dntch Treaty by 
the First Chamber of the States 
General has caused a big stir in po¬ 
litical circles. Emil Vandervelde, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, told The 
Christian Science Monitor repre¬ 
sentative that he considered that 
further direct negotiations with Hol¬ 
land were impossible. The questions 
which the treaty ought to have solved, 
however, remain. 

In 1919 the Great Powers recog¬ 
nized that the settlement of the ques¬ 
tion of the Scheldt navigation and 
water communications between the 
Rhine and Belgium were of vital in¬ 
terest to the latter. The Belgian Gov¬ 
ernment now will communicate 
through diplomatic channels with the 
British and French Governments on 
the sequel of the Dutch repection. 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
WASHINGTON, March 25—Senti¬ 
ment in favor of supporting the Ad¬ 
ministration in its foreign and 
domestic policies has marked the ses¬ 
sions here of the School of Politics 
conducted by the League of Republi¬ 
can Women. 

The support of the Administration 
extends to all branches of the service 
and is especially strong for the army 
and Navy. A session devoted to "Na¬ 
tional Defense” included speeches by 
Maj.-Gen. C. P. Summerall, chief of 
staff; Brig.-Gen. Roy Hoffman, presi¬ 
dent. National Reserve Officers’ Asso¬ 
ciation; F. Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Aeronautics, 
and Curtis D. Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Education in Politics 

The session following was devoted 
to a discussion of matters brought 
out by these speakers as it applies"to 
the political education of women. 
The Round Table was conducted by 
Maj. Gen. Fox Connor for the Army, 
and Rear Admiral Frank H. Scho¬ 
field for the Navy. 

In answer to a question, General 
Connor said that no officer who had 
been in the war would wish to see 
another conflict if it could be 
avoided. About that he thought 
there was doubt. Admiral Schofield 
praised the conduct of the marines 
in Haiti. 

General Connor outlined what is 
being done in the army for the edu¬ 
cation of both men and officers. The 
culmination of the officers’ training 
is to be found in the War College at 
Washington, where, as he said, 
“s'ate-craft comes in.” 

To an inquiry as to whether the 
activities of opponents had had any 
effect on the training camps. General 
Connor replied that all of the hoys 
are receiving training in military 
schools and colleges that the annv 
has funds for and the same thing is 
true of the training camps. While 
there are about 100,000 on the Offi¬ 
cers’ Reserve Corps, actually only 
between 15,000 and 16,000 take the 
15 days’ training. 

“The military establishment de¬ 
pends upon the sentiment of the 
country,” General Connor said. 

Uses of Aviation 

In reply as to the use of aviation 
in the navy, Admiral Schofield said 
that the airplane was of great as¬ 
sistance when the ships were firing 
at targets, since a message could be 
sent from the boiler-room to an air¬ 
plane 10 miles away and an answer 
returned in seven seconds while the 
time for the projectile was about 30 
seconds. The airplane therefore can 
act as a director of gunfire as well as 
prove serviceable in scouting work. 

Admiral Schofield replying to a 
question on the elevation of guns on 
battleships, said it was done for the 


purpose of shooting farther and that 
it was no violation of the treaty, in 
letter or spirit. The elevation would 
double, perhaps treble, the effective¬ 
ness of the fleet in action. 

The speaker told of the methods of 
recreation supplied for the men 
while at sea. The best films are ob¬ 
tained for the navy, sometimes be¬ 
fore they are shown on land. The 
men themselves are very ingenious 
entertainers and the “Happy Hours” 
include many clever stunts. 

BRITISH LIBERALS 
WIN BY-ELECTIONS 

Contest Caused by Capt. Benn 
Turning to Labor

LONDON, March 25—The Liberals' 
success in the Leith by-election 
where the party has held the seat, 
although their previous representa¬ 
tive there (Capt. Wedgewood Bennl 
had seceded to Labor and their can¬ 
didate, Ernest Brown, was a stranger 
to the electors, shows how strong is 
the opposition to extremism. So black 
seemed the Liberal prospects that 
the Conservatives, who did not con¬ 
test this seat at the general election 
ran a candidate. Allan Beaton, to test 
public opinion. 

This increased the Liberals’ diffi¬ 
culties by splitting the constitutional 
vote. Labor was defeated, however, 
owing to its own tactics. Instead of 
adopting the ex-Liberal, Captain 
Benn, who is now a Moderate Social¬ 
ist, as a candidate it thought it could 
win upon a full-blown radical pro- • 
gram. It thus adopted Robert F. 
Wilson, who stood uncompromisingly 
for “down with Capitalism.” Mr. 
Wilson had long nursed the constit¬ 
uency and was regarded as a strong 
candidate personally, which increases 
the significance of his defeat. The 
Liberals are greatly heartened by 
this result as the beginning of a re¬ 
vival under Mr. Lloyd George’s lead¬ 
ership. The Conservatives, on the 
other hand, regard it as a proof that 
Labor’s hold upon the electorate is 
based upon a misapprehension of the 
real issues involved.

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PAUL-BONCOUR 
EXPLAINS ACTION 

Wealth-Drafting Bill Meets 
With Opposition—Commu¬ 
nist Misrepresentation 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
Bn Wireless via Postal Telegraph 
from Halifax 

PARIS, April 1—The wealth-draft¬ 
ing bill which passed easily thrpugh 
the Chamber o£ Deputies now arouses 
opposition. The Communists misrep¬ 
resent the proposition as incorporat¬ 
ing women and children among the 
forces of the nation and pursue the 
loudest campaign against the alleged 
war preparations. 

The Socialists who are about to 
hold a congress are troubled. It. was 
a Socialist leader, M. Paul-Boncour, 
who piloted the bill through Parlia¬ 
ment. He is a prominent pacifist; 
nevertlieles his intentions are misun¬ 
derstood. Some Socialist sections are 
preparing a strenuous protest against 
the possibility of universal conscrip¬ 
tion. M. Paul-Boncour has given out 
the following message: “My efforts 
are to avoid war by organizing peace. 
But if war ever comes it is surely 
better to be ready and not to endure 
sacrifices caused by hasty improvisa¬ 
tions. My political action has two as¬ 
pects. It is not always understood, 
but it is simple. The two sides are 
not contradictory but complementary. 

Organization Essential 
“It is the first time that national 
defense begins by the affirmation 
that it cannot operate except with 
consent. It is a new departure 
in history. It is a new hope. How 
stupid to imagine that women with 
children will be snatched from their 
homes. Everybody should render 
service in the event of danger, but 
service is to bring up children. Still 
women have proved their value and 
it is advisable t 0 discover precisely 
their role in the total mobilization 
for the purposes of defense. Evi¬ 
dently the right to vote should 
follow.” 

Leon Blum, the Socialist chief, also 
vigorously supports the measure 
which, he says, cannot be used to 
facilitate aggressive designs. M. 
Blum asserts that “the organization 
of the Nation under the bill cannot 
be operated for a French attack 
against another nation. It can only 
operate on two hypotheses, namely 
if a nation’s object is manifest ag¬ 
gression, or under the League of Na¬ 
tions' demands, should there be a 
need of fulfilling an international 
engagement. 

Useful in Internal Troubles 
“It would be put into movement 
also in case of internal troubles and 
social conflicts. Property becomes no 
more sacred than persons. Profiteer¬ 
ing is suppressed. The real question 
is whether the country, should defend 
itself if attacked. If it should, does 
it not follow that the entire Nation 
with its resources should partici¬ 
pate?” 

The Left parties in France par- 
icularly emphasize that they are con 
currently striving for peace and in¬ 
deed the pacific sentiments of the 
Radicals and Socialists historically 
never ceased and generally cannot be 
doubted. M. Blum adds that the risks 
of war would decrease as conse¬ 
quence of war affecting a larger part 
of the nation. To engage everybody 
in advance is practically to render 
war impossible, except in case it 
must obviously fight to preserve its 
national existence. _ 

“FLAPPER SUFFRAGE” 
DIVIDES CABINET

Historical Sketch Shows Inter¬ 
esting Growth 

PORT HURON. Mich. (Special Cor¬ 
respondence) — First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, this city, was dedi¬ 
cated recently. In referring to the 
exercises, the Port Huron Times- 
Herald said in part: 

The dedication of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Port Huron, took 
place in the church edifice. Sixth 
and Union Streets, Sunday. Two 
services were held. The dedication 
of a Christian Science church signi¬ 
fies that the edifice is free from 
debt. 

In addition to the regular Sunday 
order of service, a brief history of 
the progress of Christian Science in 
Port Huron was read, both morning 
and afternoon. In part it follows: 

The first steps tbward establishing 
Christian Science in Port Huron were 
taken in June, 1S99, when services 
were held in a residence at 729 Pine 
Street with but three attendants. It 
was not until Nov. 22, 1902, that 
articles of association were secured, 
and First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Port Huron. Mich., was organized. 

The first place secured for the 
holding of services, other than a 
private home, was Buckeridge Hall 
on Sixth Street, where on the sec¬ 
ond floor a room was fitted up, in 
March, 1903. The first Christian 
Science lecture was delivered in 
Port Huron, Oct. 5, of the same year. 

Moving from Buckeridge Hall to 
Societv Hall, the church organization 
held its first service in the new 
quarters April 21. 1904, and estab¬ 


lished a reading room in the Meisel 
Block March 1. 1906. 

First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Port Huron, moved to the Masonic 
Temple in 1913. On July 30, 1919, the 
place known as the Plant property, 
corner of Sixth and Union Streets, 
was purchased. On Oct. 20 of the 
same year the present structure was 
completed. t, ,, . .. 

Opening services were held in the 
new edifice in October, 1920. Church 
services have been continuous since 
then.

In Iowa, which is outside the 
central field, about 9000 miners were 
affected, while between 30,000 and 
35,000 workers are employed in the 
southwestern area of Kansas, Mis¬ 
souri, Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
where wage agreements likewise ex¬ 
pired. 

Some Mines Continuing 

Union men. insisting that they can¬ 
not accept a wage cut, pointed to 
many inffMfraual agreements for tem¬ 
porary continuation of-the Jackson¬ 
ville pact. In Iowa, it. was stated 40 
small operators had signed tem¬ 
porary agreements; Indiana mine of¬ 
ficials’ said 15 per cent of the 22,000 
union miners would continue work, 
while in Illinois, the union an¬ 
nounced that all mines in the Dan¬ 
ville district, including two operated 
bv the United States Fuel Company 
and employing 2000 men. would re¬ 
main open. 

The general public is taking the 
situation rather apathetically know¬ 
ing that more coal is in storage than 
ever before and that warm weather 
is approaching. Between 75,000,000 
and 80.000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal are above ground, according to 
government estimates.

W. L. A. Johnson, 
general commissioner of the South¬ 
western Interstate Operators’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said that a number of minor 
phases of the controversy already 
had been ironed out. 

Union officials in Pennsylvania 
estimated that 40,000 workers were 
affected in that region, and they 
maintained that a large number of 
nonunion miners also left the pits. 
The nonunion fields of West Vir¬ 
ginia were expected to be little af¬ 
fected. A strike call was issued in 
the northern part of the State by 
Van A. Bittner, union representative, 
but only one union mine is in op¬ 
eration there.

Mandamus Proceedings Tak¬ 
en to Get Vote Canvass 

Action Instituted to Seat 
New Directors 

Date of Hearing at Sacra¬ 
mento Set for May 3 


PASADENA, April 15.—Mandamus 
proceedings to compel the present 
Board of City Directors of Pasadena 
to canvass the votes cast at last 
week's municipal election and thus 
pave the way to office for the seven 
newly elected Directors, were lnst- 
tuted in the Supreme Court of Cali¬ 
fornia today at San Francisco by 
Former Judge Ferry Wood, attorney 
for the seven Dlrectors-elect. 

Taking action which will strike at 
the heart of the growing political 
turmoil in the municipal govern¬ 
ment here. Chief Justice William H. 
Waste issued a writ of mandate or¬ 
dering the present board to show 
cause why they should not canvass 
the returns and set a hearing for 
May 3 in Sacramento, according to 
a telegram received here by Harlan 
Hall, secretary of the Modern Govern¬ 
ment League, from Judge Wood.

' :1 The petition filed by Judge Wood 
traces the history of the recent elec¬ 
tion in Pasadena from the time a 
citv charter amendment was passed 
last fall, ordering the election of 
a complete board of seven Directors 
this spring, to the present. 

Tire petition states that the Direct¬ 
ors whose terms of office were cut 
short by this election have refused 
to canvass the votes and have sup¬ 
ported attempts in lower courts to 
have the election declared illegal 
because of asserted technical Irregu¬ 
larities in the proceedings. 

The petition asserts that the elec- 
M .on was entirely legal, explaining 
he circumstances in detail and states 
hat if a decision were left to a 
•ower court, the majority of the

Soviet Recognition Advocated 
in Philadelphia Talk 


Dillon , Read Official Declares 
American Cash I\eeded 


This Country Likewise Wants 
Place to Sell Goods 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22. iJF)— 
Asserting that Communism Is 
preached, but not practiced in Rus¬ 
sia, William S. Wasserman, Philadel¬ 
phia representative of Dillon, Read 
& Co., told the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science at Its 
annual meeting today that Amer¬ 
ican capital eventually would return 
to Russia “because the need is «o 
great it cannot be denied.” 

The general topic of the meeting 
was “some outstanding problems of 
American foreign policy,” discussion 
of the opening session being devoted 
to the "United States and Russia." 
In addition to Mr. Wasserman, the 
speakers included Pierre Pont B. 
Nbyes, Oneida, N. Y.; Dr. Jerome 
Davis, Yale University, and Alex¬ 
ander Petrunkevitcli, also of Yale. 

Mr. Wasserman, who spent three 
months in Russia last summer study¬ 
ing economic and social conditions, 
recommended that the United State? 
send a commission there to discuss 
recognition by this country with the 
soviet government. 

“If the conference should prove a 
success," he said, "the cause of peace 
and the economic rehabilitation of 
the world will have been greatly ad¬ 
vanced, and if it is found that these 
two nations can not come to an 
agreement, at least a clearer under¬ 
standing of the situation will have 
been arrived at. 

“There is no doubt that we in this 
country need Russia. We need Rus¬ 
sia not only as a place to export our 
manufactured goods and raw ma¬ 
terials. but we need Russia as a mar¬ 
ket for our vast surplus of capital. 
Russia needs us far more, perhaps, 
than we need her. 

"There is Communism today in Rus¬ 
sia, but it is the religion of Com¬ 
munism sather than the practice of 
Communism that exists there. Like 
every other religion Communism is 
preached, but not practiced.” 

Mr. Noyes and Mr. Davis also 
urged recognition by this country of 
the Russian government. Dr. Pe- 
trunkevitch asserted that everything 
pointed to the conclusion that such 
recognition “would be of benefit only 
to the soviet government.”

BEACH PROJECT 


Immediate Finish of Cabrillo 
Playground Assured 


Possession to Property Given 
hy Judicial Decision 


Outside Breakwater Fill Fight 
Still W aits Hearing 


Immediate completion of Cabrill'o 
Beach, an artificial shoreside play¬ 
ground costing $250,000, xvas assured 
yesterday when Superior Judge Wal¬ 
ter J. Woods granted the Los An¬ 
geles Playground Commission imme¬ 
diate possession under condemna¬ 
tion proceedings against privately 
owned land between Point Fermin 
and high-tide mark. 

The action automatically dissolves 
the temporary Injunction obtained by 
property owners a month ago. which 
halted the filling of the beach by 
dredging from the main channel. It 
will permit the United Dredging Com¬ 
pany to complete the beach at its 
convenience. 

Application for an Injunction 
against a like fill inside the break¬ 
water is yet to be heard. The outer 
beach, regarded as a daring enter¬ 
prise because many engineers opined 
it would wash away, is practically 
half completed and has disproved the 
alarms, according to city engineers. 

Already it is being vised by thou¬ 
sands of bathers and when completed 
will afford a beach frontage of al¬ 
most a mile. Sand to fill it is be¬ 
ing pumped two miles through pipes 
from a dredge in the main channel. 
Incidentally, the latter’s work yes¬ 
terday caused a cave-in back of the 
bulkhead at the Municipal Fish Mar¬ 
ket. sinking a railway track, truck 
parking and a huge locker build¬ 
ing.

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Irish Character Is Reflected 
in Folk Songs, Says Dr. Davison 

National Music Is Distinguished for Gayety and Light- 
Heartedness , Declares Loivell Lecturer — Finds, How¬ 
ever, a Reticence Akin to That in Russian Tunes 


there breathed a national and indi¬ 
vidual feeling of the utmost inten¬ 
sity. 

Professor Davison said that Irish 
music [Undoubtedly impressed itself 
upon Scotland and Wales, for during 
the fifteenth century Irish harpers 
visited those countries; and in the 
sixteenth century the harp and bag 
pipe took important place in Irish 
musical life. He said that Irish tunes 
did not all reflect the tragic course 
of the country's history, pointing to 
the wit and gayety characteristic of 
the Celts. 

He cited Irish reels and jigs as 
the essence of lightheartedness and 
contrasted “0 the Marriage” and 
“The Gahvay Piper" with melody 
types at once intensely individual 
and expressive of national feeling. 

He thought that Irish and Russian 
folk songs had in common a quality 
Of reticence and that notwithstand¬ 
ing Irish tunes possess lavish sources 
of melody and Russian tunes are no¬ 
tably sparing of melodic means, 
many Irish folks songs were the more 
moving for their very avoidance of 
rich melodic substance. 


GENEVA TO ASSAY 
WOBKEBS’ RIGHT 


Discussion of Freedom of 
Association Will Include 
Fascist Acts 


Dealing with Irish folk music as 
being characteristic of a people 
whose early racial background is 
similar to that of the Welsh, of 
whom he spoke Monday evening, 

Archibald T. Davison, professor of 
music at Harvard University, con¬ 
ducted his second discussion in the 
series on folk music of the British 
Isles last evening at Lowell Insti¬ 
tute. 

At the time the decline of civili¬ 
zation came in Wales, due to the 
intermingling of Christianized Celts 
with heathen 'Celts, Ireland, because 
of its isolation from European in¬ 
fluences, was becoming the seat of 
Christianity and civilization. Ire¬ 
land was too far from the main¬ 
land to be affected by the fall of 
Rome, and Roman culture thrived 
there until the barbarian influence 
finally reached there with the com¬ 
ing of the Vikings in the ninth cen¬ 
tury. 

Strength of Irish Influence 
Dr. Davison said that notwith¬ 
standing the fact that Ireland had 
not produced any of the greatest 
composers its musical history had 
been notable. Musically, he pointed 
out, it was the first division of the 
t British Isles to be known favorably 
on the continent; in medieval times 
travelers always spoke with en¬ 
thusiasm of Irish music. Composers 
have found it an unfailing source of 
inspiration. Handel, Haydn, Bee¬ 
thoven and Berlioz all held Irish 
music in high esteem. 

Dr. Davison continued: "Irish his¬ 
torians insist upon the absorbative 
influence of Irish life upon foreign 
visitors. Even Danish sea kings and 
Norman settlers are said to have 
been assimilated. So that to about 
the year 1200 Irish music may be 
termed strictly Celtic; after that 
date, however, some slight allowance 
must be made for the influence of 
English music. 

Instruments Not Enough 
Citing that each country has its 
own particular folk-song beauty, Dr. 

Davison named the stirring "March 
of the Men of Harlech” and t*he more 
objectively beautiful "Oh Why Camest 
Thou* Before Me?” as examples, add¬ 
ing, however, that Welsh tunes were 
in general intended to be played 
rather than sung. In Ireland, he said, 
the Celtic expression was diverse and 
no instrumental means satisfied it. 

The imagination, the fantasy, hu¬ 
mor, melancholy, ideas of revolt, bit- 
- terness, or revenge, such things 
could not be played, but must be 
sung. And in singing them, he 
thought Ireland had produced a body 
of folk song which, in sheer perfec¬ 
tion of melodic curve, distribution 
of rhythmic motion, climax and emo¬ 
tional quality, surpassed that of any 
other country. These tunes, he said, 
represented a super-art song in which 

PORT OF PIRAEUS IS STYLED 

THIRD IN MEDITERRANEAN 

Practically Free of Debt, Its Growing Revenues Are To¬ 
day Taking Care of Important Improvements 
and Enlargements 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON—Extremely controversial 
questions concerning the new Fascist 
regulations for state-controlled trade 
unions in Italy will be raised when 
the subject of workers’ freedom of 
association comes up for discussion 
at the International Labor Office 
Conference which will open at 
Geneva on May 25. A report on this 
subject which is about to be pub¬ 
lished by the I. L. 0. goes fully into 
alleged violations by the Fascisti of 
the rights of workers to associate 
freely and likely exchanges are ex¬ 
pected between the Italian repre¬ 
sentatives at the forthcoming con¬ 
ference and the workers’ representa¬ 
tives from other countries. 

Additional interest is being taken 
here in this meeting owing to the 
fact that a new trade union law is 
now under consideration in Great 
Britain and is expected to be before 
Parliament at the same time that the 
Geneva ^conference is in session. 
Following a decision of the govern¬ 
ing body of the International Labor 
Office, the Geneva gathering will dis¬ 
cuss the whole subject in all its as¬ 
pects, except that the right to strike 
will not be included. 

As an example of the great interest 


which is being taken in the interna¬ 
tional discussion of this question it 
is reported that Mr. Suzuki, president 
of the General Confederation of 
Japanese Labor, who will be Japa¬ 
nese Workers’ Delegate to the Con¬ 
ference, has stated that he prefers 
to come to Geneva to fight for the 
firmer establishment of freedom of 
association for the Japanese work¬ 
ers, even if he thereby sacrifices his 
prospect of election to the House of 
Representatives by so doing, his 
chances at the Japanese general elec¬ 
tion being likely to be diminished 
by his absence from Japan during 
the next few months. 

It will be recalled that one aspect 
of this subject has already been 
touched upon by the International 
Labor Conference, which, at its ses¬ 
sion in 1921, adopted a convention by 
which each country undertook to 
secure to all those engaged in agri¬ 
culture the same rights of associa¬ 
tion and combination as to industrial 
workers.

PIR/EUS (Special Correspond¬ 
ence)—The tonnage of the port of 
Pirmus is today almost equal to that 
of 1914. Important improvements are 
being made in the port itself with a 
view to enlarging and modernizing 
present accommodations. This has 
become necessary in order to cope 
with the increased traffic. 

The present Mayor of Piraeus is 
.[i-Theo. Panayotopoulos, elected for 
the first time last year. He is a 
young man, energetic and experi¬ 
enced in business management. For 
20 years hiS father was Mayor of 
Pirasus. The Mayor declares that 
Piraeus is today only outranked in 
the Mediterranean Sea by Marseilles 
and Naples." It will soon be second, 
he adds. It Is easily first today in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

Free of Debt 

Piraeus is practically free of debt. 
Its only outstanding indebtedness is 
less than $50,000. For a city of ap¬ 
proximately 500,000 population this 
may be deemed negligible. The reve¬ 
nues are today taking care of impor¬ 
tant port improvements, and the 
budget is showing a balance on the 
right side of the ledger. 

During the first six months of 1925, 
there entered the port of Piraeus a 
total of 7854 vessels, representing a 
tonnage displacement of 2,756,996. 
For the one month of December, 1925, 
there entered the harbor a total of 
750 steamers and 477 sailing vessels, 
or a total tonnage of .467,798. 

During the first six months of the 
year 1926 there passed through the 
Corinth Canal, which canal connects 
Pirseus with the Gulf of Corinth, 


2555 steamers, displacing 1,424,122 
tons, and 1183 sailing vessels, dis¬ 
placing 35,259 tons. During the same 
period of the preceding year, the 
numbers were 1640 steamers, dis¬ 
placing 406,334 tons, and 1394 sailing 
vessels, displacing 36,847 tons. 

Sailing Vessels Fewer 

It is significant that steamers of 
greater tonnage are utilizing the 
Corinth. Canal. This is regarded as 
having an important bearing on the 
future both of the canal and of 
Piraeus. The diminution in sailing 
vessels is ascribed to the natural 
tendency to displace sail for steam. 

The noteworthy increase in the 
population of Piraeus is partly due 
to the refugee influx following the 
Greek debacles in Asia Minor in 1922. 
Many of the refugees settled in the 
environs of Piraeus. For the most 
part they were a thrifty element, 
and the new tapestry and carpet 
manufactures attest to their pres¬ 
ence. 

Before the refugees came, Greece 
was little acquainted with tapestry 
work. Today it promises to be one 
of the outstanding industries of the 
country. In addition to the carpet 
and tapestry plants, the Piraeus dis- 
rict has long been recognized as the 
milling center of the country. Im¬ 
portations of wheat from the United 
States, Canada and Argentina come 
direct from the Pirrnus mills, and 
from that port are distributed as flour 
throughout the country. 

The actual harbor enlargements of 
Piraeus are being undertaken by a 
French company. The expense is met 
by the Greek Government.

Fancies, frills and furbelows of the 
feminine world will be studied and 
reported upon with the purpose of 
adapting the wheels of industry to 
the whims of fashion, now that it is 
known that the whims are the 
stronger of the two. 

The Government has intrusted this 
delicate business to a woman, Susan 
L. Bates, specialist in textiles and 
clothing. She has been named to the 
staff of the bureau of home eco¬ 
nomics, Department of Agriculture. 
Her first duty will be to see if some¬ 
thing can be done to help the cotton 
industry. Cotton sales for clothing 
and household use it appears have 
been droppi ng. The fat e of ‘‘goi ng 

out of style” may be approaching in 
some lines, it is apprehended. The 
manufacturing world may well watch 
Miss Bates’ researches. She will pro¬ 
pose changes, it is hoped which 
manufacturers can make to improve 
the appeal of the style of goods in 
artistic and other qualities.

"Concentration Government’* 
Outlined to Stay Disorder 

Bg Wireless via Postal Telegraph 
from Halifax 

BUCHAREST, April 8—Rumania’s 
political leaders for the first time 
since the war are showing a whole¬ 
some disposition to drop party strife 
and close up their ranks to meet any 
attempt to disturb the established 
order in the event of a change in the 
succession. 

In furtherance of this endeavor, 
the party leaders are now understood 
to be seriously negotiating with the 
view of the formation of a “concen¬ 
tration government” along general 
lines indicated in a cable to The 
Christian Science Monitor on Feb. 23, 
but with the important difference 
that the Nationalist-Peasant bloc is 
now suggested for inclusion in the 
political lineup. 

The recent announcement of the 
Nationalist leaders that they are now 
willing to recognize the act of Jan. 4 
1926, which constituted a regency for 
Prince Mihai, means that that 
party’s differences with the Averescu 
and Bratianu forces no longer in¬ 
volve constitutional matters. Conse¬ 
quently the political leaders see no 
serious reason why the present mo¬ 
ment should not be opportune to 
unite the country’s major political 
forces under what would be a truly 
national government. 

The cable above mentioned Indi¬ 
cated that a compromise had been 
reached over the question of the re¬ 
gency with Queen Marie. General 
Averescu and Ionel Bratianu as the 
members thereof. A government was 
also outlined, of which neither Gen¬ 
eral Averescu nor Mr. Bratianu 
would be premier, and from which 
the Nationalist-Peasant group was 
to be excluded. This intention has 
evidently now been- mpcMfied.

Soviet Recognition Advocated 
in Philadelphia Talk 


Dillon , Read Official Declares 
American Cash Needed

PHILADELPHIA, April 22. HP)— 
Asserting that Communism Is 
preached, but not practiced In Rus¬ 
sia, William S. Wasserman, Philadel¬ 
phia representative of Dillon, Read 
& Co., told the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science at Its 
annual meeting today that Amer¬ 
ican capital eventually would return 
to Russia “because the need is bo 
great it cannot be denied.” 

The general topic of the meeting 
was “some outstanding problems of 
American foreign policy,” discussion 
of the opening session being devoted 
to the “United States and Russia." 
In addition to Mr. Wasserman, the 
speakers included Pierre Pont B. 
Noyes, Oneida. N. Y.; Dr. Jerome 
Davis, Yale University, and Alex¬ 
ander Petrunkevitch, also of Yale. 

Mr. Wasserman, who spent, three 
months in Russia last summer study¬ 
ing economic and social conditions, 
recommended that the United States 
send a commission there to discuss 
recognition by this country with the 
soviet government. 

“If the conference should prove a 
success,’’ he said, “the cause of peace 
paid the economic rehabilitation of 
the world will have been greatly ad¬ 
vanced, and if it is found that these 
two nations can not come to an 
agreement, at least a clearer under¬ 
standing of the situation will have 
been arrived at. t 

“There is no doubt that we in this 
country need Russia. We need Rus¬ 
sia not only as a place to export our 
manufactured goods and raw ma¬ 
terials, but we need Russia as a mar¬ 
ket for our vast surplus of capital. 
Russia needs us far more, perhaps, 
than we need her. 

“There Is Communism today in Rus¬ 
sia, but it is the religion of Com¬ 
munism sather than the practice of 
Communism that exists there. Like 
every other religion Communism is 
preached, but not practiced.” 

Mr. Noyes and Mr. Davis also 
urged recognition by this country of 
the Russian government. Dr. Pe¬ 
trunkevitch asserted that everything 
pointed to the conclusion that such 
recognition “would be of benefit only 
to the soviet government.” 

Former Head of

Weger, after being 
struck several times, ran to a 6hack 
nearby and obtained a rifle. He shot 
Sanford once, the bullet entering the 
head between the eyes and coming 
out near the ear. Sanford died in¬ 
stantly.

Nydahl Outstanding Star 
M. J. Nydahl ’2S, left fielder, a'letter 
man who is playing his second year 
of the varsity, is the outstanding 
player on the team.

The speed that made him 
a star in football is an invaluable 
asset in the outfield where he easily 
is the choice of the fielders. Next in 
individual brilliance to Nydahl is R. 

E Tanner '29, a sophomore who 
gained experience on last year’s fresh¬ 
man squad and who is the outstanding 
candidate for the position of catcher. 
Tanner needs experience in handling 
pitchers, but he is promising at bat' 
and possesses a throwing arm that is 
expected to nip many attempted steals 
to second base this season.

CHANCES FOR VICTORY DEPEND 
ON TRIO OP SOPHOMORE STARS 

University of Southern California Track and Field Team 
to Defend Its I. A. A. A. A. Title—Many Point 
Winners Are Lost to the Squad 


LOS ANGELES (Special Corre¬ 
spondence)—Chances for University of 
Southern California winning the In¬ 
tercollegiate Association of Amateur 
Athletes of America track and field 
championships for the third consecu¬ 
tive year, will depend largely on the 
showing of a trio of stars from last 
season's freshmen squad, according to 
Coach Dean B. Cromwell. 

Of the 35% points that last year 
brought the intercollegiate laurels to 
Southern California, 22 have been lost 
to the squad by graduation. Coach 
Cromwell is depending on the return¬ 
ing veterans who accounted for the 
remaining 13% points, to repeat their 
performance this season. 

“What other points Southern Cali¬ 
fornia picks up in this year's I. A. 
A A. meet will be won by outstanding 
stars from last season's freshman 
team,” was the statement made by 
Coach Cromwell. He named C. E. 
Borah '29, sprinter; Jack Williams '29. 
pole yaulter, and A. S. Bowen '29, 
high jumper, as the men he expected 
to place in defense of the Trojan na¬ 
tional title at Philadelphia, as well as 
adding indispensably to the Trojan 
strength in Conference competition. 

C. E. Borah won the national A. A. 

I . senior 100-yard dash championship 
last year, and is considered the pre¬ 
mier college sprinter in the country- 
this season. While a freshman, Borah 
pushed Charles W. Paddock to a world 
record time of 9.5s. in the century 
dash. 

Capt. Edgar House ’27, who was con¬ 
sistently won or placed in the sprints 
since his sophomore year, promises to 
have his best season this spring. He 
is a 9.8s. man in the 100, and should 
win some points this season. J. B 
Parsons ’28 and H. C. Smith ’27 com¬ 
plete Cromwell’s quartet of sprinters. 
Parsons is noted for his finishes ir, 
the 220-yard dash, while Smith has 
turned in the fastest lap in the four- 
man 440-yard relay, on several differ¬ 
ent starts this year. 

With L. S. Barnes '28, Olympic pole- 
vault champion, returning from the 
1926 squad, the addition of Jack Wil¬ 
liams gives Southern California two of 
the greatest vaulters in the game. 
Williams and Barnes vaulted to a 13ft. 
6in. tie in a meet with the Hollywood 
Athletic Club team. This was the first 
time in the history of track here that 
two teammates have soared to such 
heights on the same afternoon. 

A. E. Bowen, the third of the trio of 
last year freshmen, from whom Crom¬ 
well is expecting great things this sea¬ 
son, has been regularly clearing over 
Oft. 2in. in the high jump. Bowen does 
his best work under competition, clear¬ 
ing the bar at consistently high alti¬ 
tudes when points are needed the 
most. 

Besides Bowen, Cromwell has two 
veteran high jumpers in H. J. Cogge- 
shall ’28, and M. A. Ofstad ’27. Cogge- 
shall has some brilliant performances 
to his credit, but is something of an 
in-and-outer. In an early practice 
meet he jumped 6ft. 5 7-16in. to set a 


new university record, and on the fol¬ 
lowing week failed to place. Ofstad 
turned in some good attempts last 
year. 

Coach Cromwell is depending on C. 
f- Reynolds '28, designated the Tro¬ 
jans' "most important man,” to win 
first place in Pacific Coast Conference 
meets In both the high hurdles and 
broad jump, as well as take some 
points in the I. A. A. A. A. cham¬ 
pionship. Reynolds holds the coast 
record in the high hurdles at 14.8s 
M. N. Kaer ’27, Southern Califor¬ 
nia s star football player and versa¬ 
tile athlete, is capable of leaping over 
22 feet in the broad jump, as well as 
running a fast low hurdle race and 
throwing the javelin well. He is being 
used in these events this season. J. T.

forthcoming three-power naval arms 
conference at Geneva, now tenta¬ 
tively set for June 12, is being 
watched closely by “big navy” mem¬ 
bers of Congress, some of whom 
already are preparing to continue 
their successful fight of last winter 
for additional cruisers for the Ameri¬ 
can fleet. 

Both Frederick Hale, Senator from 
Maine, and Thomas S. Butler, Rep¬ 
resentative from Pennsylvania, chair¬ 
men of the naval committees of the 
Senate and the House of Representa¬ 
tives, are keeping posted on develop-' 
ments, the former having announced 
that he is considering the introduc¬ 
tion of a bill to authorize the con¬ 
struction of seven additional cruis¬ 
ers. He. however, proposes to delay 
his decision pending the outcome of 
the conference. 

Mr. Butler, who last session spon¬ 
sored a bill to provide for 10 cruis¬ 
ers. in addition to those for which 
funds were appropriated, has ex¬ 
pressed some doubt as to the out¬ 
come of the Geneva gathering. He 
said the United States, by having a 
large fleet at the time of'the Wash¬ 
ington arms parley, went to the con¬ 
ference table in a commanding posi¬ 
tion, but at the present he feels 
that the lack of ships to scrap re¬ 
duces the leverage America possessed 
at the other meeting. 

Both of the committee chairmen 
discussed naval affairs with Presi¬ 
dent Coolidge yesterday, and upon 
leaving the White House, Mr. Hale 
said he found himself in ‘‘general 
accord” with the President, but 
added that he had not taken up his 
plans for a larger cruiser program. 

Although the Senator did not go

PARIS, April 15—The Little En¬ 
tente which played an important 
role in the political life of Europe 
has practically ceased to exist. That 
is the deliberate opinion of French 
diplomatic authorities. It is a factor 
which brings a vital change for 
France, based on a policy largely on 
the Little Entente. . Doubtless this 
union of Czechoslovakia, Rumania 
and Jugoslavia will nominally con¬ 
tinue, but recent circumstances have 
shown that it no longer functions. 

When Italy has a quarrel with 
Jugoslavia, neither Czechoslovakia 
nor Rumania dreams of taking up 
sides, and Rumania is now bound to 
Italy by the Italian recognition of 
Rumanian rights over Bessarabia. 
Nor does the Little Entente budge 
when Italy makes a treaty with Hun¬ 
gary, which will cevtainlv assist Hun¬ 
gary achieve its ambitions. 

Author of the Entente 
Dr. Bends. Foreign Minister of 
Czechoslovakia, was the real author 
of the Little Entente. It was his 


grand idea. He denies some of the 
consequences which flow from the 
latest Italian agreements which cen¬ 
ter upon these countries, but these 
denials are merely calculated to save 
his face. It is impossible to con¬ 
tinue a center European policy on 
the same lines. 

French opinion naturally regrets 
the shifting of the balance. It gives 
Italy predominance. The Nationalist 
view favored a strong association of 
the smaller powers which are 
friendly to France, while even the 
Socialists considered the Little En¬ 
tente made for peace by suppressing 
the various causes of conflict in the 
Balkanic peninsula, and keeping a 
vigilant eye on Hungary, which de¬ 
sired a monarchial restoration. 

Socialist Leader’s Views 

M. Bracke. a Socialist leader spe¬ 
cializing in foreign affairs, asserts 
that the Italo-Hungarian treaty defi¬ 
nitely turns its back on the League 
of Nations. Nowhere does it suggest 
that questions may he referred to the 
League for arbitration or reconcilia¬ 
tion. Hitherto the League was form¬ 
ally mentioned in such agreements 
hut now it is ignored. Moreover it 
is not. provided that in the event of 
war either side should maintain neu¬ 
trality. 

Altogether, the extremely active 
Italian diplomacy has created an en¬ 
tirely different center European sit¬ 
uation, which demands the closest 
dy.

TO GAIN TIME 


Paris Government Sot Dis¬ 
posed to Proceed Against 
Cliiang Kai-sliek 

By SISLEY HUDDLESTON

PARIS. April 22—From a French 
official source emanates a statement 
regarding the attitude o£ Francte 
toward the note of Eugene Chen, 
Cantonese J’oreign Minister. After 
the close of the conversations be¬ 
tween Paris and London a decision 
was reached to send instructions to 
the Minister at Peking to enter into 
consultations with tlie ministers of 
the United States, Japan, and Italy 
to discover a common course of ac¬ 
tion. 

It is evident, however, that though 
France is disposed to associate it¬ 
self with measures against the Com¬ 
munist authorities it is not desirous 
of proceeding against Chiang Kai- 
shek, if it is true that he has really 
broken with the Communists and is 
leading a purified Nationalist move¬ 
ment. It is doubted in some quar¬ 
ters whether this ’is the case. It is 
suggested that the apparent split 
with the Communists is merely a 
ruse. 

The powers have fulminated 
against communism, not nationalism, 
and are largely disarmed, if ostensi¬ 
bly Russian influence is repudiated. 
Yet from the viewpoint of the powers 
the situation is scarcely ameliorated 
if Chang Kai-shek, and with him the 
anti-Communist Government at Nan¬ 
king, still pursues the successful 
campaign against the North. 

Therefore, it is desired to gain 
time to see the precise course of 
Chiang Kai-shek, and France sends 
advice to its Peking Minister that 
immediate action is not to be taken. 

Doubtless a second note will even¬ 
tually be addressed to Chen, reiterat¬ 
ing the demands for reparation, but 
the character of the sanctions to be 


taken if satisfaction Is not accorded \ 
greatly depends on whether there is 
an effective separation of National¬ 
ists from extremists. 

Various indications of the diversity 
of the views of the powers are ob¬ 
servable in Paris. One power favors 
a blockade of the Yangtze River 
between Hankow and Nanking. But 
thj others are reserved, while France 
proclaims its readiness to acquiesce 
in whatever commends itself to 
everybody else.

Bringing of English-Speaking Peoples Into Ex¬ 
clusive Group Not Peace Step, He Says

MANCHESTER, Eng., April 22 GP) 
— Alanson B. Houghton, American 
Ambassador, today seconded the 
recent suggestion by Sir Esm§ 
Howard. British Ambassador to the 
United States, that an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance would not better the rela¬ 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain. 

“We must not hope or seek do 
develop those wholly natural helpful 
relations between the Birtish and 
American peoples into anything like 
an alliance,’’ Mr. Houghton said in 
an address at a luncheon given by 
the Manchester Chamber of' Com¬ 
merce. 

“The idea may be tempting; never¬ 
theless I believe it to be wholly false. 
To bring the English-speaking 
peoples together into an armed and 
exclusive group, prepared if need be 
to enforce its-collective will by force, 
would if it were possible tend neither 
to promote peace nor to assure our 
mutual security. 

"Its only result would be to unite 
nil the rest of the world against us. 
It would, slowly peiitaps, but very 
definitely, make an end of peaceful 
progress. It would turn this earth 
once again into an armed camp. In 
the end, precisely what we sought to 
avoid—war—would result, and out 
of such a war we may be sure that 
neither honor nor safety nor profit 
to any people could-possibly emerge. 

“We may have to fight side by side 
in the future as in the past. That 
we do not know, but if the need

arises, which God forhid, let it be 
for a cause and a reason which 
bring us instinctively together, not 
by a calculated arrangement which 
might of itself tend to bring about 
so dreadful a catastrophe.” 

Mr. Houghton said he believed the 
common sense of the British and 
American peoples would unquestion¬ 
ably rejeet an alliance, but he in¬ 
sisted that only good could come to 
the two nations and to the world 
through a closer approach between 
them—they could learn much from 
one another and be mutually help¬ 
ful. 

The peace, happiness and, well¬ 
being of the world, he added, “de¬ 
pend largely upon a sound and cor¬ 
dial understanding between the 
British and American peoples.” This 
understanding already existed fun¬ 
damentally. because the two nations 
looked out on the world very much 
from the same point of view, and 
had identical interests.

LONDON April 22—Strong disap¬ 
proval of the popular control “liquor 
bills,” introduced in the House of 
Lords and House of Commons by 
the Bishop of Liverpool and G. C. 
Ammon, respectively, was expressed 
at a meeting of the Good TemplaV 
Grand Lodge of England, the lead¬ 
ing temperance organization in the 
country, at its concluding session at 
Bristol yesterday. The reasons for 
opposing the bills which are identi¬ 
cal and intended gradually to ex¬ 
tinguish the drink traffic were as fol¬ 
lows: 

1. The inclusion therein of an op¬ 
tion for "a dangerous permanent 
form of public ownership” of the 
drink traffic that would compete with 
the “no-license” vote; 

2. The sale of liquor licenses by 
auction. 

3. The creation of a new form of 
compensation from the public funds. 

4. The complicated nature of the 
administrative machinery which it is 
proposed to set up. 

The bill, it was declared, would 
prevent a straight vote on the simple 
issue of local veto, for which the 
Good Templars stand, and would 
tend to consolidate the position of 
the drink traffic in the country. The 
Grand Lodge also condemned as 
"reactionary” various other, bills now 
before Parliament, including the 
bona fide travelers bill, flip, public 
bouse improvement bill, and the 
Licensing Act. 1921, amendment bill. 

Members of the Good Templars’ or¬ 
ganization have, accordingly, been 
invited to protest to their local mem¬ 
bers of Parliament against these 
proposed laws. A resolution was also 
carried calling on the government to 
introduce new legislation to control 
the consumption of liquor in clubs, 
and particularly the prohibition of 
registration of clubs financed by any 
person connected' with the liquor 
traffic. On the other hand the Grand 
Lodge’s "earnest support” was 
pledged to the Welsh temperance *ill 
which is due to come before the 
House of Lords for second reading 
on May 4.

Color in the Mining Camp 


EVIEWING the career of an 
accomplished inhabitant of 
Schleswig, that, southernmost 
oart of Europe's north, one gains a 
most interesting insight into the 
lorthern nature, so full of charming 
characteristics and novel viewpoints, 
but which, by virtue of an ingrained 
modesty and reserve, generally re¬ 
mains unrevealed. Theodor Storm 
shared these proclivities with all the 
sturdy sons of that region. His 
poetry especially bears ample proof 
thereof, and of his inherent love for 
the homeland, that land which the 
conservatism of the inhabitants 
shields unconsciously from the 
world's gaze, and consciously from 
exploitation. He speaks most affec¬ 
tionately, in poetical outpourings, of 
that region of North-Schleswig where 
his home was situated, and which to 
the stranger might even bear a drab 
and flat appearance. 

Although he was educated In law 
schools at Kiel and Berlin, and at 
various times held political positions 
in Potsdam and South Germany, his 
poems that deal with the surround¬ 
ings of his childhood home in the city 
of Husum, on the shores of the North 
Sea, were the ones that, earned him 
his fame. Some of his commentaries 
have described his work as national 
in the extreme, not. however, in the 
political sense of the word; others 
draw the line still closer and desig¬ 
nate it as sectional. 

His poem, “Grey City by the Sea," 
is obviously indited to Husum, inas¬ 
much as Husum is surrounded by 
flat and marshy country, and fre¬ 
quently draped in a gray mantle of 
mist. The closing lines. 

And yet my heart must ever be 

Turning for home to thee, to thee, 

Grey City by the Sea, 

ipeak volumes of feeliug and give 
evidence of the fascination that al¬ 
ways unerringly drew him back 
there. 

Earliest poems reflect and carry a 
saddening strain all through. It 
would appear that the melancholy 
note which predominates in and 
marks the Scandinavian literature 
finds its echo in productions of this 
more southerly poet and author. It 
was this love for home, expressed 
by him so poetically, with simplicity 
and with a dreamy sentiment, that 
made him the favorite of the northern

public. He knew how to produce the 
atmosphere and evoke the mood 
which they understood and loved,— 
which they strongly felt but were un¬ 
able to express themselves. Theodor 
Storm did it, and they were delighted 
with him. But perhaps “delighted” 
is too blithe a term; the robustness 
of his fellow countrymen demands a 
sturdier expression; they loved him 
with the honest adoration of an ap¬ 
preciative rugged toller for literary 
genius. 

Very early Theodor Storm started 
out as a most promising lyric poet. 
Later he became famous as a story 
teller, and this led him to abandon 
poetic measures almost entirely for 
prose. One of his best known poems, 
entitled “Solitude.'’ deals with the 
noonday hour of a summer's day on 
a heather field. The beginning— 

All is so still! The heather field 
Bathed in the midday sun is lying. 

A sheen of rosy haze is seen 
Over the ancient landmarks flying, 
Odors of herbs and heather rise 
Into the bluest summer skies— 

unrolls a most graphic and artistic 
picture. One is led to investigate 
how this sketch will be filled in. With 
the most satisfying picturesqueness 
it continues: 

Insects are hastening through the 
busl>, 

In their gold-dotted, armored coat- 
lets, 

The bees are clinging, branch by 
branch, 

Close to the heather's bell-like flow¬ 
erets. 

The birds are winging all day long; 
The air is filled with sky-larks' 
song. 

Even one who is unfamiliar with a 
northern summer's day, unfamiliar 
with heather fields and sky-larks' 
song, Is impressed with the atmos¬ 
phere and mood depicted all through 
this poem. One who has lived with 
these experiences, however, is in¬ 
stantly and joyously transported into 
the picture thus unrolled. He en¬ 
visions the wide expanse of purple 
heather, the intense midday sun pour¬ 
ing doWn upon it, and forming shim¬ 
mering heat waves above it; the 
droning of insects as they flit about 
the fragrant heather blossoms, yes, 
the very fragrance itself one seems 
to sense. It is very realistic.. this 
word picture, drawn so expertly of 
a landscape which the initiated know 
to be dotted with homelike, thatched 
roof moorland cottages, inhabited by 
sturdy men. who cut turf for fuel 
in the peat bogs, and sell the surplus 
of their product after garnering their 
own ample supplies. Beekeepers, 
too, have their homes and their hives 
on the field, for who does not know 
the fame Of heather honey? This 
phase is touched upon in the last 
verse of “Solitude,”— 

Then softly trembles through the 
air 

A sound of bells, dimmed by the 
forest. 

The old man's eyelids slowly 
droop. 

He dreams about his honey harvest. 

No jarring note did yet intrude 

Into this charming solitude. 

Although Theodor Storm’s poems 
will always be remembered better 
than his prose, yet, when he was led 
to cultivate and produce prose, he 
became famed as one of the great 
masters of the short story, embodying 
character and sentiment, and of fin¬ 
ished workmanship 

“Immensee,” his first very success¬ 
ful novel, is true to this type, and 
lofty, indeed, are the sentiments it 
upholds. Its realistic descriptions 
permit the discerning reader to be¬ 
come oblivious of time and place, and 
join in the mood, the hopes and 
doubts of the returning wanderer: 
accompany him across field and stile 
lo the estate of his friend, there to 
find the guiding star of his absent 
days, the memory of whom had drawn 
him back to the home soil, installed

EVIBWING the career of an 
accomplished inhabitant of 
Schleswig, that southernmost 
oart of Europe's north, one gains a 
most interesting insight into the 
lorthern nature, so full of charming 
characteristics and novel viewpoints, 
out which, by virtue of an ingrained 
modesty and reserve, generally re¬ 
mains unrevealed. Theodor Storm 
shared these proclivities with all the 
sturdy sons of that region. His 
poetry especially bears ample proof 
thereof, and of his inherent love for 
the homeland, that land which the 
conservatism of the inhabitants 
shields unconsciously from the 
world's gaze, and consciously from 
exploitation. He speaks most affec¬ 
tionately, in poetical outpourings, of 
that region of North-Schleswig where 
his home was situated, and which to 
the stranger might even bear a drab 
and flat appearance. 

Although he was educated in law 
schools at Kiel and Berlin, and at 
various times held political positions 
in Potsdam and South Germany, his 
poems that deal with the surround¬ 
ings of his childhood home in the city 
of Husum, on the shores of the North 
Sea, were the ones that earned him 
his fame. Some of his commentaries 
have described his work as national 
in the extreme, not, however, in the 
political sense of the word; others 
draw the line still closer and desig¬ 
nate it as sectional. 

His poem, “Grey City by the Sea. 
is obviously indited to Husum, inas¬ 
much as Husum is surrounded by 
flat and marshy country, and fre¬ 
quently draped in a gray mantle of 
mist. The closing lines, 

And yet my heart must ever be 
Turning for home to thee, to thee.

No jarring note did yet intrude 

Into this charming solitude. 

Although Theodor Storm’s poems 
will always be remembered better 
than his prose, yet, when he was led 
to cultivate and produce prose, he 
became famed as one of the great 
masters of the short story, embodying 
character and sentiment, and of fin¬ 
ished workmanship. 

“Immensee,” his first very success¬ 
ful novel, is true to this type, and 
lofty, indeed, are the sentiments it 
upholds. Its realistic descriptions 
permit the discerning reader to be¬ 
come oblivious of time and place, and 
join in the mood, the hopes and 
doubts of the returning wanderer: 
accompany him across field and stile 
to the estate of his friend, there to

O F the “Satyricon” of Caius. or 
Gaius, Petronius, only portions of 
two of the twenty-odd books of the 
original have survived and of the au¬ 
thor little is known save the all too- 
meager description of him m the las 
book of the Annals of Tacitus and 
brief allusions by the elder Pliny and 
one or two other ancient writers. That 
he once had the favor of Nero is 
shown in his appointment as procon¬ 
sul of Bithynia, but he aroused the 
jealousy of Tigellinus, Nero s chief 
minister, who worked his fancied 
rival’s downfall by accusing him of 
too close intimacy with a conspirator 
against the emperor 
‘ Tacitus tells us that nothing in the 
small circle of Nero’s intimates was 
considered refined and elegant until 
Petronius had passed upon it. He was 
the final authority in matters of taste, 
so much so that he was known as 
Petronius Arbiter. “Others, _ ob¬ 
serves Tacitus, “won fame by indus¬ 
try Petronius by indolence He slept 
in the daytime, reserving the night 
hours both for the duties and the de¬ 
lights of life. Yet it was not as a roy- 
sterer. or a debauchee that he was re¬ 
nowned, like the common herd of 
spendthrifts, but for being profoundly 
versed in the art of luxury. Free of 
speech, prompt in action, and osten¬ 
tatiously careless of consequence he, 
nevertheless, charmed ^bv a complete 
absence of affectation.” 

When he fell into disfavor he opened 
bis veins, closing them again after a 
time; then, at intervals, repeated the 
operation, electing to die leisurely and 
philosophically, maintaining a cheer¬ 
ful exterior to the end. He devoted 
his last hours to drawing up an ar- 
, aignment of Nero’s ingenious atroci¬ 
ties and debaucheries and sent the 
document, under seal, to the emperor. 
It has been argued that “The Satyri- 
-on" is the testament of irony and 
hate which the victim sent to the 
executioner. But the best authorities 
do not agree on that score and. in¬ 
deed, that part which has been pre¬ 
served to posterity reveals it to be 
largely a satire on the times rather 
than "of the individual, although the 
three chapters on a stupendous feast 
given bv the rich parvenu, Trimalchio 
it is thought, may have satirized 
Nero’s characteristic entertainments 
That same feeling of disgust and 
admiration which possesses the one 
who delves into Casanova’s memoirs 
is prevalent in the reader of Petron¬ 
ius’ Satyricon.

“FATHER MISSISSIPPI” 

I N Lyle Saxon, a new chronicler of 
the' south has arisen, as reviewers 
have begun to notice in his brilliant 
short stories which have appeared in 
The Century Magazine, The New Re¬ 
public and other periodicals, and with 
the advent of his new book, “Father 
Mississippi,” the reading public will 
indorse the title. Because it has been 
“on the rampage” as the southerners 
call it, Old Mississippi has figured 
more prominently in the newspapers 
and in the American mind this year 
than ever before, but it remained for 
Lyle Saxon to relate the great human 
story which is entwined in the history 
of the Mississippi. He' is concerned 
less with the writing of a normal his¬ 
tory than with the expression of hu¬ 
man experience connected with the 
discovery, exploration and settlement 
of the great valley dominated by the 
mighty stream. Once again the pa¬ 
geant which moved down the river is 
alive, after the gray centuries. 

“Father Mississippi” opens with a 
vivid picture of plantation life on a 
Louisiana river-place, beginning with 
the little boy’s first impression of the 
great stream, and ending with the 
tragedy of a crevasse. So simply, so 
vividly is .f told that one lives with 
the child the pastoral years, and sits 
by him as the turgid waters devastate 
the smiling land. Then begins the 
pageant of the stream, the explorers 
and pioneers, revealed through the 
vivid pages of contemporary diaries 
and records, and on through the years 
one traces the foundation and growth 
of a civilization in the lives of the 
heroes and heroines, the adventurers 
and rascals who float upon the surface' 
of the water in the varied craft of their 
times, or who live along the green 
shores, until, at the end, Mrs. Saxon 
paints a picture of the great flood of 
1927.

“Story of An African Farm” 

Booklovers who are' collecting li¬ 
braries of real gems of modern litera¬ 
ture, tried and proved by years, how¬ 
ever brief, look forward to the twenty- 
fifth of each month when a new title 
is added to the series published by 
the Modern Library, and one such is 
the old gem recently issued in new 
edition, Olive Shreiner’s “The Story 
of An African Farm.” It is almost 
fifty years since this remarkable work 
was first offered—and rejected—by 
publishers, finally being accepted by 
a London house on the advice of its 
reader, George Meredith. It is liter¬ 
ary history that it was an immediate 
success, and has held its position ever 
since, ranking as the great epic of 
that land of mystery, which has ceased 
to exist, as such, since gold was dis¬ 
covered and hordes flocked into the 
land. So vivid is its atmosphere, so 
singularly interesting its locale, so po¬ 
tent its passion, that one, literally, ab¬ 
sorbs it, begrudging necessity for in¬ 
terruptions, and finds in it as much 
intellectual enjoyment on a rereading 
as at first persual. The new edition is 
especially valuable to the book addict 
since its smaller size makes it easy 


to carry in a pocket, while the clear 
type and attractive binding add to its 
value. (“The Story of an African 
Farm." By Olive Shreiner. Modern 
Library Series.) 


“Men Without Women” 

This collection of stories, true to its 
title in that it treats, of the adventures 
of men only, will please the Heming¬ 
way fans. Six of these thirteen tales 
have never been published before. 
Among those that have appeared 
are three already well-known—“Fifty 
Grand,” which bares the sordid side 
of the prize ring, “The Undefeated,” 
a story of bull-fighting, and “The Kill¬ 
ers,” which in this critic’s opinion is 
the best of the lot. The' clipped, terse 
speech of this age is faithfully repro¬ 
duced by Hemingway who is schooled 
in the idiom of his day. His lean, 
bare prose is, at times, unbeautiful, 
and there is an insistent repetition in 
his style which often grows monoton¬ 
ous. Nevertheless, he usually grips 
the reader by his sheer lack of pre¬ 
tense, though his frank language may, 
occasionally, offend that dwindling 
minority who are not yet shock-proof. 
Those who liked “The Sun Also 
Rises,” and there were undeniably 
many, will also enjoy this collection of 
stories about men. (“Men Without 
Women.” By Ernest Flemingway.

B ANK clearings in Los Angeles for 
November amounted to $789,565,- 
176.83, as compared with $711,089,- 
2!) ( >.66 in the corresponding month of 
last year, an increase of $78,566,967.17. 
The November total has been ex¬ 
ceeded only twice this year in January 
and March. November clearings were 
$20,054,111.06 greater than the aggre¬ 
gate of $769,602,06.77 for October, 
while in recent years November clear¬ 
ings have shown a decrease from Oc¬ 
tober figures. For the eleven months 
ended November 30, aggregate bank 
clearings in Los Angeles amounted 
to $8,532,348,877.81, an increase of

first eleven months of last year. Should 
clearings in December show a cor¬ 
responding increase over December 
figures of a year ago, the aggregate 
for the current year will exceed $9,- 
400,000,000.

O F special interest to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia is the offering of 75,000 
shares of $6.50 cumulative cumulative 
dividend preferred stock of no par 
value, which is offered in this market 
by a banking group that is headed by 
Hunter, Dulin and Co., for the financ¬ 
ing of the new Southern California 
Gas Corporation, which owns more 
than 99 per cent of the common stock 
of the Southern California Gas Com¬ 
pany. The new corporation has a 
capitalization of $25,000,000 of 5 per 
cent collateral trust bonds, due in 1937; 
75,000 shares of *$6.50 cumulative divi¬ 
dend preferred stock, and 600,000 
shares of common stock of no par 
value. The proceeds of this issue, and 
of those from the sale of common 
stock, will provide funds to pay in 
part for the common stock of South¬ 
ern California Gas Company and for 
other corporate purposes. The pre¬ 
ferred is followed by the 600,000 shares 
of common stock. The price that will 
he received by the corporation for its 
common stock is equivalent to more 
than $150 a share on the 75,000 shares 
of preferred stock. This financing 
follows the recent offering of $8,646,000 
Southern California Gas Company first 
mortgage and refunding 5 per cent 
gold bonds, which were readily ab¬ 
sorbed by both California and eastern 
investors. 

According to figures issued by the 
California-Arizona Cotton Association, 
cotton ginned in the Pacific southwest 
territory, including California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and lower California, up 
to November 1, amounted to 123.920 
bales.

B ANK clearings in Los Angeles for 
November amounted to $789,565,- 
176.83, as compared with $711,089,- 
20 q .66 in the corresponding month of 
last year, an increase of $78,566,967.17. 
The November total has been ex¬ 
ceeded only twice this year in January 
and March. November clearings were 
$20,054,111.06 greater than the aggre¬ 
gate of $769,602,06.77 for October, 
while in recent years November clear¬ 
ings have shown a decrease from Oc¬ 
tober figures. For the eleven months 
ended November 30, aggregate bank 
clearings in Los Angeles amounted 
to $8,532,348,877.81, an increase of 
$419,067,058.69, or 5.2 per cent over 
the total of $8,113,281,819.12 for the 
first eleven months of last year. Should 
clearings in December show a cor¬ 
responding increase over December 
figures of a year ago, the aggregate 
for the current year will exceed $9,- 
400,000,000. This would compare with 
total clearings of $8,917,424,196.90 for 
1925 and would represent an increase 
in excess of 5 per cent for the year. 

With a trading turnover of 1,884,- 
559 shares for a market value of $27,- 
493,582.48, business on the Los An¬ 
geles Stock Exchange in November 
aggregated nearly three times that of 
the corresponding month last year, 
and brought the total for the first 
eleven months well above all of 1926. 
Last November’s figures were $10.- 
280,550.32, and the entire year $203.- 
120,344.91. The total thus far had 
reached $206,784,488.82 and with every 
prospect of continued exchange activ¬ 
ity, there is promise that this year's 
aggregate will reach well up to $235.- 
000,000, an unprecedented record vol¬ 
ume.

turned upward; export trade has in¬ 
creased, and the nation's building con¬ 
struction has reached a new autumn 
high mark. In agriculture, leading 
farm crops have' a money value of 
about $500,000,000 above that of 1926. 

Money conditions remain easy. 
With the conspicuous exception of 
petroleum, there has been no over¬ 
production of industrial goods. In 
fact, production in certain lines in re¬ 
cent months has dropped below the 
normal rate of consumption.

793,480,000. The cotton crop, while 
smaller than the record crop of last 
year, was estimated as worth $330,714,- 
000 more than the 1926 crop. Corn, 
production of which was slightly larg¬ 
er than last year, was valued at $285,- 
268,000 more than last year, barley at 
$73,890,000 more, and oats at $40,694,- 
000 more. 

Value of the wheat crop showed a 
decline as compared with last year, of 
$ 21 , 000 , 000 , but the largest decrease 
was in the value of the potato crop 
which declined $113,147,000, the crop 
being almost 50,000,000 bushels larger 
than a year ago. Hay, apples, peaches 
and other crops showed, decreases. 
The area planted to the important 
crops this year was placed at 355,- 
326,o45 acres, an increase of 160,420 
acres over last year. 

Revised estimates of the yields of 
all crops, combined, show the acre 
yields this year to have been 2.5 per 
cent above the average of the last ten 
years but 2.1 per cent below last year. 
The per capita production of the prin¬ 
cipal crops is 3.4 per cent less than 
last year and 4.8 per cent less than 
during the last ten years. The value 
of commercial truck crops, included in 
the total for all crops, was $324,698,- 
000, compared with $336,575,000 last 
year. The acreage devoted to these 
crops was 2,072,770, against 2,139,070 
last year. -

P rosperity of the southland 
and, particularly, Los Angeles, is 
reflected in the many gains over pre¬ 
vious years registered in the 1927 re¬ 
port of the Marine Lxchamge. In the 
twelve months ended December 31, 
24,073,475 tons of cargo, valued at 
£888,999,263 passed over docks of this' 
port. The aggregate is 1,978,499 tons 
and $25,903,930 in value' in excess of 
totals for 1926. 

While tonnage is a constant unit 
of measurement, commodity valuations 
fluctuate, due to price decline, which 
makes the increase in tonnage handled 
at the port in 1927 of vastly greater 
importance' than is the gain in values, 
shipping men point out. Another in¬ 
crease noted in the report is in the 
number of vessels which arrived here 
in the twelve months. In 1927 there 
were 7,288 recorded as arrivals, a gain 
of 1,640 over the number listed in 1926.

A T the' annual meeting, Wednesday, 
of this week, stockholders of the 
Los Angeles-First National Trust and 
Savings Bank chose a strong board of 
directors, comprising well-known bus¬ 
iness leaders in Southern California. 
Besides re-electing Dr. John Willis 
Baer, John E. Barber, William A. 
Bowen, John P. Burke, Harry Chan¬ 
dler, George I. Cochran, John S. Crav¬ 
ens, J. M. Elliott, George E. Farrand, 
Frank P. Flint, S. M. Haskins, W. P. 
TefFries, J. O. Koepfli, John B. Miller, 
Dan Murphy, Stuart O’Melveny, Lee 
A. Phillips, Henry M. Robinson, W. 
L. Stewart, Charles F. Stern, F. Q. 
Story and C. C. Teague, the list was 
augmented by the’ names of Shannon 
Crandall, Harry H. Culver, Isidore B. 
Dockweiler, George S. Edwards, Roger 
G. Edwards, Robert N. Frick, Ralph 
B. Hardacre, William L. Honnold, 
Maynard McFie, Lee B. Milbank, H. 
W.’ O’Melveny, Fred B. Ortrnan, W. 
A. Sutherland, James R. Page, and 
Paul O. Tietzen. 

An increase of 10,000 shares of the 
capital stock of the bank was author¬ 
ized to be sold to the First Securities 
Company at $85 a share, which com¬ 
pany is to provide for the sale of part 
or all of these shares to bank em¬ 
ployees on a time payment basis and 
at the' same price—this in order that 
employees of the bank might have 
every opportunity to become stock¬ 
holders on an attractive basis. 

In his annual report, after outlining 
the changes in the federal reserve act, 
making possible the consolidation of 
the First National, it was pointed out 
that at the last call of the comptroller 
the deposits exceeded $285,000,000 
and the total resources were more 
than $320,000,000, in addition to the 
net assets of the First Securities Com¬ 
pany, totaling $6,000,000; that the Los 
Angeles-First National Trust and Sav¬ 
ings Bank is now the fifteenth bank 
in size in the United States; that in 
the last year it had purchased five 
banks in outlying territory; had estab¬ 
lished four new branches in the city 
of Los Angeles; had under construc¬ 
tion or had completed new buildings 
in Pasadena, Hollywood, Glendale and 
Huntington Park; and had made con¬ 
solidations of certain branches. 

Mr. Robinson reported that the 
number of the' bank’s stockholders is 
3,839; that 94.8 per cent of the stock 
of the bank is held in California; that 
the average number of shares individ¬ 
ually held in California is 128; that the 
percentage of share's held outside of 
California is only 5.2 per cent, and 
the average number of shares held by 
those outside of California is 124. 

President Robinson see's no cloud on 
the financial horizon to affect busi¬ 
ness deleteriously in the succeeding 
months of 1928. Complimentary ref¬ 
erence' was made to the advent of 
Ralph B. Hardacre, as executive vice- 
president, and of James R. Page as 
vice-president. An efficient bank per¬ 
sonnel is assured the stockholders in 
the effort to give effective service. 


Of notable interest to the new civic 
center district was the formal open¬ 
ing Monday, of this week, of the 
new Equitable branch of the Security 
Trust and Savings Bank at First and 
Spring streets. Mayor Cryer and other 
public officials were in attendance and 
made brief speeches. Vice-President 
Edward Elliott responded on behalf 
of the bank, representing President 
J. F. Sartori. Mr. W. J. Washburn, 
formerly president of the Equitable, 
prior to the merger with the' Security, 
was also an interested participant in 
the dedicatory ceremonies. A feature 
of the opening is an exhibition of his¬ 
torical picture's of early Los Angeles, 
from the private collection of the Se¬ 
curity Bank. 

Issuance by the bank of an eighty- 
page booklet entitled “El Pueblo—Los 
Angeles Before' the Railroads,” is a 
valuable souvenir. It contains a his¬ 
tory of the city from the time of the 
Spanish settlement in September, 1781, 
to the coming of the' Southern Pacific 
Railroad in 1876. In these ninety-five 
years Los Angeles was under three 
flags, passing in turn under the rule 
of Spain, Mexico and the United 
States. The pictorial features of the

brochure add greatly to its interest. 

Built of white stone, in the Roman¬ 
esque type of structure, the new 
building is in harmony with the archi¬ 
tectural scheme of the new civic center. 
The interior is done in the Georgian 
style of English design. French Na¬ 
poleon gray marble and black Belgian 
marble on floors and wainscoting make 
a colorful contrast to the bronze fix¬ 
tures and mahogany furnishings. The 
Equitable is the oldest branch bank 
in the city. Luke Wood is its man¬ 
ager. It has been at First and Spring 
for nearly a quarter of a century. 

Spokesmen for state commissions, 
investment bankers and owners of 
quasi-public securities, appearing be¬ 
fore the' interstate commerce com¬ 
mission at Washington this week, 
urged restriction of the scope' of the 
proposed senate investigation of the 
financing of public utilities corpora¬ 
tions. Protest was made against any 
invasion of state’s rights by the sen¬ 
ate in pursuing its inquiry under the 
Welsh resolution. The committee was 
informed that while the protestants 
had no objections to the proposed in¬ 
vestigation, if kept within the bounds 
of questions relating to interstate com¬ 
merce, they were opposed to any un¬ 
warranted interference with the state 
commission. Chairman Gettle, of the 
Wisconsin railroad commission, thinks 
there has been a plethora of federal 
regulation, and that the experience' of 
his and other commissions in interstate 
commerce commission control of the 
telephone and administration of the 
transportation act had made them “ex¬ 
ceedingly apprehensive about federal 
regulation.” Speaking for the Invest¬ 
ment Bankers’ Association of Amer¬ 
ica, Henry R. Hayes, its president, 
said he was not opposed to the in¬ 
quiry, but ventured the opinion that if 
one were held it would show no need 
for federal regulation, but rather a 
need for broadening the powers of the 
state regulatory bodies.

banking enterprises. The change was 
reflected both in the' transfer of two 
banks from Brotherhood control and in 
a reduction in the resources of several 
of the Brotherhood banks. No banks 
were added to the labor group in 1927, 
but several larger banks, especially in 
New York City and vicinity, and a 
number of smaller banks elsewhere, 
showed marked increases in resources 
compared to 1926. The growth of 
these banks, together with the reces¬ 
sions and, in some cases, later increases 
in the resources of several other banks, 
indicates that 1927 was a year of 
stabilization in the labor banking move¬ 
ment. In all, control of four labor 
banks shifted to other interests in 1927. 


Through the sale of $4,500,000 6 
per cent cumulative preferred stock 
one of the fastest growing drug-store 
chains in the United States, the Wal¬ 
green Company was able to care for 
its rapid expansion.

Earnings of West Coast Life In¬ 
surance Company of San Francisco, 
show a net of 24.3 per cent on common 
stock in 1927, compared with dividend 
requirements of 12 per cent on a par 
of $1. The year was considered one 
of the finest the company has recorded 
and reports are current that the direc¬ 
tors may increase the dividend rate 
to 14 per cent. The company now is 
in the $100,000,000 class, as business in 
force was increased to $103,619,970 in 
1927, or a gain of $4,504,349 over 1926. 
Admitted assets now total $15,156,309, 
which represents a gain of $1,456,418, 
while the premium income for the year 
reached $3,684,720. The report shows 
earnings of $121,543 for 1927, of which 
$61,543 was added to surplus and $60,- 
000 paid in dividends. The increase of 
$61,543 in surplus this year compares 
with, approximately, $12,260 in 1926. 

Cement manufactured and shipped 
by the Monolith Portland Cement 
Company for the year ending Decem¬ 
ber 31, last, totaled 1,445,794 barrels, 
which is less than the amount which 
could have been shipped if the de¬ 
mand had been met, according to the 
president of the company, who points 
out that after income-tax deductions, 
the average annual profit for the last 
five years exceeded $500,000 and that 
dividends paid since the company was 
organized in 1920 amount to more than 
was originally paid into the company. 
The balance after preferred dividends, 
but before depreciation and federal 
taxes, showed earnings for the com¬ 
mon stock, of, approximately, 34 per 
cent. 

Figures compiled from state gaso¬ 
line-tax returns show sales for 1927 
increased for practically every petro¬ 
leum company operating in California. 
Union Oil showed the largest per¬ 
centage increase, while California Pe¬ 
troleum and Shell-Union were close 
competitors. Increases reported by 
four companies resulted in losses for 


General Petroleum, Richfield Oil and 
Associated Oil. Standard Oil of Cali¬ 
fornia continued to hold its position 
as the largest distributor in the state 
although its percentage of 8.75 increase 
was the smallest. Gasoline sales of the 
eight large companies were 916,577,- 
000 gallons in 1927, against 817,000,000 
! til Ions in 1926. 


Thomas D. Campbell, president of 
the Campbell Farming Corporation,

Although no-reply had been received 
front the Chase National Bank of New 
York to the state department’s notifica¬ 
tion of its policy concerning loans to 
the Russian Soviet government, both 
Secretary Kellogg of that department 
and Secretary Mellon of the treasury 
appear confident that the plan of the 
bank for facilitating the American sale 
of part of an issue of $30,000,000 of 
Russian state railway bonds will be 
abandoned. The attitude of the Amer¬ 
ican government would not prevent an 
individual from buying Russian bonds 
by private transaction direct with Mos¬ 
cow. The number of such sales, how¬ 
ever, it was felt, would be compara¬ 
tively few and of such a nature that 
control of the sales would not be de¬ 
sirable or feasible. Secretary Kellogg 
does not believe financial houses in 
this country will sell bonds of the 
Soviet railways when the Russian gov¬ 
ernment already has repudiated other 
bonds on the same railways which were 
sold in the American market previous¬ 
ly. The Soviet railway bonds have' been 
offered in London for several months, 
but the investing public is shy.

Civil War Soldiers from 
Both Sides Called 


Pasadena Pioneer Druggist 
Ends Active Life 


Southland Business Heads on 
Long Grim List 


PASADENA, Dec. 1 3.—C o 1. 
Charles O. Shephard, Civil War 
veteran, diplomate and author, died 
last night at the Hotel Green fol¬ 
lowing a short illness. He was 
88 years of age, and came here in 
1910 after completing his work as 
allotting commissioner to the Osage 
Indian nation. 

He enlisted in the Twenty-first 
New York Volunteers in 1861 when 
he was preparing to enter Yale 
University. In due time, he was 
commander of the famous Bowery 
regiment. In 1862. he was made 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Sully and 
shortly afterward received an ap¬ 
pointment as assistant provost mar¬ 
shal for the State of New York. 

After being wounded at the 
battles of Bull Run and Fair Oaks, 
he was mustered out of service 
because of deafness, caused by the 
“winding” of a shell. 

In 1867, Col. Shephard was com- 
misioned lieutenant-colonel in the 
New York National Guard, and two 
years later, he was appointed first 
consul at Yeddo (Tokio) Japan by 
Gen. U. S. Grant. 

After many years in the diplo¬ 
matic service, he was made chief of 
the Bureau of Charitable Institu¬ 
tions of the State of New York in 
1895, and later was commissioned 
colonel-commandant of the New 
York State Soldiers and Sailors 
Home. From 1904 until he re¬ 
tired and came to this city, Col. 
Shephard did important work in 
connection with the solution of In¬ 
dian problems. 

He leaves, a widow, Clara Louise 
MacAlphine Shephard, whom he 
married while serving as consul at 
Bradford, Eng. 

The funeral services will be held 
at Arcade, N. Y., where Col. Shep¬ 
hard was bom in 1840. 


ALHAMBRA MOURNS LOSS 
OF ALBERT S. BLACKBURN 

ALHAMBRA, Dec. 13.—Albert S. 
Blackburn, 84 years of age, one of 
the pioneers of this city, and ac¬ 
tive in construction work during the 
early days in Wyoming, is dead at 
his home here after a short illness. 
He had lived here forty-two years 
and up until a few years ago had 
been in the contracting business. He 
.built the original Garfield school, 
the old Alhambra Hotel and several 
other public buildings. 

The organization of the First Bap¬ 
tist Church was largely due to the 
.efforts of Mr. Blackburn and his 
wife and he was one of the promi¬ 
nent members of the Alhambra com¬ 
munity sing. 

Mr. Blackburn was bora in Mis¬ 
souri. At the age of 17 years he 
enlisted in the Confederate Army. 
After his discharge he went to 
Omaha and from there went by cov¬ 
ered wagon to where Fort Laramie, 
Wyoming, now stands. 

There ho worked as a construction 
engineer and helped stake out the 
town. He was also engaged in con¬ 
struction work in connection with 
the building of the Union Pacific 
Railroad through Wyoming. 

He is survived by a daughter, 
Ethel, of Alhambra, and a son. 
Dura, of Peridones, Mex. Funeral 
services will be held at 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning at the First Bap¬ 
tist Church.

store, was still awaiting arraignment today on three felony charges.

HIGH FOR YEAR 


Reports Generally Better 
Than Last Season 


Shorter Crops Receive 
Greater Returns 


Indications Excellent for 
Immediate Future 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 13.—Citrus 
fruits brought a gross return to 
Riverside county growers during the 
last year of $10,027,225, according to 
a report made public today by Coun¬ 
ty Horticultural Commissioner Bot- 
tel. A total of 5227 cars of oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit was shipped 
from the county during the 1927-28 
season. Although last year’s crop 
was comparatively light, prices were 
excellent and the growers as a whole 
enjoyed satisfactory returns. Fruit 
now on the trees indicates that the 
coming season will surpass the rec¬ 
ord vield of 1926-27 when the out¬ 
put from Riverside county was 8609 
carloads.

Civil War Soldiers from 
Both Sides Called

PASADENA, Dec. 1 3.—C o 1. 
Charles O. Shephard, Civil War 
veteran, diplomate and author, died 
last night at the Hotel Green fol¬ 
lowing a short illness. He was 
88 years of age, and came here in 
1910 after completing his work as 
allotting commissioner to the Osage 
Indian nation. 

He enlisted in the Twenty-first 
New York Volunteers in 1861 when 
he was preparing to enter Yale 
University. In due time, he was 
commander of the famous Bowery 
regiment. In 1862. he was made 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Sully and 
shortly afterward received an ap¬ 
pointment as assistant provost mar¬ 
shal for the State of New York. 

After being wounded at the 
battles of Bull Run and Fair Oaks, 
he was mustered out of service 
because of deafness, caused by the 
“winding” of a shell. 

In 1867, Col. Shephard was com- 
misioned lieutenant-colonel in the 
New York National Guard, and two 
years later, he was appointed first 
consul at Yeddo (Tokio) Japan by 
Gen. U. S. Grant. 

After many years in the diplo¬ 
matic service, he was made chief of 
the Bureau of Charitable Institu¬ 
tions of the State of New York in 
1895, and later was commissioned 
colonel-commandant of the New 
York State Soldiers and Sailors 
Home. From 1904 until he re¬ 
tired and came to this city, Col. 
Shephard did important work in 
connection with the solution of In¬ 
dian problems. 

He leaves, a widow, Clara Louise 
MacAlphine Shephard, whom he 
married while serving as consul at 
Bradford, Eng. 

The funeral services will be held 
at Arcade. N. Y., where Col. Shep¬ 
hard was bom in 1840. 


ALHAMBRA MOURNS LOSS

ALHAMBRA, Dec. 13.—Albert S. 
Blackburn, 84 years of age, one of 
the pioneers of this city, and ac¬ 
tive in construction work during the 
early days in Wyoming, is dead at 
his home here after a short illness.

INSURANCE STOCK ON 


Total Turnover Shade Down 
in Days Trading 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24. ITP}—The 
stock market approached the week¬ 
ly brokerage-loan announcement 
today with marked uneasiness. The 
majority of important Issues lost 
from 2 to 5 points, although vigor¬ 
ous pools managed to bid up ft few 
specialties. 

It had been taken for granted 
that the loan total would reach ft 
new high record, but revival of the 
gold movement from England this 
week tended to overshadow this 
ominous prospect until today, when 
takings of the yellow metal in Lon¬ 
don dwindled to about $1,500,000. 

While the theory is frequently 
expressed in high speculative circles 
that brokerage loans are playing an 
Increasingly important part in pres-, 
ent-day financing, when corpora¬ 
tions are meeting their require¬ 
ments by selling stock rather than 
borrowing at the banks, bankers 
point out that money is abnormal¬ 
ly tight, and generally see no relief 
save through reduction of the brok¬ 
erage-loan accounts. 

The brokerage-loan announce¬ 
ment, after the close, showing an 
Increase of $48,000,000, was rather 
less formidable than had been ex¬ 
pected. Wall street’s estimates ran 
all the way from $ 50 , 000,000 to 
$200,000,000. The Increase carried 
the total to an unprecedented vol¬ 
ume, however, at $5,443 000,000, in 
contrast to the previous record of 
$5,394,590,000 of December 5, Inst, 
and to the total of less than $3,800,* 
000.000 of a year ago. 

Revision of last week’s total 
brought it up to $5,395 000,000 show¬ 
ing that the gain that week 
amounted to $82,0000,000 rather 
than $ 71 , 000,000 as was then an¬ 
nounced. Last week’s total there¬ 
fore, really sent a new high record 
although that was not disclosed until 
today. 

MONEY UNCHANGED 
There had been little uneasiness 
over the rediscount rate, which re¬ 
mained at 5 per cent as the Bank 
of England announced no change 
in its rate early in the day, and re¬ 
ported further improvement in its 
position. The Federal Reserve Bank 
announced gold imports of about 
$8,000,000 from Canada, and neg- 
ligible exports. With today’s tak¬

The jury reached a verdict after 
three hours and thirty-seven min¬ 
utes’ deliberation.

Disappointment in Industry Widespread

If oil companies are to continue to receive the financial support, of j 
investors in common stocks it is very plain, on the basis of compara n e • 
stock market prices and the records of income letuin, that radica j 
changes must take place in the industry. Oil stockholders, as 4 whol^ 
have not shared in the widespread appreciation in common stock prices 
“thJTt few years, nor have they been compensated by generous , , 
dividend payments, subscription rights, etc. 

While naturally not cheered by**- 
the citation of prosperity in other 
industries, the disappointment of 
holders of Pacific Coast oil shares 
has been intensified lately by the 
failure of the heads of their com¬ 
panies to at least work together to 
preserve some degree ot business 
health. The return to price cutting 
and other dubious methods in the 
marketing of gasoline has not by 
any means been applauded by the 
stockholders, nor has their la th, 
already severely tried by many sim¬ 
ilar episodes, been increased in the 
ability of the managements to cope 
with ‘the common problems. 

COMPARISON DRAWN 

Whatever the reasons, the record 
of the Pacific Coast oil industry in 
the last five years may be measured 
from the stockholders’ point of view 
by an investment in Standard Oil 
of California as a fair illustration.

Tons of Steel Fall at New 
School Building 


7'riple Investigation Startec

Students Assist at Work of 
Rescue 


SAN DIEGO, March 7.—'While a 
triple investigation was under way 
four men who were injured in the 
collapse of six steel trusses weigh¬ 
ing more than twenty-four tons in 
the new Senior High School gym¬ 
nasium yesterday afternoon were 
reported recovering today.

The injured are George L. Me 
Kinnon, 45 years of age, 2311 Fourth 
street, a carpenter, fractured collar 
bone, lacerations and shock; Harry 
Young, 44, Old Town, a carpenter, 
lacerations of face, back injuries 
and shock; Alexander L. Wright, 
41, 2466 L street, cuts of the left 
leg, and Carl Jarboe, 27, 7718 Girard 
street. La Jolla, job foreman, 
bruises and shock.

SEARCH FOR ARMY FLYER 

No Trace Found of Companion of Officer Killed 
When Plane Crashed Near Mexican Border 

SAN DIEGO, March 7.—Search was being made today for Private 
Melvin A. Ulm, of Rockwell Field, believed to have been killed late yes¬ 
terday when a Rockwell Field army plane in which Ulm and Lieut. Hugh 
Deroix Smith were flying, crashed at sea near the Mexican border, re¬ 
sulting in the death of Smith. Smith’s body was found last night 
strapped to the plane’s control cockpit, but searchers last night and to¬ 
day were unable to find any trace of' Ulm. 

* The crash occurred after the two 
had taken off from Rockwell Field 
in an army plane at 1 p.m., al¬ 
though the exact time of the oc¬ 
currence of the mishap has not 
been determined. At 4 p.m. they 
were reported missing and search 
was started. The plane was found 
about fifty yards off shore, near 
the Mexican border. 

A board of investigation was ap¬ 
pointed today at Rockwell Field to 
determine the cause of the mishap. 
Ulm, 25 years of age, formerly 
lived at Stockton, where his fa¬ 
ther, William Ulm, now resides. He 
was bom at Charlotte, Mich. At 
Rockwell Field he was attached to 
the Eeventh Bombardment Squad¬ 
ron. 

Lieut. Smith's body has been 
laken to the Bonham Brothers 
mortuary, and probably will be sent 
to Salt Lake City, Utah, for inter¬ 
ment, he having formerly lived in 
that city. He is survived by his 
parents, H. W. Smith and wife of 
Salt Lake City. Smith came to 
Rockwell Field last November 3 
from Kelly Field, Texas, where he 
had competed a training course.

Construction of a $1,500,000 expan¬ 
sion project at the Arrowhead 
Springs Hotel will begin next week,

COLLE GE FOUNDER DIES 

Dr. Jasper Field , First President of Redlands 
University , Succumbs to Heart Attack 

REDLANDS, March 21.—Dr. Jasper Newton Field, D.D., founder and 
first president of the University of Redlands, died suddenly this morning 
at his home, 757 Walnut avenue. Dr. Field died from a heart attack. He 
had not been well for some weeks. 

Dr. Field was 74 years of age.* 


He was born March 20, 1855, in Ohio 
and early in life decided to enter 
the ministry. Through great sacri¬ 
fice he made his way through col¬ 
lege and then secured his theologi¬ 
cal training. He held pastorates in 
Ohio and Indiana before being 
called to the First Baptist Church 
in Redlands. 

This was in 1906, and three years 
later he conceived the need of a 
Baptist college in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. He presented this to Baptist 
leaders, received encouragement, 
placed it before the Eaptist Asso¬ 
ciation. t and it was decided to raise 
$300,000. Redlands offered the site, 
nucleus of the present campus, and 
Dr. Field was given a year’s leave of 
absence to collect the money. 

He succeeded and the first build¬ 
ing was the administration building. 
Then the president’s home was 
built and next Mrs. Martin Bekins 
of Los Angeles built a girls’ dormi¬ 
tory.

Several larger craft 
are en route here with loads, and 
the tug Sea Rover sailed for the 
cape yesterday to tow back Van 
Camp's big tender Mindanao with 
several hundred tons. The three- 
masted schooner Melrose is icing at 
Halfhills plant, at Long Beach, ready 
to sail, and J. M. Drusich's new 
bait boat took the brincy yesterday 
on her initial voyage.

terhood in 1869. 

P. E. O. is one of the oldest 
among women's organizations in 
America, and the second national 
college sorority to organize. In 
the early years, there were both 
college and city chapters, but later 
when the college sorority came to 
he a Greek letter institution, P. E. 
0..was unwilling to relinquish its 
English letters and abandon its 
city chapters; so it went from the 
campus. 

Victor Hugo once said, “My idea 
is this—ever onward. If God had 
intended that man should go back¬ 
ward, he would have given him an 
eye in the back of his head.” P, 
E. O. has gone ever onward. It 
has grown from the seven original 
founders in 1869 to an organization 
with chapters in nearly every state 
in the union as well as chapters In 
Canada and a membership of over 
40,000 women. 

P. E. O. is chiefly an educational 
organization. In 1007, it estab¬ 
lished an educational fund which 
now amounts to a half million dol¬ 
lars, and it. has helped approxi¬ 
mately 2000 girls to obtain a col¬ 
lege education. It. also owns Cot- 
tey college, a junior college in the 
middle west. Two years ago P. E. 
O. completed a memorial library 
at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, in memory, 
of its original founders. 

Chapter H. P. E. O.. was organ¬ 
ized in December, 1903, and com- 


j pleted the required number of 
'chapters for a California state 
chapter which was organized in 
1904. Last June, California alone 
had 184 chapters.

COUP IN FAILURE 


Democrat Scheme for Record 
Vote Falls Flat 


Hide Import Levies Decision 
Put Over Until Today 


Leaders Unable to Guess as 
to Outcome 


WASHINGTON, Jan., 23. (IF)— 

, An attempt to place the Senate 
on record in favor of tariffs on 
leather and shoes no higher than 
the “true compensatory’’ levels in 
event hides are taken from the 
free list, failed late today and 
forced postponement until tomor¬ 
row- of a decision of the proposed 
hide-import levies. 

The move was made by Senator 
Steck, an Iowa Democrat, who 
held it is unfair to those favoring 
a hide duty to be required to vote 
on this question separated as it 
now is from leather and shoes, and 
to “take a chance” on getting rea¬ 
sonable duties on the latter which 
would not more than offset any 
benefit from a hide tariff. He asked 
before a final vote that the tariff 
commission be required to deter¬ 
mine the proper levies. 

SHOUTED DOWN 

Although supported in principle 
by Senators Norris, Republican in¬ 
dependent, Nebraska, and Dill, 
Democrat, Washington, the Steck 
proposal was shouted down easily 
without a record vote. Chairman 
Smoot of the Finance Committee, 
whose bill proposes duties of 10 per 
cent on hides, from 15 to 20 per 
cent on leathers, and 20 per cent on 
shoes—all now on the free list— 
contended the Senate can figure out 
the proper levies itself on leathers 
and shoes if the hide duty is raised. 
He added that it will take the tar¬ 
iff commission six months to de¬ 
termine what will be regarded as 
exact compensatory levies. 

VOTE IN DOUBT 

The vote on the proposed hide 
levy still is in doubt tonight. Sen¬ 
ator Oddie, Republican, Nevada, 
who had proposed an amendment 
to increase the bill rate to 6 cents 
a pound on green hides and 10 
oents on cured, modified it later to 
the basis of 5 to 9 cents, respective¬ 
ly. 

The compromise move was made 
after several conferences with Re¬ 
publican Independents and Demo- 
crr/s favoring a higher duty than 
that carried in the bill and hope 
was expressed by these Senators 
that the modified proposal will 
carry. Republican leaders feel, 
however, that the committee rate 
will prevail if any duty at all is 
approved. 

Senator Walsh, Democrat, Massa¬ 
chusetts. who began the second 
day’s debate today with an asser¬ 
tion that any hide duty will be 
indefensible, also made the prin¬ 
cipal argument against the Steck 
proposal, which was hooked on as 
a proviso to the Oddie amendment. 

Boat Ramming

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Jan. 23. (IP, 
Denying that the ramming of his 
deep-sea motorboat Taiheiyo Maru 
off the Mexican coast by the United 
States Coast Guard cutter Bonham 
on the 17th Inst, was accidental, 
Capt. J. Butler in his report to own¬ 
ers here said his vessel was delib¬ 
erately run down. 

Butler said that the Taiheiyo Maru 
hove to when the Bonham gave 
chase about 150 miles south of the 
United States-Mexican border. The 
cutter rammed the motorboat and 
then drew off, Capt. Butler declared, 
leaving his command in a sinking 
condition. 

Dispatches from San Francisco 
quoted the Coast Guard officials 
there as saying the ramming was 
accidental.

Casey declares he has obtained 
evidence that in various parts of 
the State “bootleg” gasoline is be¬ 
ing sold from pumps and tanks 
bearing the names of well-known 
distributors. 

Arrests already have made made 
by agents of the Division of Weights 
and Measures in Bakersfield, Sac¬ 
ramento, San Diego and Lost Hills, 
and he promises that more will fol¬ 
low. 

The “bootleg" gas war, says Casey, 
also will extend to airports, where 
the practice has been to sell gaso¬ 
line for planes out of unlabeled 
tank wagons. 

“Not only is the -aviator under 
such conditions unable to tell what 
brand of gasoline he is getting,” he 
adds, “but he has no visible means 
of ascertaining how much gas he is 
getting for his money. These things 
are to be corrected at once.” 

Casey declares further that he has 
been promised the co-operation of 
the major oil companies in the cam¬ 
paign to protect the public against 
inferior grades of fuel that are sold 
as high-grade products.

Author Assails Leaders of

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. (JP )—-The 
Williamson bill to carry out the first

Some want the Attorney-General 
to make regulations under which 
the Secretary of the Treasury may 
issue permits. Others believe the 
dual responsibility will result in a 
spying by Justice Department agents 
on legitimate industrial alcohol¬ 
consuming concerns, and that the 
Treasury afone should regulate the 
160,000 permittees. 

Representative Williamson, Re¬ 
publican, South Dakota, author of 
the measure, characterized prohibi¬ 
tion enforcement as the most dif¬ 
ficult problem that confronts the 
Chief Executive. 

He warned the house that “so 
fundamental is ordered obedience to 
duly enacted laws that no govern¬ 
ment can long survive large-scale 
violations of enactments in which a 
considerable majority of the peo¬ 
ple show a deep personal interest.” 

“It follows,” Williamson contend¬ 
ed, “that the government must use 
every means at its disposal to se¬ 
cure observance of whatever laws 
are placed upon its books or run 
the chance that all laws will come 
to be regarded with contempt. When 
contempt for all law becomes gen¬ 
eral, government is at an end. Chaos 
and anarchy follow.” 

In opening his address the South 
Dakotan said that important States 
have repealed their enforcement 
statutes and have refused to co¬ 
operate with the government. 

"A considerable body of men of 
position and influence,” he added, 
“are openly preaching the doctrine 
of nullification. Nullification is 
closely akin to rebellion and rebel¬ 
lion means war.”

LIQUOR DEATH 
CUT DETAILED 


W.C.T.U. Issues Report on 
Alcoholism Mortality 


Figures Back Assertion as to 
Prohibition Benefits 


Dry Laiv Declared to Have 
Saved 25,000 Lives 


EVANSTON (Ill.) Feb. 6. (IP) —The 
Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union today issued a report on al¬ 
coholism mortality In forty-five 
States to substantiate its assertion 
that prohibition “has saved at least 
25,000 lives that would have been 
lost had preprohibition alcoholism 
death rates continued.” 

The report says its findings were 
based on data furnished by the 
United States Bureau of Census, 
covering the period from 1910 to 
1928. 

Maryland is listed in the report 
as the only State in which “alco¬ 
holism has mounted higher under 
prohibition than in the salodn era. 
New York furnishes a fifth of all 
the alcoholism in the country and 
yet has never reached its record 
for the saloon days.” 

COMPARISONS MADE 

Continuing, the report says: 

“Alcoholism killed 4627 people in 
the United States last year. That 
death rate was 4 for each 100,000 
thousand. Had alcoholism killed at 
the rate of 6.6 per 100,000, which 
flourished in 1916, the height of 
the saloon era. there would have 
been 7986 deaths. Credit 3359 to 
prohibition. 

“In the saloon era the census 
data shows the alcoholism death 
rate nearly double the average 
rate for the prohibition era. 

STATE SHOWINGS 

“Thirty-one States and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia were below the 
national average death rate of 4 
for each 100,000 for 1929. and only 
thirteen States were above the av¬ 
erage. Montana is probably high, 
but data are incomplete. 

“The States with higher than 
average alcoholism are Arizona, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Illi¬ 
nois, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Rhode Island and Wyoming. 
Their average alcoholism death rate 
is 6 for each 100,000. The aver¬ 
age for the thirty-one other States 
listed and the District of Columbia 
is 2.5 for each 100,000.”

The 
very purpose of prohibition not 
only was to stop the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants, but to pro¬ 
hibit their use the moment that 
stocks in private homes became ex¬ 
hausted. In a word, the Eighteenth 
Amendment was intended to make 
the nation bone dry so far as that 
can be realized with respect to any¬ 
thing prohibited.” 

ASSAILED IN SENATE 

Tlie Law Enforcement Commis¬ 
sion’s recommendations were as¬ 
sailed In the Senate by Senator 
Wagner, Democrat, New York, who 
declared that its report to Congress 
is disappointing and that the pro¬ 
posal to broaden the commission¬ 
ers’ powers is unconstitutional. 

“If you enact this proposal into 
law," he said, “you erect a new 
class of crimes, undefined, in¬ 
choate, of uncertain gravity, of un¬ 
known penalty until such good time 
in each individual case as the At¬ 
torney-General decides.”

Hitchcock of Nebraska yester¬ 
day at the Ambassador Hotel. 
Senator Hitchcock, who is pub¬ 
lisher of the Omaha World-Herald, 
says he is not an advocate of repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, as 
that Is an impossibility. 

“A tactical mistake was made hy 
the Prohibitionists,” said the for¬ 
mer Senator, “when they enacted 
the Volstead Act. defining intoxi¬ 
cating liquors as liquors possessing j 
more than one-half of one per cent | 
6f alcohol. 

“That extreme definition has j 
been obnoxious to the people of I 
many parts of the United States. It. 
is what has made the Eighteenth 
Amendment so objectionable and 
impossible of enforcement as long 
as it and the Volstead Act are tied 
together. 

"Modification, with a more liberal 
interpretation of what the term ‘in¬ 
toxicating liquors’ In the Eighteenth 
Amendment means, will be difficult 
to accomplish. 

"That seems to me. however, the 
only direction in which there can 
lio found relief from present con¬ 
ditions. 

“In my opinion, it was tinfort.u- I 
nate that we did not leave the [ 
problem to bo handled locally. 
Where public opinion is for prohlbi- j 
lion it can be enforced locally. 

Drinking has become a sort of 
social evil that it was not be- [ 
fore prohibition. Bootlegging on I 
a large scale has brought law- ] 
lessness and racketeering and 
graft. 

"The Volstead Act’s one-half of \ 
one per cent provision is unreason¬ 
able and has aroused the prejudice 
so generally felt.. No one will be 
able to enforce the law as It stands 
and the evils of this situation will 
persist till the. drys moderate their 
zeal and consent to reasonable mod¬ 
ification.”

PACIFISTS IN 


Opposing Arguments Riddled; 
‘Cost of Navy Not Out of Pro¬ 
portion to Other Expenses’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(Uni- 
versal Service.)—“The time has 
more than come when we should 
cease being led around by our fel¬ 
low citizens whose ignorance or 
abhorrence of the facts of the world 
today makes their guidance danger¬ 
ous to this country and those prin- 
ciples for which it stands. 

Such was the ringing' challenge 
to pacifists sounded hy Brig. Gen. 
Henry J. Reilly, veteran of the 
Rainbow Division and distinguished 
authority on national defense, in 
a radio address here tonight. 

General Reilly was the princi¬ 
pal speaker at the first of a series 
of notable broadcasts sponsored by 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, with the hope of stimu¬ 
lating a reawakened patriotic 
thought throughout the nation. He 
was introduced by Mrs. Lowell 
Fletcher Hobart, president general 
of that militant organization. 

Riddling the specious arguments 
Invariably advanced by pacifists, 
General Reilly proved that the ac¬ 
tual cost of maintaining an ade¬ 
quate Navy is not out of propor¬ 
tion to other governmental ex¬ 
penditures. 

FAVORITE COMPLAINT 

Pointing to the favorite com¬ 
plaint that the national Govern¬ 
ment spends more on the Army and 
Navy than it does for education, 
General Reilly pointed out that un¬ 
der the Constitution the Govern¬ 
ment is required to provide for such 
defense, while education is reserved 
to the states. 

Thus in 1926 $2,259,000,000 in pub¬ 
lic moneys was spent for education 
as against only one-fourth that 
amount for the national defense, 
he pointed out, citing figures of 
the national industrial conference 
board. 

The argument that the cost of 
maintaining armaments has mount¬ 
ed mightily in recent years like¬ 
wise was shattered. Expenditures 
for national defense have increased 
only 52 per cent since 1913. as 
against an increase of 164 per cent 
In the total cost of Government. 

EXPENSES INCREASE 

“Stating it in dollars,’’ he said, 
“our military expenses have in¬ 
creased $200,000,000, while our 
governmental expenses for other 
purposes have increased by 
$7,000,000,000, or thirty-five times 
as much.” 

A cheap Navy Is like any cheap 
•ommodity—it will not serve Us 
purpose, said General Reilly, add-

Son and daughter turn up their 
noses at the antiques, and think 
they’d much rather select their car 
from the shiny, powerful, glittering 
assemblage upstairs. But dad re¬ 
members how ho used to "wind her 
up’’ from the side, and mother re¬ 
calls the time Ayhen she tied on 
her Merry Widow hat with a square 
yard of veil and remonstrated with 
dad for risking their necks by rac¬ 
ing along at fifteen miles an hour.

RICHFIELD DIE 
SUING SHELL 


PAN FRANCISCO. Feb. 27.— 
Millions are involved in a. suit filed 
in the U. S. District Court today by 
the Richfield Oil Company against 
the Shell Company of California for 
alleged infringement of patents in 
an “oil refining mechanieism.” 

George H. Gillons, who invented 
the mechanieism in 1911, and Ed¬ 
ward P. Shaw, who later acquired 
an interest in the patent, are co¬ 
plaintiffs with the Richfield Com¬ 
pany. 

The Richfield Company claims 
that it obtained an interest in the 
patent shortly following its inven¬ 
tion. but that for the last six years 
the Shell Company has been using 
the device, which, it is claimed, is 
of great value to the oil industry. 

The complaint alleges that the 
defendants have made great profits 
from the patent and further states 
that the Shell intimated at one time 
that it would make a settlement, 
but definitely refused to do so on 
December 30, 1929. 

The plaintiff asks for an injunc¬ 
tion or an accounting and for triple 
the actual damages involved. They 
further ask that the case be re¬ 
ferred to a master in chancery.

FACE NEW SITUATION 

An entirely new conference sit¬ 
uation faces the French as they re¬ 
turn from putting their domestic 
political house in order. 

Considerable technical work has 
been accomplished, but. real prog¬ 
ress concerns the larger issues, such 
as the Anglo-American accord— 
which, it is authoritatively learned 
today, is in sight regarding not only 
cruisers but all categories of war¬ 
ships. 

The American-Japanese naval 
problem also has changed material¬ 
ly since the French left London. 
The conversations between Senator 
Reed and Ambassador Matsudaira 
will be enlarged next week to in¬ 
clude Secretary Stimson and Reiiiro 
Wakatsuki. Opinion in conference 
circles is that a generally satisfac¬ 
tory solution will be produced. 

STILL FACE PROBLEM 

The third new element in the con¬ 
ference situation is that the French 
delegation has returned in a—so 
reliable sources . say—conciliatory 
frame of mind, eager to make con¬ 
cessions if that will make the con¬ 
ference a real success. 

The only one of the larger prob¬ 
lems which seems as far from an 
answer tonight as it was when the 
conference opened is the Franco- 
Italian controversy over parity. The 
indications are this will be left 
alone for a few days in the hope 
that time may prove as helpful in 
the dispute. 

The only formal conference ac¬ 
tivity today was the meeting of ex¬ 
perts considering the submarine 
problem. Spokesmen of the five del¬ 
egations outlined their positions re?- 
garding the maximum size of sub- 
mersibles which should be permitted 
under the treaties to be formulated 
at London. 

AS TO SUBMARINES 

The agreement'announced' yester¬ 
day as existing between the United 
States and Great Britain on sub¬ 
marines was officially voiced by 
American and. British.. spokesmen, 
who declared their countries are 
prepared to accept, as a >basis of 
discussion 1800 tons as the maxi¬ 
mum individual displacement for 
submarines. That is the figures 
suggested by Great Britain and the 
United States at the Geneva con- 
lerence. in 1927. 

Italy is prepared to accept the 
same displacement, but Japan made 
it clear that she desires the maxi¬ 
mum to be set at 2000 tons because 
her deep and stormy costal waters 
require large undersea cralt. 

. France made no point either for 
or against these figures, stating she 
i? ready to accept any figure 
which suits the other countries 
providing she also be permitted to 
keep a number -of - larger subma¬ 
rines—with displacement up. to 3000 
tons—to protect her lines of com¬ 
munication. 

In the following discussion the' 
the United States and Great Brit- 
6 in intimated they will accept 2000 
tons as a compromise figure—on 
the condition that there is to be 
onljr one class of submarines and 
that all are to be within the figures 
prescribed for it. The question of 
the minimum size of submarines 
will be the subject of the next 
meeting of this committee.

DECISION ON 
OIL DRILLING 
REQUESTED 

Webb Asked for Ruling 
Ove>r Unit-Plan, of Work 
on Seacliff Tideland 


SACRAMENTO, March 6. (Exclu¬ 
sive)—Atty.-Gen. Webb will be 
asked to rule on whether the unit 
drilling of the General Petroleum 
well at Seacliff in Santa Barbara 
county will comply with the law 
requiring holders of tideland per¬ 
mits to begin drilling operations 
within six months or forfeit their 
rights. 

This course was decided upon at 
at conference today between Fred 
G. Stevenot, State Director of Nat¬ 
ural Resources, Lyman M. King, Di¬ 
rector of Finance, and W. S. Kings¬ 
bury. 

Nineteen tideland permit holders, 
Stevenot said, Joined in the drilling 
of the General Petroleum well 
which brought between 400 and 500 
barrels at 3000 feet and they main¬ 
tain that this unit operation pro¬ 
tects their rights under the six 
months’ clause. 

Kingsbury has been rigidly en¬ 
forcing the six months’ requirement 
in the law. and voiding the permits 
of those who have not started 
drilling within that period, in the 
interest of conserving the southern 
beaches. 

Stevenot, on the other hand, has 
been endeavoring to discourage oil¬ 
drilling operations as a State-wide 
conservation move and the decision 
to request Webb for an opinion 
on' the legal phase of the unit 
drilling at Seacliff Is an attempt, 
said Stevenot, to reconcile the 
beach and oil conservation poli¬ 
cies. 


WASHINGTON, March 6. 
(NANA)—An entirely new scheme of 
allocating radio broadcast facilities 
to the States is being sought as the 
Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce pursues its task of re¬ 
vising the Couzens communications 
bill in the hope of reporting it to 
Congress *oon. 

One plan for a more equitable di¬ 
vision among the States has been 
submitted by Capt. Guy Hill, U.S.A., 
who retires in April as acting chief 
engineer of the Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission to report for military duty 
in the Philippines. 

REPEAL ASKED 

Other plans are being worked out 
by Commissioners Saltzman and. La- 
fount in conformity with their 
promises to the Senate committee. 
All the proposals are predicated 
upon the repeal of the Davis equali¬ 
zation amendment, which now di¬ 
vides radio facilities, equally among 
zones in proportion to population. 

Repeal of the Davis amendment 
has already been asked in a bill in¬ 
troduced by Senator Nye of North 
Dakota. Another bill, just intro¬ 
duced by Representative Wallace 
White of Maine, seeks an elimina¬ 
tion of the zone system of adminis¬ 
tering radio and the appointment of 
the radio commissioners as recom¬ 
mended by President Hoover in his 
last message to Congress. 

Details of Capt. Hill’s plan will 
not be announced for several days. 
Meanwhile, it has been learned that 
its primary object is to eliminate 
the wide disparity that now pre¬ 
vails in the amount of radio fa¬ 
cilities allotted the States under the 
zone arrangement. 

Under a formula recognizing 
State rights and taking into account 
State population and areas, it would 
make additional facilities available 
to most of the forty-eight States 
while reducing those now enjoyed 
by a few. 

POPULATION BASIS 

Besides abolishing the zone sys¬ 
tem, the Hill plan simply allows 
each State’s quota to be determined 
50 per cent on the basis of popula¬ 
tion, 25 per cent on the basis of 
area and 25 per cent on the basis 
of State’s rights.. By. State’s rights is 
meant that each State is initially 
entitled to that amount of avail¬ 
able facilities, the variable factors of 
population and area to determine 
the rest. 

That this plan will cause many 
changes in the present set-up is con¬ 
ceded, but it also means that in¬ 
herent objections to the present 
equalization amendment will be re¬ 
moved.

One fifth-zone State alone, Mon¬ 
tana, would embrace all the first 
zone and leave room to spare. 

Most States would get added al¬ 
lotments of waves, powers and hours 
of operation under the Hill plan. 
Necessarily, these would have to be 
taken away from States now over- 
populatedi with radio stations 
Among the States which would thus 
suffer reductions, are New York 
Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
Michigan, Illinois, Washington and 
California.

Sees New Planet First 




IN HEAVENS 


Astronomers Will Determine 
Size, Exact Distance From 
Earth, Other Characteristics 

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., March 13.— 

( IP )—Throughout the world scien¬ 
tific interest turned today to the 
Announcement by Dr. E. C. Slipher 
of the Lowell Observatory near here 
that the staff of astronomers there 
had become “absolutely sure" of 
the existence of a planet beyond the 
hitherto outermost celestial body, 
Neptune. 

Working on mathematical theor¬ 
ies developed twenty-five years 
• go by the late Dr. Percival Lowell, 
eminent astronomer, who predicted 
the existence of such a planet, the 
astronomers first uncovered the 
actual presence of the body last 
January 21. Since then. Doctor 
Slipher said, it has been seen>“doz- 
ens of times" through special tele¬ 
scopes. 

The location of the planet on 
January 21 was fixed at three 
hours Greenwich mean time, seven 
seconds west from Delta Gemino- 
rum with Lowell's predicted longi¬ 
tude. It is approximately forty- 
five times farther from the earth 
than the sun. Like Neptune, it 
cannot be seen by the naked eye 
and it may be as large as Jupiter, 
the greatest planet, which is 1200 
times the size of the earth. It is 
at least no smaller than the earth. 

AS YET UNNAMED 

A name has not been given to the 
new body and temporarily it will be 
known by the designation made by 
Doctor Lowell, “the transneptunian 
planet." • Doctor Lowell, a brother 
of A. Lawrence Lowell, president of 
Harvard University, founded the 
observatory here principally for this 
research. He died in 1916. 

The momentous discovery on 
January 21 was noticed first by C. 
W. Tombaugh, a young farm boy 
acting as photographer at the ob¬ 
servatory. He saw a "blotch of 
light” on a plate which had record¬ 
ed a picture of the heavens through 
a delicate photographic telescope, 
especially developed to seek out the 
planet. 

Highly elated over this cltiw, the 
astronomers followed the planet in 
its course across Ihe heavens pho¬ 
tographically by a large reflector 
and visually with' a refractor of 
greater size. The task remains now 
to determine its size, exact distance 
from the earth, its orbit and other 
pfaneUii characteristics. 

LIKE NEPTUNE FINDING 

The discovery was accomplished 
In much the same manner as the 
finding of Neptune in 1846. Then 
a, French and an English mathe¬ 
matician and astronomer provided 
scientists with calculations which 
enabled them to train their tele¬ 
scopes on the probable position of 
Neptune and eventually it was 
found. Two years before his death, 
Doctor Lowell announced similar 
calculations on the transneptunian 
planet, although he never had seen 
it, his computations solely indicat¬ 
ing that such a planet must exist. 

The astronomers participating in 
the discovery were C. O. Lampland, 
B. C. Slipher, J. C. Duncan, K. P. 
Williams. E. A. Edwards, T. B. 
Gill and Clyde Tombaugh.

T IS so far from the sun that it re¬ 
ceives little light and heat and must 
have very low temperature. 
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tions have for some time indi¬ 
cated the presence of a planet 
about where this one has been 
found, 

“Neptune is farther from the 
sun than anv other planet: the 
earth is about 93.000.000 miles 
from the sun: Neotune is about 
thirty and seven-tenths times as 
far. 

“The new planet should be. per¬ 
haps, twice as far from the sun 
as Neptune. 

"So it should he in a. constant, 
very deep twilight. That has 
made its photographic recording 
most difficult; sc I should say 
that the discovery marks a tri¬ 
umph of mathematical astronomy 
backed up by photographic as¬ 
tronomy. 

“For Neptune only receives 
about one nine-hundredth as 
much sunlight as we do. and this 
new one would have so much less 
than Neptune as to make it re¬ 
volve probably in almost night. 

“There are other irregularities 
of motion which have been noted, 
that indicate still another planet 
may be found beyond this new 
one. 

“Whether the farther one will 
ever be definitely placed by ob¬ 
servation is a question, for its 
distance from the sun. of course, 
will be more tremendous than 
this new one. a nd the surround- 
insr darkness that much ereater.'' 

Dr. Seth B. Nicholson, in charge 
of planetary astronomy at Mount 
Wilson Observatory, said, although 
the observatory had not. been cen¬ 
tered on a search for the new 
planet, “we will certainly tonight 
endeavor to place it with our 
telescopes.” 

Doctor Nicholson pronounced the 
new planet as an outstanding as¬ 
tronomical discovery. 


Third Such Discovery 
in 300 Years’ Study 

NEW YORK. March 13.—(&)—<?>he found he had a jjew one. This 


Discovery of the unnamed planet 
far out beyond the hitherto known 
boundary of the solar system is 
the third major planet found by 
man in about 300 years of star 
study. 

The ancients knew all except the 
last three. The first of these mod¬ 
ern planets. Uranus, was discov¬ 
ered by Sir William Herschel in 
1781. 

Next came the discovery of Nep¬ 
tune by one of the most astonishing 
calculations man ever had made. 
Certain irregularities in the motion 
of the new planet Uranus troubled 
astronomers for years. The key to 
their solution was found about 
simultaneously by two astronomers 
working independently of each 
other. 

Both said it must lie in another 
planet out even farther from the 
sun than Uranus Both calculated 
correctly where a, telescope could 
bo pointed to discover it. 

One of these astronomers, U. J. 
.T. Leverrier. a. Frenchman, asked 
the Berlin observatory to look in 
this spot. In 1846. on, a date now 
believed to be the twenty-third of 
September, a German astronomer 
looked, but did not see the planet. 

However, when he compared this 
section of the sky with some charts 
showing previously observed stars, 


new pin point of light proved to 
be the planet Neptune. 

At the same time John C. Adams, 
an Englishman, had made similar 
predictions unknown to the French¬ 
man, and a British telescope, turned 
upon the right spot in the sky on 
the night of August 4, the same 
year, had located the planet, out, 
as in Germany, the astronomer had 
failed to note its presence. The 
Frenchman's discovery was . |ub- 
lished first. 

In the discovery of new planets, 
the first of the asteroids was found 
in 1S01 by Plazzi. These are very 
small planets farther from the sun 
than the earth, occupying a space 
between Mars and Jupiter. A host, 
of these since has been found.

WASHINGTON. March 20—U. 
S. Treasury Department was called 
upon today by Representative Fish 
(Republican) of New York to state 
whether it favors a congressional 
investigation of the narcotic traffic.

Inasmuch as .T. M. Doran, pro¬ 
hibition commissioner, has indicated 
he welcomed an inquiry into charges 
of graft, corruption and inefficiency 
in the narcotics service, it is ex¬ 
pected the Treasury’s reply will be 
favorable to the inquiry. If it is. 
Fish will go immediately before the 
House rules committee and ask for 
the authorization. 

Meanwhile, an executive session 
of the House ways and means com¬ 
mittee will be held tomorrow to 
hear Representative Porter (Repub¬ 
lican) of Pennsylvania, author of 
• he bill to establish a separate nar¬ 
cotics bureau.

Union Leaders Have Friendly 
Chat With President 


Parade Called Off After 
Governor Opposes It 


HAVANA, March 30. (/Pj—Cuba's 
twenty-four-hour strike which be¬ 
gan at midnight last night passed 
peacefully, but gained some results 
during the day. 

The newspaper El Dais-Excelsior 
suspended publication in the after¬ 
noon because of the strike, and the 
Spanish-language morning papers 
were unable to publish. 

Street-car and omnibus lines were 
tied' up, although some taxicabs, 
interurban lines and railroads con¬ 
tinued to operate. The majority of 
trade shops were closed, as were 
coffee shops, cigar factories, sugar 
mills and sugar-cane fields. 

CALL ON PRESIDENT 
Leaders of five Cuban union labor 
organizations called at the Presi¬ 
dential palace at noon to assure 
President Machado the strike would 
be free of disturbances. 

The President told them he was 
impressed with their attitude and 
said the government, in turn, is 
prone to view their strike as legit¬ 
imate as long as manifestations 
aEe peaceful and do not menace 
property. The President added that 
recent suppression of the Confedera- 
cio.x Obrera de Cuba (Confedera¬ 
tion of Labor) Is not yet definite 
and that the decree banning the 
body is being reviewed by the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

RED MOTIVES SEEN 
The union leaders said they were 
satisfied with the interview and held 
hope for re-establishment of the 
confederation. 

Additional indications of the pa¬ 
cific attitude of strikers were seen 
at the gubernatorial palace, where 
fifteen labor secretaries called this 
morning £0 ask a permit for an aft¬ 
ernoon parade. After Gov. Antonio 
Ruiz advised against a parade the 
leaders decided to hold a general 
meeting. 

The strike was called partly in 
protest of unemployment and partly 
because of the arrest last week of 
five radical labor leaders, who still 
are held. The Cuban police say 
that it was ordered by the Third 
Internationale at Moscow.

(A’)—Ar¬ 
raignment of City Commissioner 
Parker, Ray Lamberson, his secre¬ 
tary, and John G. Garbutt, former 
representative of a patent paving 
concern, on an indictment charg¬ 
ing bribery and conspiracy was con¬ 
tinued today until Tuesday, when 
the three appeared before Superior 
Judge Wood.

Mayor Davie and Commissioner 
Colbourn, the only two members of 
the old City Council untouched by 
the investigation, today said they 
have promised the grand jury to 
ask the City Council to start ac¬ 
tion to invalidate street assessment 
bonds issued for work involved in 
the Columbian Park district. It was 
m this district that laying of faulty 
pavement precipitated the investi¬ 
gation. The suits, they said, will 
be based on the assertions that city 
paving inspectors were bribed to 
pass faulty work. 1 


KARELI (India) March 20. (JP )— 
Mahatma Gandhi, arriving here 
with his volunteer marchers in the 
civil disobedience campaign, today 
gave further instructions for carry¬ 
ing out his policy of nonviolent re¬ 
sistance to the Indian government. 

Declaring he and his followers 
want to enforce a "social boycott” 
on all government servants, he 
urged the villagers to refuse to 
fetch water for the Tax Collector 
so long as he works for the pres¬ 
ent government, and told laborers 
not to give him their services. 

He told his hearers that if sent 
to prison they should go piously, if 
assaulted they should bear it 
cheerfully, if shot they should die 
peacefully. 

Pandit Jawaharlai Nehru, presi¬ 
dent of the Indian National Con¬ 
gress, who met Gandhi this morn¬ 
ing at Jambusar, said a great re¬ 
sponsibility lays on the Gujerat dis¬ 
trict, where Gandhi will attempt to 
manufacture salt. The whole coun¬ 
try looks to the district for the first 
stroke in attaining complete inde¬ 
pendence. 

He $aid he does not expect any 
outbreaks of violence. During the 
day he left for Ahmadabad to at¬ 
tend a meeting of the All-India 
Congress Committee.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 20. (Ex¬ 
clusive)—A 30 per cent inci’ease in 
grade-crossing accidents in 1929 over 
1928 is shown in a report submit¬ 
ted to the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion today by Joseph G. Hunter, a 
transportation engineer, with Los 
Angeles county leading the list. 

Total grade-crossing accidents 
were 2864 last year against 2179 in 
1928. Last year 200 persons were 
killed and 954 injured, against 165 
killed and 732 injured in 1928. 

Of the total accidents, 1349 oc¬ 
curred in Los Angeles county which, 
with 2924 crossings, has more than 
any other county in the State. 


WASHINGTON, March 20. (JP )—

NEWARK (N. J.) March 20. (JP)—

experts to investigate the new can¬ 
cer extracf at San Francisco were 
announced tonight to the academy 
of medicine of Northern New Jer¬ 
sey. 

To inform the public quickly Is 
the purpose, Dr. Joseph Colt Blood¬ 
s'*/ of Johns Hopkins University, 
told the physicians. At the same 
time he appealed for "some authori¬ 
tative body of cancer students and 
scientists to deal with cancer cures 
announced by the daily press' so fre¬ 
quently and in such an optimistic 
way that it reaches thousands of 
people dying of cancer and raises 
false hopes of a cure.” 

DISCOVERERS INVITE 

The invitation to investigate, he 
said, came from Doctors Coffey and 
Humber, discoverers of the San 
Francisco serum. 

‘‘William W. Buffum, general 
manager of the chemical founda¬ 
tion, has already offered financial 
aid for such a commission,” Dr 
Bloodgood said, It is hoped that 
other foundations Interested in can¬ 
cer and cancer research institutions 
will offer sufficient funds to allow 
representatives to go to California 
and make this investigation.

‘‘To one who has given education 
of the public continuous study for 
almost twenty years, this recent 
publicity of a cancer cure that is as 
yet not a cure, raises the hope that 
ultimately we may obtain the same 
results through the press with cor¬ 
rect information, and that we may 
Influence the readers who have not 
the disease but need the protection 
of correct information, just as pro¬ 
foundly as we can influence those 
dying of the disease. 

‘‘Publicity through the press and 
radio with correct information has 
as yet never been tested to the lim¬ 
it.

Ever} - piece 
is a flower piece, so that bare, aching 
walls or sullen corners may now take 
heart for here is a bright bijou to fill 
each dull space and emptiness; a 
“Bouquet of Mixed Flowers” fresh 
sparkling, harmoniously colorful to 
bring new life to a living room's same¬ 
ness; “Marigolds” to splash warm 
sunshine about a somber breakfast 
nook. 

Thankfully, these are just natural 
flowers, without apology or explana¬ 
tion of ulterior motifs in composition, 
intricacy of color scheme or angles 
and spaces. Carle Blenner seems to 
have done quite well without them. 
Since 1889, New York has viewed his 
exhibits which have also included fig¬ 
ure pieces. His awards are from the 
Boston Art Club, the Third Hall- 
garten prize, the National Academy 
of Design, the Panama-American Ex¬ 
position, Buffalo, and yet others. Hon¬ 
orary degree. B. F. A., from Yale 
University, is not the least of these 
honors and, in reference to educa¬ 
tional- background, should be further 
mentioned six years at the Julien 
Academy. Paris, where Bouguereau, 
Robert-Fleury and Aman-Jean were 
his instructors. How alien sounds 
that word "instruction” where achieve¬ 
ment appears so natural, so spontan- 
e us and, apparently, contrary to 
studied rule as among Blenner’s gar¬ 
den gaieties. This very facility, how¬ 
ever, is a token of sound training. 
What is dexterously accomplished al¬ 
ways appears simple to imitate. But 
“Poinsettias" and “Begonias” are 
treasures of studied organization, the 
former with foliage of feathery trans¬ 
parency, the latter, in masses of con¬ 
centrated color, vibrant and lavishly 
laid. 

Marked dissimilarity in composition 
and floral combination proclaims every 
painting unique unto itself, whether 
like "Iris and Wistaria” or as "At the 
Florist's,” it sparkles as a riotous as¬ 
semblage or tends to the clustering 
bowl and bouquet arrangements we 
find in "Phlox,” "Killarney Roses,” 
or dew-drenched violet bunches. But 
where sunlight enters, Blenner is at 
his best, for, as in “A Sunny Corner,” 
golden vermillion and ivory-petalled 
zinnias are molten into chromatic 
unity by a warm radiance of daylight 
which pervades the curtained corner 
of their setting. One marvels a little 
at such realism that is not realism, 
such impressionism that is not exactly 
impressionism yet brings to flower 
lovers the true associative structure, 
feel and scent attaching to each. 

* * * 

In the ninth year of educational 
service the Chouinard School of Art 
expands as the natural flower of its 
own planting into spacious, airy quar¬ 
ters in an imposing new building near 
Westlake Park. Perfectly equipped 
for every activity of the modern art 
school, large, sunny class rooms, halls 
and galleries of this two-story build¬ 
ing open onto an outdoor court into 
which students enter from without by 
a handsome grilled iron gate. From 
this court a staircase leads to second 
story rooms thereby permitting con¬ 
venient circulation of the student body 
to all necessary parts of the building. 
Outstanding advances over its former 
plant include an assembly hall, adapt¬ 
able stage, and work room with fac¬ 
tory machines for the making of cos¬ 
tumes. An outdoor court for still life 
groups, a craft room, and pottery kill 
are especially desirable feature of the 
new Chouinard School. In addition to 
the store for student supplies there is 
also a public sales room facing on the 
main entrance street where student 
and imported werkstadt products will 
be displayed. They who attended the 
opening and exhibition presented by 
the Chouinard School this week, must 
feel assured of the vital significance of 
art activity in its every phase as here 
pursued under the direction of Mrs. 
Nelbert M. Chouinard and her able 
faculty. To stimulate and sustain the 
general interest and to permit individ¬ 
ual understanding of the varied crea¬ 
tive reactions to art problems as here 
presented to students, a monthly “Sun¬ 
day afternoon’ will be observed by the 
faculty of the school. 

* * * 

Those of us who are suffering from 
a delusion about a dearth of art in 
the Los Angeles Museum should take 
another look around and be properly 
admonished by Emerson's idea that 
man too readily dismisses his own 
thought simply because it is his. It is 


universally a tendency of the un¬ 
knowing to belittle the prophet with¬ 
in his gate, the artist next door and 
the local product or even that which 
keeps it company. But we must now 
be recognizing worth for its own sake 
and this is accomplished by visiting 
and analyzing every art exhibition 
given the endorsement of those quali¬ 
fied to pass an opinion. With these 
few words, be assured that the Los 
Angeles Museum has a wealth of artis¬ 
tic interest for all. The contempor¬ 
ary American exhibition has been 
creating no little excitement among 
our artists and other showings appear 
to be well attended. The water colors 
by John Whorf and Elizabeth Spauld¬ 
ing bear semblance of a rather mod¬ 
ernistic order,” according to overheard 
confidences made to a museum attend¬ 
ant. They are not though, but tak¬ 
ing both artists into comparison the 
differentiating terms of description 
might suggest the above interpreta¬ 
tion. For Whorfs sharp angles and 


edges of raw, timbered fences, fishing 
boats and wayside shanties are drawn 
with a feeling for bulk in the square, 
on a crisp and wintry morning, usual¬ 
ly, but often under the West Indies’ 
tropic glaring light. Now Elizabeth 
Spaulding feels contour in the round 
and with mellowing colors she rhyth¬ 
mically curves across country in yel¬ 
lows, greens and their variants, re¬ 
lieved by lavender heather streaks. 
"Four Little Aspens and a Waterfall" 
tells the whole story of her delicate 
artistry. The title alone sounds the 
poetry of nature's many voices; quiet, 
hushed voices as against those of the 
scurrying, boisterous Whorf. 

* * * 

For, at least, two reasons. February 
at Carmelita is an eventful month. 
There is the sixth annual exhibition 
by Pasadena artists and a splendid 
showing of student work from the 
Pasadena School of Fine and Applied 
Arts at Stickney Hall. The Pasadena 


artists are well-represented in num¬ 
bers and variety of workmanship, 
though not of quality that would do 
justice to the repr*ed culture of Pasa¬ 
dena, nor the characteristic standard 
of individual artists. Art, which peo¬ 
ple, occasionally, mistake as an avoca- 
tional pastime is. or should be, of 
vocational stamina and enlist all the 
interest and sound reasoning of any 
other vocation or profession. This 
group’s failure to do so, habitually, re¬ 
sults in the imitative and pretty pic¬ 
ture type of showing. But for all this 
negative criticism, there is also to be 
said a constructive word concerning 
more than the usual number of Pasa¬ 
dena artists. 

This year, Orrin White's “Autumn 
Sycamores” took the first, or James 
Ackley McBride Memorial Prize; Al¬ 
sou Clark the second prize Lr his 
La Jolla cliff scene, and Hanson Put- 
huff's "Towering Buttte," won third 
prize. Further comment in a later is¬ 
sue.
